The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  being  unavoidably  absent  his 
address  was  read,  as  follows: 

grand  Master’s  address. 

To  ike  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina: 

IppusTRious  Companions:— For  some  wise  purpose  our  lives  have 
been  spared  to  meet  again  in  Annual  Council.  Shall  we  not  hope 
that  this  wise  purpose  means  the  perpetuation  of  the  Grand  Council 
and  Cryptic  Masonry  in  North  Carolina?  I shall  never  be  able  to 
understand  why  so  little  interest  is  taken  by  the  Masons  of  our  State 
in  the  beautiful  degrees  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  I pray  God  that  some- 
thing may  be  done  at  this  Assembly  that  will  arouse  enthusiasm  and 
that  we  will  look  forward  hereafter  to  the  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Council  with  the  same  pleasure  that  we  now  do  to  those  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  among  the  members  of  this  Grand 
Council  during  the  year  just  closing.  If  any  have  occurred  among 
the  Subordinate  Councils  of  the  Jurisdiction  I have  not  been  notified.

I have  not  been  called  on  tor  auy  dispensations  or  to  decide  any 
disputed  questions.  I have  signed  all  the  commissions  of  Represen- 
tatives of  this  Grand  Council  to  other  Jurisdictions,  that  the  Grand 
Recorder  has  sent  me,  believing  strongly  in  this  custom,  but  have 
kept  no  record  of  names.  These  will  appear  in  the  Secretary’s  report. 

The  condition  of  the  Order  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  is  better 
than  it  was  a year  ago.  Adoniram  Council,  at  Salisbury,  does  good 
work  and  its  members  display  interest.  Charlotte  Council  has  done 
fairly  well,  and  the  newly  elected  officers  promise  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  make  the  Council  attractive. 

I was  to  have  paid  Enoch  Council  No.  5 an  official  visitation  at  the 
close  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  January,  which  I did  not  do  for  the 
reason  that  the  Companions  were  tired  and  worn  out,  and  no  meeting 
was  called.  There  was  work  to  do,  however,  and  that  fact  alone 
made  me  hopeful.  I have  not  heard  from  any  of  the  rest  of  the 
Subordinate  Councils,  but  feel  assured  that  Munson  Council,  at  Wil- 
mington, is  all  right.  Our  worthy  Grand  Recorder,  the  most  enthu- 
siastic Council  Mason  in  North  Carolina,  is  a member  of  Munson 
Council  and  I know  he  will  look  after  his  own. 

At  the  last  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  I stated  that  I would  go 
to  auy  town  in  the  State,  at  my  own  expense,  to  revive  dormant 
Councils  or  institute  new  ones,  but  no  one  has  taken  advantage  of 
this  offer  and  nothing  new  has  been  accomplished. 

I thank  you,  Companions,  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  annu- 
ally upon  me  for  a number  of  years  past,  but  now  ask  that  you  elect 
my  successor.  I am  satisfied  that  I can  assist  another  in  building  up 
our  Order  better  than  I have  done  myself,  and  I promise  to  do  all  in 
my  power,  and  to  keep  that  promise,  and  if  you  will  do  the  same  the 
eud  is  assured. 

My  earnest  wish  is  that  much  good  may  result  from  this  meeting, 
and  that  God's  richest  blessings  may  be  yours.

Report  on  Correspondence. 


To  the  M.  I.  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Alasters 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina: 

A few  weeks  ago  our  Grand  Recorder  asked  if  we  would 
write  a short  Report  on  Correspondence  for  the  Grand 
Council  and  having  been  already  assigned  to  the  Com- 
mittee in  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery,  we 
thought  time  would  fail  us  but  if  a report  will  tend  to  in- 
-spire  new  zeal  in  our  Cryptic  Rite  in  this  State  we  will 
make  the  effort.  Many  of  the  proceedings  have  not  come 
to  hand  but  such  as  have  will  be  reviewed  simply  to  give 
the  status  of  the  order. 


ARKANSAS. 

39th  Annual.  Little  Rock.  Nov.  21,  1901. 

Eight  Subordinates  were  represented  and  the  attend- 
ance was  fairly  good.  The  address  of  the  Grand  M aster 
shows  that  he  made  strenuous  efforts  to  upbuild  the  Coun- 
cils and  revive  those  dormant  and  defunct,  but  he  regrets 
that  nothing  was  accomplished. 

Report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$141.43. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (10  pp.)  is  submitted  by 
Companion  R.  G.  Langhlin  in  which  he  reviews  the  few 
proceedings  that  came  to  his  table.  He  found  generally 
an  awakened  interest  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  with  brigther 
prospects  for  the  future.

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CALIFORNIA. 

41st  Annual.  San  Francisco.  April  15,  1901. 

The  very  neat  pamphlet  has  on  the  initial  page  the  fine 
portrait  of  a fine  looking  man,  Jacob  Hart  Nell’,  M.  I. 
Grand  Master. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  seventeen 
sister  jurisdictions  and  the  delegates  of  nine  chartered 
Councils  and  one  U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp. ) though  short, 
shows  that  he  has  the  good  of  the  order  at  heart  and  that 
he  has  been  ready  at  all  times  to  meet  every  emergency. 
One  Council  was  started  U.  D.  No  decisions  were  called 
for.  He  gives  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  the 
condition  of  affairs  in  California. 

“The  true  test,  however,  of  the  condition  ofthe  Cryptic  Rite  in  Califor- 
nia is  determined  by  the  returns  received  by  the  Grand  Recorder  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1901,  which  show  a net  gain  of  Royal  and  Se- 
lect Masters,  45  of  which  were  greeted  by  Los  Angeles,  No.  11,  with 
Oakland  a close  second,  with  38;  a greater  number  than  have  been  en- 
rolled in  any  one  year  for  the  past  decade.” 


The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $784.63. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (32  pp.)  is  a concise  re- 
view of  all  the  proceedings  received  but  we  do  not  find 
North  Carolina  in  the  number.  He  takes  a hopeful  view 
of  the  Cryptic  Rite: 

“In  taking  a survey  of  the  Cryptic  field  everything  looks  encouraging 
for  a grand  future  of  the  Rite,  and  that  it  is  destined  in  the  next  few 
years  to  take  its  place  in  the  forefront  of  progressive  Masonic  Bodies, 
where  it  belongs,  I have  no  doubt. 

“In  many  States  where  the  Rite  has  been  in  acomatose  state  for  many 
years,  there  has  been  of  late  a noted  revival,  which,  if  the  visitation  sys- 
tem is  generally  carried  out,  as  indications  now  seem  to  warrant,  a gen- 
eral revival  will  be  the  result  all  along  the  line,  and  hundreds  of  Councils 
now  dormant  will  be  resurrected  and  become  flourishing  Bodies  of  en- 
thusiastic workers.” 


Report  on  Correspondence. 
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In  making  up  a statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
Council  in  the  various  States  he  gives  the  remarks  of  Com- 
panion Warville,  of  Illinois,  in  regard  to  North  Carolina: 

“North  Carolina  died  many  years  ago,  during  the  epidemic  known  as 
the  ‘merger.’  It  remained  dead  for  a longtime,  but  about  three  years 
ago  it  assumed  to  come  to  life.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it  did  not  revive,  for 
there  was  nothing  to  revive — not  even  a corpse.  But  a few  well-inten- 
tioned brethren,  out  of  the  plentitude  of  their  own  power,  organized  a 
Body  which  they  called  a Grand  Council,  and  thereupon  they  voted  to 
‘unite’  with  the  G.  G.  C.  It  wasn’t  often  that  a body  ‘ratified,’  and 
when  one  could  be  induced  to  take  that  step,  no  very  close  scrutiny  was 
made  with  respect  to  its  geneology.  Well,  now  the  scouts  are  out  with 
glasses  (binoculars)  scouring  the  field  for  that  Grand  Council.  Nothing 
has  been  heard  of  it  or  from  it  for  two  years,  so  we  will  simply  label  it 
as  missing.” 


We  admit  Companion  that  we  have  been  dying  btit  we 
dislike  to  be  called  dead  and  we  ask  that  the  funeral  be 
postponed  for  a time  that  we  may  put  on  new  strength. 
We  have  two  or  three  very  flourishing  Councils  in  this 
State  yet  and  we  have  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council 
annually,  so  give  us  a chance  to  recoup — We  are  not  dead 
but  sleeping  quietlv.

7th  Annual.  Denver.  Sept.  20,  1901. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  present,  with  three  Past  Grand 
Masters,  the  delegate  from  eight  subordinate  Councils  and 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  sister  jurisdictions, 
Companion  Jethro  C.  Sanford  answering  to  the  call  of 
North  Carolina.  A suitable  and  heart v welcome  was  ex- 
tended to  all  of  these. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  is  a brief  but 
comprehensive  statement  of  the  work  done  in  his  office. 
Several  dispensations  were  granted  to  facilitate  work  in 
the  Councils.  He  visited  during  the  year  nearly  all  the 
Councils,  to  their  pleasure  and  profit  and  it  required 
travel  of  over  eighteen  hundred  miles.

All  the  Grand  officers  except  the  T.  I.  Companion  Con- 
ductor of  Work.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  sister  jurisdictions  with 
T.  I.  Companion  Reuben  H.  Tucker  for  North  Carolina 
and  the  delegates  of  fifteen  subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  gives  a hopeful  and 
encouraging  view  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Connecticut.  He 
congratulates  the  Grand  Council  upon  the  zeal  and  inter- 
est displayed  among  the  craft.  Some  dispensations  were 
issued  for  good  cause.  He  made  several  visitations  with 
profit  to  all.  No  deaths  in  the  official  ranks  of  the  Grand

are.  In  conclusion  he  says:

There  were  also  delegates 
from  sixteen  Chartered  Councils,  seven  Past  Most  Illus- 
trious Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-five  sister  jurisdictions  including  Companion  B. 
B.  Farnsworth  for  North  Carolina.

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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  is  a very  read- 
able paper  and  gives  his  acts  in  a few  words.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  shows  all  Grand  Officers, 
with  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  delegates  from  five 
subordinate  Councils  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-one  sister  jurisdictions,  with  Companion  A.  Bran- 
denburg for  North  Carolina. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8  pp.)  gives  a fair 
statement  of  the  acts  in  his  office.

Two  portraits  illuminine  the  pages  of  this  pamphlet, 
viz:  John  H Murphy,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  1900-1  and 
Joseph  S.  Browne,  M.  I.  Grand  Master  in  1873-4.  He 
bears  the  distinction  of  having  served  as  presiding  officer 
in  all  of  the  subordinate  and  Grand  Bodies  with  which  he 
has  been  connected. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  the  delegates  of  ten  (all 
but  two)  subordinate  Councils,  thirteen  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-five 
Grand  Bodies,  with  Companion  W.  H.  Barrett,  for  North 
Carolina.  Companion  Wm.  H.  Mayo,  Grand  Master  of 
the  General  Grand  Council  of  the  United  States  was  intro- 
duced and  welcomed  to  a seat  in  the  east. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp. ) gives  in  a few 
words  what  has  been  done  for  the  good  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  during  his  administration.  He  constituted  one  new 
Council  and  made  a few  official  visits.  He  attented  the 
General  Grand  Council  and  is  pleased  at  the  attendance, 
and  the  report  of  40,000  as  the  number  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  this  country.

Grand  Master  Wm.  B.  Wilson  said  to  lie  a good  man  who 
enjoyed  the  confidence  and  regard  of  all. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (23  pp.)  is  from  the  well 
practiced  and  facile  pen  of  Companion  W m.  H.  Mayo,  who 
for  many  years  has  been  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  not 
only  in  Missouri  but  in  the  General  Grand  Bodies  in  this 
country.  He  reviews  in  his  usually  able  manner  the  pro- 
ceedings ol  twenty  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Constituent  Mem- 
bers of  the  General  Grand  Council,  six  independent  Grand 
Councils,  together  with  one  foreign — England  and  Wales, 
total  twenty-seven,  but  North  Carolina  didn’t  get  there. 
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M.  I.  Companion  Reuben  Barney,  elected  Grand  Master. 
M.  I.  Companion  Wm.  H,  May,  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

40th  Annual.  Concord.  May  13,  1901. 

A fine  portrait  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Charles 
Byron  Spofford,  Grand  Master  1900,  illumines  the  initial 
page. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Treastxrer  and 
Steward  were  present,  nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  dele- 
gates from  eleven  subordinate  Councils  and  the  Grand 
Representatives  of  eighteen  sister  States,  with  Compan- 
ion John  Hatch  for  North  Carolina. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  gives  a good 
account  of  the  Rite  in  New  Hampshire,  and  in  the  outset 
notes  “a  year  of  prosperity  Masonically  and  personally.” 
He  gives  a list  of  the  fraternal  dead.  The  year  has  been 
uneventful.  His  duties  have  been  pleasant  and  not  ardu- 
ous. The  Grand  Treasurer  died  and  one  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  He  visited  three  Councils,  the  number  as- 
signed to  him,  and  all  were  found  in  good  condition.  He 
attended  the  General  Grand  Council.  “No  friction  ap- 
peared and  the  assembly  must  be  counted  as  a most  suc- 
cessful one.” 

The  reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Principal  Conductor  of  the  work  both  show  that  they 
were  active  in  visiting  the  Chapters  in  their  baliwieks. 

The  Acting  Grand  Treasurer  l'eports  a balance  of 
$903.35. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (35  pp.)  is  submitted  by 
Companion  Frank  D.  Woodbury,  and  is  a condensed  re- 
view of  twenty-six  Grand  Bodies  and  the  General  Grand 
Council,  but  we  do  not  find  North  Carolina  on  the  list. 
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He  finds  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  fair  condition  and  is  hopeful 
for  the  future.

NEW  JERSEY. 

43rd  Annual.  Trenton.  Jan.  22,  1901. 

All  Grand  Officers  present  except  the  Grand  Steward, 
thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  delegates  from  six  sub- 
oi'dinate  Councils  and  the  Grand  Represetitatives  of 
twenty -five  sister  states,  (some  representing  more  than 
one)  but  we  do  not  find  North  Carolina  on  the  list. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3% pp.)  is  an  itemized 
statement  of  his  acts  well  expressed  and  to  the  point.  He 
says: 

“Nothing  has  occurred  to  my  knowledge  during  the  past  year  to  dis- 
turb the  fraternal  good  feeling  existing  between  any  of  the  Companions 
of  this  jurisdiction,  and  we  are  enjoying  the  most  friendly  fraternal  rela- 
tions with  all  our  sister  jurisdictions.” 

He  has  but  few  to  report  under  the  head  of  Necrology. 

Seven  dispensations  to  facilitate  work  in  the  Councils 
were  granted.  He  visited  five  Councils  officially,  and 
found  the  officers  proficient  in  the  Ritual. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $272.35. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (24  pp.)  is  a concise  re- 
view, by  Companion  Chas.  Belcher,  of  twenty-six  Grand 
Bodies  including  the  General  Grand  Council.  We  do  not 
find  North  Carolina  among  the  number,  but  trust  in  the 
future  we  will  be  regular  in  issuing  our  proceedings.  He 
says  in  conclusion: 
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“We  have  reached  our  journey’s  end,  and  in  our  itinerary  have  passed 
many  social  hours.  Harmony  abounds,  but  we  regret  that  in  some  in- 
stances it  is  apparently  the  outcome  of  lack  of  interest. 

“Earnest,  warm-hearted  Companions,  full  of  energy  and  love  for  the 
Rite  are  to  be  found  everywhere,  and  to  them  we  look  for  assistance  to 
build  up  the  waste  places.  Persistent  effort  is  the  potent  factor,  making 
possible  the  successful  attainment  of  their  desires.  To  all  we  say,  strive 
diligently,  press  onward,  may  we  meet  again.”

NEW  YORK. 

92nd  Annual.  Buffalo.  Aug.  20,  1901. 

We  find  two  portraits  on  the  initial  pages  of  the  very 
neat  pamphlet,  viz.:  M.  Illustrious  Companions  James  Mc- 
Credie,  Grand  Master  1870-1,  and  John  B.  Sackett  in 
1876.  The  opening  exercises  were  very  elaborate.  We 
note  the  choir  was  composed  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and 
we  have  been  wondering  if  the\^  were  all  present  in  the 
Council  hall  during  the  opening  which  is  on  the  program. 
If  so,  it  is  new  to  us.  How  about  this  Companion  Os- 
goodby? 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  twenty-five  subor- 
dinate Councils  through  their  delegates,  nine  Past  Grand 
Masters,  with  the  Grand  Representatives  from  twenty- 
seveu  states,  but  North  Carolina  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (13  pp.)  is  a well 
written  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  New 
York.  He  favors  the  itinerating  system  of  holding  the 
Grand  Council.  Under  Necrology  he  calls  attention  to  the 
death  of  Companion  David  F.  Day,  who  died  full  of  honors 
having  filled  the  office  of  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  Also  the  death  of  Most  Illustrious 
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Companion  John  F.  Baldwin,  Past  Grand  Master  1895-6. 
He  gives  the  list  of  distinguished  dead  of  other  jurisdict- 
ions. Dispensations  were  granted  for  the  usual  reasons 
such  as  balloting  out  of  time  and  to  elect  and  instal  offi- 
cers. The  several  Councils  were  apportioned  among  the 
Grand  Officers  for  official  visitations  and  their  duties  were 
well  performed  and  much  good  affected.  No  decisions 
were  called  for.  He  attended  the  General  Grand  Council. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $398.14. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  4,393  members,  an  increase 
of  152  over  last  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (52  pp.)  is  submitted  by 
Companion  Geo.  M.  Osgoodby  and  is  a faithful  review  of 
thirty  Grand  Bodies  and  the  General  Grand  Council.  He 
gives  to  North  Carolina  just  four  lines  and  says  that  “we 
are  alive  but  not  very  active  at  present,”  to  all  of  which 
we  assent.  He  says  in  conclusion: 

“The  Rite  appears  to  be  flourishing  as  a general  thing,  but  in  those 
iurisdictions  where  it  is  otherwise,  there  appears  to  be  a lack  of  thorough 
good  work  on  the  part  of  its  officers.  With  a change  in  this  respect,  we 
may  expect  to  see  a revival  with  them.  Where  the  officers  are  zealous, 
alive  to  the  interests  of  the  Rite,  prosperity  goes  hand  in  hand  with 
them,  and  we  see  the  most  success.”

NEBRASKA. 

22nd  Annual.  Omaha.  Dec.  11,  1901. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present  but  three,  viz.:  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Chaplain  and  Grand  Stew- 
ard. Seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  delegates  from  nine 
of  the  fifteen  subordinate  Councils  were  in  attendance,  but 
the  list  of  Grand  Representatives  is  not  reported. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3%  pp.)  treats  of  his 
work  and  the  progress  of  the  Rite  in  Nebraska.  He  re- 
vived one  Council  by  giving  a duplicate  Charter,  the 
original  having  been  lost.  Several  others  were  visited 
and  encouraged  in  their  labors.  He  considers  that  the 
Masonic  record  is  not  complete  without  the  Royrnl  and 
Select  Masters  degrees.  Under  Necrology  he  gives  a list 
of  the  dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  none  having  died  in  his 
own.

72nd  Annual.  Toledo.  Sept.  21,  1901. 

The  initial  page  of  this,  the  neatest  and  most  beautiful 
pamphlet  we  have  yet  seen  in  this  x'eport,  is  ornamented 
with  a well  executed  portrait  of  Wm.  B.  Anderson,  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master. 

All  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Treasurer  were 
present.  Eleven  Past  Grand  Masters,  forty-nine  Chartered 
Chapters  and  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty -four  Grand 
Bodies,  (but  Companion  Banta  for  North  Carolina  was 
not  on  hand)  made  up  the  fine  attendance. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (14  pp.)  is  one  of  the 
best  and  gives  us  a verv  clear  view  of  the  Rite  in  Ohio. 
He  has  reason  to  boast,  hear  him: 

“While  the  Cycles  of  Time  roll  on  Cryptic  Masonry  keeps  equal  step  in 
the  march  of  progression,  and  advances  and  prospers  in  a marvelous 
way.  Our  own  beloved  Commomwealth,  Ohio,  first  in  so  much,  stands 
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only  second  among  our  sister  jurisdictions,  and  all  the  indications  are 
that  soon  none  will  out-rank  her. 

“It  is  pleasing  to  state  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  within  our 
borders,  and  so  also  throughout  all  other  grand  jurisdictions.” 

Under  Necrology  lie  is  pleased  to  note  that  the  Grand 
Council  has  not  been  called  to  morn  the  loss  of  one  of  its 
members.  Districts  were  assigned  to  the  various  officers 
and  much  work'  was  done  by  them.  One  Council  was 
started  U.  D.  Only  a few  visitations  were  made  owing  to 
sickness  and  business  pressure.  No  decisions. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  gain  of  379,  and  a 
total  membership  of  $5,567. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,149.86. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (53  pp.)  is  submitted  by 
Companion  Wm.  Cunningham  and  is  a faithful  and  able 
review  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-seven  Grand  Bodies, 
and  the  General  Grand  Council,  but  North  Carolina  does 
not  appear  for  the  reason  that  our  proceedings  were  not 
published.  We  give  a part  of  his  conclusion  : 

“Cryptic  Masonry  is  to  be  most  heartily  congratulated  upon  the  pros, 
perity  and  harmony  with  which  it  has  been  attended  within  the  past 
year.  The  aj>athy  that  at  one  time  threatened  its  very  existence  is 
rapidly  disappearing  and  being  replaced  with  a continued  healthy 
growth.  The  conservative  hopeful  views  of  its  writers  and  the  high 
esteem  in  which  its  grades  are  held,  by  thoughtful  Masons  who  possess 
them,  are  substantial  evidences  of  permanency  and  prosperity.”

OREGON. 

16th  Annual.  McMinnville.  April  3,  1901. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present  but  four,  whose  places 
were  filled  pro  tern.  Six  subordinate  Councils  were  re- 
ported through  their  delegates  as  present.  There  were 
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also  two  Past  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Representatives 
from  eight  sister  jurisdictions,  but  North  Carolina  is  not 
on  hand. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  a short  and 
itemized  account  of  the  Grand  Council  in  its  working's 
during  the  year.  He  reports  a fair  condition  of  prosperity 
in  the  Cryptic  Rite  and  enters  with  hope  upon  the  new 
century.  No  member  of  the  Grand  Council  had  been 
called  away  by  death  and  he  mourns  with  sister  jurisdict- 
ions in  the  loss  of  their  great  and  good  ones.  Two  new 
Councils  were  constituted.  Not  much  visiting  was  done 
though  some  few  had  the  benefit  of  his  services.  He  did 
not  attend  the  General  Grand  Council  nor  was  the  State 
of  Oregon  represented  except  by  proxies. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  $208.55  balance  on  hand.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

42nd  Annual.  Charleston.  Feby.  12,  1901. 

Only  four  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  and  all  the 
rest  were  pro  tem.  Six  Councils  were  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  ( 4 pp. ) is  a brief  review 
of  the  year’s  work,  and  though  absent  by  sickness,  we 
can  see  in  this  address  that  his  heart  is  in  the  work  and  he 
yearns  for  the  success  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  He  reports  the 
death  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  S.  P.  H.  Elwell  and 
Past  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  F.  T.  Wilhite.  Of  the  condition 
of  the  Rite  in  South  Carolina,  he  says: 

“Companions,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is  a steady  and  a 
healthy  growth  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  although  not  in  proportion  to 
what  it  should  be,  were  each  to  do  his  whole  duty  to  his  individual 
Council  and  Rite  generally. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $14.02,  but 
this  amout  was  supplemented  by  the  dues  for  this  year 
paid  over  by  the  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  submitted  by  Com- 
panion Zimmerman  Davis  the  Grand  Recorder,  in  which 
he  gives  merely  a synopsis  of  the  chief  items  in  each  juris- 
diction in  seven  pages.  He  thus  criticises  others  and 
thereby  gives  us  the  reason  why  he  believesin  short  reports: 

“Companions,  as  usual  I make  no  attempt  to  present  a ‘Review  of 
Foreign  Correspondence’  in  the  sense  in  which  it  is  indulged  in  some 
jurisdictions,  where  the  reviewer  feels  called  upon  to  note  everything 
which  occurs  in  other  jurisdictions,  even  including  small  matters  of  local 
import  merely,  as  well  as  liberal  quotations  from  the  platitudes  and 
beatitudes  of  the  Grand  Masters’  addresses,  from  the  ‘Cycles  of  time, 
moving  on,  have  brought  us  to  another  joyful  season  in  our  pilgrimage, 
etc,.’ down  to  the  time  when ‘the  Sabbath  of  eternity  sets  in.’  This  .is 
all  very  beautiful  and  sentimental,  but  it  costs  money  to  print,  and  with 
an  eye  to  our  financial  condition,  I will  undertake  to  do  no  more  than 
place  before  you  such  matters  as,  in  my  judgment,  may  be  of  interest 
and  tend  to  the  advancement  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  our  own  juris- 
diction.”

TENNESSEE. 

51st  Annual.  Nashville.  Jan.  28,  1901. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen  Past 
Grand  Masters  and  the  delegates  from  twelve  Chartered 
Councils  and  one  U.  D.,  but  the  list  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives is  not  given. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  though  short 
gives  much  information  of  interest.  He  lias  to  record  the 
death  of  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Master  George  H.  Morgan,  who 
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had  served  with  zeal  all  the  requirments  of  the  Grand 
Council  and  gone  to  his  reward.  He  gives  also  a list  of 
the  distinguished  dead  of  other  jurisdictions.  He  reports 
“that  continued  prosperity  and  greatest  harmony  prevail 
throughout  the  jurisdiction.  ’ ’ 

Three  dispensations  were  granted  to  elect  and  install 
out  of  the  regular  time  and  one  Council  was  re-organized. 
He  was  prevented  by  sickness  and  other  causes  from  visit- 
ing the  Councils  as  he  had  intented. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $300.65. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means,  with  the  following  result: 

“We  recommend  that  $20.00  be  paid  to  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence. In  this  connection  your  committee  would  state  that  in 
view  of  the  small  income  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  the  expense  which 
would  be  incurred  by  the  printing  of  this  report  in  the  proceedings,  and 
the  remuneration  to  committee  for  their  labors,  that  it  is  inadvisable  to 
continue.the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corresjiondence. 

“On  motion,  the  thanks,  by  a rising  vote,  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
tendered  Companion  M.  F.  Flenniken  for  his  arduous  work  in  preparing 
the  Report  on  Correspondence.” 

“Sic  transit  gloria,"  etc.

VERMONT. 

48th  Annual.  Burlington.  June  11,  1901. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present  but  the  Grand  Marshall 
and  Steward,  (the  latter  may  be  snoring),  three  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  officers  or  proxies  of  fifteen  subordi- 
nate Councils  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
three  sister  states,  with  Companion  Daniel  Payson  for 
North  Carolina. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  shows  that 
something  was  required  at  his  hands  and  that  he  was 
faithful  and  zealous  in  its  performance.  He  is  pleased  to 
note  that  the  official  ranks  had  not  been  broken  by  death. 
He  is  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  prominent  for  several 
years  in  Masonic  circles  in  Vermont  viz.:  Past  M.  I.  Com- 
panion Frederick  S.  Fisher. 

He  has  this  to  say  of  the  condition  of  the  Rite: 

“I  am  pleased  to  report  no  complaints  or  grievances,  hence  I conclude 
that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
The  number  who  have  received  the  degree  the  past  year  is  43.  Twelve 
Companions  have  been  suspended;  two  have  dimitted,  and  12  have 
crossed  the  silent  river.  Peace  to  their  ashes.  There  is  one  thing  to  en- 
courage us,  viz.:  A few  years  ago,  our  treasury  was  empty,  and  we  had 
no  funds  to  pay  our  bills.  Now  we  have  a small  balance  in  the  treasury; 
may  it  continue  to  increase.” 


He  appointed  Companion  C.  H.  Heaton  his  proxy  to 
attend  the  General  Grand  Council.  Six  dispensations,  no 
decisions. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $510.23. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  the  main  feature  ofthe 
pamphlet.  It  is  submitted  by  Companion  Marsh  O.  Per- 
kins whose  writings  we  have  seen  in  other  fields  of  labor. 
He  always  gives  a good  report.  Twenty-five  Grand 
Bodies  and  the  General  Grand  Council  are  reviewed  in  39 
pages  and  we  regret  that  North  Carolina  does  not  appear 
— we  give  a portion  of  his  conclusion: 


“Those  who  have  followed  us  through  the  various  jurisdictions  will 
have  seen  with  us  the  sunshine  and  shadow  of  Crypticlife,  and  also  have 
learned  what  ground  there  is  for  the  belief  in,  and  the  hope  for,  the 
future  of  the  Rite.”

The  initial  page  of  this  very  neat  pamphlet  is  illumined 
with  the  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  Jno.  N.  Prather, 
Grand  Master. 

Several  Grand  Officers  were  absent,  and  among  these  we 
note  the  Grand  Alaster  is  not  present  on  account  of  severe 
illness.  We  trust  he  has  ere  this  recovered  his  wanted 
health.  There  were  also  present  four  Past  Grand  Masters, 
the  delegates  from  six  subordinates  and  though  the  list  of 
Grand  Representatives  is  not  given,  we  note  that  they 
were  introduced  and  received  with  the  honors  due  their 
position. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.)  is  a clear  and 
well  written  statement  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year  just 
closed.  Only  one  death  is  recorded,  that  of  Companion 
T.  W.  Gordon  at  Cape  Nome,  Alaska.  He  gives  the  list  of 
dead  of  other  jurisdictions.  He  made  a few  visitations 
with  great  profit.  He  attended  the  Triennial  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  and  seems  encouraged  to  believe  that 
through  much  “ missionary " work,  the  next  Triennial 
may  be  held  in  Washington.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

The  M.  J.  Grand  Master  then  read  his  address,  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina; 

Illustrious  Companions;  It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  wel- 
come you  to  this,  the  Twenty-seventh  Annuel  Assembly  of  our 
Grand  Council,  and  render  to  you  a report  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
our  Jurisdiction,  and  what  efforts  are  being  made  to  advance  its 
interests. 

Just  here  it  is  well  to  ask  two  questions — First,  Have  we  pro- 
gressed by  advancing  our  work,  or  have  we  during  the  past  year 
retrograded  by  remaining  at  a standstill?  Second,  How  much  has 
each  one  of  us  done  towards  furthering  the  work  of  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry? It  is  my  honest  belief,  as  well  as  hope,  that  the  Compan- 
ions present  will,  and  can  sincerely,  say  that  their  Councils  have 
moved  forward,  and  that  now  we  are  in  better  condition  than  at 
our  last  Assembly.  But  Companions,  while  you  say  we  have  ad- 
vanced (although  it  is  a little,  it  is  a step  forward),  you  must 
remember  that  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction  of  ours  will 
never  be  what  it  should  unless  each  one  puts  his  shoulder  to  the 
wheel  and  assists.  And  the  best  place  for  that  assistance  is  in 
your  Council  and  assisting  in  its  work  and  seeing  that  the  officers 
and  Companions  are  interested  in  the  work.  There,  in  the  Subor- 
dinate Council,  lies  the  foundation  stone  and  the  strength  of  our 
Oi’der. 


NECROLOGY. 


During  the  past  year,  we  are  thankful  to  record  that  the 
"Angel  of  Death”  has  struck  no  name  from  the  roll  of  Grand 
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Officers,  or  of  the  Past  Grand  Officers,  who  are  permanent  mem- 
bers of  our  Body. 

While  the  Grand  Body  has  so  fortunately  escaped,  such  has  not 
been  the  case  with  the  Subordinate  Councils. 

Among  the  deaths  recorded.  Munson  Council  records  the  death 
of  Companion  William  R.  Kenan,  who  entered  into  rest  April  14, 
1903,  at  John  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.  While  he  never 
held  high  official  position  in  the  Grand  Council,  having  only  been 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard  in  1881,  yet  he  was  a zealous  Mason, 
and  the  Companions  of  Munson  Council,  as  well  as  all  Free  Ma- 
sons of  this  beautiful  city,  will  bear  testimony  of  his  fidelity  to 
the  Craft  and  their  loss.  Also  it  is  because  of  his  services  as  a 
citizen  and  his  trueness  as  a man,  that  he  is  missed  by  this  com- 
munity.

These  were  true  Masons,  who  had  faithfully  served  the  Craft  in 
their  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  laboring  for  the  cause  of  Free- 
masonry. which  has  so  much  influenced  for  good  the  moral  stan- 
dard of  the  world  in  many  ages,  and  now  they  are  at  rest. 

One  name  on  the  list  'calls  for  especial  notice  for  the  valuable 
services  he  has  rendered  to  all  branches  of  Freemasonry.  It  is 
needless  to  say  I refer  to  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Maine,  who  was  the  first  Grand  Master  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  in  1880. 
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Having,  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  December,  1898,  had  the  privi- 
lege of  meeting  this  learned  Companion,  which  meeting  was  more 
than  a bare  introduction,  I can  truthfully  say  that  no  one  could 
meet  him  without  becoming  sensible  of  his  cordial  manner  ana 
being  deeply  impressed  with  his  strong  personality.  It  was  no 
surprise  to  me  last  August  when  I heard  a distinguished  member 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templars  speak  of  him 
as  “The  Masonic  law-giver  of  Maine.”  His  fame  as  a ‘‘Masonic 
law-giver”  is  not  limited  to  the  State  of  Maine,  but  it  is  co-exist- 
ent with  the  American  continent.  Of  him  may  be  well  said, 

"Hence  in  silence  'and  in  sorrow,  toiling  still  with  busy  hand. 
Like  an  emigrant  he  wandered,  seeking  for  the  Better  Land, 
Emigravit  is  the  inscription  on  the  tombstone  where  he  lies, 
Dead  he  is  not,  but  departed,  for  the  artist  never  dies.” 

FRATERNAL  RELATIONS. 

Peace  and  harmony  prevails  throughout  our  Jurisdiction,  and  we 
are  in  thorough  harmony  with  all  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
although  a large  number  of  the  Foreign  Correspondence  com- 
mittees, in  reviewing  our  Proceedings,  do  not  give  us  compli- 
mentary notices.  However,  as  long  as  we  allow  Cryptic  Masonry 
to  languish  as  it  has  in  North  Carolina,  just  so  long  may  be  ex- 
pect, as  we  justly  deserve,  to  receive  such  notices  as  we  now 
receive. 

On  August  26,  1902,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present  at  the 
Eighty-sixth  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  New 
York.  As  your  Grand  Master  and  the  executive  head  of  a Sister 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  I was  the  recipient  of  many  courtesies  at  the 
hands  of  the  Companions,  which  personally  were  very  enjoyable 
and  were  greatly  appreciated  by  me  as  your  representative.  I 
must  here  make  acknowledgement  to  Grand  Master  John  P.  Deal 
and  R.  I.  Companions  John  R.  Gardner,  Deputy  Grand  Master; 
Irving  L’Hommedieu.  Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work; 
George  Van  Vliet,  Grand  Recorder,  and  E.  W.  Van  Vranken, 
Grand  Representative  of  North  Carolina  near  the  Grand  Council 
of  New  York. 

REPRESENTATIVES, 

On  November  7,  1902,  I recommended  R.  I.  Companion  William 
Anderson,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  as  the  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Kansas  near  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION  OF  GENERAL 
GRAND  COUNCIL. 

On  January  18,  1903,  I received  the  following  letter  from  Most 
Illustrious  Julius  L.  Brown,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council 
of  Georgia: 
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Grand  Council  of  Georgia,  R.  and  S.  M., 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  January  12,  1903. 
Most  Illustrious  Grand  Sir  and  Dear  Companion: 

I beg  to  herewith  enclose  to  you  a copy  of  Proceedings  of  our 
last  Annual  Assembly,  and  to  c9.ll  your  attention  to  page  17  of  the 
same,  and  I also  send  you  a copy  of  a circular  letter  which  I sent 
out. 

Of  course,  Georgia  will  take  no  step  whatever  that  is  not  in 
thorough  accord  with  the  General  Grand  Council’s  views.  There 
are  about  one  and  a quarter  million  Blue  Lodge  Masons  in  the 
United  States,  and  we  have  only  about  58,000  Council  Masons. 
Now,  is  there  any  reason  why  we  should  not  draw  directly  from 
the  Blue  Lodges  just  as  the  Chapters  do?  We  would  not  betray 
any  of  the  secrets  of  the  Chapter  any  more  than  the  Chapter  be- 
trays ours. 

Of  course,  it  is  useless  for  us  to  ask  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Knights  Templar  to  put  any  additional  qualifications  upon  the 
Knights  Templar.  Neither  will  the  Chapter  put  any  stumbling 
block  in  the  way  of  becoming  a Chapter  Mason.  Now,  with  a 
slight  change  in  our  Ritual,  we  could  draw  directly  from  the  Blue 
Lodge.  As  you  will  see  by  the  circular  letter,  which  I sent  out. 
that  there  is  copied  in  it  a Charter  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Georgia,  which  furnishes  food  for  thought. 

You  will  see  that  the  Blue  Lodges  in  Georgia  formerly  con- 
ferred the  Chapter  degrees,  and  also  the  Order  of  the  Red  Cross. 

Really,  our  work  should  come  in  between  the  Most  Excellent 
Master  and  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  While  I am  unalterably  com- 
mitted to  the  doctrine  of  one  term  for  Grand  Master,  and  would 
not  therefore  be  Grand  Master  when  the  General  Grand  Council 
meet,  I hope  to  be  present  when  that  body  meets,  and  then  I ex- 
pect to  introduce  a proposed  change  in  our  Constitution,  and  a 
resolution  to  change  our  Ritual,  so  that  we  may  draw  directly 
from  the  Blue  Lodge,  and  the  purpose  of  this  is  to  call  your  atten- 
tion and  other  Grand  Masters  to  the  situation,  and  if  you  agree 
with  me,  to  ask  your  cordial  support  in  bringing  about  this  much 
desired  change. 

As  it  is,  and  as  matters  now  are,  we  are  looked  upon  as  a side- 
show, and  the  Council  doesn’t  get  proper  credit,  which  belongs 
to  it.  I suppose  when  the  Grand  Encampment  was  formed  and 
laid  down  the  necessary  qualificataions  for  the  Knights  Templars, 
that  most  of  our  work  was  done  in  the  Chapter,  and  therefore 
they  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  keep  up  with  our  changes. 

I am  writing  this  letter  to  all  of  the  Grand  Masters,  and  there- 
fore I am  going  to  ask  you  to  excuse  what  appears  to  be  a circular 
letter.  I would  be  very  glad  for  you  to  think  this  matter  over 
carefully  and  write  me  upon  this  subject. 
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With  kindest  regards  to  you  personally,  and  with  best  wishes 
for  your  Grand  Council,  I am,

While  my  personal  views  on  this  subject  would  be  plainly  stared 
in  a discussion  of  this  matter,  I being  unqualifiedly  ooposed  to 
it  as  all  the  other  Companions  with  whom  I have  talked,  still, 
coming  as  this  does,  from  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  Julius 
L.  Brown,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Georgia, 
I lay  this  matter,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  before  you 
for  your  consideration. 


DECISIONS. 

During  the  past  year  two  decisions  have  been  rendered,  both  of 
which  I herewith  submit. 

The  first  was  upon  a question  propounded  by  the  Deputy  Master 
of  Enoch  Council,  whether  the  election  of  myself,  then  the  Thrice 
Illustrious  Master  of  that  Council,  to  the  position  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter, (1)  vacated  the  office  of  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  so  as  to 
necessitate  another  election,  or  (2)  did  it  merely  suspend  that 
officer  from  the  office  and  the  duties  devolve  upon  the  Deputy 
Master,  or  (3)  could  the  officer  act  in  both  capacities  at  the  same 
time. 

I ruled  that  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  ancient  landmarks  of 
Masonry  for  a Mason,  acting  as  Master  of  his  Council,  to  sit  in 
judgment  on  matters  in  a Subordinate  Council  and  then  have  the 
right  to  sit  as  Grand  Master  upon  an  appeal  from  his  own  ruling. 
The  two  officers  being  incompatible  the  officer  could  not  act  in 
both  at  the  same  time.  I further  ruled  that  the  election  as  Grand 
Master  suspended  the  officer  from  performing  the  duties  of  Master 
of  Enoch  Council,  and  that  these  duties  devolved  on  the  Deputy 
Master  by  virtue  of  his  office  in  a similar  manner  as  the  tempo- 
rary absence  of  the  Master  from  the  city  or  jurisdiction,  and  that 
an  election  would  not  be  proper. 

Another  question  submitted  to  me  was  from  Durham  Council 
No.  7.  A Companion  Royal  Arch  Mason,  who  was  exalted  between 
1881  and  1S94,  when  the  Council  degrees  were  then  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  had  presenteu 
himself  and  asked  for  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master, 
claiming  that  they  were  a matter  of  right  to  him,  as  he  was  en- 
titled to  them  when  he  received  the  Chapter  degrees,  and  then  I 
was  asked  whether  or  not  he  was  entitled  to  receive  the  degrees 
or  could  he  only  receive  them  like  any  other  petitioner. 

My  opinion  was  that  the  Royal  Arch  Companion  is  not  entitled 
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to  receive  the  degrees,  but  must,  like  oil  other  petitions,  submit  his 
petition  for  the  degrees  to  the  ballot,  "and  pay  the  required  fee. 
as  now  prescribed  by  the  General  Grand  Council  of  the  United 
States.  Had  he  applied  for  and  received  the  degrees  when  they 
were  under  the  control  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  he  would  then  have 
been  recognized  as  a Council  Mason,  but  when  the  Grand  Chapter 
acquiesced  in  the  re-formation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  North 
Carolina,  the  Council  degrees  then  .ceased  to  be  a part  of  the 
.rights  and  privileges  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and  the  resolution  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  1886  was  then  revived,  “Resolved  that  this 
Grand  Chapter,  after  due  consideration,  hereby  disclaims  for  itself 
and  its  subordinates  any  and  all  control  over  the  Royal  and  'Select 
Masters’  degrees.’’ 

DISPENSATIONS. 

April  28,  1903,  a dispensation  was  granted  to  Enoch  Council  to 
receive  and  ballot  on  the  petition  of  five  Royal  Arch  Masons  at 
a special  assembly:  and  also  to  install  officers  at  the  same  time. 

April  , 1903,  to  Durham  Council  No.  7,  to  elect  and  install  offi- 
cers, as  the  Council  had  been  very  inactive. 

April  30,  1903,  to  Adoniram  Council,  to  receive  and  ballot  upon  a 
petition  for  the  Council  degrees  at  a special  assembly,  it  being 
the  occasion  of  the  official  visit  to  that  Council. 

May  22,  1903,  to  Charlotte  Council  No.  8,  to  receive  and  ballot  on 
a petition  for  the  degrees  at  a special  assembly,  it  being  the  occa- 
sion of  an  official  visit  to  that  Council. 

VISITATIONS. 

Last  year  at  Winston,  when  you  honored  me  with  the  office  of 
Grand  Master,  I stated  that  I proposed  to  visit  each  Council  at 
least  once  during  the  Cryptic  year,  and  I am  now  able  to  report 
that  each  Council  has  received  an  official  visit,  although  the  visi- 
tations were  not  as  frequent  as  they  should  have  been,  or  as  was 
desired. 

After  waiting  over  five  months  for  some  one  of  the  Councils  to 
invite  me  to  pay  them  an  official  visit,  I decided  to  take  up  the 
matter  with  the  Councils  and  invited  them  to  name  a date  for  the 
visits.  Each  Council  asked  that  the  visitations  be  postponed  until 
after  Christmas,  which  was  done,  and  then,  owing  to  my  business, 
it  was  impossible  for  me  to  make  a visit  (outside  of  my  own  Coun- 
cil) until  the  latter  part  of  March,  so  that  outside  of  Enoch  Coun- 
cil No.  5,  no  visits  were  made  until  that  time. 

Enoch  Council  No.  5. — October  22,  1902,  an  official  visit  was  paid 
to  this  Council  at  a regular  assembly.  Nine  other  Companions 
besides  myself  were  present,  two  petitions  were  acted  upon  and 
one  of  the  candidates  then  received  the  degrees,  the  Royal  Mas- 
ter’s degree  being  conferred  in  full  form,  and  the  Select  Master’s 
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degree  being  given.  This  was  the  first  regular  assembly  held 
since  November.  1901.  I was  also  present  at  a regular  assembly 
on  No\  ember  18,  1902,  at  which  routine  business  was  transacted, 
but  no  work  conferred.  April  28,  1903,  another  official  visit  was 
made  to  this  Council,  at  which  both  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master 
and  Select  Master  were  conferred  upon  one  candidate,  which  wora 
showed  a marked  improvement  over  the  preceeding  visit.  Five 
petitions  for  the  degrees  were  acted  upon,  and  the  officers  installed 
for  the  year.  At  this  assembly  I desire  to  acknowledge  the  com- 
pany of  M.  P.  P.  G.  M.  John  Nichols  and  R.  I.  Grand  Sentinel 
R.  H.  Bradley.  May  19,  1903,  I attended  another  regular  assembly 
of  this  Council,  although  not  in  an  official  capacity,  and  assisted 
in  conferring  the  degrees  upon  four  of  the  candidates  elected  at 
the  preceeding  assembly.  May  21,  1903,  another  assembly  was  held 
a:  which  I assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees  upon  two  candidates. 
This  Council  is  showing  a marked  improvement  in  their  work 
and  great  interest  is  manifested  by  111.  Companion  Charles  Wallin, 
D.  M.,  acting  as  Master  and  his  corps  of  efficient  officers.  Thu- 
last  two  assemblies,  being  after  the  close  of  the  Cryptic  year, 
these  Companions  will  not  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Recorder 
until  next  year. 

Munson  Council  No.  4. — March  31,  1903,  the  first  of  the  visits  to 
the  several  Councils  was  begun  by  visiting  this  Council  at  a special 
assembly.  It  was  more  than  a Heasure  to  see  the  work  in  both 
of  the  degrees  conferred  in  such  an  excellent  manner.  The  at- 
tendance, which  was  small,  was  all  that  I coul ' see  to  criticize. 
At  this  visit  I acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  presence  and  com- 
pany of  Grand  Treasurer  M.  S.  Willard  and  Grand  Recorder 
James  C.  Munds.  With  the  officers  interested  in  and  conferring 
the  work  as  they  do,  it  was  no  surprise  to  learn  a . few  weeks 
later  that  the  Council  had  received  several  petitions  for  the  de- 
grees. This  Council  I regard  as  the  first  in  the  conferring  of 
work  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

Durham  Council  No.  7.— April  6,  1903,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  visit 
this  Council  and  assist  Companion  Charles  Wallin,  Deputy  Master 
of  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  acting  as  Master,  in  conferring  the  de- 
grees upon  twelve  candidates.  Owing  to  Companion  Wallin  having 
been  called  upon  on  short  notice  to  do  this  work,  besides  it  being 
his  first  Cryptic  work,  and  all  of  the  Companions  present  being 
more  or  less  unfamiliar  with  the  work,  it  must  be  acknowledged 
that  the  work  was  not  done  as  it  should  have  been.  However,  this 
assembly  and  visit  is  not  an  occasion  of  regret  or  apology.  Dur- 
ham Council  at  that  time  had  only  a membership  of  seventeen— 
one  of  whom  was  in  far  off  Japan,  several  had  moved  to  other 
places  in  this  State  and  not  a few  were  past  midd  e-life— and  it 
was  a difficult  matter  to  obtain  a quorum,  in  fact  the  last  assem- 
bly for  work  had  been  held  in  April,  1896.  With  the  influx  of  new 
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and  young-er  Masonic  workers,  as  well  as  the  decided  increase  in 
membership,  Durham  Council,  under  the  guidance  of  that  Masonic 
Mentor,  M.  P.  Past  Grand  Master  James  Southgate,  will  soon  be 
a rival  with  the  other  Councils  for  first  place.  On  the  occasion 
of  my  visit  I must  acknowledge  the  pleasure  of  the  company  of 
M.  P.  Past  Grand  Master  James  Southgate  and  M.  I.  W.  L.  Wall. 
Past  Grand  Master. 

Adoniram  Council  No.  2. — April  30,  1903,  a snecial  assembly  of 
this  Council  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  my  visit,  which  the  de- 
grees of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master  were  conferred.  Several 
of  the  regular  officers  were  absent  and  their  stations  temporarily 
filled,  and  even  under  these  disadvantages,  the  work  was  con- 
ferred in  a splendid  and  creditable  manner.  At  this  assembly  1 
was  accompanied  by  R.  I.  Companion  E.  B.  Neave,  Grand  Captain 
of  the  Guard.  Owing  to  three  prominent  religious  denominations 
holding  their  conventions  in  Salisbury  at  that  time,  the  attend- 
ance upon  the  assembly  was  small.  The  outlook  for  this  Council 
is  good,  and  I must  say  that  in  work  there  is  only  one  Council  in 
this  Jurisdiction  that  surpasses  it,  namely  Munson  Council.  As 
to  this  Council  I must  further  add  that  the  officers  are  interested 
and  zealous  in  their  work,  and  under  such  conditions  there  can 
be  nothing  but  success  to  follow  their  efforts. 

Charlotte  Council  No.  8. — May  22,  1903  at  a special  assembly 
I made  a visit  to  this  Council,  w'hen  both  degrees  were  con- 
ferred. Owing  to  the  Charlotte  Companions  having  been  working 
so  zealously  and  continuously  in  the  other  branches  of  Masonry 
for  the  past  year,  they  have  not  been  able  to  give  the  propor- 
tionate time  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  as  a consequence  they  stated 
that  the  next  work  would  be  much  better,  so  I bespeak  for  them 
that  the  next  visitation  will  show  proficiency  in  their  work  and 
that  excellently  done.  At  this  special  assembly  I was  accompanied 
bv  M.  P.  P.  Grand  Master  Walter  S.  Liddell  and  R.  I.  Companion 
William  Anderson,  Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work. 

Thd  visits  to  the  several  Councils  will  all  result  in  good,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  be  more  frequent  in  the  future. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  returns  this  year  show  a membership  of  161  as  against  144 
of  last  year,  a gain  of  17.  No  new  Councils  have  been  organized, 
nor  have  we  made  any  efforts  pi  that  direction,  as  it  was  deemed 
best  to  build  up  and  strengthen  the  present  Councils  before  at- 
tempting to  constitute  any  additional  weak  Councils.  The  past 
year,  while  not  as  prosperous  as  it  should  have  been,  was  not 
thrown  away  and  has  revived  considerably  the  interest  in  Cryptic 
Masonry.  Each  Council  has  realized  that  it  is  a constituent  of 
this  Grand  Cbuncil,  and  that  its  work  and  its  interest  in  Cryptic 
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Masonry  will  be  compared  with  every  other  Council,  and  the 
result  of  such  a realization  on  their  part  can  only  result  in  good. 
But,  mv  Companions,  this  work  has  only  just  begun,  and  each 
Companion  here  present  owes  it  to  his  Council  and  himself  to 
pledge  his  best  efforts  to  revive  and  enthuse  the  interest  in  Cryptic 
Masonry,  and  having  so  pledged  himself  to  faithfully  carry  out 
that  pledge,  upon  his  return  to  his  Council,  and  see  that  they 
meet  regular  and  that  the  officers  become  proficient  in  their  work. 

One  Council,  that  I know  of,  has  its  regular  assemblies  on  the 
same  night  and  meets  at  the  close  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  at 
which  meetings  they  transact  regular  business.  When  several 
candidates  have  been  elected,  then  a special  assembly  is  called  foi 
the  purpose  of  conferring  the  degrees.  To  such  Councils  as  have 
difficulty  in  getting  a quorum  for  a regular  assembly,  I would 
commend  this  plan,  although  it  is  much  better  and  preferable 
that  the  Councils  meet  independent  of  other  bodies,  if  possible. 

And  now,  Companions,  I wish  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you 
conferred  upon  me  last  year  by  electing  me  as  your  Grand  Mas- 
ter. I have  tried  to  do  my  duty,  but  have  fallen  short  of  what 
should  have  been  done  for  Cryptic  Masonry.  Any  time  and  at  any 
place  that  I can  serve  the  Grand  Council  it  will  be  a pleasure  for 
me  to  do  so.

The  Special  Committee  apointed  on  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter’s Address  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina: 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  ad- 
dress of  the  Most  111.  Grand  Master  (including  the  letter  of  the 
Most  111.  Grand  Master  of  Georgia  to  him  and  accompanying  docu- 
ments) relating  to  a proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Gi-and  Council  authorizing  and  empowering  Subordi- 
nate Councils  to  receive  and  entertain  the  petitions  for  degrees 
of  Master  Masons  who  have  not  received  the  Chapter  degrees, 
etc.,  (see  address),  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  now 
report  as  follows: 

The  committee  is  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed 
amendment  is  a startling  and  dangerous  innovation,  a radical  and 
uncalled  for  subversion  of  the  laws,  customs  and  usages  that  have 
heretofore  universally  and  always  prevailed  and  calculated  to 
work  great  injury  to  both  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry.  More- 
over, the  committee  regrets  to  see  that  the  only  reason  assigned 
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for  this  extraordinary  change  is  the  supposed  increase  in  the 
number  of  Council  Masons  which  may  result  from  it  (quantity 
not  quality  being  apparently  the  sole  object),  a reason  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  committee,  wholly  insufficient,  not  to  say  unworthy. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  the  committee  is  strongly  and  un- 
qualifiedly opposed  to  such  amendment,  and  it  is  gratified  to 
know  that  this  opinion  accords  with  the  views  of  the  Most  111. 
Grand  Master  of  this  Jurisdiction,  as  expressed  in  his  address. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  by  this  Grand 
Council  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina  earnestly 
deprecates  and  strongly  opposes  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  or  this  Grand  Council, 
or  any  law,  edict  or  authority,  authorizing  or  empowering  Subor- 
dinate Councils  to  receive  and  entertain  the  petitions  for  degrees 
of  Master  Masons,  who  have  not  first  received  the  Chapter  de- 
grees or,  in  other  words,  who  are  not  at  the  time  of  applying 
Royal  Arch  Masons  and  members  of  a Chapter. 

Resolved,  That  the  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Council  at  its 
next  or  any  subsequent  Assembly  at  which  the  matter  may  be 
presented  for  action,  are  hereby  instructed  to  vote  against  such 
amendment,  law,  edict  or  authority,  and  to  use  all  proper  and 
legal  means  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  the  same.  And  that  saiu 
Representatives  be  furnished  with  a copy  of  these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  that  no  Representative  of  this 
Grand  Council  shall  attend  the  next  Assembly  of  the  General 
Grand  Council,  that  the  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Council 
shall  send  to  the  General  Grand  Recorder  a duly  certified  copy  of 
these  resolutions,  with  the  request  that  at  the  proper  time  he 
will  present  the  same  to  the  General  Grand  Council  as  the  senti- 
ments of  this  Grand  Council.

ARKANSAS. 

40TH  Annual.  Little  Rock.  Nov.  pist,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Steward,  were  pres- 
ent, together  with  five  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Masters,  Grand 
Representatives  from  eleven  Sister  Jurisdictions  (in- 
cluding Comp.  J.  R.  Donnell  of  North  Carolina)  and 
delegates  from  five  chartered  Councils  and  one  U.  D. 

“Most  Illustrious  Companion  Fay  Hempstead,  Past  Grand  Illus- 
trious Grand  Master,  presented  to  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master 
Mayo,  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Arkansas,  an  exquisite 
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floral  tribute  of  American  Beauty  roses  surrounded  with  bunches 
of  violets.  This  beautiful  design,  which  stood  nearly  five  feet 
high,  symbolized  a gift  in  the  “City  of  Roses.”  bearing  the  royal 
purple  color  of  the  Council,  to  the  chief  officer  of  the  Cryptic  Or- 
der in  the  Union.” 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  short,  but 
to  the  point.  He  intended  to  visit  every  Council  in  the 
state,  but  from  business  engagements  he  was  not  able 
to  visit  one.  No  Dispensations  were  called  for  except  to 
form  a new  Council  U.  D.,  which  was  done,  and  a 
proxy  appointed  to  institute  it.  A page  of  the  address 
is  devoted  to  a notice  of  the  M.  I.  Comp.  R.  J.  Laughlin. 
He  was  a Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  and 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  After 
a life  of  usefulness,  a most  zealous  and  earnest  worker, 
has  ceased  and  he  has  gone  to  rest.  He  reports  that 
peace  and  harmony  prevail  among  the  Companions  of 
Cryptic  Masonry.

42ND  Annual.  San  Francisco.  April  14TH,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  also  ten 
Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  six- 
teen Sister  Jurisdictions,  with  M.  I.  John  F.  Hughes  for 
North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  ten  chartered  Coun- 
cils and  one  LT.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp.)  is  a well 
written  paper,  full  of  the  spirit  of  Masonry,  which  is 
love,  liberty  and  good  will.  He  pays  well  merited  tribute 
to  Comp.  William  McKinley,  who,  though  never  ad- 
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vanced  through  the  mysteries  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  yet  he 
was  a true  Mason  at  heart  and  therefore  of  us.  A long 
list  of  fraternal  dead  of  other  Jurisdictions  is  given. 
One  new  Council  was  started  U.  D.  He  visited  nearly 
every  Council  in  the  state  with  most  gratifying  results. 
After  admonishing  to  practice  charity  or  love  in  its  true 
sense  and  to  be  upright  men  and  Masons,  he  concludes 
his  admirable  address  in  these  words : 

“In  the  name  of  our  glorious  historic  past;  in  the  name  of  our 
ancient  honorable  and  noble  fraternity;  in  the  name  of  our 
country — ours  by  nativity  or  adoption — this  beautiful  land  of 
liberty  and  brotherly  love;  in  the  name  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Master  of  the  Heavenly  Grand  Council,  whose  name  and  nature 
is  Love,  and  before  whom  all  true  Masons  hope  to  appear,  I en- 
treat you,  my  Companions,  that  we  fight  persistently  against 
every  ill  that  menaces  the  honor  of  manhood,  the  fidelity  and 
integrity  of  Masonic  brotherhood,  the  purity  and  virtue  of 
womanhood,  and  the  fair  name  and  fame  of  our  National 
motherhood.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  shows  a net  gain 
of  106  and  a total  membership  of  1,354. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,003.88. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (21  pp. ) is  a brief  but 
satisfactory  review  of  twenty-eight  Grand  Bodies  by 
Comp.  Amasa  Wright  Bishop,  and  is  his  second  effort 
in  this  field  of  labor.  North  Carolina  gets  less  than  a 
half  page,  and  this  is  perhaps  more  than  we  deserve,  but 
we  are  slowly  awakening,  Companion,  from  our  long 
sleep  and  trying  to  put  on  new  life.

8th  Annual.  Denver.  Sept.  19TH,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  four  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  sixteen  Sister 
states,  M.  111.  Comp.  Jethro  C.  Sanford  answering  for 
North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  nine  (all)  subordi- 
nates. We  note  that  two  Councils  have  the  same  num- 
ber, viz.,  7,  evidently  a clerical  error. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  shows  he  is 
in  earnest  in  bringing  to  life  the  waning  interest  in  the 
Cryptic  Rite  and  is  thankful  that  there  has  been  some 
small  increase  in  the  membership  during  the  year.  He 
says  the  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one  in  this  branch 
of  Masonic  brotherhood.  He  is  profoundly  thankful 
“that  the  angel  of  death  has  not  invaded  the  ranks  of  our 
present  and  past  Grand  Officers.”  He  gives  the  list  of 
the  dead  of  other  states  and  mourns  with  them  over  their 
losses.  His  official  acts  were  but  few.  No  visitations 
were  made.  He  is  hopeful  of  an  increase  in  interest  and 
admonishes  his  Companions  to  greater  diligence  in  the 
work. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $688.65. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  nine  Councils,  all  of 
which  had  made  returns  and  paid  dues.  The  present 
membership  is  442,  an  increase  of  12.

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CONNECTICUT. 

84TH  Annual.  Hartford.  May  14TH,  1902. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Treasurer 
and  Captain  of  the  Guard.  There  were  also  in  attend- 
ance eleven  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives from  thirteen  states,  with  Comp.  R.  C.  Tucker  for 
North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fourteen  subordi- 
nate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (11  pp.)  is  a care- 
fully prepared  account  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 
In  referring  to  the  dead,  he  says: 

“It  is  with  mingled  feeling's  of  pleasure  and  sadness  that  I 
refer  to  our  honored  dead,  pleasure  that  we  meet  with  our  official 
line  unbroken,  and  sadness  over  the  loss  of  Past  Grand  Officers 
in  our  own  and  Sister  Jurisdictions.” 

A few  Dispensations  were  granted  to  help  along  the 
work  in  the  Councils.  No  visitations  were  made,  because 
only  one  invitation  was  given,  and  that  at  a time  he  could 
not  attend.  He  is  greatly  opposed  to  the  method  pre- 
vailing, viz.,  for  the  Grand  Officer  to  wait  for  an  invita- 
tion to  visit,  and  recommends  some  other  way.  No 
change,  however,  was  made,  except  authorizing  the 
Grand  Officer  to  report  all  Councils  that  show  a dispo- 
sition to  evade  visitation.  Only  one  decision  was  made, 
and  that  was,  that  Councils  could  not  recognize  Council 
Masons  made  in  a Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  We 
note  that  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  amended  this 
decision  by  adding  “unless  they  be  healed.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $537.97. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  shows  an  increase 
of  107. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (44  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  John  H.  Barlow,  P.  G.  M.,  and  is  an  accurate 
compilation  of  all  items  of  interest  in  the  Grand  Bodies 
reviewed.  He  examined  twenty-seven  in  all,  and  among 
them  we  find  North  Carolina  for  the  years  1901  and 
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1902  receives  one  page  of  the  report.  He  notes  our 
lethargy  and  supineness  and  fails  to  see  any  sign  of  im- 
provement. We  are  hoping  for  better  days  in  the  future. 
In  our  own  Council  there  has  been  an  awakening  and  we 
have  recently  added  twelve  to  our  number,  with  others 
to  follow.

GEORGIA. 

59TH  Annual.  Macon.  April  29TH,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  present,  the  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  nine  Sister  states  (but  North  Carolina  does  not 
appear)  and  the  delegates  from  sixteen  subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  takes  an 
optimistic  view  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Georgia,  as  we 
find,  in  these  words : 

“We  are  grateful  not  only  for  the  peace  and  harmony  which 
have  so  universally  prevailed  throughout  this  entire  Jurisdiction, 
but  we  are  deeply  thankful  that  a kind  Providence  has  seen  fit 
to  spare  the  lives  of  all  our  officials.  Those  who  were  here 
a year  ago  are  with  us  today.  Not  one  has  been  taken.  Our 
beloved  fold  has  been  securely  barred  from  the  entrance  of  the 
dread  despoiler.  The  Grand  Master  has  benignantly  smiled  on 
our  brotherhood  and  has  crowned  our  feeble  efforts  with  a mod- 
erate degree  of  success.  Our  membership  has  gradually  and  con- 
stantly grown,  though  not  as  rapidly  as  we  feel  the  importance 
of  our  Order  has  warranted.” 

He  hopes  that  in  the  near  future  the  Cornmandery  will 
select  its  members  from  the  Council,  when  the  degrees 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  will  receive  that  con- 
sideration they  so  much  deserve.  Two  new  Councils 
were  started  U.  D.,  both  under  most  favorable  auspices. 
We  give  the  only  decision,  which  we  think  is  correct: 
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“I  decided  that  when  a member  moves  into  this  Jurisdiction 
from  a state  where  the  Council  Degrees  are  conferred  in  the 
Chapter,  he  must  be  properly  healed  before  his  application  for 
affiliation  can  be  entertained  by  any  local  Council  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction.” 

He  closes  his  address  with  good  advice,  exhorting  his 
Companions  to  the  exercise  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity, 
that  love  that  takes  hold  of  humanity  and  expresses  itself 
in  a life  of  purity,  honor  and  true  benevolence. 

We  find  no  report  of  Grand  Recorder  or  Treasurer, 
but  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  we 
find  a balance  on  hand  of  $187.84,  not  enough  to  print 
the  Report  on  Correspondence,  which  had  been  prepared, 
and  was  ordered  to  remain  on  file.  This  is  a matter  of 
regret,  doubtless.  We  hope  it  will  be  resumed  another 
year.

ILLINOIS. 

50TH  Annual.  Chicago.  Oct.  29TH,  1902. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  as  present  all 
the  Grand  Officers,  fourteen  Past  Most  111.  Grand  Mas- 
ters, the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-six  Sister 
Jurisdictions,  with  Comp.  John  M.  Pearson  for  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  forty  constituent  Councils. 

Comp.  William  H.  Mayo,  M.  111.  Grand. Master  of  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  the  LT.  S.  A.,  was  introduced 
to  the  Grand  Council  by  P.  G.  M.  George  W.  Warvelle. 
He  was  accorded  the  grand  honors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (jo  pp. ) is  a docu- 
ment of  great  interest  and  has  been  carefully  prepared. 
We  give  his  impressions  of  the  work  done  in  an  extract 
from  the  introduction : 


“I  feel  that  much  progress  has  been  made  and  much  good 
accomplished  in  the  Rite  during  the  year.  The  returns  show  that 
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a majority  of  the  Councils  have  made  decided  gains  and  some  of 
them  have  awakened  from  a state  of  lethargy  to  a state  of  com- 
mendable activity.  This  is  also  corroborated  by  reports  from 
the  several  arches,  showing  increased  energy  and  a more  healthy 
condition.” 

Four  new  Councils  were  instituted,  and  such  had  been 
their  progress  that  he  recommended  that  charters  be 
granted,  which  was  done.  Under  Necrology,  he  gives 
the  list  of  distinguished  dead,  his  own  having  escaped 
the  ravages  of  the  monster.  Twenty-four  Councils  were 
visited  and  in  nearly  all  he  witnessed  or  assisted  in  the 
conferring  of  the  Degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master. 
Only  one  decision  was  made  and  that  is  in  direct  antag- 
onism to  one  on  the  same  point  given  elsewhere  in  this 
report : 

“A  Companion  who  has  received  the  Cryptic  Degrees  in  a 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  or  who  holds  a dimit  from  his 
ouncil,  is  eligible  to  sign  a petition  for  a new  Council,  provided 
h"  is  in  good  moral  and  Masonic  standing.” 

This  question  should  be  settled  by  the  General  Grand 
Council,  for  during  the  merger  many  were  made  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  in  the  Chapters,  and  some  of  the 
states  will  not  receive  as  valid  this  work  and  require  that 
a Companion  so  made  to  be  healed  before  he  can  visit 
a Council. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $1,665.51. 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Comp.  Gil.  W.  Barnard,  has  this 
to  say  in  his  report : 


“I  am  celebrating  the  25th  anniversary  of  my  own  election  as 
Recorder  of  this  Grand  Council,  October,  1877.  The  great  change 
that  has  taken  place  in  our  condition  between  then  and  now 
is  remarkable.  At  that  time  we  had  just  merged  the  degrees  into 
those  of  the  Chapter  and  had  practically  gone  out  of  business. 
Today  we  have  61  live  active  Councils,  with  a membership  of 
3,500  active  and  enthusiastic  Royal  and  Select  Masters.  This  is 
certainly  a record  of  which  a few  of  the  active,  zealous  workers 
whom  we  all  in  our  minds  readily  recognize,  may  truly  be  proud.” 
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We  trust  he  may  reach  his  semi-centennial  and  be 
happy  on  the  way. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (36  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  George  W.  Warvelle,  who  for  many  years  has 
been  a leading  spirit  in  Masonry  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 
He  is  a forcible  writer  and  well  posted  in  the  history  of 
the  Cryptic  Rite.  His  “Historical  Notes,”  given  as  a 
contribution  to  the  Semi-Centennial  of  this  Grand  Coun- 
cil, is  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  Annals  and  will 
doubtless  be  long  cherished  by  those  interested  in  such 
lore.  He  gives  nearly  a page  to  the  Proceedings  of  North 
Carolina,  and  we  thank  the  Companion  for  his  words  of 
encouragement,  and  we  trust  his  next  report  will  contain 
notice  of  our  advancement.

INDIANA. 

47TH  Annual.  Indianapolis.  Oct.  21ST,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  111. 
Grand  Master,  who  was  detained  at  his  home  by  severe 
sickness,  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  seventeen  sister  states,  with  Comp.  Charles 
Balch  from  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  forty- 
eight  of  the  fifty-one  chartered  Councils.  A goodly  at- 
tendance certainly. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp.)  was  read 
by  P.  I.  G.  M.  Henry  W.  Mordhurst,  who  had  been 
called  to  preside,  and  is  a good  paper,  giving  a faithful 
account  of  his  work,  which  was  necessarily  curtailed  by 
ill  health,  yet  he  is  “pleased  beyond  measure  with  the 
outlook  for  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
and  says : 

“Cryptic  Masonry  has  prospered  in'  Indiana  during  the  past 
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year.  Two  new  Councils  have  been  organized,  with  bright  pros- 
pects for  the  future.  All  Councils  save  one  have  made  their 
reports  and  all  the  others  paid  their  Grand  Council  dues.  The 
returns  show  a marked  increase  from  a large  number  of  Subordi- 
nate Councils,  all  of  which  is  shown  in  a detailed  statistical  table 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Recorder.” 

He  records  the  deaths  of  P.  I.  G.  M.  Walter  R.  God- 
frey and  Comp.  William  H.  Smythe,  the  latter  having 
served  as  Grand  Recorder  for  thirteen  years.  He  notes 
also  that  fifty-eight  members  of  Councils  had  died  during 
the  year  and  calls  the  roll  of  the  dead  of  other  Jurisdic- 
tions reported  to  him.  Two  new  Councils  were  started 
U.  D. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $1,699.93. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a gain  of  101  members. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (38  pp.)  is  the  thir- 
teenth from  P.  Thrice  111.  G.  M.  Henry  W.  Mordhurst 
and  is  a synopsis  of  all  items  of  interest  in  the  thirty- 
one  Grand  Councils  reviewed.  North  Carolina  for 
1901-02  receives  one  page.  He  sees  but  little  to  encour- 
age further  notice.  We  are,  however,  “thankful  for 
small  favors.”

Grand  Representatives  from  six  sister  states 
and  delegates  from  five  chartered  Councils  and  one 
U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.),  though 
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short,  shows  that  some  active  work  was  done  in  his 
office,  and  so  far  as  he  was  able,  the  Council  fires  were 
kept  burning.  He  is  pleased  to  note  that  their  official 
circle  had  been  unbroken  by  death  and  mourns  with  Sis- 
ter Jurisdictions  in  their  loss.  One  new  Council  was 
started  under  Dispensation  and  one  instituted,  the  latter 
starting  off  with  bright  prospects.  No  decisions  called 
for.

3rd  Annuae.  Cedar  Rapids.  Oct.  8th,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  four  Past 
T.  I.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty  Sister  Jurisdictions,  with  Comp.  T.  P.  Wilson 
for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  eight  subordi- 
nate Councils. 

The  initial  page  of  the  very  neat  pamphlet  is  illumined 
by  the  portrait  of  Comp.  William  F.  Cleveland,  M.  I. 
G.  M. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  is  well  writ- 
ten and  treats  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  in 
Iowa.  He  believes  that  though  their  numbers  are  small, 
the  future  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Iowa  is  encouraging. 
This  is  the  basis  of  that  belief : 

“The  Companions  who  have  engaged  in  this  great  and  glorious 
work  of  rebuilding  the  Sacred  Crypt  include  some  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  and  devoted  Masons  to  be  found  within  the  Juris- 
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diction;  Companions  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  true  spirit  of 
Masonry,  and  who  loyally  give  their  support  to  all  of  the  Masonic 
Bodies  with  which  they  are  affiliated,  active  workers  alike  in  the 
Lodge,  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery.” 

» 

Pressing  business  engagements  prevented  his  visiting 
as  he  had  intended.  Six  new  Councils  were  started  un- 
der Dispensation,  which  augers  well  for  the  progress  of 
the  Cryptic  Rite  under  the  new  organization  of  the 
Grand  Council.  There  are  many  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
ters who  were  made  in  the  Chapters,  who  now  have  only 
to  be  healed  and  brought  into  the  Councils,  thereby 
largely  increasing  the  membership.  We  are  pleased  to 
note  that  this  is  being  done. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $430.50. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (18  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  the  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  Comp.  William  F.  Cleve- 
land, which  is  explained  in  the  introduction: 


“Upon  my  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master  one  year  ago, 
I sought  in  vain  for  some  active  Companion,  a member  of  our 
fraternity,  to  write  a Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  for 
this  Grand  Council.  Failing  in  this,  but  two  courses  remained 
for  me  to  pursue,  to  let  the  report  go  unwritten  or  write  it  my- 
self. As  the  absence  of  any  report  would  appear  like  a backward 
step,  I assumed  the  task,  have  reviewed  the  Proceedings  of 
twenty-three  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  herewith  present  the  re- 
sult of  my  labors  for  your  consideration.’’ 

He  gives  a brief  but  satisfactory  report  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings reviewed  and  North  Carolina  for  1902  receives 
nearly  as  much  space  as  New  York,  for  which  we  give 
thanks.

KANSAS. 

34TH  Annual.  Fort  Scott.  Feb.  17TH,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Cond.  of  Council, 
were  present,  together  with  eight  Past  Grand  Masters, 
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the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-four  Sister  Juris- 
dictions (but  none  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates 
from  nine  subordinate  Councils.  M.  111.  E.  W.  Welling- 
ton, R.  P.  General  Grand  Marshal  of  the  General  Grand  ■ 
Council  U.  S.  A.,  was  also  present  as  a member  of  Coun- 
cil No.  9,  Kansas. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  treats  in 
an  able  manner  of  the  workings  in  the  Cryptic  Rite  in 
Kansas  and  is  rather  hopeful  for  the  future.  He  says 
that 

“The  Cryptic  Rite  has  grown  steadily  in  this  and  other  states, 
and  is  today  recognized  by  the  best  Masonic  students  as  being 
the  most  valuable  in  small  compass  of  any  series  or  system  of 
degrees  known  to  the  modern  Masonic  Rite.’’ 

But  few  have  been  removed  by  death,  but  among  them 
was  Comp.  George  S.  Evarts,  who  was  one  of  the  pio- 
neers of  the  Cryptic  Cause  in  Kansas.  The  following 
unique  incident  interests  the  Grand  Master  and  he  thus 
alludes  to  it : 

The  memorial  deposit  made  upon  the  top  of  Pike’s  Peak  in 
August,  1899,  in  connection  with  the  most  unique  and  remarkable 
Masonic  pilgrimage  ever  made  in  this  country,  continues  to 
attract  the  attention  of  the  Masonic  world,  and  interests  the 
thousands  of  tourists  who  annually  visit  that  cloud-wreathed, 
hoary  sentinel  of  the  plains.’’ 

He  gives  a most  encouraging  view  of  the  condition  of 
the  Rite  and  we  copy  it  in  full : 

“A  marked  revival  of  interest  in  Cryptic  Masonry  is  manifest 
in  most  of  the  Councils.  Several  Councils  which  nave  been  inac- 
tive for  years  have  expended  money  in  the  purchase  of  parapher- 
nalia, and  it  may  be  safely  predicted  that  the  coming  year  will 
see  a more  general  condition  of  urosperity  among  the  Subordinate 
Councils  of  Kansas  than  has  ever  before  existed.  There  are  5,621 
Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  all  of  whom  should 
be  members  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  There  are  but  1,108  members  of 
the  Cryptic  Rite.  At  least  one-half  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
should  be  made  members  of  our  Cryptic  Rite  before  the  next  An- 
nual Assembly.  If  the  Subordinate  Councils  will  each  take  up  its 
share  of  this  labor;  if  the  membership  throughout  the  state  will 
encourage  and  aid  in  the  plan  above  referred  to,  of  making  a pil- 
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grimage  throughout  the  state,  this  increase  can  be  accom- 
plished.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $685.62. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (77  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  William  M.  Shaver,  who  is  also  Grand  Re- 
corder. It  comprises  a review  of  two  years  and  is  thus 
explained : 

‘‘No  apology  is  offered  for  this  report.  None  regret  more  than 
the  writer  the  necessity  for  covering  two  years  of  review  in  one; 
we  trust  no  occasion  for  such  work  will  arise  in  the  future.  We 
believe  that  next  year  the  Proceedings  will  issue  promptly.” 

The  work  is  well  done  and  evinces  care  in  the  com- 
pilation of  important  items  in  the  various  Proceedings 
reviewed.  North  Carolina  for  1900  and  1901  together 
receive  one  page  of  fraternal  notice.  We  trust  when  he 
comes  to  review  our  Procedings  the  next  time  he  will 
have  more  encouraging  things  to  say  of  us.  As  there 
were  no  reports  for  these  years,  he  makes  no  attempt  at 
discussion.

28TH  Annual.  Portland.  May  7T11,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  also  four- 
teen Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from 
twenty-five  Sister  Jurisdictions  (North  Carolina  being 
absent)  and  the  delegates  from  fourteen  subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  is  a clear 
and  complete  statement  of  his  official  acts  and  shows  that 
the  Cryptic  Rite  is  well  patronized  in  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction. He  reports  that  “the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  among  the  Craft.”  He 
refers  the  matter  pertaining  to  Necrology  to  the  Com- 
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mittee  on  that  subject.  A few  Dispensations  were 
granted.  He  visited  all  the  Councils  assigned  to  him 
and  counting  those  visited  in  other  years,  while  reaching 
the  office  of  Grand  Master,  he  has  seen  the  work  in  every 
Council  in  the  state.  He  is  therefore  well  posted  upon 
the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Maine  and  this  experience  is  worth 
much  to  him  and  his  Companions.

44TH  Annual.  Detroit.  Jan.  20TH,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  Sister  Jurisdictions, 
with  Comp.  Traverse  Phillips  for  North  Carolina,  and 
delegates  fiom  fifty-two  constituent  Councils,  were  pres- 
ent and  participated  in  the  proceedings. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  is  well  con- 
ceived and  well  bespeaks  the  fraternal  spirit  behind  the 
lien  which  wrote  it.  He  makes  feeling  mention  of  the 
death  of  President  William  McKinley  and  two  M.  I. 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Lloyd  B.  Hess  and  George  B. 
Stephenson,  who  had  been  called  away  by  the  “assassin 
and  the  natural  reaper  in  the  fields  of  mortality.”  He 
also  sympathizes  with  Sister  Jurisdictions  whose  loved 
ones  have  been  taken  away.  Very  few  Dispensations 
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were  asked  for  and  one  Council  surrendered  its  charter. 
His  record  for  visitations  is  good,  and  he  says: 

“I  have  communicated  with  every  Council  in  the  Jurisdiction, 
and  from  their  reports  I find  the  outlook  encouraging,  the 
finances  are  better  and  more  meetings  held  than  in  the  year 
before.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,095.41, 

We  regret  to  note  the  absence  of  that  distinguished 
Mason,  Hugh  McCurdy,  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  sin- 
cerely hope  he  may  long  be  spared  to  work  and  give  coun- 
sel to  his  Companions  by  whom  he  is  so  greatly  loved. 

We  find  in  the  proceedings  that  an  attempt  was  made 
to  abandon  the  reports  on  Correspondence,  and  after  dis- 
cussion it  was  concluded  to  continue  them.  This  is  well 
and  we  are  pleased  with  the  decision.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  as  present  all 
the  Grand  Officers,  except  Captain  of  the  Guard,  ten  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  eighteen 
states,  including  Comp.  A.  Brandenburg  for  North  Caro- 
lina, and  delegates  from  eight  subordinates. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  gives  in 
concise  statements  the  condition  of  affairs  as  he  has  ad- 
ministered them  during  the  year.  He  reports  the  past 
year  as  having  been  a prosperous  one  for  all  classes, 
peace,  harmony  and  plenty  having  prevailed  all  over  the 
state.  His  duties  have  not  been  onerous  and  no  decisions 
called  for.  He  visited  four  Councils,  as  time  could  be 
spared  from  business.  Under  memorials  of  the  dead  he 
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records  the  loss  of  Comp.  John  C.  Terry,  who  was  the 
first  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota ; 
also  John  H.  Randall,  another  Grand  Master,  who  was 
an  active  worker  for  Masonry,  but  has  gone  to  his  re- 
ward. He  gives  some  interesting  statistics : 

“Comparing  the  returns  for  the  past  year  with  those  for  the 
years  immediately  preceding,  I am  pleased  to  say  there  appears 
to  be  a renewed  interest  in  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
and  the  future  looks  encouraging.  During  the  year  59  Compan- 
ions have  been  greeted,  6 joined,  1 restored,  12  withdrawn,  20 
stricken  from  the  roll,  14  died,  making  a net  gain  of  20.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $289.06. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (37  pp.)  is  again  sub- 
mitted by  Comp.  Thomas  Montgomery,  the  Grand  Re- 
corder, and  though  his  reviews  are  brief,  yet  the  same 
kindly  spirit  pervades  his  writings  in  this,  as  in  other 
reports  we  have  often  read  from  his  facile  pen.  He  gives 
North  Carolina  for  1902  nearly  a page  of  kindly  notice. 
He  copies  from  the  Grand  Master's  address  and  from 
our  report.  We  are  hoping  yet,  Companion,  that  a 
brighter  day  is  dawning  in  North  Carolina  for  the 
Cryptic  Rite.

MISSISSIPPI. 

47TH  Annual.  Winona.  Feb.  25TH,  1902. 

Three  Grand  Officers,  viz.,  the  Principal  Conductor  of 
the  Work,  the  Grand  Recorder  and  the  Grand  Sentinel. 
The  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  as  present,  Rep- 
resentatives from  thirty-four  subordinates,  but  does  not 
give  the  Past  Grand  Masters  or  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives present. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  ( 10  pp.)  is  a capital 
paper,  as  might  have  been  expected  from  the  pen  of  that 
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accomplished  Mason,  Frederic  Speed.  Much  of  the  ad- 
dress is  a memorial  to  the  distinguished  dead  of  the  na- 
tion and  state.  Comp.  William  McKinley  receives  full 
notice  and  in  burning  words  does  he  bemoan  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  in  which  the  anarchist  becomes  possible 
and  the  assassin’s  bullet  a reality.  But  the  greatest  loss 
to  Masonry  in  Mississippi  was  the  death  of  Comp.  John 
L.  Power,  who  for  thirty  years  had  been  Grand  Recorder 
of  the  Grand  Council  and  the  able  Secretary  in  other  Or- 
ders of  Masonry  as  well.  Five  pages  of  this  admirable 
address  are  devoted  to  the  life  and  character  of  this 
Masonic  nobleman,  who  for  many  years  has  been  a 
beacon  light  in  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He 
was  greatly  loved  as  a citizen,  Christian,  father,  husband 
and  Mason  and  occupied  possibly  the  highest  position 
in  all  these  relations.  When  one  of  this  character  is 
taken  from  the  world  he  is  sadly  missed  by  all  classes, 
and  well  are  his  goodness  and  worth  portrayed  by  the  pen 
of  Comp.  Speed.  Our  sympathies  go  out  to  our  Com- 
panions in  this  great  loss  they  have  sustained.  He  says 
of  the  condition  of  the  Craft : 

“During  the  past  year  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in 
all  lines  of  Masonic  work  in  Mississippi,  and  in  our  own  peculiar 
field  of  labor  we  have  every  reason  for  self-congratulation  that 
there  has  been  no  retrogression.  With  few  notable  exceptions  our 
Councils  have  maintained  their  interest  and  most  of  them  are 
prosperous  and  firmly  established,  doing  vigorous  work.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $288.83. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  visited  all  the  Councils  in  the 
state,  andi  of  his  work  he  says : 

“During  the  three  years  I have  served  as  your  Grand  Lecturer, 
I have  reopened  twenty-two  Councils,  and  the  membership  has 
perhaps  increased  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent.

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MISSOURI. 

37TH  Annual.  Jeeeerson  City.  April  23RD,  1902. 

The  initial  page  is  illumined  by  an  excellent  half-tone 
picture  of  Comp.  Reuben  Barney,  T.  I.  Grand  Master. 
All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Chaplain.  There  were  also 
present  ten  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  nineteen  Sister  Jurisdictions  and  delegates  of 
seven  subordinates. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.),  though 
brief,  gives  us  a very  fair  idea  of  the  work  done  by  the 
thirteen  Chapters  in  this  state.  He  notes  with  pleasure 
that  the  official  roll  has  remained  untouched  by  the  hand 
of  death.  He  touchingly  alludes  to  the  loss  to  the  Craft 
of  Past  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  B.  Peter  Bailey 
who  served  as  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  in  1878. 
He  instituted  and  set  to  work  one  Council.  He  recom- 
mends that  salaries  be  cut  down,  as  follows : 

“That  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  allowed 
actual  expenses  in  visiting  and  conducting  the  affairs  of  their 
offices;  that  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Recorder  he  changed  so  as 
not  to  exceed  $100  per  year.  The  Treasurer  to  receive  actual  ex- 
penses incurred;  that  the  preparing  of  the  Report  on  Correspon- 
dence be  shorter  and  be  performed  by  the  committee  without 
compensation.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $498.30. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (16  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  William  H.  Mayo,  who  has  few  superiors  as 
a writer  of  these  reports.  He  has  nothing  to  say  for 
North  Carolina  and  we  presume  he  did  not  receive  our 
Proceedings.  We  give  a section  from  his  conclusion : 

“The  report  is  much  longer  than  intended,  but  we  are  egotistic 
enough  to  think  it  a good  one;  just  such  an  one  as  we  ought 
to  have  at  this  particular  timej  hence  we  make  no  apology  for 
its  length,  and  believe  that  it  will  do  some  good  to  the  zealous 
workers  in  our  several  Arches.” 
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We  also  think  it  a good  one  and  hope  we  may  hear 
from  this  Companion  many  times  more.

NEBRASKA. 

23RD  Annual.  Omaha.  Dec.  ioth,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  also 
eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from 
twenty-three  sister  states,  with  Comp.  Charles  C.  Cannon 
to  represent  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  eleven 
chartered  Councils  and  three  G.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  gives  a full 
account  of  his  stewardship,  and  he  has  not  been  idle  in 
his  efforts  to  build  up  the  waste  places  and  restore  to 
life  the  weak  and  dead  Councils.  He  is  a good  manager 
and  keeps  others  busy  and  makes  them  share  the  work. 
He  says  in  this  connection : 

“I  have  done  but  little  actual  work  myself,  but  have  tried  to 
keep  my  officers  constantly  engaged,  and  the  result  is  that  the 
year’s  work  will  compare  favorably  with  any  that  preceded  it. 
In  considering  the  work  done  by  my  predecessor,  M.  I.  Grand 
Master  Grimison,  I concluded  that  he  was  laboring  in  the  right 
direction,  hence  I tried  to  take  it  up  where  he  had  left  off,  using 
every  available  Companion  to  assist  me  upon  the  lines  laid  down 
by  our  Illustrious  Companion  Grimison.  In  order  to  establish 
Councils  where  live  Chapters  exist,  I removed  every  obstacle,  and 
made  it  as  easy  for  the  Companions  as  possible.  The  result  is 
four  new  Councils,  and  the  revival  of  others  that  have  been  dor- 
mant for  years.” 

None  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Council  have  been 
called  away  by  death,  yet  the  subordinate  Councils  have 
suffered  loss,  as  well  as  Sister  Jurisdictions,  a list  of 
which  he  gives.  He  thus  calls  attention  to  one  noted  in 
the  annals  of  Masonry : 

“Foremost  among  these  is  the  eminent  Masonic  student  and 
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jurist,  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  of  Maine.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say 
of  him  that  for  a number  of  years  he  has  been  recognized  as  first 
among  the  many  prominent  Masons  of  the  world.  His  knowledge 
upon  Masonic  subjects  was  profound,  and  upon  questions  of  Ma- 
sonic law  he  had  no  superior.” 

Four  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D.,  one  was  consti- 
tuted and  one  dormant  Council  revived.  This  is  a good 
record. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $576.89. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  in  this  Jurisdiction  is 
on  a plan  different  from  others  we  have  yet  seen.  Here 
it  is : 

“At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Council  held  in  the  city  of  Omaha, 
December  10th,  1902,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Representatives  of 
the  several  Grand  Councils  prepare  reviews  of  the  Grand  Councils 
they  represent,  and  send  them  to  the  Grand  Recorder  for  publi- 
cation with  our  proceedings.  It  was  found  upon  examination 
that  many  of  the  Grand  Councils  had  not  furnished  their  Repre- 
sentatives or  this  office  with  printed  copies  of  their  proceedings.” 

Only  ten  of  these  Representatives,  therefore,  made  re- 
ports, and  we  consider  the  method  unsatisfactory,  for  the 
reason  stated  above.  The  old  way  we  think  is  the  better 
way  and  we  hope  there  will  at  least  be  a chairman  to  col- 
late and  edit  all  these  reviews.  North  Carolina  does  not 
appear  among  the  lucky  ten.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

41ST  Annual.  Concord.  May  19TH,  1902. 

All  Grand  Officers  report  for  duty  at  the  opening. 
There  were  also  present  ten  Past  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  from  twenty-one  sister  states,  hut 
North  Carolina  is  missing,  and  delegates  from  eleven 
subordinates. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5T2  pp.)  is  a fair 
and,  perspicuous  statement  of  his  labors,  which  were  not 
onerous,  but  performed  with  promptness  and  pleasure. 
From  the  introduction  we  clip  the  following: 

“It  is  with  equal  satisfaction  that  I can  give  to  you  tidings  of 
peace,  harmony^  and  prosperity  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  No 
interruption  has  been  made  in  our  work;  no  discordant  sound 
has  been  heard;  and  we  are  stimulated  to  renewed  activity  and 
valor.” 

and  again : 

“Before  considering  the  work  of  the  past  year,  let  us  be  de- 
voutly thankful  that  our  Heavenly  Father  has  vouchsafed  to 
us  His  protecting  care  and  favor.  Our  Mystic  circle  is  complete; 
not  one  Companion  of  this  Grand  Council  has  been  called  from 
his  labor.  We  rejoice  and  give  thanks  for  His  tender  mercy;  and 
that  we  have  yet  time  to  complete  our  work,  ere  the  week  closes 
and  the  Sabbath  of  eternity  sets  in.” 

Many  visitations  were  made  by  the  officers  in  the 
East  and  they  have  good  news  to  report  from  nearly  all 
the  Councils  visited.  He  recommends  the  granting  of 
charters  to  two  new  Councils,  which  was  done. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $815.59. 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  announced  that  supper  would 
be  served  in  the  banquet  hall  immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  Grand  Council,  but  no  absentees  are  reported. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (36  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Frank  D.  Woodbury  and  is  his  second  effort  in 
this  field  of  Masonic  labor.  He  is  well  suited  to  the  work 
and  gives  a good  report  of  all  that  is  of  interest  to  the 
Craft  which  has  transpired  in  the  various  states  re- 
viewed. He  devotes  one  page  to  North  Carolina  for 
1900  and  1901  and  notes  the  lethargic  condition  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  for  these  two  years.  We  think  he  will  re- 
joice with  us  at  the  dawn  of  a better  day  and  will  here- 
after be  able  to  report  animation  and  increased  interest 
in  this  good  Old  North  State.

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NEW  JERSEY. 

44TH  Annual.  Trenton.  Jan.  28th,  1902 

All  Grand  Officers  were  in  their  places  at  the  opening. 
Besides,  there  were  present  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  from  eighteen  other  Jurisdic- 
tions, though  sometimes  one  represents  more  than  one 
state,  but  even  by  doubling  we  do  not  find  North  Caro- 
lina represented,  and  delegates  from  six  subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  is  full  of 
good  thoughts  well  expressed  and  gives  evidence  of  much 
interest  in  the  Cryptic  Rite,  although  pressing  business 
engagements  prevented  his  visiting  the  Councils  offici- 
ally, as  he  had  intended.  The  best  laid  plans  o’men 
and  nuce,  etc.  It  is  the  old  story,  “we  would  if  we 
could,”  etc.  He  refers  to  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria 
and  William  McKinley,  our  President,  and  how  sympa- 
thies were  exchanged  by  the  two  friendly  nations.  He 
gives  a full  list  of  the  dead  of  other  Jurisdictions,  his  own 
having  been  spared.  Dispensations  were  granted  when 
needed  to  facilitate  work  in  the  Councils. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $183.10. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (18  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Charles  Belcher,  who  is  no  stranger  to  the 
reportorial  pen,  and  is  one  of  our  best  writers.  He  re- 
views only  sixteen  Proceedings  for  1901,  and  while  his 
notice  of  each  is  brief,  he  gives  all  the  important  items 
in  the  different  states.  He  gives  to  North  Carolina 
nearly  one  page  and  refers  to  the  verbal  address  of  Grand 
Master  Liddell.  He  suggests  that  an  up-to-date  address 
be  circulated  among  the  members  to  inspire  enthusiasm 
and  create  an  interest  in  these  degrees  of  the  Council. 
We  suggest  in  lieu  of  the  circular,  which  generally  finds 
refuge  in  the  waste  basket,  a visit  to  each  Council  by  the 
Grand  Master  with  a stirring  address  delivered  without 
manuscript.  This  will  do  more  than  a ton  of  circulars, 
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no  matter  how  brilliantly  they  may  be  written.  Personal 
contact  with  the  leader  will  enthuse  when  nothing'  else 
will.

NEW  YORK. 

93RD  Annual.  New  York.  Aug.  26th,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  together  with  nine 
Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-nine  Sister  Jurisdictions,  Comp.  E.  W.  VanVran- 
ken  appearing  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from 
twenty-five  subordinates. 

The  initial  pages  of  the  beautiful  pamphlet  are  illum- 
ined with  well  executed  half-tone  portraits  of  the  Grand 
Masters,  McGown  and  Deal,  for  the  years  1900-1  and 
1 90 1 -2,  respectively. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (14  pp.)  is  an  in- 
teresting document  and  is  a lucid  history  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  the  great  state  of  New  York  for  the  past  year. 
We  give  his  opening  remarks : 

“Once  more  time  indicates  that  another  period  of  the  history 
of  this  Grand  Council  is  about  closed.  Its  deeds  are  written, 
and  among  these  records  we  find  the  usual  amount  of  success 
and  prosperity  which  has  heretofore  been  meted  out  to  us.  Har- 
mony has  prevailed  both  in  this  Grand  Body  and  in  all  our  sev- 
eral Subordinate  Councils.  We  have  been  blessed  with  a number 
of  Masonic  privileges  and  pleasures  and  have  suffered  no  material 
disappointments.” 

He  proceeds  at  once  to  record  the  deaths  of  dis- 
tinguished Companions,  and  among  them  we  find  the 
name  of  M.  111.  John  D.  Williams,  who  for  many  years 
was  a devoted  worker  in  the  Secret  Vaults,  and  now  has 
ceased  his  labors  and  gone  to  his  reward.  He  reports 
that  good  fellowship  exists  with  all  the  Grand  Bodies. 
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A few  Dispensations  were  granted,  all  of  which  seem  to 
have  been  necessary.  The  reports  of  the  visitations 
made  by  the  various  officers  of  the  Grand  Council,  show 
a healthy  condition  of  the  Councils  visited  (ten  in  all). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$709.76. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a total  membership  of 
4,477,  being  a net  increase  of  84. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (60  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  George  M.  Osgoodby,  and  is. a carefully  pre- 
pared digest  of  the  Grand  Bodies  reviewed.  He  is  a de- 
voted lover  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees  and  believes  if  they 
ever  succeed  in  becoming  a great  power  in  Masonry  it 
must  be  upon  their  intrinsic  merits  alone,  for  they  need 
not  expect  help  from  other  orders,  and  in  this  we  agree 
with  him.  He  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  there  must 
be  a hustling  Grand  Master  or  the  Craft  will  not  go  for- 
ward. He,  in  this  connection,  goes  for  Grand  Master 
Liddell  for  delivering  a verbal  address  at  the  sessions  of 
our  Grand  Council  in  1900  and  1901.  Hear  him: 

“The  Grand  Master  made  his  address  extemporaneously  and 
kept  no  notes.  Our  stenographer  was  not  present  to  take  and 
preserve  it  for  future  generations,  who  will  have  to  search  for  it 
amongst  the  ruins,  in  order  to  bring  it  to  light.  Inasmuch  as  he 
only  expressed  his  regrets  that  so  little  had  been  done  in  that 
Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year  and  expressed  his  hope  that 
more  interest  would'  be  manifested  in  the  future,  there  will  not 
necessarily  be  many  tears  shed  over  the  failure  to  pickle  or  other- 
wise preserve  this  unique  ‘address.’  It  was,  in  our  humble  opin- 
ion, the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  create  an  interest;  to  say 
something  to  encourage;  to  get  up  and  do  something;  make 
some  visits  or  in  some  way  evince  an  interest  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  has  the  honor  of  having  the  office 
and  re-election — but,  if  the  Grand  Council  of  this  Jurisdiction 
wants  to  have  life,  it  must  instill  some  vitality  into  their  Grand 
Master,  or  else  get  one  who  has  some  push,  vim  and  hustle  about 
him.” 

and  again  in  1901 : 

“The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  just  like  the  one  of  the 
year  preceding — storing  energy  for  the  futui’e.  He  had  absolutely 
done  nothing  and  made  no  visitations.  We  made  our  comments 
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on  last  year,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  them  except  to  add, 
that  not  even  was  an  attempt  made  to  excuse  this  lack  of  interest 
and  failure  to  do  his  duty  presented.  No  Grand  Council  can  pos- 
sibly live  without  having-  a live,  energetic  and  hustling  Grand 
Master  at  its  head.  Better  throw  up  the  fight  than  to  continue  to 
struggle  along  in  this  way.  We  can  sympathize  with  the  worker, 
even  if  the  harvest  is  small  or  none,  so  long  as  he  does  his  duty, 
but  with  those  who  neglect  their  work  and  don’t  even  try  to  suc- 
ceed, we  have  nothing  in  common.” 

As  there  were  no  reports  for  these  years,  the  Reporter 
escapes.  Our  Companion  should  have  been  present  to 
hear  the  eloquent  appeals  made  by  our  Grand  Master 
Liddell  and  perhaps  then  more  than  a written  address 
gave  inspiration  to  those  present,  for  we  pledged  there 
and  then  to  do  more  for  the  Royal  and  Select  Degrees. 
As  far  as  Durham  Council  is  concerned,  we  have  done 
infinitely  better  than  ever  before.  We  have  been  char- 
tered nearly  twenty  years,  have  held  three  meetings  in 
ten  and  two  of  them  were  held  this  year  of  grace 
1903,  and  the  degrees  were  conferred  upon  twelve  Com- 
panions, and  the  new  officers,  all  young  men,  have  gone 
to  work  with  a will  to  make  this  the  banner  Council  in 
North  Carolina.  All  Ibis  is  from  the  eloquent  appeals  of 
T.  I.  Master  Liddell.  There,  now,  what  say  you  to  that:

OHIO. 

73RD  Annual.  Lima.  Sept.  23RD,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  together  with 
twelve  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  twenty-three  Sister  Jurisdictions,  with  Comp.  William 
K.  Banta  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fifty- 
two  chartered  Councils  and  four  Under  Dispensation. 
The  best  attendance  yet  noted. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (20  pp.)  is  worthy 
of  this  large  and  important  Jurisdiction,  and  it  is  evident 
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that  much  work  was  done  in  his  office  during  the  year. 
Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  is  grieved  to  note  the 
death  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  emeritus.  Grand  Recorder 
and  Companions  Samuel  B.  Evans  and  John  Day  Cald- 
well. The  latter  had  served  for  forty  years  in  the  office 
of  Grand  Recorder  and  is  eulogized  as  one  of  the  most 
laborious  workers  in  the  Craft.  His  portrait  adorns  a 
memorial  page,  and  three  pages  are  devoted  to  his  life 
and  character.  A notable  man  and  Mason  has  fallen. 
A full  list  of  distinguished  dead  of  other  Jurisdictions  is 
given  and  sympathies  expressed  in  their  loss. 

The  Councils  were  apportioned  among  the  Grand  Offi- 
cers, by  which  arrangement  very  many  of  the  Councils 
were  visited  and  inspected. 

Four  new  Councils  were  started  Under  Dispensation. 
Several  Dispensations  were  granted  for  good  reasons. 

Three  or  four  Councils  were  visited  by  the  Grand 
Master. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a membership  of  6,267, 
which  is  a net  gain  of  700  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $4,548.88,  the  largest  balance  we  have  yet  seen  in 
any  of  the  Grand  Councils. 

Much  space  is  given  to  the  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Masonic  Home,  which  is  the  pride  of  Ohio  Masons, 
and  rightly  should  be.  It  is  in  a flourishing  condition 
and  is  the  means  of  doing  great  good  year  by  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (56  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  W.  M.  Cunningham  and  is  not  his  first  effort 
by  any  means.  His  reviews  are  always  interesting  and 
improving.  He  gives  fraternal  notice  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  North  Carolina  for  1900- 1-2,  to  which  he  gives 
one  and  a half  pages.  We  thank  the  Companion 
for  his  kindly  mention  of  our  report  and  we  hope  he 
may  continue  for  many  years  as  Reporter.

REPORT  ON  CORRESPONDENCE. 


OREGON. 

17TH  Annuae.  Cornwallis.  April  2nd,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  together 
with  three  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives 
from  ten  other  Jurisdictions,  and  among  so  few,  we  are 
pleased  to  note  that  North  Carolina  is  one  of  the  number. 
Companion  Z.  H.  Davis  being  on  hand,  and  delegates 
from  four  subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.),  though 
brief,  gives  the  items  of  business  transacted  during  the 
year.  Six  Councils  will  not  recpure  Very  much  attention 
and  the  labors  of  the  Grand  Master  were  not  onerous. 
He  gives  words  of  encouragement  in  his  introduction : 

“I  am  glad  to  say  that  no  discord  has  arisen  in  our  official 
household,  that  no  dark  pall  shall  enshroud  these  pages,  by  a 
seat  made  vacant  by  death,  and  a fair  degree  of  prosperity  per- 
vades in  our  Subordinate  Councils.” 

He  pays  suitable  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  dead 
of  Sister  Jurisdictions.  Dispensations  were  given  to 
ballot  and  elect  officers  out  of  time.  He  gives  good  ad- 
vice in  his  conclusion  : 

‘‘Let  us  persevere  and  build  up  and  enlarge  our  borders,  and  as 
our  state  becomes  more  thickly  settled  Cryptic  Masonry  and  its 
grand  symbolisms  may  be  eagerly  sought  by  the  Craft.  If  the 
necessity  of  these  degrees  to  complete  their  Masonic  education 
were  more  earnestly  presented  to  every  Royal  Arch  Mason,  the 
membership  of  our  Grand  Council  would  be  increased  and  great 
good  follow.  It  is  our  duty;  let  us  do  it.” 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a membership  of  268, 
which  is  a gain  of  only  2,  but  this  is  better  than  a loss. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a balance  of  $200.65. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence.

I.  Comp.  Seth  L.  Pope  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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PENNSYLVANIA. 

56TH  Annual.  Easton.  Feb.  5TH,  1902. 

All  Grand  Officers  reported  promptly  at  the  opening. 
There  were  also  present  eight  Past  M.  P.  Grand 
Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  fifteen  Sister 
Jurisdictions,  but  North  Carolina  “Non  cst  inventus 
and  delegates  from  fourteen  constituent  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6j4  pp. ) treats  of 
the  work  done  in  his  office,  and  he  was  not  idle  in  its 
performance,  but  his  eye  singled  to  the  good  of  Masonry 
and  especially  of  the  Cryptic  Branch.  He  brings  good 
tidings  .from  the  field.  Hear  him: 

“The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  nearly  all 
speak  in  but  one  way  as  to  the  state  of  the  various  Councils  in 
their  respective  districts,  and  they  show  that  there  is  a renewed 
interest,  substantial  gains  in  membership,  and  Peace,  Harmony 
and  Brotherly  Love  reign  supreme.  What  more  can  we  expect?” 

He  announced  by  circular  the  death  of  111.  Comp. 
C.  F.  Knapp,  Past  Grand  Master,  at  the  ripe  age  of  78 
years.  He  fought  long  and  bravely  for  the  good  of  his 
race  and  at  last  succumbed  to  the  attack  of  the  Grim 
Monster  and  lay  down  to  peaceful  rest.  Dispensations 
were  granted  to  ballot  out  of  the  usual  time.  He  believes 
in  official  visitations  and  proved  his  faith  by  his  works, 
for  he  reached  ten  Councils  during  the  year,  and  the  re- 
sult of  these  visits  was  to  encourage  and  inspire  new 
life  wherever  he  went.  He  reports  that  two  Councils 
have  not  conferred  a degree  in  ten  years,  and  others  that 
have  done  but  little.  The  knowledge  of  these  beautiful 
degrees  is  needed  everywhere,  as  well  as  the  encourage- 
ment from  official  visitations.  In  pursuance  of  this  idea 
he  recommends  that  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Master 
be  paid  to  visit  at  least  one-half  the  Councils  each  year, 
so  that  all  may  receive  the  benefits.  The  reports  of  in- 
spections made  by  the  Grand  Officers  show  that  there  is 
a revival  going  on  and  many  are  being  brought  into  the 
Councils. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $886.90. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a membership  of  2,025, 
which  is  a gain  of  114  over  last  year. 

A fine  portrait  of  the  Grand  Master,  F.  W.  Martenis, 
appears  in  the  opening  page  of  the  pamphlet,  and  one  of 
Christian  F.  Ivnapp,  Past  Grand  Master,  within  the  body 
of  the  book  at  the  memorial  page. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (27  pp. ) is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Joshua  L.  Lyte,  whom  we  recognize  as  a 
laborer  in  the  Capitular  field  and  to  whom  the  Proceed- 
ings of  North  Carolina  are  usually  assigned  for  review 
on  the  quintette  committee.  He  reviews  the  Proceedings 
of  twenty-seven  Grand  Bodies,  and  among  these  we  find 
North  Carolina  for  1900  and  1901.  There  was  little  to 
be  said,  but  he  said  that  little,  and  gives  the  two  years 
nearly  a half  page.  He,  with  others,  regrets  to  note 
supineness  in  our  state,  but  we  are  confidently  hoping  for 
better  days,  Companion.

The  half-tone  portraits  of  Past  Grand  Master  Henry 
Flowers  and  Present  Grand  Master  M.  F.  Flenniken 
adorn  the  initial  pages  of  the  pamphlet. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  together  with 
thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  seventeen  Sister  Jurisdictions  (but  none  for  North 
Carolina)  and  delegates  from  twelve  subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  shows  that 
there  was  not  heavy  work  in  his  office,  but  the  usual  rou- 
tine is  briefly  given.  He  regrets  to  number  among  the

49TH  Annual.  Burlington.  June  ioth,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Guard  and  the  Marshal.  Besides,  there  were 
five  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty  Sister  Jurisdictions,  Comp.  D.  Pavson  answering 
for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  sixteen  Councils. 

The  well  executed  half-tone  portrait  of  Comp.  D.  S. 
Danforth,  Grand  Master,  appears  on  the  first  page.  He 
has  for  several  years  been  prominent  in  Masonic  circles 
in  Vermont  and  well  deserves  the  honors  bestowed  by 
the  Craft.  His  address,  3 pages  in  length,  treats  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  in  an  optimistic  strain,  though  with  sorrow 
and  deep  regret  does  he  recall  the  doings  of  the  Death 
Angel  in  the  midst  of  the  Councils  in  his  own  and  Sister 
Jurisdictions.  Special  mention  is  made  of  that  Masonic 
veteran  of  veterans,  John  L.  Power,  of  Mississippi,  who 
seems  to  be  universally  mourned.  His  official  acts  were 
few.  Owing  to  health,  he  was  not  able  to  visit  any  of 
the  Councils.  He  accomplished  much  by  the  assistance 
of  his  officers,  and  he  reports  peace  and  harmony  as  pre- 
vailing, and  he  thus  tells  us  of  the  condition  of  the  Rite ; 
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“I.  with  pleasure,  congratulate  the  Grand  Council  of’  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  our  state  upon  the  very  creditable  showing  of 
its  subordinate  Councils  during  the  year  last  past,  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  in  the  increase  of  member- 
ship, and  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  a noticeable 
increase  in  our  revenues.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $541.93. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  submitted  by  M.  I. 
Comp.  Marsh  O.  Perkins,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  is  in 
his  usual  erudite  and  easy  style,  which  at  once  attracts 
and  keqis  the  attention  of  the  reader.  He  reviews  the 
Proceedings  of  all  the  Grand  Bodies  in  correspondence, 
including  even  the  little  pamphlet  of  North  Carolina  for 
1900  and  1901.  We  copy  all  he  has  to  say  of  us,  and 
with  the  trite  saying  that  “a  short  horse  is  soon  curried.” 
we  leave  him,  with  the  hope  that  ere  long  he  may  have 
more  to  say  of  us  : 

“A  neat  little  brochure  with  the  proceedings  of  two  years  re- 
corded therein,  but  nothing  of  general  interest  in  those  of  either 
year. 

“Too  many  Ahishars,  and  too  few  Zabuds,  are  still  counted 
among  the  Companions  of  the  subordinate  Councils  to  promise 
much  for  the  near  future  of  the  Rite,  although  the  hopefulness 
of  the  Grand  Master,  M.  I.  Comp.  W.  S.  Liddell,  and  others  of  the 
faithful,  give  some  encouragement  of  an  awakening,  and  with 
them  we  believe, 

‘For  a’  that  and  a’  that, 

Its  coming  yet  for  a’  that,’ 

to  dispel  present  gloom  and  despondency. 

‘Then  let  us  nray  that  come  it  may, 

As  come  it  will,  for  a’  that,’ 

and  that  the  day  may  not  long  be  deferred.” 

We  regret  to  note  that  Comp.  Warren  G.  Reynolds  is 
no  longer  Grand  Recorder,  but  business  seems  to  have 
compelled  his  withdrawal  from  the  Grand  Secretariat  of 
all  the  Orders.  We  wish  him  well.

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WASHINGTON. 

7'fH  Annual.  Tacoma.  June  9Tii,  1902. 

The  ever  neat  pamphlet  comes  from  its  far  away  home 
with  a handsome  portrait  to  greet  us  on  the  first  page. 
It  is  of  M.  I.  Comp.  Neil  S.  Peterson,  Grand  Master. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  present,  with  two  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  from  sixteen 
sister  states,  with  Comp.  F.  P.  Weymouth  for  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  five  subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8  pp.)  is  a clear 
statement  of  his  official  acts.  In  the  outset  he  says: 

“The  present  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity  in  Cryptic 
Masonry,  and  we  may  rejoice  at  the  auspicious  outlook  for  the 
future  of  this  sublime  branch  of  our  ancient  fraternity  in  the 
great  commonwealth  honored  by  the  greatest  name  of  the  greatest 
man  in  history,  the  father  of  our  common  country.” 

He  calls  attention  to  the  great  events  in  the  world's 
history  which  have  happened  during  the  year  just  closed, 
and  among  them  he  notes  the  death  of  our  President, 
the  terrible  calamity  to  the  people  of  St.  Pierre  on  Mar- 
tinique Island,  the  freedom  of  Cuba  and  the  Philippine 
Islands  from  the  shackles  of  despotism  and  ignorance. 
He  records  the  death  of  111.  Comp.  E.  M.  Beatty,  who 
was  eminent  in  all  the  Orders  of  Masonry  in  his  day 
and  the  first  Th.  111.  Master  of  a Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  in  the  state  of  Washington.  Two  new 
Councils  were  started  Under  Dispensation.  No  decis- 
ions were  called  for.  His  health  failing,  he  was  unable 
to  visit  more  than  two  nearby  Councils. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $191.95. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a total  membership  of 
408,  which  is  a net  gain  of  77  members  over  last  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (18  pp.),  though 
short,  is  long'  enough  to  give  us  a synopsis  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings reviewed.  It  is  submitted  by  Comp.  Edward 
R.  Hare  and  is  a faithful  compendium  of  the  doings 
of  twenty-seven  States,  and  among  these  we  find  that 
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North  Carolina  for  1900-01  gets  the  same  dolorous  no- 
tice that  nearly  all  give,  and  we  are  put  down  in  the 
calendar  as  practically  dead.  “Old  Rip"  may  awake 
some  of  these  days  and  surprise  all,  not  excepting  our- 
selves.

WISCONSIN. 

47T1-1  Annual.  Milwaukee.  Feb.  iSth,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Senti- 
nel. There  were  also  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  Sister  Jurisdictions, 
with  Comp.  I.  Jay  Knapp  for  North  Carolina  (wonder 
if  he  is  an  Ahishar  who  does  the  snoring),  and  delegates 
from  seventeen  chartered  Councils  and  two  Under  Dis- 
pensation. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  ( 10  pp.)  is  well  writ- 
ten and  shows  that  he  was  faithful  in  the  performance 
of  duty  during  the  year  and  fully  alive  to  the  interests 
of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  He  pays  suitable  tribute  to  the 
illustrious  dead  and  rejoices  that  his  own  ranks  had  been 
spared,  hut  deeply  sympathizes  with  other  Turisdictions 
that  had  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  departure  of  their 
loved  ones.  Quite  a large  number  of  Dispensations  were 
granted  for  various  purposes.  He  visited  four  Councils, 
with  the  usual  good  results.  He  thinks  these  visits  in- 
spire new  energy  and  encourage  to  increased  effort." 
We  assent. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $472.95. 

The  membership  reported  by  the  Grand  Recorder  is 
1,653,  being  a net  gain  for  the  year  of  275.  Good. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (32  pp. ) is  the  work 
of  our  good  Comp.  William  C.  Swain,  who  for  years 
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has  been  familiar  in  the  fields  of  Masonic  writings,  and 
we  take  pleasure  in  greeting  him  in  this  part  of  our  Ma- 
sonic heritage.  He  reviews  in  his  usual  able  and  inter- 
esting manner  the  Proceedings  of  twenty-one  Jurisdic- 
tions, and  among  them  we  find  just  a word  for  the  Old 
North  State.  We  give  it  entire: 

“A  very  brief  record  of  seven  pages  is  contained  in  a very  thin 
pamphlet,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council,  which  assem- 
bled at  Charlotte,  June  13th,  1900,  and  again  on  May  14th,  1901 — 
five  pages  more.  W.  S.  Liddell  presided  at  both,  and  continues 
to  preside.  James  C.  Munds  continues  to  be  Grand  Secretary, 
and  that  is  all  there  is  to  be  said  for  North  Carolina,  except,  per- 
haps, to  note  that  our  old  friend  James  Southgate  was  there,  as 
a matter  of  course.  They  couldn’t  run  North  Carolina  Grand 
Bodies  without  him.” 

This  is  too  bad,  to  be  thus  twitted  by  everybody,  and 
we  don’t  intend  to  stand  it.  We  are  going  to  wake  up 
from  our  snoring  all  the  day  long  and  arise  to  a new  life.

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CONCLUSION. 


Our  labors  have  been  completed,  and  after  looking 
over  the  fields  traversed,  the  journey  does  not  seem  so 
long,  and  yet  we  are  not  grieving  that  the  end  has  been 
reached.  We  rejoice  to  see  so  many  signs  of  the  resur- 
rection morn  dawning  upon  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  this 
country.  All  along  the  lines  we  hear  the  refrain,  “All’s 
well,”  and  the  gains  made  during  the  past  year  betoken 
a revival,  which  is  encouraging.  “There  is  hope  of  a 
tree  if  it  be  cut  down,  that  it  will  sprout  again  and  the 
tender  branches  shall  not  fail.”  So  we  hope,  and  so  we 
believe,  that  these  tender  Degrees  of  Royal  and  Select 
Master  will  not  fail,  but  will  come  forth,  and  the  Crypts 
will  be  again  lighted  and  made  to  resound  with  renewed 
work  and  energy.  - Hasten  the  day ! W e return  thanks 
to  the  many  Companions  who  have  endeavored  to  stimu- 
late us  in  North  Carolina  to  awake  and  put  on  our  ar- 
mor. We  take  courage  and  trust  that  ere  long  all  our 
waste  places  will  “bloom  and  blossom  as  the  rose”  and 
“bring  forth  fruits  mete  for  repentance.”

GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  then  read  his  address,  which 
was  referred  to  a special  committee,  consisting  of  Com- 
panions F.  Ulrich  and  N.  L.  Hall. 

To  the  Grand  Couucil  of  North  Carolina  : 

Illustrious  Companions.  As  your  Grand  Master,  I have  the 
honor  and  privilege  of  greeting  you  to  this,  the  Twenty-eighth 
Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  and 
also  to  render  to  you  an  account  of  my  stewardship  and  of  the 
doings  in  behalf  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

STATE  OF  THE  CRAFT. 

Since  our  last  Assembly  there  have  been  no  additions  to  the 
roll  of  Councils,  and  they  still  number  live.  However,  each  one 
of  the  Councils  have  worked  during  the  year,  and  while  last 
year  the  average  membership  was  32  Companions  to  each  Coun- 
cil, it  is  now  37.  While  this  is  still  a small  increase  and  yet 
a small  membership,  still  it  shows  that  the  Cryptic  Rite  has  ad- 
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vanced

It  has  been  hoped,  and  rather  expected,  by  myself,  that  the 
past  year  would  have  witnessed  the  revival  of  some  of  the  dead 
Councils,  as  well  as  the  establishment  of  some  new  Councils, 
but  such  is  not  the  case.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  present  set 
of  Grand  Officers  to  attempt  to  force  the  growth  of  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry by  the  stablishment  of  any  weak  Councils  unless  there  are 
good  prospects  for  it  surviving  and  becoming  a strong  constit- 
uent member  of  this  Grand  Council.  Whenever  conditions  seem 
to  warrant- such,  then  new  Councils  will  be  established  at  such 
places. 

There  are  several  places  in  the  state  where  the  outlook  is  now 
brightening  and  seem  to  justify  the  re-opening  of  the  Councils  at 
Asheville,  Winston  and  Greensboro,  which  have  been  dormant 
for  several  years.  Also  the  outlook  is  brightening  in  several 
places  where  no  Councils  have  ever  been  established,  and  the 
field  of  labor  has  a cheering  outlook. 

Altogether  the  state  of  the  Rite  shows  an  improvement  over 
last  year,  and  we  have  taken  a step  forward.  That  step,  how- 
ever, was  not  like  the  step  of  the  giant  with  his  seven  league 
boots,  but  in  comparison,  with  the  open  field  before  us,  it  was 
like  the  step  of  a small  child. 


NECROLOGY. 


Our  ranks  of  Grand  Officers  have  not  been  invaded  by  Death 
since  we  were  together  in  our  Annual  Assembly  one  year  ago. 

Such  has  not  been  the  case  with  the  Subordinate  Councils, 
who  mourn  the  death  of  several  valuable  Companions,  who  have 
worked  earnestly  for  the  success  of  the  Cryptic  Rite. 

Among  the  deaths  recorded,  Munson  Council  No.  4 mourns 
the  loss  of  R.  I.  Companion  E.  P.  Bailey,  who  was  Grand  Treas- 
urer from  1896  to  1901. 
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Enoch  Council  No.  5 has  suffered  an  irreparable  injury  in  the 
death  of  Companion  Charles  Wallin  its  Deputy  Master.  At 
their  annual  election  of  officers  he  was  elected  its  Master,  and 
within  less  than  a fortnight  Death  claimed  him  as  its  own.  A 
faithful  worker  in  all  branches  of  Free  Masonry,  to  him  was 
largely  due  the  recent  growth  and  activity  in  his  Council.  A 
faithful  and  zealous  worker,  and  a true  man  has  gone  to  his 
eternal  reward  in  the  Grand  Council  above. 

This  Council  also  mourns  the  death  of  Companion  W.  W. 
Parish,  who  had  been  a Council  Mason  less  than  a year,  yet  was 
very  enthusiastic  in  the  work  and  its  success.  Death  in.  claim- 
ing him  has  removed  from  us  an  honest  man  and  a sincere 
Mason. 

Durham  Council  No.  7 mourns  the  loss  of  three  of  its  members, 
rdl  of  whom  had  been  with  that  Council  since  its  establishment. 

R.  I.  Companion  Bernice  Walker.  Past  Grand  Principal  Con- 
ductor of  the  Work,  also  one  of  the  Past  Grand  Lecturers  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge;  Companion  W.  T.  Blackwell, 
that  large-hearted  Companion  who  zealously  worked  for  all  the 
Masonic  bodies  of  Durham  at  all  times,  particularly  when  they 
were  in  their  infancy,  and  Companion  W.  A.  Slater,  have  passed 
away  since  our  last  Annual  Assembly.  Their  loss  will  be  keenly 
felt  by  the  Companions  and  their  numerous  friends  throughout 
our  state,  who  knew  them  so  well. 

VISITATIONS  TO  COUNCILS. 

November  17th,  1903,  I paid  an  official  visit  to  Enoch  Council 
No.  5,  at  which  time  officers  were  elected  for  the  present  year, 
no  work  being  conferred.  Oti  Februarjr  1904,  I again  visited 
tills  Council  and  installed  their  officers.  An  appointment  for 
another  visit  was  made  for  March  2nd,  1904,  at  which  time  the 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  a class  of  three  candidates,  but  my 
business  called  me  away  and  I was  compelled  to  break  tlie  en- 
gagement. Unofficially  I have  assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees 
upon  six  (out  of  ihe  nine)  Companions  greeted  during  the  past 
year  in  this  Council.  This  Council  is  improving  in  their  work 
and  has  good  prospects  for  becoming  one  of  the  leading  Councils 
in  our  state. 

February  24th,  1904,  Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  at  Salisbury, 
was  visited  and  the  degrees  conferred  upon  a class  of  twelve 
candidates.  This  Council,  with  its  corps  of  faithful  officers  and 
efficient  workers,  is  easily  still  the  first  among  the  Councils  of 
this  Jurisdiction.  Their  officers  are  all  proficient  in  their  work 
and  they  confer  the  degrees  in  a splendid  manner.  At  this  visit 
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1 was  accompanied  by  R.  I.  Companion  E P>.  Neave,  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Guard,  whose  wise  counsel  and  zealous  work 
has  greatly  aided  in  the  strengthening  of  this  splendid  Council. 

April  5th,  1901.  a visit  was  paid  to  Munson  Council  No.  4,  at 
Wilmington,  when  the  degrees  were  conferred  upon  a class  of 
four  candidates.  This  Council  shows  a decided  improvement  in 
its  work  and  has  before  it  a bright  and  encouraging  future. 
Present  at  this  assembly  were  11.  I.  Companions  .Tames  C. 
Munds,  Grand  Recorder,  and  E.  O.  Toomer,  Grand  Conductor 
of  the  Council. 

June  11th,  1904,  a visit  was  made  to  Charlotte  Council  No.  8, 
at  Charlotte,  when  the  degrees  were  conferred  upon  a class  of 
three  candidates  (one  being  by  request  of  Enoch  Council  No.  5) 
and  officers  were  elected  and  installed  for  the  ensuing  year.  At 
this  assembly  were  present  M.  I.  W.  S.  Liddell,  Past  Grand 
Master,  and  R.  I.  Win.  Anderson,  Grand  Principal  Conductor  of 
the  Work.  This  Council  is  still  laboring  under  the  disadvantage 
of  its  members  carrying  on  the  work  of  all  the  other  bodies,  and 
consequently  they  do  not  get  the  time  to  give  to  the  Council 
work  that  is  necessary  for  its  successful  working. 

June  13th,  1004,  a visit  was  made  to  Durham  Council  No.  7, 
at  Durham,  when  the  degrees  were  conferred  upon  one  candi- 
date. This  Council  has  greatly  revived  its  interest  in  Cryptic 
Masonry  since  the  visit  of  last  year  and  now  meets  regularly 
and  is  working  well.  With  the  confidence  that  comes  from  a 
frequent  conferring  of  the  degrees,  this  Council  will  soon  be  m 
excellent  working  condition.  At  this  assembly  I must  acknowl- 
edge the  presence  of  Past  Grand  Treasurer  C.  C.  Taylor,  who  is 
a zealous  and  enthusiastic  member  of  this  Council.  It  was  a 
matter  of  sincere  regret  to  all  that  Past  Grand  Master  James 
Southgate  was  confined  to  his  bed  with  sickness  and  unable  to 
be  present.  I know  that  all  Cryptic  Masons  unite  with  me  in 
the  hope  for  his  speedy  restoration  to  health. 

August  , 1903,  I paid  an  official  visit  to  the  Grand  Council 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  where,  as  Grand  Master  of  North 
Carolina,  I was  welcomed  with  the  honors  due  to  that  high  and 
exalted  station,  which  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  Such  a 
visit  to  a sister  Grand  Jurisdiction,  it  is  needless  to  say,  was  a 
most  enjoyable  occasion. 

August  , .1903,  I visited  Columbian  Council  No.  1,  in  New 
York,  which  is  the  oldest  Council  in  the  world,  in  which  body 
I had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  the  Super  Excellent  Master’s 
degree. 
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GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

October  5th  and  6tli  I had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  Eighth  Triennial  Assembly  of  the  General  Grand  Council 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  at  which 
was  also  present  Companion  H.  G.  Smallbones  (the  present 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  North 
Carolina),  who  was  proxy  for  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the 
Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work.  The  beautiful  “City 
of  Roses,”  as  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  is  called,  is 
famed  for  its  hospitality,  and  it  was  certainly  extended  to  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Grand  Council  and  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  a lavish  manner,  and  the  visit  is  one  to  be  remem- 
bered. 

Nothing  of  special  note  was  legislated  upon  by  the  General 
Grand  Council,  so  that  there  is  nothing  legislative  to  report.  It 
is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Wis- 
consin has  united  itself  with  the  General  Grand  Council,  from 
which  it  has  heretofore  been  independent.  Likewise,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  we  report  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Iowa  has 
been  organized.  Certain  Chapters  in  the  State  of  Texas  are 
now  agitating  the  question  of  the  severing  of  the  Cryptic  degrees 
from  the  Chapter  degrees  in  that  state,  and  ere  long  it  Is  ex- 
pected that  such  will  be  done. 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Grand  Council  I must  acknowl- 
edge the  courtesies  shown  to  me  by  two  of  the  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  North  Carolina — I refer  to  R.  I.  Companion  .Tohn  R. 
Donnell,  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Arkan- 
sas, and  M I.  Arthur  H.  Armington,  Grand  Representative  near 
the  Grand  Council  of  Rhode  Island.  While  one  indulges  in  per- 
sonalities like  this,  I must  state  that  there  were  numerous  in- 
quiries as  to  the  “Old  North  State,”  many  asking  for  “Our 
Friend,”  whose  absence  we  regret  so  much  today,  M.  I.  James 
Southgate,  others  asking  for  those  who  have  been  translated  to 
the  Grand  Council  above,  such  as  Most  Illustrious  Companions 
Bain,  Martin  and  Munson,  yet  there  was  always  one  common 
ground  upon  which  the  Cryptic  Masons  met  when  one  stated, 
“I  have  read  your  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  with  much  interest, 
especially  the  success  you  have  met  with  in  the  management  of 
your  Orphan  Asylum  at  Oxford,”  and  then  any  Mason  would 
realize  what  it  meant  to  be  a Crytic  Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction 
and  assisting  in  the  support  of  so  noble  a cause. 
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DECISIONS. 

Very  few  decisions  have  been  propounded  to  me  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  only  ones  of  importance  are  as  follows: 

1.  What  is  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Subordinate  Council?  Is 
it  concurrent  with  the  state  bounds,  or  does  the  air-line  Juris- 
diction of  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  control?  I decided  that  as  our 
state  law  did  uot  restrict  the  workings  of  a Council  to  any  one 
particular  section,  yet  in  granting  charters  it  did  recognize  the 
boundaries  of  counties  by  requiring  the  county  to  be  stated. 
Therefore,  the  Jurisdiction  of  ail  Councils  in  this  state  was  con- 
current except  in  counties  where  a Council  was  located  and  there 
the  Council  jurisdiction  was  exclusive. 

2.  A Companion  is  elected  to  the  office  ot'  Thrice  Illustrious 
Master  and  prior  to  installation  dies,  is  a dispensation  necessary 
to  fill  the  vacancy  by  election?  A dispensation  should  be 
granted  in  such  cases  to  till  the  vacancy  and  other  vacancies 
caused  by  the  promotion  of  officers  already  elected  to  offices. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

The  dispensations  granted  have  been  with  three  exceptions 
purelj  to  elect  candidates  at  special  assemblies,  nearly  all  of 
which  were  the  occasion  of  official  visits.  The  three  exceptions 
have  been,  (1)  to  Charlotte  Council  to  elect  and  install  officers  at 
a special  assembly,  the  Council  uot  having  been  active;  (2)  to 
Durham  Council  to  elect  and  install  officers  at  a special  assem- 
bly, and  (S)  to  Enoch  Council  to  hold  an  election  to  fill  a va- 
cancy caused  by  the  death  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Master-elect 
and  such  promotions  as  that  vacancy  might  cause. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council  has  not  been  printed 
since  the  Proceedings  of  1S95.  and  I would  recommend  that  it 
be  printed  with  the  Proceedings  of  this  year. 

We  have  no  provision  in  our  laws  about  the  length  of  the 
terms  of  the  Grand  Representatives  near  other  Grand  Councils, 
and  I would  recommend  that  we  adopt  a provision  that  the 
terms  of  office  of  all  Grand  Representatives  expire  with  each 
Triennial  Assembly  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  which  is  now 
the  case  with  a large  number  of  Grand  Councils. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year,  Companions,  shows  that  we  have  progressed, 
yet  but  a little.  Each  Council  has  been  visited  and  each  Council 
has  worked.  For  the  first  time  since  the  Grand  Coppell  united 
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itself  with  the  General  Grand  Council  we  have  been  represented 
at  that  Body’s  Triennial  Assembly.  With  the  reviving  interest 
being  shown  in  Cryptic  Masonry  let  us  all  try  to  do  our  part  and 
thereby  place  the  Bite  in  this  Jurisdiction  upon  the  proper  stand- 
ing, which  it  deserves.

ARKANSAS. 

41ST  Annual.  Little  Rock.  Nov.  19TH,  1903. 

The  pamphlet  comes  to  us  as  a monthly  magazine  beau- 
tifully illustrated  in  honor  of  the  session  of  the  General 
Grand  Council,  in  their  eighth  Triennial  Assembly,  which 
had  been  appointed  to  meet  there  on  the  5th  of  October, 
when  a special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  of  Arkansas  was  held.  At  this  special 
meeting  the  General  Grand  Council  was  received,  and 
speeches  of  welcome,  with  the  responses,  and  the  presen- 
tation of  a handsome  apron,  all  combined  to  make  a most 
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interesting  occasion,  and  occupied  more  than  half  of  the 
pamphlet,  to  tell  all  about  it. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  at  the  Annual 
Assefnbly,  except  the  Conductor  of  the  Work  and  of  the 
Council,  with  five  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand 
Representatives  of  nine  Sister  Grand  Councils  (Comp. 
J.  R.  Donnell  answering  for  North  Carolina)  and  the 
delegates  from  six  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  short  (3  pp.),  but 
concise  on  every  point,  and  on  the  state  of  the  Order  he 
says : 

While  we  are  not  increasing  so  rapidly  in  numbers  as  might 
be  desired  still  we  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  a new  interest 
has  been  awakened  in  the  Cryptic  Rites  that  may  in  the  future 
result  in  a better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  its  privili- 
ges  and  teachings. 

Peace  and  harmony  has  prevailed  throughout  our  jurisdiction 
during  the  past  year,  and  1 have  not  been  called  upon  to  make 
any  decisions. 

God  has  been  good  to  us,  in  that  no  elected  or  appointed 
member  of  this  Grand  Council  has  been  taken  from  us  during 
the  past  year,  for  which  we  are  thankful,  and  humbly  pray  that 
He  may  continue  to  us  this  protection  and  blessing  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

A few  special  Dispensations  were  granted  and  an  ac- 
count of  the  visit  of  the  General  Grand  Council  closes 
the  address. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  several  Councils  “are  in 
a ‘moribund’  condition,  and  show  no  life  whatever.”  We 
know  how  that  is  ourselves.  He  recommends  that  their 
Charters  be  taken.  Lop  off  the  dead  branches  and  the 
vine  may  grow. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $159.48. 

Petitions  for  the  Degrees  of  Royal.  Select  and  Super 
Excellent  Master  were  presented  and  ballotted  on,  and 
then  the  Degrees  were  conferred.  We  have  quit  that  in 
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this  state  and  allow  our  Subordinate  Councils  to  do  that 
work,  where  it  properly  belongs.  ,

CALIFORNIA. 

43RD  Annum,.  San  Francisco.  Aprit,  30T11,  1903. 

The  portrait  of  Comp.  J.  G.  Bisbee,  M.  I.  Grand  Mas- 
ter, adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  pamphlet. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  ten  M.  I. 
Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-one  other  Grand  Councils  (with  T.  I.  Jno.  F. 
Hughes  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  ten 
Constituent  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp. ) is  a faithful 
account  of  his  stewardship.  He  says : 

The  year  has  been  a fairly  prosperous  one,  resulting  in  a net 
gain  of  one  hundred  and  forty-one  Royal  and  Select  Masters  to 
the  membership  of  our  thirteen  councils,  but  one  returning  “No 

Work.” 

This  is  a good  showing  and  by  no  means  discouraging. 
He  alludes  feelingly  to  the  Illustrious  dead  of  his  own 
and  other  Jurisdictions  and  makes  special  mention  of  the 
great  loss  Maine  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  Josiah  H. 
Drummond.  He  is  a believer  in  visitations,  and  we  give 
his  views : 


The  system  of  visitation  of  Subordinate  Bodies  by  the  Grand 
Officers  or  their  special  representatives  is  an  important  duty, 
although  often  neglected.  In  my  visitations  of  the  several  Coun- 
cils during  my  term  of  office,  I have  been  specially  impressed 
with  the  seeming  benefit  of  the  custom  both  to  the  Grand  Officer 
as  well  as  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Council  visited.  Hav- 
ing visited  eight  of  our  thirteen  Councils,  partaken  of  their  hos- 
pitality, inspected  their  work  and  counseled  with  them  as  to 
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needed  legislation  for  tlie  support  and  progress  of  Cryptic 
Masonry,  I feel  myself  warranted  in  reporting  to  you  at  this 
Annual  Assembly  the  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Rite  in  California.  That  I am  warranted  in  this  conclusion  the 
splendid  gain  in  membership  is  ample  proof.  One  hundred  and 
eighty-two  Companions  have  been  greeted,  affiliated  and  restored 
during  the  year  now  closing,  leaving  us  a net  gain  of  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  and  a total  membership  of  1,495. 

One  Council  was  constituted  by  proxy  and  is  now  in 
fine  condition. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,190.93. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (2 1 pp.)  is  submitted 
for  the  third  time  by  Comp.  A.  W.  Bishop  and  is  a faith- 
ful epitome  of  the  work  done  in  the  Grand  Councils 
passed  in  review.  He  gives  to  North  Carolina  for  1902 
on-half  page,  and  in  reply  to  the  surprise  expressed  by 
Grand  Master  Liddell  in  his  address  that  more  interest 
is  not  taken  in  the  Council  degrees,  says : 

We  suggest  to  the  Grand  Officers  that  it  lies  with  them  to  re- 
surrect the  Rite  in  North  Carolina,  and  visitation  is  the  only 
remedy — unfailing,  if  properly  administered.  Try  it,  and  note 
the  wondrous  results.  Annual  addresses  to  the  few  attendants 
at  Annual  Assemblies  will  never  resurrect  the  dry  bones.  Try 
the  visitation  tonic.  The  Grand  Master  should  not  wait  for  visi- 
tation calls;  neither  should  the  Grand  Officers  place  the  whole 
burden  of  resurrection  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Grand  Master. 
The  whole  official  force  should  start  out,  and  start  at  once. 

We  agree  to  this  proposition,  but  we  are  so  poor.  Com- 
panion, we  can't  pay  our  printing  bill,  scarcely,  and  there 
is  not  enough  left  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  visitations.

COLORADO. 

9TH  Annum,.  Denver.  Sept.  t6th,  1903. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  answered  to  roll  call,  and  besides 
these,  there  were  four  M.  I.  Past  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  other  Grand  Councils 
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(none  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  eight 
Constituent  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  is  an  ex- 
cellent statement  of  the  work  performed,  and  though  not 
great,  yet  much  was  done  to  increase  the  interest  in  the 
Cryptic  Rite.  lie  has  this  to  say,  which  is  encouraging: 

Our  Order  has  made  a commendable  growth,  and  the  interest 
in  our  Rite  has  in  no  degree  lessened,  but  material  advancement 
in  the  work  and  in  our  membership  will  be  noticed  by  the  re- 
ports from  the  several  subordinate  Councils.  Thirty-six  have 
been  greeted,  one  affiliated,  and  five  reinstated — a total  gain  of 
forty-two.  Five  have  died,  five  dimitted,  and  eleven  were  sus- 
pended— a decrease  of  twenty-one,  or  a net  gain  of  twenty-one 
for  the  year. 

No  discordant  words  or  actions  have  either  been  noticed  or 
reported  to  me,  and  I am  sure  that  peace  and  harmony  prevails 
throughout  the  entire  Craft. 

He  is  pleased  to  note  that  death  has  not  invaded  the 
official  ranks,  and  yet  many  have  been  called  to  their 
account  in  his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions.  He  has  this 
to  say  of  visitations : 

During  the  year  just  passed  I have  not  visited  all  the  Subor- 
dinate Councils  in  1 his  Jurisdiction,  as  I originally  intended,  or 
that  I should  have  personally  enjoyed;  but  1 have  availed  myself 
of  every  opportunity  to  do  so.  Those  that  I have  visited,  includ- 
ing my  own  Council,  No.  5,  which  I have  attended  upon  every 
stated  assembly,  have  all  shown  a commendable  interest  in  the 
work  and  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  and  in  every  instance 
I have  been  received  with  the  greatest  consideration  and  been 
made  the  recipient  of  many  delightful  favors  and  honors. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $814.65. 

The  Grand  Recorder  has  this  to  say : 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  our  constituent 
Councils.  All  have  made  returns  and  paid  dues.  Four  show 
an  increase  in  membership;  two  have  had  a decrease,  whilst  the 
remaining  three  remain  stationary  as  to  the  number  of  members. 

All  the  Councils  except  Rocky  Mountain  No.  2 have  done  work 
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during  tlie  year,  and  in  all  thirty-six  Select  Masters  have  been 
greeted. 

Our  membership  has  been  increased  by  twenty-one,  and  now 
numbers  four  hundred  and  sixty-three.

CONNECTICUT. 

85T1-1  Annual.  New  Haven.  May  13TH,  1904. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Con- 
ductor of  the  Guard,  together  with  nine  M.  111.  Past  Grand 
Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  fifteen  Sister 
Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  R.  H.  Tucker  answering  for 
North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  fifteen  constituent 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  shows  in  a 
clear  statement  the  amount  of  work  done,  and  of  the  state 
of  the  Order  he  says : 

The  Order  in  our  jurisdiction  has  not  during  the  past  year 
made  any  great  increase,  but  has  continued  to  add  slowly  to  its 
numbers,  the  resuscitation  of  one  Council,  while  it  is  a step  in 
the  march  of  progress,  and  encouraging,  it  is  not  all  we  would 
wish,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  be  more 
satisfactory  to  all  who.  realizing  the  beauties  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
and  the  important  lessons  it  teaches,  desire  to  see  its  growth 
more  commensurate  with  its  merits. 

The  most  perfect  harmony  prevails  among  the  Councils,  and  1 
have  not  been  called  upon  to  make  any  decisions. 

He  makes  sad  mention  of  the  loss  by  death  of  two  Past 
M.  P.  Grand  Masters,  viz. : W.  R.  Higby  and  Eli  S. 

Ouintard.  both  of  whom  lived  to  a good  old  age,  the  first 
being  77  and  the  next  83  years.  Both  wrought  well  and 
faithfully  in  the  Arches  and  will  doubtless  receive  the 
“welcome  plaudit,  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants.” 
He  visited  a few  of  the  Councils  with  much  pleasure  and 
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profit  to  all  concerned.  Only  six  special  Dispensations 
were  granted. 

The  reports  of  the  other  Grand  Officers  to  whom 
Councils  had  been  assigned,  show  that  they  were  very 
faithful  in  their  labors,  and  give  a good  account  of  the 
work  done. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $614.63. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (46  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  John  H.  Barlow,  P.  G.  M.,  and  is  the  eighth 
from  his  facile  pen.  He  ably  reviews  the  Proceedings  of 
twenty-four  Grand  Councils,  and  North  Carolina  for  1902 
receives  one  page  of  kindly  notice.  He  finds  very  little 
in  our  Proceedings,  for  really  there  was  not  much  done 
and,  as  he  says,  “there  was  a brief  routine  of  business 
transacted.”  He  finds  a word  of  encouragement,  as  fol- 
lows : 

There  are,  however,  two  redeeming  features  in  the  report  of 
this  jurisdiction — one  is  that  the  proceedings  are  very  neatly 
printed,  and  the  other  and  most  important  is  the  brief  but  inter- 
esting report  on  correspondence  by  Comp.  James  Southgate.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  Most  Puissant  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
and  Super. -Excellent  Masters  of  England  and  Wales 
was  held  in  Mark  Mason's  Hall,  London,  on  the  12th  of 
March,  1903. 

The  M.  T.  Grand  Master  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
were  both  absent  and  their  places  had  to  be  supplied  by 
others.  There  were  Grand  Representatives  from  ten 
Grand  Councils  and  one  of  these  was  North  Carolina,  but 
the  representative  is  not  given. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  increase  in  the  Order,  58 
Certificates  having  been  issued,  which  were  more  than 
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double  those  of  last  year.  He  thus  speaks  of  friendly 
relations,  etc. : 

Our  relations  with  all  other  Grand  Councils  happily  continue 
to  be  of  the  most  friendly  and  cordial  nature,  and  nothing  has 
occurred  to  mar  the  universal  harmony  of  the  Cryptic  Kite 
throughout  the  world.  The  Grand  Recorder  continues  to  receive 
the  Annual  Reports  from  the  American  Grand  Councils,  for 
which  our  best  thanks  are  due  to  them,  as  well  as  for  their 
kindly  recognition  of  our  efforts  and  their  expressions  of  frater- 
nal regard. 

The  usual  honorarium  was  voted  to  the  Grand  Re- 
corder, Comp.  C F.  Matier,  who  hall  been  faithful  in  the 
performance  of  duty  and  who  appears  to  be  the  main  stay 
in  keeping  the  Order  together,  and  they  seem  to  be  greatly 
indebted  to  him  for  it.  We  congratulate  the  Companion 
for  the  high  regard  in  which  he  is  held.  He  is  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 


GEORGIA. 

6oth  Annual.  Macon.  April  28th,  1903. 

The  initial  page  bears  the  portrait  of  M.  I.  Grand 
Master  Julius  L.  Brown. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  two  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  eleven 
Grand  Councils  (but  North  Carolina  is  absent)  and  dele- 
gates from  twenty-four  constituent  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (47  pp.)  contains 
all  that  was  transacted,  even  to  the  correspondence,  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  it  shows  that  he  was  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  duty.  Two  new  Councils  were  constituted 
and  the  officers  installed.  Several  special  Dispensations 
were  granted  to  facilitate  work  in  the  Councils.  Of  the 
condition  of  the  Order  he  says : 

I regret  that  owing  to  the  failure  of  subordinate  Councils  to 
promptly  make  thojr  reports,  that  I have  not  the  information  be- 
fore me  to  show  the  exact  state  of  our  Order.  Up  to  the  time  of 
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writing  this  report,  eight  of  the  subordinate  Councils  have  not 
made  their  returns.  Six,  which  have  made  returns  show  a net 
gain  of  seventy-five.  Since  the  date  of  their  reports,  I have 
learned  that  some  of  these  Councils  have  also  greeted  and  seated 
some  others. 

Much  of  the  address  is  given  to  a discussion  of  the 
early  history  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Georgia.  He  is  in 
favor  of  some  radical  changes  in  the  routine  of  the  De- 
grees, which  we  suspect  will  hardly  ever  be  done.  Hear 
him : 

I have  had  a purpose  in  tracing  the  early  history  of  this 
Council  in  Georgia,  in  addition  to  that  of  preserving  our  history 
for  future  ages,  and  that  purpose  is  to  increase  or  try  to  increase, 
our  members. 

We  have  been  in  existence  sixty'  years,  and  have  done  nothing. 
It  is  time  for  us  either  to  abandon  the  Council,  or  go  to  work  and 
make  something  of  it.  Inasmuch  as  the  degrees  in  the  Council 
are  not  more  dependent  upon  the  degrees  in  the  Chapter,  than 
the  Chapter  degrees  are  dependent  upon  those  in  the  Council, 
and  inasmuch  as  there  would  be  no  more  imparting  secrets  of  the 
Chapter  to  the  Blue  Lodge  Mason,  when  he  joins  the  Council 
than  there  is  in  imparting  Council  secrets  when  he  joins  the 
Chapter,  I know  of  no  reason  why  the  General  Grand  Council 
should  not  change  our  ritual  and  obligations,  and  draw  directly 
from  the  Blue  Lodge  without  requiring  a condition  precedent 
that  one  should  be  a Royal  Arch  Mason  before  becoming  a Royal 
and  Select  Master.  I would,  therefore,  recommend  that  this 
Grand  Council  ask  the  General  Grand  Council  to  so  change  its 
laws,  rituals  and  obligations  in  order  that  this  desirable  end  may 
be  brought  about. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $454.26.

C.  Hallenbeck,  Grand 
Master. 
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All  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  fourteen 
Past  Most  111.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  thirty-three  Sister  Grand  Councils  (including  Comp. 
J.  M.  Pearson  for  North  Carolina)  and  the  delegates  of 
thirty-eight  constituent  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Mjaster  (7  PP-)  is  well  writ- 
ten and  proceeds  without  much  introduction  to  give  an 
account  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.  He  gives  in 
the  list  of  the  dead  the  name  of  Wilbur  F.  Bromfield, 
Past  Most.  111.  Grand  Master,  who  departed  this  life 
October  23rd,  1903,  in  Chicago.  Several  Councils  were 
visited,  with  pleasure  and  profit  to  all.  Three  new  Coun- 
cils were  constituted.  A few  Dispensations  were  granted 
and  only  two  decisions.  Among  the  recommendations 
we  find  one  which  we  are  glad  to  see  was  not  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence: 

That  as  long  as  the  Grand  Council  does  not  recognize  or  con- 
trol the  Super  Excellent  degree,  the  Bible  shall  be  left  out  of  the 
work. 

In  his  conclusion,  he  says: 

An  increase  in  membership  in  subordinate  Councils  will  be 
shown  in  the  Grand  Recorder's  report,  not  as  large  as  I had 
anticipated  in  all  the  Chicago  Councils,  although  some  of  them 
have  done  remarkably  well.  All  the  Councils  (in  Chicago  at 
least!  should  assemble  at  least  once  a month.  Those  Councils 
that  do  assemble  frequently  have  not  only  their  entire  Rituar 
work  better,  but  exemplify  the  degrees  more  satisfactorily  to 
themselves  as  well  as  to  their  candidates,  thereby  having  greater 
interest  taken  in  their  Council. 

Harmony  seems  to  prevail,  and  I trust  that  the  bond  of  fra- 
ternal love  between  us  has  been  strengthened. 


The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $770.96. 
The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a gain  in  membership  of 
415,  which  is  a good  showing,  on  the  basis  of  3,561  in  the 
whole  state. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (28  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  the  accomplished  and  erudite  Masonic  writer,  Comp. 
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Geo.  W.  Warvelle,  who  for  several  years  has  been  bring- 
ing np  for  inspection  many  valuable  secrets  and  giving 
true  Masonic  light  to  his  less  informed  brethren.  He 
reviews  all  the  Grand  Councils  except  New  Hampshire 
and  North  Carolina.  We  must  tap  up  our  printers 
and  make  them  work  faster,  for  we  find  our  Proceedings 
in  other  Grand  Bodies  are  behind.  The  mule  had  stopped 
at  a gate  by  the  roadside.  He  wouldn't  budge  one  way 
or  the  other.  The  boy  had  worried  with  the  mule,  but 
to  no  purpose.  A doctor  came  along,  and  upon  soliciting 
his  help,  he  took  from  his  wallet  a vial  of  aquafortis  and 
put  a few  drops  on  the  mule's  back.  This  moved  him, 
and  the  boy,  seeing  the  mule  disappear  over  the  hill,  in 
despair  asked  the  doctor  to  put  some  that  stuff  on  him, 
“cause  I got  to  ketch  dat  mule."  Our  printers  must  move 
or  we  will  get  Munds  to  apply  aqua-fortis.  We  read  all 
this  Companion  writes,  and  he  is  becoming  one  of  our 
leading  reporters.  We  regret  he  has  nothing  encourag- 
ing for  North  Carolina.  In  his  conclusion  he  mentions 
our  state  in  so  disparaging  a manner  that  we  give  what 
he  says,  if  perchance  it  may  be  an  incentive  to  us  to  move 
up  or  take  the  remedy  the  mule  got : 

As  a revenue  the  Council  of  the  country  last  year  collected  the 
sum  of  $20,S45,  and  distributed  the  sum  of  $17,953,  leaving,  it 
will  be  perceived,  a neat  sum  in  the  bag  to  spend  the  next  time 
it  rains.  Ohio  seems  to  enjoy  the  largest  revenue,  for  it  manag- 
ed to  gather  in  $3,781,50.  On  the  other  hand,  North  Carolina 
must  have  had  to  tighten  its  belt  some  days  instead  of  eating, 
for  $75.00  was  all  it  could  show  for  its  year’s  work.  Massachu- 
setts is  still  the  richer  member  of  the  family,  with  $4,283.55  laid 
away  in  its  strong  box,  while  North  Carolina  as  might  be  expect- 
ed is  the  poorest,  with  only  $64.42.  But,  if  Ohio  makes  more 
money  tnan  the  others  it  also  spends  more,  for  it  contrived  to 
get  rid  of  $3,4S3.58  least  year.  Well  they  say  the  Lord  loves  a 
cheerful  spender  (giver),  and  so  do  I. 


We  must  do  better,  and  we  think  the  Old  North  State 
will  yet  awake  from  the  slumbers  and  put  on  new 
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strength.  The  Capitular  Rite  is  growing  already  in  num- 
bers and  interest.

48tit  Annual.  Indianapolis.  Oct.  20TH,  1903. 

All  Grand  Officers  are  present,  with  seventeen  111.  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-six 
Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  Chas.  Balch  for  North 
Carolina)  and  delegates  from  all  of  the  fifty-four  char- 
tered Councils.  Good. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (18  pp.)  is  a capital 
paper  and  throws  light  on  the  workings  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  the  good  state  of  Indiana.  In  the  outset  of  his 
administration  he  issued  an  address  to  the  Subordinate 
Councils,  and  the  advice  given  makes  good  reading, 
which  we  would  like  to  copy  if  space  permitted.  We 
give  his  conclusion : 

“The  honor  which  your  representatives  have  conferred  upon 
me  is  highly  appreciated.  Yet  very  much  responsibility  accom- 
panies it.  The  presiding  officer  of  a Subordinate  Council  can 
either  make  or  break  the  body  over  which  he  presides.  The  same 
may  be  true  of  the  Grand  Council’s  presiding  officer.  Your  Ill- 
ustrious Grand  Master  desires  to  see  this  year  the  best  yet  seen 
by  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  to  make  it  the  forerunner  of  still  better 
years  to  come.  Quite  a revival  is  beginning  to  sweep  all  over  the 
country  in  our  Cryptic  Rite.  Why  should  we  not  in  Indiana  take 
the  tide  at  its  flood? 

“Alone  your  Illustrious  Grand  Master  can  do  nothing.  But 
with  your  help  we  can  do  much  to  further  build  up  our  beloved 
Rite.  Let  us  therefore  labor  zealously  for  it,  and  for  the  glory 
of  our  Great  Architect,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve. 

Under  Necrology,  he  is  pained  to  mention  the  name  of 
Illustrious  Comp.  T.  J.  Richards,  Past  Grand  Mtaster, 
who.  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  was  upright  and  of  good 
report.  He  calls  attention  to  the  noted  dead  of  other

Jurisdictions.  Two  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D. 
Only  four  or  five  Councils  were  visited.  Of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Rite  lie  says : 

We  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  Cryptic  Masonry 
in  this  state  is  prosperous.  Attention  is  particularly  directed  to 
the  report  of  our  Grand  Recorder,  wherein  we  find  for  the  year 
ending  January  1,  1903,  the  net  increase  in  the  membership  of  our 
Subordinate  Councils  is  219,  the  largest  in  years. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,605.07. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  that  all  Councils  made 
their  reports  promptly  and  have  paid  their  dues. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (37  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  M.  I.  Henry  W.  Woodhurst,  Past  Grand  Master,  and 
a most  accomplished  writer  on  any  Masonic  question.  He 
reviews  the  Proceeding's  of  thirty  Grand  Councils  in  his 
usual  perspicuous  style,  and  we  find  North  Carolina  for 
1903  on  the  list,  but  after  careful  search,  it  is  not  to  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  must  have  been  lost 
or  overlooked  by  the  printer.  We  are  sorry,  for  we  think 
this  Companion,  always  genial,  had  something  encourag- 
ing to  say  of  the  Tar  Heel  State.  We  give  his  conclu- 
sion : 

Appended  to  this  report  is  found  the  usual  table  of  statistics 
printed  on  the  succeeding  page.  Cryptic  Masonry  has  made  won 
derful  sti’ides  since  this  writer  submitted  his  first  review  to  the 
Grand  Council  of  Indiana,  fifteen  years  ago,  and  if  financial 
prosperity  continues  can  be  depended  upon  to  make  even  greater 
gains.  Indiana  is  not  only  holding  its  own.  but  will  soon  ad- 
vance from  seventh  to  sixth  in  number  of  members,  while  Ohio 
is  crowding  Massachusetts  for  first  place.

INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

9TH  Annual.  Guthrie,  Okla.  April  15TH,  1903. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  pamphlet  is  the  profuse  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  illustrated,  there  being  no  less  than  the 
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portraits  of  four  Past  Grand  Masters  and  the  Grand 
Treasurer. 

All  the  Grand  officers  are  reported  present  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  with  two  Past  Grand  Mjasters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  five  Sister  Grand  Councils 
(North  Carolina  not  being  one)  and  the  delegates  of  six 
chartered  Councils  and  two  IT.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  gives  an  epi- 
tome of  his  labors  in  a clear  and  readable  form.  He  is 
pleased  to  know  that  death  had  not  visited  their  official 
ranks  during  the  year,  and  he  proceeds  to  call  the  roll 
of  the  noted  dead  of  other  Grand  Councils.  Two  new 
Councils  were  started  U.  D.  and  one  was  constituted. 
Two  were  reported  as  defunct.  Five  Councils  were  vis- 
ited and  assisted  in  many  ways  for  the  good  of  all  con- 
cerned. 

The  Grand  Recorder  in  his  report  praises  the  Grand 
Master,  and  justly. 


I desire  to  pay  a just  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  Grand  Master 
Herbert  Johnston  Evans.  During  the  year  he  has  been  untiring 
in  his  efforts,  for  the  good  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  both  in  Indian 
and  Oklahoma  Territories.  I think  he  has  visited  nearly  all  the 
chartered  councils,  has  revived  one  or  two  that  were  nearly  de- 
funct, has  organized  two  new  ones,  has  corresponded  with  several 
important  places  with  a view  to  organizing  councils  and  has  made 
two  or  three  trips  from  Colorado  to  the  Territories  at  his  own  ex- 
pense. Grand  Master  Evans  deserves  the  most  hearty  thanks  or 
this  Grand  Body. 

He  says  only  four  of  the  eight  Councils  have  made  re- 
turns and  paid  dues.  A pretty  bad  showing,  and  yet  the 
Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $168.54.

4TH  Annual.  Oskai.oosa.  Sept.  2nd,  1903. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  except  the  Prin- 
cipal Conductor  of  the  Work,  Conductor  of  the  Council 
and  the  Steward.  There  were  also  present  two  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen 
Grand  Councils  (no  one  answered  for  North  Carolina) 
and  delegates  from  ten  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  is  a fair 
statement  of  the  work  in  his  office,  which  was  not  a great 
deal.  Formerly  the  Council  degrees  in  Iowa  were  given 
in  the  Chapter,  and  of  this  he  speaks : 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a steadily  increasing  zeal  among 
the  Cryptic  Masons  of  Iowa.  Some  doubts  may  have  been  enter- 
tained in  1898,  when  final  action  was  taken  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Iowa  for  the  relinquishment  of  its 
authority  over  the  Cryptic  degrees,  as  to  the  advisability  of  such 
action.  Some  there  may  be  who  still  long  for  the  way,  so  long 
practiced  in  our  state,  of  conferring*  these  degrees  in  the  Royal 
Arch  Chapters.  There  may  be  some  who  still  entertain  the  opin- 
ion that  our  Councils,  and  this  Grand  Council,  will  soon  languish 
as  separate  institutions. 

The  student  of  Masonry  in  Iowa,  however,  the  Companion  who 
has  watched  Masonic  activity  the  last  few  years,  he  who  has  ob- 
served our  conservative  and  steady  growth  since  separate  Councils 
were  established:  has  noted  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Coun- 
cil at  Des  Moines,  on  October  15,  A.  D.  1900,  and  the  gain  in 
Councils  constituent  to  it;  has  observed  the  steady  growth  and 
strength  of  Grand  Councils  in  neighboring*  states;  he  will  rejoice 
to-day,  as  we  meet  again,  and  be  ready  to  do  all  in  his  power  to 
aid  in  the  upbuilding  of  this  newest  Grand  Body  in  Iowa  Masonry 

Four  new  Councils  were  constituted  and  five  were 
started  U.  D. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $774.38. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (23  pp).  was  sub- 
mitted by  Comp.  W.  F.  Cleveland  and  is  his  second. 
He  reviews  in  an  able  manner  the  Proceedings  of  twenty- 
seven  Grand  Councils,  but,  as  in  many  other  instances, 
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North  Carolina  didn’t  get  there.  She  has  been  called  the 
Rip  Van  Winkle  State  and  has  probably  been  taking  a 
nap  and  didn’t  awake  in  time  to  catch  the  train.  We  give 
a portion  of  his  conclusion  : 

After  reading  all  of  the  printed  Proceedings  from  the  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  that  have  come  to  hand,  we  are  very  much 
pleased  with  the  progress  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  making 
throughout  the  nation,  with  few  exceptions.  There  is  a steady 
growth  in  membership  shown;  while  the  Councils  will  never  prove 
as  aggressive  as  some  of  the  other  branches  of  Masonry,  its  in- 
crease in  membership  is  substantial.  1902  the  total  membership 
throughout  the  United  States  was  fifty-six  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  six,  showing  a healthy  growth  over  previous  years.

The  initial  page  has  the  portrait  of  M.  I.  Thos.  G. 
Fitch,  Grand  Master. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present  but  two, 
viz. : the  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work  and  Captain 
of  the  Guard.  There  were  also  eight  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters, the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-one  Grand 
Councils  (including  M.  111.  R.  E.  Torrington  for  North 
Carolina)  and  the  delegates  from  eight  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  M.  111.  Edward  W.  Wellington,  the  General 
and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States  of  America,  was 
introduced,  welcomed  and  received  with  the  honors  of 
Masonry.  His  response  was  happy  and  courteous. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5*4  pp.)  is  a faith- 
ful and  concise  review  of  the  work  in  his  office  during 
his  administration  of  affairs.  He  was  called  soon  after 
his  election  to  herald  the  death  of  M.  111.  A.  A.  Carnahan, 
Past  Grand  Master,  which  occurred  March  4th,  1902, 
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and  a little  later  that  of  M.  111.  A.  M.  Callahan,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Recorder.  It  was  as 
Grand  Recorder  that  we  knew  him,  and  much  correspon- 
dence made  us  indeed  friends.  Suitable  mention  is  made 
of  the  dead  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Memoirs.  Of  the  condition  of  the  Rite  he  says : 

It  is  with  utmost  regret  I report  to  the  Grand  Council  the  fact 
that  our  membership  has  decreased  during  the  past  year.  This 
decrease  is  small,  yet  it  is  a decrease  rather  than  an  increase.  It 
is  largely  due  to  wholesale  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues 
in  some  of  the  larger  Councils,  which  in  my  opinion  were  properly 
made. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $608.77. 

The  Grand  Recorder  has  this  discouraging  item  in  his 
report : 

An  examination  of  the  returns  received  from  the  nine  councils 
show  the  following  facts:  Only  four  of  the  councils  report  work, 

twenty-six  companions  being  greeted;  two  companions  were  ad- 
mitted, and  two  restored,  making  a gross  addition  of  thirty.  To 
offset  this  were  the  following  deductions:  Dimitted,  thirty;  died, 
twelve;  suspensions,  non-payment  of  dues,  forty-five;  total  eighty- 
seven.  The  net  loss  in  membership  is  fifty-seven;  two  councils 
report  slight  gains,  one  maintains  its  last  year's  enrollment,  and 
six  show  net  losses. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (57  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Wm.  M.  Shaver  and  is  the  fifth  he  has  writ- 
ten, and  if  fidelity  to  his  trust  is  considered,  he  will  long 
remain  the  Repotter  for  the  Grand  Council  of  Kansas. 
He  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  thirty  Grand  Councils, 
and  among  these  we  find  North  Carolina  for  1902,  which 
receives  one  page  of  fraternal  mention.  He  has  this  to 
say  of  our  Comp.  Andrews,  which  is  eminently  correct : 

Comp.  Andrews,  by  the  way,  is  an  enthusiastic  and  faithful 
Mason,  and  we  have  noticed  him  in  attendance  at  more  than  one 
place  where  the  faithful  gather  We  believe  the  record  showed 
him  present  at  the  last  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of 

New  York. 
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He  thinks  our  Proceedings  were  the  barest  routine. 
“True,  oh  King!” 

This  is  all  he  has  to  say  of  our  Report : 

Correspondence. — Past  Grand  Master  James  Southgate  present- 
ed a brief  review.  Kansas  for  1901  is  kindly  considered.  At  the 
conclusion  be  notes  that  ‘R.  111.  Comp.  Wm.  M.  Shaw”  was  re- 
elected Grand  Recorder.  “O  pshaw!”  Comp.  Southgate,  our  name 
is  Shaver. 

We  beg  pardon,  Companion,  and  the  only  way  we  see 
out  of  it,  is  to  charge  it  to  the  printer.  We  have  been 
putting  our  sins  on  the  other  fellow  ever  since  the  days 
of  Adam.

The  portrait  of  M.  111.  Guy  Barrett,  Grand  Master, 
adorns  the  initial  page. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  seven- 
teen Past  Grand  Masters  and  the  representatives  of 
eleven  Subordinate  Councils.  (The  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials referred  to  the  list  of  Grand  Representatives, 
but  the  table  does  not  show  those  present.) 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.)  is  a concise 
statement  of  his  official  acts. 

Under  Necrology  he  has  this  to  say  in  announcing  the 
death  of  Comp.  Staton,  whom  we  knew  and  loved: 

Death,  that  stealthy  and  dreaded  messenger  that  loves  a shin- 
ing mark,  invaded  our  ranks  of  Grand  Officers,  and  on  the  27th 
day  of  June,  1903  the  gate  of  that  undiscovered  country  where 
we  are  to  receive  our  wages,  was  opened  for  our  Very  Illustrious 
Grand  Recorder,  James  W.  Staton,  who  was  one  of  the  brightest 
stars  in  the  Constellation  of  Kentucky  Masons,  having  worn  the 
highest  honors  of  Symbolic,  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry.  In 
1893  he  was  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Kentucky;  in  187t»  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  Grand  Chapter;  in  1889  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Council,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  lie  was  Very  Illus- 
trious Grand  Recorder  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  For 
eign  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Council,  which  office  he  has 
occupied  since  1893., In  every  position  he  occupied  he  performed 
the  many  duties  devolving  upon  him  with  zeal  and  fidelity  and 
honor  to  the  fraternity.  I recommend  that  suitable  memorial 
pages  be  set  apart  in  our  proceedings  to  the  memory  of  our  de- 
ceased companion. 

Past  Grand  Master  H.  B.  Grant  was  appointed  to  act 
as  Grand  Recorder  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Council.  Only  one  Dispensation  was  granted  to  the 
Councils.  His  chief  trouble  seems  to  have  been  to  try 
to  wake  up  dormant  Councils  and  get  them  to  work 
again.  Something  was  done  in  this  direction,  but  much 
yet  remains.  It  is  so  with  us  and  you  should  take  com- 
fort in  knowing  that  ‘‘there  are  others.’’ 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $442.37.

49TH  Annual.  Portland.  May  6th,  1903. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present  at  the  opening  and 
also  thirteen  M.  111.  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  twenty- four  (North  Carolina  doesn’t  an- 
swer) ^states  and  the  delegates  from  thirteen  of  the  six- 
teen chartered  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (13  pp.)  is  full  of 
good  things,  and  in  the  outset  he  brings  glad  tidings. 

Companions,  I am  glad  to  welcome  you  to  this  the  forty-ninth 
annual  assembly,  and  greet  you  as  the  faithful  craftsmen  of  the 
secret  vault.  I am  gratified  in  being  able  to  bring  the  tidings  of 
continued  prosperity  and  of  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Cryptic 
Rite.  There  is  no  discord  in  our  ranks,  no  disturbance  of  any 
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kind  has  arisen  during  the  year  to  mar  the  harmony  which  pre- 
vails throughout  this  jurisdiction.  From  the  returns  we  find  that 
all  the  chartered  eonmianderies  with  one  exception  have  had  work, 
and  that  more  companions  have  sought  and  gained  admission  to 
the  secret  vault  than  for  a number  of  years.  We  have  passed  the 
three  thousand  mark  and  now  number  3,057  members  in  good 
standing,  262  having  been  admitted  during  the  year  The  same 
fratenal  relations  continue  to  exist  with  all  our  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  harmony  prevails  on  every  hand. 

Under  Necrology  he  in  sadness  and  grief  bemoans 
the  death  of  three  M.  111.  Past  Grand  Masters,  viz. : Burn- 
ham, Drummond  and  Seymour.  The  first  and  last  of 
these  have  for  years  cast  luster  upon  the  Masonic  Orders 
in  the  state  of  Maine,  but  it  is  at  the  name  Drummond  that 
the  Masons  of  the  world  stand  aghast  when  it  is  known 
that  he  has  passed  out  from  the  stage  of  life  to  be  seen 
among  us  no  more  forever.  While  he  was  active  and 
useful  as  a leadei  in  all  the  Orders  of  Masonry,  yet  to 
the  Cryptic  Rite  he  might  be  styled  the  father,  the  gov- 
ernor and  Director  General.  He  was  for  years  the 
Champion  against  the  “Merger,”  and  in  his  reports  on 
Correspondence,  he  put  forth  his  best  energies  to  keep 
the  Degrees  of  the  Council  intact  and  separate  from  all 
others.  So  that,  not  only  have  his  services  been  of  ines- 
timable value  to  tiie  Rite  in  Maine,  but  all  over  this  coun- 
try, has  his  influence  been  felt  for  good.  He  was  the 
promoter  of  the  General  Grand  Council  and  its  first  Gen- 
eral Grand  Master,  and  being  deeply  in  earnest,  his  suc- 
cess was  assured.  He  has  left  a legacy  in  his  writings 
more  imperishable  than  marble  or  brass,  and  his  name 
will  go  down  to  posterity  honored  and  beloved  by  all  Ma- 
sons. Several  visitations  were  made  and  some  of  the 
Councils  were  found  to  be  in  poor  condition,  while  others 
were  flourishing. 

The  reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the 
Grand  P.  C.  W.  show  that  they  were  active  in  visitations 
and  other  duties  assigned  them. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $562.88. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence  (42  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Albro  E.  Chase  and  is  an  able  and  comprehen- 
sive review  of  the  Proceedings  of  twenty-nine  Grand 
Councils,  and  we  find  that  North  Carolina  for  1903  re- 
ceives two  pages  of  fraternal  mention.  He  quotes  lib- 
erally from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Andrews,  es- 
pecially what  he  had  to  say  relative  to  the  death  of  Comp. 
Drummond.  He  commends  our  “sitting  down”  on  the 
Georgia  plan.  He  quotes  largely  from  our  Report. 
Thanks.

This  pamphlet  contains  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  three  years,  viz : 
1900-1902,  and  we  can  only  review  these  as  they  come 
in  their  order. 

The  office  of  the  Principal  Conductor  of  Work  is 
made  vacant  by  death. 

Three  Past  M1  I.  Grand  Masters  were  present,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen  Grand  Councils  (with 
Comp.  J.  J.  Foble  for  North  Carolina)  and  the  delegates 
of  eight  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  though  short,  gives 
in  compact  form  an  epitome  of  his  work.  He  reports 
the  Cryptic  Rite  as  in  good  condition,  according  to  state- 
ments made  by  the  Grand  Lecturer.  He  alludes  to  their 
great  loss  in  the  death  of  Comp.  Wm.  H.  Clark,  G.  P. 
C.  W.,  which  occurred  June  18th,  1900.  He  says  of 
him : 

Oar  Companion  was  a consistent  Christian,  having  been  a life- 
long member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  an  example 
in  all  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  him.  We  sincerely  mourn 
his  death  and  will  cherish  his  memory  as  a blessed  pi'ivilege: 
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He  gives  the  list  of  departed  Companions  in  other 
Jurisdictions.  One  Council  was  instituted  and  officers 
installed  by  the  Grand  Master.  He  gives  a good  account 
of  his  visit  to  the  General  Grand  Council  and  devotes  the 
remainder  of  his  address  to  its  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $354.00.

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present  except  the 
Grand  Recorder,  who  is  kept  from  his  post  by  sickness. 
There  were  also  present  three  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  eleven  Grand  Councils 
(with  Comp.  J.  J.  Foble  for  North  Carolina)  and  the 
delegates  from  ten  Subordinate  Chapters. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  gives  in  con- 
cise words  the  work  of  his  administration.  He  gives  in 
a few  words  the  year’s  work: 

There  has  been  nothing  of  particular  moment  transpired  dur- 
ing the  year  just  ending  that  calls  for  special  mention.  We  have 
pursued  the  even  tenor  of  our  way.  The  Councils  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  have  held  their  regular  assemblies  with  but  few  ex- 
ceptions, and  they  are  excusable  under  the  circumstances.  The 
interest  has  not  been  what  we  should  have  desired,  but  we  hope 
for  greater  results  the  coming  year.  I have  visited  the  Councils 
of  Baltimore  City,  each  of  them  several  times,  officially  and  un- 
officially. I found  the  attendance  good  and  the  work  rendered  in 
a creditable  manner.  The  Grand  Lecturer  has  visited  all  the 
Councils  outside  of  the  City,  the  status  of  which  will  be  found  in 
his  report. 

He  also  calls  attention  to  the  illness  of  Comp.  Geo.  L. 
MjcCahan,  and  in  view  of  this,  the  following  note  from 
this  distinguished  Companion  is  inserted : 
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Baltimore,  November  12tb.  1901:

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  reported  present,  with 
three  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  twenty-seven  Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  J.  J. 
Foble  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  eleven 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2*4  pp.)  shows 
that  very  little  was  required  of  him  during  the  year, 
which  is  shown  in  the  following: 

I have  not  been  called  upon  for  a decision  or  to  grant  a dispen- 
sation during  the  year:  I made  no  visitations  excepting  the  Coun- 
cil of  which  I am  a member  and  which  I attend  regularly,  but 
have  kept  in  close  touch  with  all  of  them  through  our  efficient 
Grand  Lecturer,  who  has  visited  each  Council  in  the  Jurisdiction,

ed our  assistance;  the  Grand  Lecturer’s  report  is  here  annexed: 

He  announces  the  death  of  Comp.  Geo.  R.  McCahan 
in  these  words : 

Deatli.has  again  invaded  our  ranks  in  taking  from  us  our  much 
beloved  Companion  Geo:  L:  McCahan,  who  served  this  Grand 
Council  so  long  and  faithfully:  1 appoint  a special  committee  to 
draft  suitable  resolutions  to  his  worth  and  memory:

His  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Masonry  extended  to  all  its  branches, 
and  to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  his  attachment  to  our  own,  we  are 
indebted  very  largely  for  the  establishment  and  success  of  this 
Grand  Council  and  its  Subordinates  of  the  Cryptic  Rite 

His  whole  life  and  conversation  constituted  an  example  for  ad- 
miration and  imitation,  and  we  deplore  his  death  as  a calamity  to 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Maryland. 

A most  excellent  portrait  of  this  distinguished  Mason 
appears  on  a memorial  page  of  the  pamphlet.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

76TH  Annual.  Boston.  Dec.  ioth,  1902. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Captain 
of  the  Guard,  Conductor  of  the  Council  and  Steward. 
There  were  also  three  Past  M.  Til.  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives^  of  nineteen  Grand  Councils  (in- 
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eluding  Comp.  J.  B.  Gardner  for  North  Carolina)  and 
delegates  from  twenty-two  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  as  follows : 

Again  the  Returns  of  the  several  Subordinate  Councils  indicate 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  Rite  in  this  Jurisdiction  While  the 
number  of  affiliations  is  less  by  four  than  last  year,  the  loss  by 
dimit  and  death  in  each  case  also  is  less,  so  that  the  summary 
shows  an  appreciable  gain  for  the  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $980.09. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (15  pp.)  is  a well 
written  document  and  worthy  of  perusai  by  all  interested 
in  the  progress  of  the  Capitular  Rite.  He  thus  speaks 
in  the  introduction  of  the  prosperity  in  the  Jurisdiction : 

Companions:  We  turn  today  another  leaf  in  the  book  of  life  of 
this  Council.  The  year  closes  under  most  auspicious  circum- 
stances, and  with  a creditable  showing  in  the  work  of  Council 
Masonry.  Prosperity  and  advancement  have  been  generously  be- 
stowed upon  us  as  a Body,  and  with  devout  recognition  to  the 
Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  universe  for  the  gifts  thus  con- 
ferred, let  us  give  sincere  and  hearty  thanks.  I can  truthfully 
say  that  there  has  never  been  a year  since  the  organization  of 
this  Grand  Body  in  which  more  perfect  unity  of  thought  and 
action  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction;  not  a ripple 
of  discord  to  disturb  the  surface,  and  only  the  steady  swell  of 
earnest  and  persistent  endeavor  to  promote  harmony  and  unani- 
mity of  sentiment  among  the  Craft,  and  a determination  to 
strengthen,  beautify  and  adorn  the  great  truths  and  ennobling 
thoughts  which  are  the  foundation  and  predominant  features  of 
Cryptic  Masonry. 

He  announces  with  sorrow  the  death  of  the  oldest  Past 
Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  Comp.  Chas.  H.  Norris, 
which  occurred  August  31,  1902,  at  the  age  of  76  years. 
He  was  zealous  and  faithful  in  all  the  relations  of  life. 
He  gives  due  notice  of  the  dead  in  his  own  and  Sister 
Jurisdictions.  Nearly  all  the  Councils  had  received 
visits,  either  from  the  Grand  Master  or  his  co-workers, 
and  in  summing  up  the  year's  work  under  this  head,  he 
says : i ! i-  J 
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I am  very  glad  to  report,  from  my  own  observation  and  from 
the  detailed  reports  of  my  co-workers,  that  the  Councils  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  taken  as  a whole,  have  made  great  progress  and  im- 
provement in  the  work  of  conferring  the  Cryptic  Degrees  during 
the  past  year,  especially  among  the  weaker  Bodies. 

One  new  Council  was  started  U.  D.  He  was  not 
troubled  with  many  requests  for  special  Dispensations 
or  decisions,  and  this  may  be  accounted  for  in  part  by 
the  personal  visits  of  the  Grand  Master,  for  he  says : 

During  the  term  of  my  administration  I have  visited  officially 
every  Council  in  the  state;  have  made  several  fraternal  visits 
and  installed  the  officers  of  ten  Councils.  The  number  of  affili- 
ated Cryptic  Masons  in  Massachusetts,  October  31,  1901,  was 
0,417.  The  affiliations  during  the  year  have  been  310;  dimitted, 
82;  suspended,  77;  died,  81.  The  present  membership  is  6,547, 
a net  gain  for  the  year  of  130.

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (67  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  J.  Gilman  Waite  and  is  his  fifth  effort  in  this 
field  of  Masonic  endeavor.  His  reviews  are  able  and 
complete  and  nothing  of  general  moment  seems  to  escape 
his  practical  eye  Twenty-nine  states  were  received  and 
reviewed  and  some  of  them  for  more  than  one  year. 
North  Carolina  for  1902  receives  nearly  two  pages  of 
fraternal  mention.  He  says  of  the  Grand  Master’s  ad- 
dress : 

The  address,  prepared  by  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master, 
was  read  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master.  Taken  as  a whole,  it 
practically  said:  I have  not  been  asked  to  do  anything,  and  l 

have  done  it  faithfully. 


He  gives  due  attention  to  our  report  and  hopes  for 
better  times  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  the  Old  North  State.

45TH  Annual.  Detroit.  Jan.  19TH,  1903. 

A good  picture  of  a good  face  adorns  the  initial  page 
of  the  neat  pamphlet. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Captain  of  the  Guard 
are  reported  present,  with  fourteen  Past  Most  Illustrious 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen 
Grand  Councils  ( including  Comp.  T.  Phillips  for  North 
Carolina)  and  delegates  from  fifty-three  Subordinate 
Chapters. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  reads  well  and  is  a 
faithful  exhibit  of  the  work  in  this  flourishing  Cryptic 
Jurisdiction.  He  is  pleased  to  state  that  prosperity  has 
perched  upon  the  country,  commonwealth  and  the  Cryptic 
Rite.  He  is  also  pleased  to  note  that  death  had  not  in- 
vaded their  official  ranks  during  the  year,  and  yet  he 
does  not  neglect  the  noted  dead  of  Sister  Grand  Councils. 
Only  three  decisions  were  asked  for  and  not  one  special 
Dispensation.  Concerning  visitations,  he  has  this  to 
say : 

Iu  my  opinion,  nothing  will  so  much  increase  the  growth  of  the 
Cryptic  Rites  as  official  visits  by  the  Grand  Officers  and  their 
deputies.  It  inspires  them  to  new  courage  and  effort  and  in- 
creased energy.  Were  I to  serve  you  as  Grand  Master  another 
year,  I should  certainly  endeavor  to  visit  as  many  Councils  as 
' possible,  especially  those  that  appear  dormant,  and  try  to  instill 
in  them  the  loyalty  towards  our  order  that  would  show  itself  in 
increased  effort  for  the  growth  of  their  own  councils. 

And  of  the  Condition  of  the  Councils,  he  says : 

Your  Grand  Master  has  corresponded  with  every  Subordinate 
Council  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  has  received  answers  from  nearly 
all  of  them.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  him,  and  doubtless  will  be  to 
you,  to  be  able  to  report  that  with  the  exception  of  two  Councils 
heard  from,  they  are  all  in  a prosperous  condition  as  to  finances; 
and  while  there  nas  been  no  remarkable  boom  in  membership, 
they  report  a healthy  increase  in  growth.  This  goes  to  show  that 
this  Jurisdiction  is  in  a flourishing  state,  a matter  for  congratu- 
lation to  each  of  us. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,398.82. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (59  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Jefferson  S.  Conover,  also  Grand  Recorder. 
He  makes  a good  report,  counting-  the  selections  made 
to  fill  up,  as  it  were.  He  reviews  the  Proceeding's  fur- 
nished him  in  a pleasant  manner,  except  as  to  North 
Carolina,  and  even  that  is  not  spiteful,  but  seems  to  be 
because  we  are  little.  Just  hear  him: 

For  brevity  commend  to  us  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  North  Carolina  at  its  twenty  sixth  annual  assembly, 
which  was  held  at  Winston,  .Tune  11,  1902.  The  whole  record 
of  its  proceedings  makes  less  than  six  printed  pages,  two  of 
which  are  devoted  to  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master’s  ad- 
dress. The  record  shows  the  Grand  Recorder,  Grand  Captain 
of  the  Guard,  Grand  Conductor  of  the  Council  and  Grand  Sen- 
tinel present.  All  others  named  in  the  list  of  officers  have  the 
little  word  “as”  placed  before  their  official  titles. 

We  admit,  Companion,  that  we  are  a small  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  still,  if  with  five  Councils,  we  can  transact  the 
business  in  six  pages,  how  many  should  it  take  to  give 
account  of  the  “doings”  in  the  great  state  of  Michigan, 
with  fifty-eight  Councils?  And  yet  you  told  all  about  it 
in  less  than  twenty-nine  pages.  It  is  a simple  problem 
in  proportion,  work  it  out.  Again,  he  goes  for  the  Grand 
Master  with  gloves  off : 

The  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  was  not  present,  but  his 
address  was.  He  said:  “I  shall  never  be  able  to  understand 

why  so  little  interest  is  taken  by  the  Masons  of  our  state  in  the 
beautiful  degrees  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.”  He  was  not  called  upon 
for  any  dispensations  or  to  decide  any  disputed  questions.  He 
“was  to  have  paid  an  official  visitation”  to  one  of  the  Councils, 
but  no  meeting  was  called  and  therefore  no  visit  made.  He  had 
not  heard  from  any  of  the  rest  of  the  Councils,  but  "Our 
Worthy  Grand  Recorder,  the  most  enthusiastic  Council  Mason 
in  North  Carolina,  is  a member  of  Munson  Council  and  he  will 
look  after  his  own.”  I am  glad  of  that  one  sentence.  Without 
it  I should  have  felt  confident  they  lacked  even  one  possessed 
of  any  enthusiasm. 

Now,  Companion,  that  is  too  bad.  Come  down  and 
see  for  yourself,  and  we  opine  you  will  see  some  devoted 
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Council  Masons  as  our  noble  Grand  Recorder.  Sodom 
was  destroyed  because  ten  righteous  men  could  not  be 
found,  and  we  am  glad  to  know  you  will  let  us  still  live 
with  one  enthusiastic  Mason  left.  Not  satisfied  with 
what  he  has  already  said,  he  tries  to  snatch  us  bald- 
headed,  for  here  is  what  he  says  of  our  Report : 

The  correspondence  report  enters  by  way  of  the  south  gate, 
(James  Southgate)  and,  like  the  rest  of  the  volume  under  re- 
view, is  very  brief,  taking  only  twenty-six  pages  to  review 
twenty-three  Grand  Councils. 

In  answer,  we  submit  another  problem  : If  North  Car- 
olina, with  $75.00  in  its  treasury,  can  afford  to  print  a 
report  of  26  pages,  how  many  pages  should  Michigan 
print  with  $1,393.82  in  its  treasury?  And  yet,  you  give 
us  only  50  pages  in  your  report.  Work  this  out.  Swap 
purses  with  11s,  Companion,  and  we  will  give  you  more 
reading.  We  have  heard  it  said  that  “the  best  goods 
are  put  up  m small  packages.”  We  are  small.  Compan- 
ion, but  the  quality  of  what  we  have  is  good  as  any  on 
the  market.  Again,  we  say,  come  and  see,  and  the 
South-gate  will  welcome  you  with  open  arms  and  “good 
grub.”

The  initial  page  has  a portrait  of  M.  111.  Comp.  Eben 
E.  Corliss,  Grand  Master.  The  light  was  too  strong. 

All  Grand  Officers,  except  Marshal,  were  present,  with 
thirteen  Past  M.  111.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives of  twenty-seven  Sister  Grand  Councils  (with 
Comp.  A.  Brandenburg  for  North  Carolina)  and  dele- 
gates from  seven  Subordinate  Councils. 
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The  following  pleasing  episode  occurred  just  after  the 
opening : 

Grand  Master  Corliss  stated  that  Minnesota  was  honored  in 
having  one  of  our  number  chosen,  a week  ago,  at  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  to  the  high  office  of  General  Grand  Master  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council  of  the  United  States,  in  the  person  of  M.  P.  Comp. 
Andrew  P.  Swanstrom,  and  appointed  a committee,  consisting 
of  M.  I.  Companions  Baldwn,  Brandenburg  and  Merrill,  to  retire 
and  escort  Companion  Swanstrom  into  the  hall.  The  committee 
retired  and  returned  with  the  distinguished  Companion,  who 
was  duly  presented  and  received  vptli  the  grand  honors.  Com- 
panion Swanstrom  made  suitable  reply  to  the  congratulatory 
remarks  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.),  though 
short,  is  well  conceived  and  shows  the  heart  of  a true 
Mason  beating  within  the  breast,  and  that  he  was  instant 
in  season  and  out  of  season,  in  doing  good.  No  deaths 
in  the  official  ranks,  but  he  gives  a list  of  those  taken  in 
his  own  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Only  one  Dis- 
pensation was  asked  for.  Of  visitations  he  says : 

During  the  year  I have  visited  all  the  Councils  in  the  state, 
except  Tyrian,  No.  4,  at  Red  Wing,  Duluth,  No.  6,  at  Duluth, 
and  Zabud,  Xo.  10,  at  Brainerd.  Each  of  these  Councils  have 
a live  Past  Grand  Master  constantly  within  their  gates;  and 
although  I should  have  esteemed  it  a pleasure  to  have  been 
able  to  meet  them  I did  not  deem  it  necessary. 

He  gave  a good  account  of  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  and  how  Minnesota  was  honored : 

Minnesota  was  favored  by  the  election  of  Comp.  A.  P.  Swan- 
strom  to  the  office  of  Genera]  Grand  Master  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  United  States.  This  is  the  second  time 
a Companion  from  Minnesota  has  held  this  high  and  honorable 
office,  for  which  we  can  well  feel  proud. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  gain  of  65. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $265.27. 

The  Cryptic  Rite  seems  to  be  behind  in  this  great 
state,  when  it  ranks  so  high  in  other  Orders  of  Masonry, 
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A valuable  article  on  the  origin  of  the  Rite  in  this 
state  appears  in  the  body  of  the  pamphlet,  prepared  by 
M.  111.  Comp.  Wm.  S.  Combs,  and  we  regret  the  want 
of  space  to  copy  it  entire. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (28  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Thos.  Montgomery,  the  Grand  Recorder, 
which  he  styles  a “brief  review,”  and  it  is  brief  but  good, 
nevertheless.  If  you  don’t  look  sharp,  Companion,  Con- 
over will  get  after  you  for  having  a patent  condenser. 
North  Carolina  comes  in  for  nearly  one  page.  He  is 
genial  and  friendly  to  a degree,  and  we  like  the  spirit 
which  pervades  all  his  Masonic  writings.

MISSISSIPPI. 

48TH  Annual.  Biloxi.  Flb.  17TH,  1903. 

The  well  executed  picture  of  M.  111.  J.  L.  Spinks,  Grand 
Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  pamphlet.  All  the 
Grand  Officers,  except  the  Deputy7  Grand  Master  and 
Capt.  of  the  Guard,  with  the  Representatives  of  twenty- 
nine  Subordinate  Councils.  We  find  no  list  of  Past 
Grands  or  Grand  Representatives. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (51-2  pp.)  is  succinct 
in  statement  and  well  written  throughout.  This  is  his 
second  term  after  an  interval  of  twenty-seven  years  from 
his  first.  A distinguished  compliment  indeed.  He  notes 
the  “passing  away”  of  many  great  and  good  men  in  these 
years,  whose  faces  have  been  turned  away,  never  to  be 
seen  on  earth.  He  also  gives  the  usual  space  to  the  noted 
dead  of  other  Jurisdictions.  Not  one  Dispensation  or 
Decision  had  been  called  for.  A remarkable  coincidence. 
Only  one  visit  was  made.  He  recommends  that  schools 
of  instruction  be  inaugurated  at  which  several  Councils 
can  assemble,  through  delegates,  at  one  place,  to  study 
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the  work  under  the  Grand  Lecturer.  By  no  means  a bad 
plan. 

Comp.  Jno.  L.  Spinks  made  the  following  report : 

I herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Grand  Lecturer. 
During  the  past  year  I have  visited  nearly  all  the  Councils  in 
the  state.  Continued  ill  health  alone  prevented  me  from  visit- 
ing all  of  them.  I revived  Holly  Springs  Council  No.  13  and 
reopened  Ashland  Council  No.  49  at  Ackerman.  I recommend 
that  Charters  be  issued  both.  1 have  greeted  ninety-seven 
Companions  and  my  expenses  have  been  $195.75.  To  the  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master  I am  deeply  indebted  for  many  cour- 
tesies extended. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  of  the  dead,  111.  Comp. 
Frederic  Speed,  Chairman,  who  never  fails  to  say  some- 
thing good,  made  a verbal  report,  which  he  was  allowed 
to  write  out  and  print.  He  is  now  the  law-giver  of 
Masonry  for  his  State  in  all  the  Orders  of  Masonry  and 
is  generally  safe  and  sound  on  all  points  of  law  and  usage. 
AVe  give  a sentence  from  the  first  of  this  report: 

Drape  the  grave  as  we  may,  with  garlands  of  flowers,  con- 
ceal its  yawning  mouth  with  evergreens,  hide  its  hideousness 
and  rob  it  of  its  terrors,  by  making  it  beautiful'  with  chaplets. 
And  still  it  is  but  a grave,  with  its  depths  black  and  gloomy. 
Reason  as  we  may,  philosophize  until  the  brain  grows  weary; 
preach  with  the  eloquence  of  a Paul,  and  still,  the  awful  enigma 
of  death  is  unsolvable  and  we  are  taunted  with  the  question, 
“What  e’re  gave  death  from  his  kingdom  back?”

3<3th  Annual.  St.  Louis.  April  22nd,  1903. 

The  initial  page  is  adorned  with  a portrait  of  M.  111. 
Grand  Master  Comp.  Cyrus  Houston  Jones,  and  in  the 
body  of  the  pamphlet  we  find  another  excellent  picture  of 
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Comp.  Noah  Monroe  Givan,  Past  Grand  Master,  with  a 
well  written  Biography. 

All  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Grand  Master  (kept 
away  by  the  illness  of  his  wife),  and  Conductor  of  the 
Council,  were  present,  with  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen  Sister  Grand  Coun- 
cils (with  Comp.  Wm.  H.  Barrett  for  North  Carolina), 
and  delegates  from  twelve  of  the  fourteen  Subordinate 
Councils.  • 

Here  is  an  agreeable  episode  for  this  Grand  Council : 

Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  F.  Kuhn,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Visitors,  then  escorted  into  the  hall  and  introduced 
Comp.  Wm.  H.  Mayo,  General  Grand  Master  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  United  States  of  America,  who  was  re- 
ceived with  honors  appropriate  to  his  station,  and  in  a very 
neat  little  speech  by  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  to  which  he  re- 
sponded appropriately. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  was  read  by 
the  Deputy  and  is  a synopsis,  in  good  form,  of  the  work 
for  the  year. 

He  calls  attention  under  necrology  to  the  death  of  Past 
M.  111.  Grand  Master  Ulrich  Schneider,  which  occurred 
November  10th,  1902,  and  leaves  special  reference  to  this 
great  and  good  man,  together  with  the  others  in  his  own 
and  other  Jurisdictions  to  the  Committee  on  Necrology. 

The  State  was  divided  into  Districts  and  one  assigned 
to  each  of  the  appointed  Dist.  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 
The  system  worked  well,  as  we  find  from  the  following 
statement  by  the  Grand  Master : 

I am  glad  to  state  that  there  is  considerable  interest  being 
manifested  in  different  parts  of  the  state  in  our  beautiful  Coun- 
cil work,  and  I am  satisfied  that  if  I could  have  visited  over  the 
state  and  had  personal  interviews  with  the  dormant  Councils, 
that  they  could  ha^e  been  induced  or  aroused  to  activity  again, 
but  on  account  of  sickness  in  my  family,  as  most  of  my  asso- 
ciate Grand  Officers  know,  I have  been  unable  to  visit  any,  ana 
have  been  unable  to  get  to  Kirksville  to  arrest  the  Charter  of 
Clark  Council,  No.  2S,  and  was  compelled  to  leave  that  to  our 
Grand  Recorder,  who  faithfully  performed  that  duty. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $960.45. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  of  the  dead 
occupies  six  pages  of  the  pamphlet  and  is  a fitting  tribute 
to  those  Companions  in  their  own  and  other  jurisdictions, 
who  have  “passed  over  the  river  and  are  resting  under  the 
shade  of  the  trees. ” 

The  Committee  on  the  Masonic  Home  thus  reports : 

Your  Committee  on  tlie  Masonic  Home  would  respectfully 
report  that  we  rejoice  to  know  that  the  Home  is  in  such  a 
splendid  condition,  that  we  congratulate  the  fraternity  of  Mis- 
souri that  their  generosity  has  placed  the  Home  in  such  a sound 
financial  condition,  and  the  inmates  are  so  comfortable  and  con- 
tented. We  do  not  doubt  that  the  future  of  the  Home  will  be 
as  satisfactory  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  in  Whit'S  we  greatly 
rejoice. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (2  pp.),  go  for  him, 
Conover,  is  submitted  by  Mr.  Ill  Comp.  Win.  H.  Mayo, 
and  as  he  says,  he  generalizes  and  among  other  things  he 
notes,  in  a large  majority  of  pamphlets,  improvement  in 
size,  style,  typographical  work  and  addresses  of  Grand 
Masters, as  well  as  more  deliberation  and  legislation  shown 
than  in  former  years.”  He  admires  the  custom,  which 
is  spreading,  of  putting  in.  the  half-tone  portraits  of 
Present  or  Past  Grand  Masters.

The  initial  page  contains  a group  of  pictures,  all  seem- 
ingly good  likenesses,  of  Grand  and  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ters, Prin.  Cond.  of  the  Work,  the  Treasurer  and 
Recorder.  All  officers,  except  the  Marshal  and  Steward, 
were  present,  with  seven  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  fifteen  Sister  Grand  Councils 
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(including  Comp.  John  Hatch  for  North  Carolina),  and 
the  delegates  from  eleven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (io  pp. ) is  a good 
paper  and  brings  before  us,  as  in  a glass,  the  workings  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  in  New  Hampshire.  He  brings  at  the 
first  these  glad  tidings: 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  an  eventful  one,  full  of  busi- 
ness activity  for  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  our  Cryptic 
Order.  We  have  been  stimulated  by  our  prosperity  and  pro- 
gress, and  by  our  efforts  to  extend  the  beautiful  principles  of 
our  Order  we  have  been  crowned  with  the  glory  of  success. 
With  our  prosperity  we  have  harmony  and  peace,  and  for  ail 
our  blessings  let  us  be  truly  thankful. 

He  pays  tribute  to  the  worth  of  several  Companions 
who  had  given  up  life's  labors  and  gone  to  rest. 

Only  one  Dispensation  was  asked  for  and  that  was  to 
occupy  another  room,  their  hall  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire.  Two  new  Councils  were  constituted  and  officers 
installed  by  the  Grand  Master.  Several  Grand  Visita- 
tions were  made,  all  with  pleasure  and  profit.  The 
Reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the  Prim 
Conductor  of  the  Work  show  that  they  were  active  in 
visitations  also. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a balance  of  $868.28. 

One  new  charter  was  granted  for  a Council  at  Roches- 
ter. Ah ! here  is  something  for  the  inner  man : 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  announced  that  supper  would  be 
served  in  the  banquet  hall  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
Grand  Council. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (43  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Frank  D.  Woodbury,  the  Grand  Recorder,  and 
is  a complete  and  faithful  record  of  the  Proceeding's  of 
twenty-eight  Grand  Councils,  North  Carolina  for  1902 
receiving  one-half  pag'e.  On  the  principle  that  “a  short 
horse  is  soon  curried,”  we  presume,  he  thought  that  was 
all  we  deserved.  Thanks  for  kind  mention  of  our  Report.

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NEW  YORK. 

94TH  Annual  New  York.  Aug.  25TH,  1903. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  nine 
Past  111.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  from 
tewnty-eight  Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  E.  W.  Van 
Vranken  for  North  Carolina),  and  the  delegates  from 
twenty-three  Subordinate  Councils.  Two  well  executed 
portraits  illumine  the  first  pages,  viz:  M.  111.  Comp. 
Willard  S.  Brack,  Grand  Master,  and  Thos.  Gliddon, 
33rd  degree,  who  was  Grand  Master  i883-’84. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp.)  is  a full 
account  of  his  acts,  and  they  were  not  a few,  but  not  as 
many  as  one  would  suppose  in  this  large  and  flourishing 
Jurisdiction.  He  gives  thanks  that  the  official  ranks  are 
unbroken  by  death,  and  only  two  Councils  had  been  visited 
by  the  Grim  Monster.  He  finds,  however,  that  Sister 
Grand  Councils  had  been  sorely  afflicted  and  fraternally 
extends  his  sympathies  to  them.  The  usual  Dispensa- 
tions were  granted.  Assignments  of  the  various  Coun- 
cils, for  visitation,  to  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Council 
were  made  so  that  nearly,  if  .not  all,  the  Councils  had  a 
visit  from  some  member  in  high  authority.  From  their 
reports,  faithful  work  was  clone  and  much  good  accom- 
plished. We  quote  what  he  has  to  say  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  his  borders: 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  not  a single  decision  or  opinion 
lias  been  called  for  during  my  term  of  office,  nor  grievance  re- 
ported. Peace  reigns  within  our  borders  and  harmony  prevails 
throughout  our  Jurisdiction. 

In  conclusion,  1 desire  to  direct  your  careful  attention  to  the 
annual  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  from  which  you  will  learn 
the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  throughout 
the  state.  The  Cryptic  Rite  is  steadily  advancing,  and  the  re- 
ports will  show  a steady  growth  and  increase  in  membership. 
And,  while  some  may  think  the  only  hope  for  the  Councils  is  in 
making  the  degrees  prerequisite,  I believe,  Companions,  if  our 
zeal  was  only  commensurate  with  the  beauty  and  worth  of  the 
Cryptic  Degrees,  our  beloved  Rite  would  occupy  the  high  posi- 
tion in  Freemasonry  to  which  it  is  entitled,  and  with  a culti- 
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ration  of  its  social  features,  a careful  rendition  of  tlie  work  and 
a good  attendance  at  the  meetings,  the  future  of  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry is  assured. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,477.65. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  increase  of  217 
members  during  the  year,  making  the  entire  roll  4,694. 
Much  local  business  was  transacted. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (98  pp.),  the  main 
feature  in  the  pamphlet,  is  submitted  by  Comp.  Geo.  M. 
Osgoodby  and  is  a most  valuable  contribution  to  the 
Masonic  literature  of  the  Grand  Council.  He  reviews 
the  Proceedings  of  thirty-five  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and 
among  them  we  find  that  North  Carolina  for  1903  has 
her  share,  nearly  three  pages  of  fraternal  mention.  He 
thinks  our  Grand  Master  is  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place  and  alludes  to  a pleasant  visit  he  made  to  the  Grand 
Council  of  New  York.  He  deserves  all  the  good  things 
said  about  him,  Companion,  and  has  made  a most  efficient 
Grand  Officer.  He  gives  some  consideration  to  our  Re- 
port and  makes  some  quotations  from  it.  He  says  of  it : 

These  Proceedings  were  received  at  so  late  a day  that  we 
are  unable  to  go  over  them  so  as  to  present  other  items  from 
the  interesting  and  well  written  Report  before  us,  which  we 
have  perused  with  pleasure  and  interest,  and  shall  preserve  in 
our  Masonic  library  for  future  reference.

111.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
two  Sister  Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  Wm.  E.  Banta 
for  North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  fifty-seven  Con- 
stituted Councils  and  one  lT.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (15  pp.)  is  a valua- 
ble document  and  gives  a very  clear  and  concise  account 
of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Ohio.  In.  the  introduction  he 
says : 


In  presenting  the  statement  of  my  official  actions  for  the 
term,  I desire  first,  to  congratulate  the  Rite  upon  the  conclusion 
of  another  harmonious  and  prosperous  year.  We  have  made  a 
large  net  gain  in  membership  and  the  quality  of  the  material 
seems  to  be  keeping  pace  with  the  growth  in  numbers.  No 
break  has  occurred  in  the  official  family  of  the  Grand  Council 
and  the  “roll  of  honor,” — the  Past  Grand  Officers  of  this  Grand 
Body, — remains  as  it  stood  one  year  ago.  Surely  we  have 
abundant  cause  for  thankfulness  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good  for 
so  many  and  so  great  favors. 

He  leaves  the  names  of  the  dead  with  the  Committee 
on  Memoirs,  which  we  think  is  highly  proper.

This  I do  not  con- 
sider any  special  cause  of  rejoicing,  though  it  puts  Ohio  at  the 
head  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  the  world.  In  the  nature  of 
things  this  must  have  happened  in  time  just  as  in  the  nature 
of  things  some  one  or  more  of  our  giant  sister  Jurisdictions 
having  more  population  than  Ohio  will  pass  us.  After  all,  true

(kept  away  by  illness)  were  present,  with  seven  Past 
M.  P.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
eleven  Sister  Grand  Councils  (with  Comp.  F.  J.  Collins 
for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  fourteen  Subor- 
dinate Councils. 

The  pamphlet  is  illumined  on  the  first  page  by  a por- 
trait of  M.  P.  G.  M.  A.  G.  Criswell  Smith,  and  further 
on  we  find  a most  excellent  picture  of  an  apparently 
aged  man,  M.  P.  G.  M.  Alfred  Creigh,  who  was  Grand 
Master  from  1854  to  1868,  and  still  further  along,  the 
portrait  of  M.  P.  G.  M,  Sam  S.  Yohe,  who  died  Octo- 
ber 2 1st,  1902,  apparently  in  the  prime  of  a useful  life. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (11  pp.)  is  a faith- 
ful account  of  all  the  interests  pertaining  to  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry in  Pennsylvania  and  gives  evidence  of  some  activ- 
ity in  his  office.  He  introduces  in  the  body  of  his  ad- 
dress a letter  from  Comp.  Joshua  L.  Lyte,  which  we  give 
in  full  and  which  will  explain  itself: 

February  21,  1903. 

Prof.  A.  G.  Criswell  Smith,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  Bradford,  Pa.: 
Dear  Sir  and  111.  Comp.:  Of  course  you  know  as  well  as 

many  of  the  Illustrious  Companions  that  the  condition  of  my 
health  will  not  permit  me  to  attend  the  Assembly  of  the  Grand 
Council  at  Bradford  next  Tuesday.  I regret  this  very  much,  as 
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it  is  the  first  Assembly  I have  not  attended  for  twenty  years. 
I have  not  been  off  the  second  story  of  my  home  but  once  in 
the  past  eight  months,  and  the  doctors  say  I shall  have  to  re- 
main in  the  house  until  warm  weather. 

I have  had  a long  and  serious  illness,  but  I am  glad  to  be 
able  to  say  that  I am  improving  in  every  way,  and  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  in  the  near  future  I shall  be  as  well  as 
I ever  was. 

With  warmest  personal  regards  to  you  and  all  the  rest  of  the 
Illustrious  Companions,  I remain,

We  recognize  in  this  name,  the  Companion  who  re- 
views North  Carolina  from  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
heartily  rejoice  in  the  hope  that  he  will  ere  long  be 
entirely  recovered  from  his  illness.  The  usual  special 
Dispensations  were  granted.  He  records  the  death  of 
Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  Samuel  S.  Yohe,  which 
occurred  October  2ist,  1902,  and  which  was  caused  by 
appoplexv,  at  the  age  of  60  years.  All  the  Councils  were 
visited  but  one,  and  in  his  report  of  these  visitations, 
he  says : 

At  all  of  the  Councils  I was  most  cordially  received  and  paid 
every  attention  that  any  one  could  expect.  I am  quite  sure, 
from  the  encouraging  reports  that  come  to  me,  that  the  Grand 
Council  has  made  no  mistake  in  providing  for  these  visitations. 


No  decisions  had  been  called  for  during  the  year. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  show  activity  in 
the  work  of  keeping  alive  the  beautiful  Degrees  of  the 
Cryptic  System. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,069.40. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (33  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Joshua  L.  Lyte,  and  as  above  stated,  we  recog- 
nize the  writing  of  this  distinguished  Companion  from 
having  met  him  so  often  in  the  reports  to  the  Grand 
Chapter.  He  reviews  in  his  usually  perspicuous  stvle  the 
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Proceedings  of  twenty-nine  Grand  Councils,  including 
North  Carolina  for  1902.  to  which  he  assigns  one  page. 
Ide  compliments  Grand  Master  Liddell  for  his  offer  to 
go  any  where,  at  his  own  expense,  to  build  up  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  North  Carolina.  Pie  thinks  well  of  our 
report,  and  quotes  our  conclusion.  Thanks.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

44TH  Annual.  Charleston.  Feb.  ioth,  1903. 

Only  five  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  and  dele- 
gates from  four  Subordinate  Councils  (we  find  no  list 
of  permanent  members)  and  Grand  Representatives  of 
thirteen  sister  states  (including  our  own,  J.  T.  Barron  for 
North  Carolina.) 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  shows  that 
very  little  was  demanded  of  him,  and  that  in  Cryptic 
Masonry,  the  state  has  enjoyed  a year  of  comparative 
ease  and  quiet.  He  is  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death 
of  Past  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Andrew  H.  White,  which 
occurred  on  the  19th  day  of  January.  Of  him  he  says: 

Companion  White  was  an  earnest,  faithful  Mason,  gentle  and 
unostentatious,  yet  manly,  and  brave,  and  true.  He  was  always 
ready  to  promote  the  cause  of  Masonry,  and  devoted  his  life 
to  her  service. 

He  gives  a good  reason  for  not  visiting.  Hear  him : 

Being  far  removed  from  any  Council  in  the  Jurisdiction,  my 
own  membership  being  in  Greenville,  and  having  had  no  reports 
made  to  me,  I am  unable  to  state  whether  there  has  been  any 
appreciable  increase  in  our  Rite,  but  I have  not  allowed  an 
opportunity  to  pass  where  I could  say  a word  in  its  behalf,  and 
endeavor  to  create  a desire  on  the  part  of  R.  A.  M’s  to  penetrate 
the  Ninth  Arch;  so  much  so,  that  one  of  my  most  beloved  Com- 
panions accuses  me  of  “talking  shop,”  whatever  that  may  mean. 
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That  last  sentence  sounds  like  J.  T.  Barron. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $55.42. 
No  Report  on  Correspondence.

TENNESSEE. 

53RD  Annuai,.  Nashville.  Jan.  26th,  1903. 

All  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Prelate,  were  present, 
with  twelve  Past  M.  111.  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  twenty  Sister  Grand  Councils  (with 
Comp.  P.  N.  Matlock  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates 
from  twelve  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  is  well  writ- 
ten and  gives  evidence  that  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry were  in  good  hands.  Of  some  of  his  work  he 
says : 

I have  not  been  called  upon  to  decide  any  points  of  law,  and 
only  a few  dispensations  have  been  asked  for.  One  new  Coun- 
cil has  been  organized,  which  bids  fair  at  no  distant  day  to 
become  one  of  the  most  flourishing-  within  our  Jurisdiction. 
Steps  were  being  taken  to  organize  another  at  Coal  Creek,  Tenn., 
when  the  terrible  disaster  of  the  Fraterville  Mine  occurred,  in 
which  two  Royal  Arch  Masons  lost  their  lives,  who  had  deter- 
mined to  unite  and  assist  in  organizing  the  Council.  The  effects 
of  this  terrible  disaster,  the  worst  that  ever  occurred  in  our 
Southland,  will  be  felt  for  years  to  come.  It  left  a number  of 
widows  and  orphans  who  are  dependent  upon  the  Masons  of 
Coal  Creek  for  support,  and  for  this  reason  the  Companions  of 
Coal  Creek  thought  best  to  postpone  the  organization  for  the 
present.  I trust  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  see  a flourish- 
ing Council  at  this  point. 

The  usual  special  Dispensations  were  granted  to  facil- 
itate work  in  the  Councils.  A few  visitations  were  made. 
Under  Necrology  he  notes  that  not  a single  officer  or 
Past  Grand  officer  had  been  taken  away  by  death,  but 
- gives  a full  list  of  those  Companions  in  his  own  and 
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other  Grand  Jurisdictions  who  had  passed  over  the  river. 
He  makes  some  recommendations  towards  increasing  the 
interest  in  Cryptic  Masonry.  One  of  these  is  to  return 
to  the  publication  of  a report  on  Correspondence,  without 
remuneration  to  the  reporter. 

DISTINGUISHED  VISITOR  ANNOUNCED. 

Most  Illustrious  Abraham  Oppenheimer,  Past  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  New  York,  was  introduced  to  this 
Grand  Council  by  Companion  Bradford  Nichol,  Past  Most  Puis- 
sant General  Grand  Master  of  the  General  Grand  Council  of  the 
United  States,  who  was  officially  received  and  accorded  a 
hearty  welcome  by  Most  Illustrious  Michael  E.  Flenniken, 
Grand  Master. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $271.30. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence,  nor  do  we  find  that 
any  one  was  appointed  to  prepare  a report.

VERMjONT. 

50TH  Annual,.  Burlington.  June  9T11,  1903. 

A well  executed  portrait  of  the  M.  I.  G.  M.,  Wm.  H. 
Brewster,  adorns  the  first  page  of  the  very  neat  pam- 
phlet. 

All  Grand  Officers  are  present,  with  four  M.  I.  Past 
Grand  Commanders,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-one  Sister  Grand  Councils  (North  Carolina  not 
appearing)  and  delegates  from  sixteen  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (9  pp.)  is  a well 
written  document  and  gives  much  of  interest  to  the 
Grand  Council  of  Vermont.  No  deaths  had  occurred 
in  the  official  ranks,  and  he  refers  the  list  of  others  to 
the  Committee  on  Necrology.  Several  special  Dispensa- 
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tions  were  granted.  The  various  districts  were  assigned 
to  Grand  Officers  for  visitation  and  inspection.  Many 
visits  were  made,  and  after  all,  he  considers  this  the  best 
means  of  bringing  the  Councils  to  a high  state  of  im- 
provement. We  give  his  views  on  this  question,  to 
which  we  heartily  assent : 

I am  a Arm  believer  in  the  absolute  necessity  of  a thorough 
system  of  inspection  of  the  Subordinate  Councils.  Infinitely 
more  good  can  be  derived  from  that  than  from  bewailing  the 
fact  that  the  Council  degrees  are  not  prerequisite  to  the  Orders 
of  Knighthood.  That  is  simply  wasting  time.  I believe  that 
the  Grand  Couucil  is  actually  to  blame  for  the  easy-going  and 
careless  way  in  which  many  of  the  subordinates  discharge  their 
duties.  Once  let  the  officers  of  the  several  Councils  understand 
that  they  are  to  be  subject  to  the  same  system  of  rigid  inspec- 
tion that  the  symbolic  lodges  are,  and  I am  convinced  that  you 
will  see  the  same  splendid  results  that  have  come  from  the 
District  Deputy  system  iu  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  he  says : 

The  present  condition  of  our  beloved  Rite  in  this  state  will 
be  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  much  better  than 
I can  tell  it.  I believe  it  to  be  good  and  growing  better,  stronger 
and  more  healthy  year  by  year.  Its  future,  my  Companions, 
is  in  your  hands  and  mine  for  better  or  worse.  Which  shall  it 
be?  What  excuse  is  there  for  doubt?  You  have  in  your  Coun- 
cils the  pick  of  the  Masonic  workers  of  the  state.  Hold  all 
your  regular  assemblies.  If  you  have  no  candidates,  meet  just 
the  same  and  practice  till  your  oftieers  know  the  work  perfectly. 
Impress  upon  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  that  he  does  not  yet 
possess  a full  understanding  of  the  beauty  of  Masonry.  See 
how  well  and  not  how  easily  you  can  do  your  work.  Give  the 
Council  the  reputation  for  conferring  degrees  better  than  any 
other  Body.  Do  not  make  your  fees  too  small.  Have  annual 
dues  and  collect  them.  Do  these  things,  Companions,  and  pros- 
perity is  yours. 

This  is  good  advice  and  should  be  heeded  by  all. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  gain  in  members 
of  20. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $5°3-75- 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (52  pp.)  is  submitted 
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by  the  experienced  and  versatile  writer,  Comp.  Marsh 
O.  Perkins,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Commander,  and  is  a 
faithful  review  of  twenty-five  Sister  Grand  Councils,  of 
which  North  Carolina  gets  a little  over  one-half  page, 
(here  comes  the  short  horse  again).  We  give  all  he 
has  to  say  of  Grand  Master  Liddell’s  address: 

In  a brief  address,  tlie  Grand  Master,  M.  I.  Comp.  W.  S.  Lid- 
dell, reports  an  improvement  in  the  situation  within  the  Juris- 
diction, but,  nevertheless,  he  seems  to  despair  as  to  the  future. 
At  the  annual  one  year  earlier,  he  offered  to  respond  to  the 
calls  of  the  Craft  at  any  time,  but  never  a call  had  reached  his 
willing  ears.  He  ought  to  have  gone,  nevertheless,  with  a de- 
termination to  awaken  them  enough  to  ask  why  he  was  among 
them.  Had  he  done  so,  possibly  his  lamentation,  because  of 
the  wide  indifference  to  the  beautiful  teachings  of  the  Rite, 
might  have  been  marked  diminuendo  instead  of  crescendo. — 
With  him,  we  sincerely  hope  our  Companions  may  yet  be  filled 
with  an  interest  and  enthusiasm  that  shall  carry  the  standard 
of  the  Royal  and  Select  to  the  very  front,  then  to  be  maintained 
with  pride  of  grand  achievement. 

We  think  Comp  Liddell  has  done  as  much,  or  more, 
than  any  other  one  man  in  the  resuscitation  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  North  Carolina,  and  if  all  were  as  enthusias- 
tic as  he  the  Royal  and  Select  Degrees  would  go  forth 
“clear  as  the  sun,  fair  as  the  moon  and  terrible  as  an  army 
with  banners.”  We  are  hoping  for  that  day.

Two  finely  executed  pictures  adorn  the  first  pages  of 
the  pamphlet,  viz. : M.  I.  Comp.  Geo.  E.  Cleveland 

(wonder  if  he  is  related  to  our  friend  Grover?),  Grand 
Master,  and  R.  T.  Comp.  E.  M.  Beatty,  Deputy  of  Gen- 
eral Grand  Master  at  organization  of  the  Grand  Council 
of  Washington. 
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All  but  four  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with 
seven  M.  111.  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  twenty  Grand  Councils  (North  Carolina  ab- 
sent) and  delegates  from  six  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.),  though 
short,  gives  a fair  idea  of  what  was  done  during  his  ad- 
ministration. He  has  good  news  and  good  advice  in 
the  introduction. 

It  is  with  equal  pleasure  that  I give  you  tidings  of  peace, 
harmony  and  prosperity  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  No  dis- 
cordant sound  has  been  heard;  no  interruption  has  been  made 
in  our  work. 

Another  year  has  passed,  with  its  joys  and  sorrows,  its  un- 
filled hopes  and  its  manifold  blessings.  Much  progress  has  been 
made  and  much  good  accomplished  in  the  Rite  during  the  year. 
The  returns  will  show  that  a majority  of  the  Councils  have 
made  decided  gains,  and  all  seem  awakened  to  a state  of  com- 
mendable activity. 

Yet  how  little  has  been  accomplished  towards  reaching  the 
goal  of  our  fond  hopes.

Edward  R.  Hare  and  is  a synopsis  of  the  prin- 
cipal transactions  in  the  Grand  Councils  reviewed. 
Thirtv-one  states  are  reported  .and  among  these  we  find 
that  North  Carolina  for  1902  receives  one-half  page  of 
kindly  ipention.  He  says  our  report  was  a very  corr> 
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pact  review,  but  we  think  his  condenser  is  better  than 
ours.

WISCONSIN. 

46TH  Annual.  Milwaukee.  Eeb.  17T1-1,  1903. 

All  Grand  Officers  except  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
were  present,  with  seven  Past  111  . Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  Sister  Grand  Coun- 
cils (but  not  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  fifteen 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8  pp.)  is  a com- 
plete statement  of  the  workings  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
Wisconsin  for  the  year  just  passed.  He  notes  a decided 
loss  to  the  Order  in  the  death  of  M.  111.  Comp.  M.  L. 
Youngs,  whose  portrait  we  find  on  a memorial  page  in 
the  body  of  the  pamphlet.  We  give  his  Masonic  record  : 

Our  departed  Companion  was  a most  zealous  Mason,  and  his 
brethren  honored  him  many  times  during  his  earthely  career. 
He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  £frand  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  in 
1867:  Grand  High  Priest,  R.  A.  M.,  in  1864  and  1865:  and  Most 
111.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council,  R.  and  S.  M.,  in  1866 
and  1867,  and  again  from  1890  to  1895,  inclusive. 

The  work,  however,  with  which  he  was  most  closely  iden- 
tified. and  in  which  he  built  an  enduring  monument  to  himself 
in  the  hearts  of  his  Masonic  friends,  was  that  which  devolved 
upon  him  as  Grand  Lecturer,  the  duties  of  which  position  he 
assumed  in  1857  and  discharged  faithfully  for  forty-five  years. 

But  few  ever  attain  to  such  eminence  among  the 
Craft.  He  gives  the  list  of  noted  dead  of  other  Juris- 
dictions. A few  Dispensations  were  granted  and  at  least 
one  official  visit  made. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  gain  of  152  mem- 
bers for  the  year., 
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There  seems  to  be  a balance  of  $438.05  in  the  Treas- 
ury, but  we  find  no  report  from  the  Treasurer. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (23  pp.)  is  submitted 
by  Comp.  Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  C.  Swain,  whose 
name  we  have  seen  attached  to  such  documents  before, 
and  who  may  now  be  considered  a veteran  in  the  corps. 
His  reports  are  alawys  good  and  he  generally  has  some- 
thing to  say.  He  reviews  twenty-eight  Grand  Councils 
and  among  these  we  find  North  Carolina  for  1902  re- 
ceives nearly  one -half  page,  for  which  we  thank  the  Com- 
panion, and  also  for  coming  to  our  relief  against  War- 
velle,  who  pronounced  us  dead.  He  stopped  the  funeral 
procession  and  gave  us  another  chance.  Thanks.

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

8th  Triennial.  Little  Rock,  Ark.  Oct.  5TH,  1903. 

The  portrait  of  M.  P.  Andrew  P.  Swanstrom,  General 
Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  pamphlet. 

Addresses  of  welcome  and  responses  by  the  General 
Grand  Officers  made  the  occasion  preceding  the  opening 
quite  interesting.  Then  came  the  presentation  of  a most 
magnificent  apron  to  the  General  Grand  Council  by  the 
Grand  Council  of  Arkansas,  which  duty  was  eloquently 
and  happily  performed  by  Past  Most  Illustrious  Grand 
Master  Fay  Hempstead,  now  Grand  Recorder. 

All  the  General  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  two 
Past  General  Grand  Masters,  Past  and  Present  Grand 
Masters  of  seventeen  Grand  Councils  and  the  Representa- 
tives of  twnety-five  Grand  Councils  and  of  seven  char- 
tered Subordinate  Councils  holding  immediately  under 
the  General  Grand  Council.  Several  distinguished  visi- 
tors from  various  parts  of  the  country  were  introduced 
and  welcomed  with  the  honors  due  their  several  ranks. 
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The  address  of  the  General  Grand  Master  (17  pp.)  is 
an  able  paper  and  is  a review  of  the  entire  field  of  Cryp- 
tic Masonry  in  this  country.  Under  the  head  of  Necrol- 
ogy he  alludes  touchingly  and  mournfully  to  the  death  of 
Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Past  General  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  the  first  to  preside  over  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil. It  is  well  known  that  to  his  energy  and  able  admin- 
istration are  we  indebted  for  the  success  it  has  attained. 
A Council  was  constituted  at  Salem,  South  Dakota.  The 
Grand  Council  of  Iowa  was  organized  October  15th, 
1900,  and  is  now  one  of  the  flourishing  members  of  the 
General  Grand  Council.  Much  space  is  given  to  a dis- 
cussion of  the  trouble  with  the  Grand  Council  of  Colo- 
rado, but  all  the  differences  seem  to  be  now  settled  and 
harmony  restored.  The  Grand  Council  of  Wisconsin 
at  its  forty-fourth  annual  Assembly  by  resolution  be- 
came a constituent  member  of  the  General  Grand  Council, 
with  its  twenty-two  Subordinate  Councils  and  1,378 
members.  The  General  Grand  Master  had  much  pleas- 
ure in  visiting  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Illinois  and 
Arkansas. 

The  General  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of 
$1,960.67. 

The  report  of  the  General  Grand  Recorder  shows  that 
there  was  much  work  required  at  his  hands  and  that  he 
was  faithful  to  every  trust.  He  states  that  the  income 
is  about  the  same  as  during  the  preceding  triennial 
period,  though  the  net  increase  in  members  is  4,910.  In 
1883  the  membership  was  14,591,  and  in  1902  37,702, 
showing  a gain  of  23,111  in  twenty  years.  So,  we  may 
conclude,  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  by  no  means  dead  or 
dying,  but  shows  vigor  and  a determination  to  grow. 

We  note  with  pleasure  that  M.  111.  Comp.  A.  B.  An- 
drews, Jr.,  Grand  Master,  and  H.  G.  Smallbones,  Grand 
High  Priest,  of  North  Carolina,  were  present,  represent- 
ing our  interests,  and  that  the  former  served  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  of  the  Rite  and  Foreign  Communica- 
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tions,”  and  also  on  a special  committee  of  thanks,  and 
from  the  report  we  judge  they  had  a grand  time  in  the 
hands  of  the  good  citizens  of  Little  Rock. 

In  the  memorial  pages  we  find  the  name  of  Past  Grand 
Master  H.  H.  Munson,  of  the  Grand  Council  of  North 
Carolina.

Grand  Master. 

R.  P.  Comp.  Henry  W.  Mordhurst  re-elected  General 
Grand  Recorder. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  Resurrection  Morn  seems  to  be  dawning  upon 
the  Degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  Country.  From 
every  direction  we  see  signs  of  the  “coming  forth”  from 
long  years  of  lethargy  and  inaction,  workmen  ready  to 
enter  the  vaults  for  new  discoveries.

GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Master  read  his  address,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  refered  to  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand 
Officers  : 

To  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina  : 

Illustrious  Companions  In  saying  that  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
I bid  you  welcome  to  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Assembly  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  I feel  that  it  is  “carrying  coal  to 
New  Castle”  for  each  and  every  one  of  the  Companions  present 
well  know  that  a cordial  and  sincere  greeting  awaits  each  and 
every  one  of  us  at  our  annual  assemblies. 

NECROLOGY. 

While  we  gather  here  to  greet  the  companions  of  other  annual 
assemblies,  as  well  as  to  form  lasting  friendships  with  many  whose 
faces  are  new  to  us,  there  is  sadness  with  it  all,  when  we  remem- 
ber those  who  have  been  with  us  at  former  assemblies,  and  are 
not  here  now  because  they  have  been  summoned  to  the  presence  of 
the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe,  Whose  Providential  care 
watches  over  us  at  all  times  thinking  only  for  our  good,  yet  Whose 
will  oftentimes  seems  at  the  time  anything  but  for  our  good  and 
well  being. 

Right  Illustrious  Companion  Ferdinand  Ulrich,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  our  Grand  Council,  died  suddenly  August  8th,  1904,  after 
a brief  illness  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.  Stricken 
down  suddenly  as  he  was,  how  striking  is  the  lesson  to  his  compan- 
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ions,  that  our  ritual  teaches,  that  no  man  can  escape  the  inexorable 
doom  of  Death,  and  whether  it  comes  early  or  late  we  never  seem 
prepared  for  it,  as  we  are  admonished  to  do.  R.  I.  Companion 
Ulrich  was  buried  at  New  Bern,  N.  C.,  on  August  10th,  1905,  a 
special  conclave  of  the  Grand  Commandery  having  been  called 
for  that  purpose,  of  which  he  was  then  Grand  Commander,  having 
been  elected  just  two  months  prior  to  that  position.  As  an  officer 
of  that  Grand  Body  it  was  my  sad  pleasure  to  be  present  and  take 
part  in  the  funeral  ceremonies. 

The  Grand  Recorder  sent  out  the  following  notices  of 
his  death  :

Dear  Companions: — It  becomes  our  sad  duty  to  announce  to 
you  the  death  of  our  beloved  Companion 

FERDINAND  ULRICH, 

Deputy  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Council,  who  died 
suddenly  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  August 
8th,  1904,  after  an  illness  of  short  duration. 

He  was  born  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  June  29th,  1852,  and 
came  to  North  Carolina,  with  his  parents,  early  in  life,  locating  at 
New  Bern,  where  he  afterwards  lived. 

He  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Meadows,  by  which  marriage 
there  were  two  children,  who  with  his  widow  survive  him. 

Companion  Ulrich’s  Masonic  career  began  in  1875,  when  he  re- 
ceived the  degrees  in  St.  John’s  Lodge  No.  3,  at  New  Bern,  in 
which  he  ever  continued  an  enthusiastic  and  active  member  until 
his  death.  He  was  also  active  in  the  other  bodies,  being  a Past 
High  Priest  of  New  Bern  Chapter  No.  46,  R.  A..  M.,  and  in  1896 
was  elected  Grand  King  of  the  Grand  Chapter  ; he  was  also  a Past 
Commander  of  St.  John’s  Commandery  No.  10,  K.  T.,  and  on  June 
15th,  1904,  he  was  elected  Grand  Commander  of  North  Carolina, 
having  held  this  position  less  than  two  months  when  death  claimed 
him  as  its  own ; he  received  the  degrees  of  the  Ancient  and  Ac- 
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cepted  Scottish  Rite,  including  the  32nd,  in  the  Richmond,  Virginia, 
bodies  in  189  . 

He  received  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  on  May  17th, 
1895,  at  Durham,  and  was  affiliated  with  Munson  Council  No.  4,  at 
Wilmington.  In  1895  he  was  appointed  as  the  representative  of 
the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  near  the  Grand  Council  of  North 
Carolina,  which  position  he  has  continuously  held.  At  the  Annual 
Assembly  in  1901  he  was  elected  Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard,  and 
in  1902  he  was  elected  Deputy  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  being 
unanimously  re-elected  in  1903  and  1904. 

His  career  showed  him  to  be  a Christian,  God-fearing  man,  of 
firm,  decided  views  ; of  unswerving  fidelity,  his  friendship  was 
sincere  and  lasting,  and  he  has  left  a record  worthy  of  imitation. 

Let  this  memorial  be  read  at  the  first  regular  assembly  after  its 
receipt,  and  that  it  be  spread  upon  your  minutes,  and  the  charter 
of  your  Council  be  draped  in  mourning  for  thirty  days,  as  a token 
of  our  sorrow.

Their  sterling  worth  is  attested  by  the  esteem  in  which  they 
were  held  by  those  who  came  in  daily  contact  with  them,  and  they 
attest  the  high  regard  with  which  these  companions  were  held  by 
their  intimate  friends  and  neighbors. 

STATE  OF  THE  CRAFT. 

This  year  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  report  to  you  the  condition  of 
the  Craft  from  a personal  visit  to  each  of  the  Councils,  as  I was 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  work  so  continually  occupying  my  time 
that  I did  not  visit  any  Council  except  my  own  (Enoch  Council  No. 
5),  which  consisted  only  of  attending  all  of  the  nine  assemblies 
held  by  that  body  of  which  I am  still  the  recorder,  and  none  of  the 
visits  was  of  an  official  nature. 

Enoch  Council  No.  5 has  done  splendid  work  during  the  year, 
which  began  last  June  when  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and 
Select  Master  were  conferred  upon  a class  of  fourteen  candidates 
in  an  impressive  and  splendid  manner.  None  of  the  companions 
present  will  scon  forget  the  excellent  work  of  Companion  T.  C. 
Linn,  of  Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  who  so  splendidly  assumed  the 
part  of  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work.  To-day  we  are  expect- 
ing this  Council  to  confer  the  work  upon  a large  class,  many  of 
whom,  resident  in  Asheville,  are  looking  forward  to  resuscitating 
Ionic  Council  No.  9 in  this  city,  which  has  been  dormant  since 
1899.  Enoch  Council  shows  that  25  candidates  were  greeted  during 
the  past  year,  which  is  thought  to  be  the  largest  number  ever 
greeted  in  a council  in  our  jurisdiction. 

Munson  Council  No.  4 at  Wilmington  and  Adoniram  Council  No. 
2 at  Salisbury  hold  their  own,  while  Charlotte  Council  No.  8 
shows  an  increase  of  three.  Durham  Council  No.  7 shows  a net 
increase  of  one. 

Altogether  the  year  has  not  been  what  it  should  have  been;  the 
larger  part  of  its  failure  is  due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  Grand 
Master  having  failed  to  make  the  visits  which  have  taken  place  in 
the  two  preceding  years,  which  so  much  enlivened  Cryptic  Masonry 
in  our  State  ; but  during  the  year  a good  deal  has  been  accomplish- 
ed in  an  indirect  way,  which  we  hope  will  ere  long  result  in  the 
establishment  of  several  new  councils. 
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At  present  there  are  nearly  enough  Council  Masons  in  New  Bern, 
Kinston,  Gi'eensboro,  Winston,  and  Asheville  to  open  and  form 
bodies  at  these  places,  and  we  sincerely  trust  that  something  may 
be  accomplished  on  this  line  during  the  coming  year. 

SISTER  GRAND  JURISDICTIONS. 

We  are  on  more  than  good  terms  and  relations  with  our  sister 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  as  every  one  knows  who  visits  a Council  in 
any  of  the  other  jurisdictions. 

On  October  4th,  1904,  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  visit  the  Grand 
Council  of  Ohio  in  its  annual  assembly  in  the  City  of  Columbus. 
As  the  head  of  a sister  grand  body  I was  received  with  the  honors 
and  recognition  due  to  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  and 
from  the  companions  received  many  courtesies  and  attentions 
which  were  exceedingly  pleasant  and  enjoyable.  They  have  juris- 
diction over  more  than  7,000  Council  Masons  and  are  one  of  the 
largest  Grand  Councils  in  the  world.  No  one  can  ever  visit  one  of 
these  grand  bodies  without  a sincere  desire  to  revisit  in  the  future 
and  I assure  you  that  I have  the  same  desire  to  revisit  the  Grand 
Council  of  Ohio  and  renew  the  many  pleasant  acquaintances  made 
at  that  time.  In  this  connection  I must  make  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments to  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Nelson  Williams,  Grand  Reeorder  W. 
E.  Evans,  Past  Grand  Master  John  F.  Lane,  and  Companion  Wm. 
E.  Banta  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  to  me  by  them  and  the 
other  companions  of  Ohio. 


DISPENSATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  I have  issued  several  dispensations  to 
Enoch  Council  No.  5 to  receive  and  ballot  upon  petitions  at  special 
assemblies,  as  our  constitution  allows  the  balloting  upon  a petition 
at  a regular  assembly,  even  though  it  be  not  presented  until  that 
evening. 

I have  also  granted  Enoch  Council  adispensationtohold  a special 
assembly  in  the  City  of  Asheville  to-day  for  the  purpose  of  receiv- 
ing and  acting  upon  petitions  and  conferring  the  degrees  upon  the 
candidates  so  elected.  This  is  nearer  to  Adoniram  Council  No.  2 
than  to  Raleigh,  but  as  a number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  here  were 
desirious  of  receiving  the  degrees,  and  Adoniram  Council,  owing 
to  the  sickness  of  some  of  its  officers,  and  others  having  sickness 
in  their  families,  asked  that  some  other  Council  confer  the  work. 
Under  the  ruling  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  last  year,  a 
Council  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  county  in  which  it  is 
located,  and  other  counties  are  concurrent  as  to  jurisdiction. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Finally,  companions,  the  history  of  the  past  year  is  now  writtten 
and  recorded  indelibly,  however  much  we  may  wish  to  change  it, 
but  before  us  is  the  history  of  the  coming  year  which  we  can  make 
as  we  will  within  our  mortal  possibilities.  if  we  desire  success  in 
Cryptic  Masonry  it  must  be  by  building  up  the  foundation  stones 
upon  which  bur  structure  rests  and  those  foundation  stones  are 
the  subordinate  councils.  If  each  one  here  present  will  apply  him- 
self to  the  work  in  the  local  councils  then  we  can  have  our  history 
recorded  next  year  far  different  from  what  has  been  the  history  of 
past  year.

GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Master  made  his  address,  which  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers : 

Illustrious  Companions : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I welcome  you  to  this,  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  and  in  welcoming 
the  representatives  from  the  live  constituent  councils,  who  since  1806 
have  so  nobly  carried  on  and  sustained  the  work  of  this  Grand  Body,  it 
is  an  added  pleasure  to  welcome  the  representatives  of  Ionic  Council 
No.  9,  whose  charter  was  restored  last  year,  and  also'  to  announce  the 
presence  on  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the  representatives  of 
Henderson  Council,  U.  D.,  who  are  asking  for  a charter. 

The  past  year  has  seen  much  progress  in  our  entire  State,  and  along 
with  it  the  Cryptic  Rite  has  advanced,  and  we  are  now  stronger  both 
in  number  of  councils  and  members  of  these  bodies,  as  well  as  there 
is  more  enthusiasm  in  council  work  by  the  members  of  this  Grand 
Body. 

NECROLOGY. 

During  the  past  year  Death  has  spared  the  ranks  of  the  Grand 
Council,  but  several  Past  Grand  Officers  and  members  of  subordinate 
councils  have  fallen  before  his  ever  reaping  scythe. 

William  Simpson,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Treasurer, 
died  at  his  home  in  Raleigh,  on  June  23,  1905,  and  was  buried  with 
Masonic  honors  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  whom  he  so  long  served  as  Grand 
Treasurer.  He  did  much  for  Masonry,  and  his  work  was  at  a time  when 
it  was  sorely  needed.  His  closing  years  were  spent  confined  to  his 
bed,  yet  with  it  all  he  never  changed  from  the  genial  nature  he 
showed  in  active  life.  He  has  now  gone  to  his  reward. 

The  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  report  the  death  of  a number  of 
companions,  whose  activity  so  much  contributed  to  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite.  As  the  list  of  these  notices  now  at  hand  is  incomplete 
an  enumeration  of  them  will  not  be  attempted. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

June  7,  1905,  a dispensation  was  given  to  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  of 
Raleigh,  to  hold  a special  assembly  at  Asheville  and  to  receive  and

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ballot  upon  petitions.  This  dispensation  was  reported  last  year  to  the 
Grand  Council,  and  as  a result  of  this  special  assembly,  they  greeted 
thirty-one  companions  (of  whom  fifteen  immediately  dimitted  and  to 
them  was  restored  the  charter  of  Ionic  Council  No.  9,  seven  others  later 
dimitted  and  assisted  in  forming  Henderson  Council,  U.  D.,  five  of  them 
were  for  Charlotte  Council  No.  8,  while  only  four  are  now  enrolled  on 
the  roster  of  Enoch  Council  No.  5.) 

July  18,  1905,  it  was  reported  to  me  that  the  charter  of  Ionic  Council 
No.  9 could  not  be  found,  and  that  it  was  thought  to  have  been  burnt 
in  the  Auditorium  fire  at  Asheville,  so  I issued  a dispensation  to  the 
council  authorizing  them  to  work  until  this  Grand  Council  without 
their  charter  being  actually  present.  If  the  charter  be  not  found  by 
this  time,  I recommend  that  a duplicate  charter  be  issued. 

February  13,  1906,  a dispensation  was  granted  to  Munson  Council 
No.  2 to  elect  and  install  officers,  the  assembly  fixed  by  the  by-laws 
for  the  annual  election  not  having  been  held.  Also  to  receive  and  act 
upon  petitions  at  the  same  special  assembly. 

February  1,  1906,  to  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  to  receive  and  act  upon 
petitions  at  a special  assembly. 

February  15,  1906,  to  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  to  hold  a special  assembly 
at  Henderson,  and  to  receive  and  act  upon  petitions  at  the  same  time. 
They  elected  sixteen  petitioners,  thirteen  of  whom,  who,  together  with 
three  others  previously  elected,  were  then  greeted.  The  twenty-five 
companions  resident  in  and  around  Henderson  then  dimitted,  and  their 
request  for  a dispensation  was  referred  to  Durham  Council  No.  7,  with 
a request  for  favorable  action. 

February  27,  1906,  a dispensation  was  granted  to  twenty-five  com- 
panions resident  at  Henderson  to  open  a Council,  U.  D.,  with  Com- 
panions A.  J.  Harris,  as  Thrice  Illustrious  Master,  J.  L.  Currin,  Deputy 
Master,  and  J.  T.  Alderman,  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work.  They 
are  now  petitioning  for  a charter,  which  I recommend  be  granted. 

NEW  COUNCILS. 

June  16,  1905,  Companion  A.  H.  Stubbs,  as  my  deputy,  constituted 
Ionic  Council  No.  9,  whose  charter  had  been  ordered  restored.  The 
active  work  done  by  this  council  during  the  past  year  well  bespeaks  the 
wisdom  of  the  restoration  of  their  charter,  and  to  the  younger  mem- 
bers of  the  council  is  the  greater  part  of  this  activity  due,  the  most 
of  them  having  been  greeted  last  June  at  Asheville,  yet  in  their  accom- 
plishment of  this  work  due  credit  must  be  given  to  Companion  A.  H. 
Stnbbs,  for  his  guiding  assistance  in  helping  them  in  this  work. 

COMMENDABLE  ZEAL. 

It  would  be  unfair  to  Enoch  Council  No.  5,  and  its  zealous  corps  of 
workers,  headed  by  Thrice  Illustrious  John  E.  Cameron,  if  this  address 
did  not  make  due  acknowledgment  of  the  assistance  rendered  this  Grand 
Council  during  the  past  year,  particularly  in  the  restoration  of  the 
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charter  of  Ionic  Council  No.  9 and  of  the  organization  of  Henderson 
Chapter,  U.  I).  Last  June  at  Asheville,  they  returned  to  Ionic  Coun- 
cil the  entire  initiation  fees  of  the  fifteen  companions  from  Asheville, 
who  were  greeted,  deducting  only  the  one  dollar  greeting  fee  paid  to 
the  Grand  Council.  Again  when  they  held  the  special  assembly  at 
Henderson,  they  returned  to  Henderson  Council  the  initiation  fees  of 
the  sixteen  then  greeted,  as  well  as  the  seven  greeted  at  Asheville,  de- 
ducting only  the  greeting  fees  and  the  expenses  of  four  Companions 
from  Raleigh  to  Henderson  and  return.  They  are  now  arranging  to 
hold  a special  assembly  at  a place  eighty  miles  distant  from  the  nearest 
constituent  council,  where  seven  Cryptic  Masons  reside,  and  I now  be- 
speak for  the  incoming  Grand  Master  the'  granting  of  a dispensation  for 
a council,  U.  D.,  to  be  located  in  that  place  after  their  visit.  During 
the  past  year,  this  council  greeted  44  companions  (not  counting  5 
greeted  for  Charlotte  Council  No.  8,  which  makes  a total  of  40),  and  38 
of  its  members  dimitted  for  the  purpose  of  affiliating  with  Ionic  and 
Henderson  Councils. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 

During  the  past  year,  as  in  the  one  just  preceding  that,  no  visits 
were  made  by  me,  as  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  my  time 
was  so  much  occupied,  it  was  impossible  to  make  appointments  with  the 
several  constituent  councils.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  but  by  no 
one  more  than  myself,  for  the  effect  of  the  visits  made  during  the  first 
two  years  of  my  administration  as  Grand  Master  were  exceedingly 
beneficial.  I sincerely  trust  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  will  divide 
the  State  among  the  several  Grand  Officers,  and  require  them  to  visit 
the  councils  assigned  to  them.  This  would  then  lighten  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter’s duties,  and  would  materially  strengthen  the  constituent  councils 
by  the  presence  of  his  representative  in  their  midst  at  a meeting.  If 
desired,  the  Grand  Officer  could  make  two  visits,  one  in  the  fall  and 
the  other  in  the  spring,  which  would  be  much  better. 

SISTER  GRAND  JURISDICTIONS. 

August  29,  1906,  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  annual  assembly 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  New  York,  which  met  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, and  it  was  a great  pleasure  to  receive  from  that  Grand  Body  the 
numerous  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  reason  of  my  official  position  as 
the  head  of  a sister  grand  jurisdiction. 

February  13,  1906,  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  annual  assembly 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  South  Carolina,  which  met  in  the  city  of 
Charleston,  and  numerous  courtesies  and  attentions  were  shown  to  the 
Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina.  The  afternoon  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
that  State  met,  and  to  whose  proceedings  I was  most  cordially  invited, 
but  a business  engagement  at  home  the  succeeding  day  called  me  away 
that  afternoon.

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Now,  Companions,  for  four  years  you  have  honored  me  with  the 
highest  position  in  your  gift,  which  honor  I deeply  appreciate,  and  have 
tried  to  use  my  best  endeavors  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Council  work. 
Something  has  been  accomplished  during  those  four  years,  but  not  what 
should  have  been  done  with  the  opportunities  open  before  us.  Four 
years  ago  we  had  five  very  weak,  struggling  councils,  one  of  whom 
had  not  worked  since  1896,  and  the  total  number  of  Council  Masons 
was  only  144.  Today  we  have  six  councils,  all  doing  fairly  well,  to 
which  after  today  will  be  added  Henderson  Council,  making  the  seventh, 
and  the  total  number  of  Council  Masons  today  is  290.  The  office  of 
Grand  Master  is  not  intended  as  an  honorary  one,  and  its  occupant 
should  be  ever  willing  to  answer  any  call  of  the  Cryptic  rite.  Believ- 
ing that  the  past  four  years  of  service  now  entitles  me  to  ask  that  you 
elect  some  one  else  as  Grand  Master,  particularly  as  I am  a District 
Deputy  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  and  have 
just  been  elected  Grand  Commander  of  the  State,  I thank  you  one  and 
all  for  the  generous  support  you  have  given  me  in  the  work  of  the 
Grand  Council,  and  to  the  incoming  Grand  Master  I now  pledge  my 
assistance  and  that  of  every  Council  Mason  in  the  State.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Prelate  were  present,  with 
two  Past  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  seven  Chartered 
Councils  and  one  U.  D. 
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The  Address  of  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  (7  pp.) 
gives  us  a very  concise  account  of  the  workings  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  during  the  year.  In  the  outset,  he  rejoices  that  through 
the  kind  offices  of  our  Chief  Executive,  peace  has  come  to  the 
nations  at  war  in  the  Orient. 

Of  the  conditions,  he  says : 

It  is  with  the  greatest  gratification  and  pleasure  that  I state  that  the 
general  condition  of  our  Grand  Council  continues  to  improve.  When  I 
assumed  the  office  of  Grand  Master  we  had  but  five  (5)  Councils  in  the 
State,  now  we  have  eight  ( 8 ) good,  progressive  Councils.  Our  member- 
ship has  considerably  increased,  the  details  of  which  will  be  given  in  the 
report  of  our  Grand  Recorder.  Gadsen  No.  56  has  been  restored,  also 
Wilcox  No.  24,  and  we  have  just  organized  at  Coleanor  No.  63.  There 
are  still  several  defunct  Councils  on  our  roster ; we  are  ready  to  organ- 
ize at  Blocton ; all  of  this  I had  hoped  to  accomplish,  but  circumstances 
over  which  I had  no  control  prevented  me. 


ITe  announces  with  pleasure  that  after  much  difficulty  the 
proceedings  of  their  Grand  Council  from  1894  to  date  have 
been  compiled  and  printed,  so  that  the  records  are  now  com- 
plete, and  hereafter  the  proceedings  will  be  printed  as  all 
other  orders.  This  is  a subject  for  congratulation  to  the  inde- 
fatigable Beauchamp,  who  is  great  on  just  such. 

Quite  a number  of  dispensations  to  ballot  out  of  time. 

One  Chapter  was  re-organized  and  set  to  work  again. 

One  Chapter  was  started  U.  D.,  with  promise  of  success. 
Only  one  Council  was  visited. 

Under  Necrology,  he  gives  the  list  of  fraternal  dead  in 
other  jurisdictions.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  list  is  small. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $338.88.

45th  Annual.  San  Francisco.  April  17,  1905. 

The  initial  page  of  the  very  neat  pamphlet  contains  a pic- 
ture of  M.  I.  David  M.  Sutherland,  Grand  Master. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  thirteen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  sixteen  sister 
States,  with  Companion  Jno.  F.  Hughes  answering  for  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  eight  Chartered  Councils  and 
two  U.  D. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5^  pp.)  shows  that  he 
was  not  altogether  an  idle  spectator,  hut  he  had  some  work  to 
engage  his  careful  attention. 

He  visited  officially  six  Subordinate  Councils,  with  much 
profit  and  pleasure  to  each.  Sickness  in  his  family  prevented 
his  visiting  all.

Hi  'h  Annual.  Denver.  Sept.  20,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  six 
Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  nineteen 
sister  States,  Most  Illustrious  Jethro  C.  Sanford  responding 
for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  ten  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp.)  is  a good  paper 
and  shows  activity  in  his  office. 

He  is  grieved  to  call  attention  to  the  inroads  of  death  upon 
their  official  ranks,  and  has  to  record  that  of  Illustrious  Com- 
panion Calvin  E.  Reed,  Past  Grand  Master,  which  occurred 
February  27,  1905.  Of  him  he  says:  “He  was  of  inestimable 
worth,  of  sterling  qualities  and  lovable  nature.”  He  gives 
the  list,  State  by  State,  of  the  distinguished  dead,  and  recom- 
mends that  memorial  pages  he  set  apart  for  these.  He  had 

intended  visiting  all  the  Councils,  hut . He,  however, 

reached  three,  and  the  good  effects  were  apparent.  One  new 
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Council  was  constituted  and  the  officers  installed.  Only  two 
dispensations  were  granted. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  he  says: 

From  the  returns  received  from  the  different  Councils  throughout  our 
jurisdiction,  I find  that  our  gains,  although  not  large,  show  an  increase 
since  our  last  General  Assembly;  which  convinces  me  that  our  respective 
Councils  are  making  strong  endeavors  toward  an  increase  in  membership. 
Some  of  our  Councils,  which  have  remained  dormant  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  show  an  increase  of  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  which  assured 
me  that  new  energy  has  been  brought  to  bear,  and  a new  effort  is  being 
made  by  those  Councils  to  make  endeavors  toward  a revival  of  their  mem- 
bership. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $805.75. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  that  all  the  Councils  have 
made  returns  and  paid  dues.

CONNECTICUT. 

87th  Annual.  New  Haven.  May  10,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  seven  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  sister 
States,  Companion  R.  IT.  Tucker  responding  for  North  Caro- 
lina, and  delegates  from  twenty  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (11  pp.)  is  a clear  and 
concise  statement  of  his  work  during  the  year.  He  was  active 
in  the  discharge  of  duty,  and  much  progress  was  made  in  the 
Rite. 

Under  Necrology,  he  records  the  death  of  two  Past  Most 
Puissant  Grand  Masters,  viz.:  Chas.  A.  -Tones  and  Edward 
E.  West,  who  wrought  well  in  their  day  and  generation,  and 
now  rest  from  their  labors.  He  also  gives  the  list  of  the  dis- 
tinguished dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  not  omitting  our  Dep- 
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n ty  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  F.  Ulrich.  One  Council  was 
constituted  and  the  officers  installed.  It  was  the  first  in  nine 
years  and  a special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  was  called 
at  the  place,  and  the  ceremonies  were  of  the  most  interesting 
character,  closing  with  a banquet. 

He  visited  twelve  Councils  during  the  year,  and  merits  the 
plaudit,  well  done.  Eight  dispensations  were  granted,  some 
to  ballot  on  petitions  at  special  assemblies.  We  think  the 
Council  is  more  elastic  on  law  and  usage  than  the  other 
orders,  and  therefore  a slight  lapse  is  not  so  noticeable.  Ho 
questions  had  been  submitted  for  his  decision.  Of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  he  says : 

Should  this  be  done,  Cryptic  Masonry  throughout  the  land  will  ad- 
vance, not  only  with  steady,  but  with  rapid  strides. 

Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  an  exceedingly  healthy  and 
flourishing  condition.  We  have  now  twenty-three  Councils — one  having 
been  instituted  the  present  year  within  our  borders,  containing  more 
than  four  thousand  members — one  fifth  of  the  entire  Masonic  member- 
ship of  our  State.  Only  four  States,  Ohio,  Massachusetts,  Michigan  and 
New  York,  in  the  order  named — exceeding  Connecticut  in  membership, 
according  to  the  latest  available  statistics  of  a year  ago. 

The  reports  of  the  other  Grand  Officers  show  that  they  were 
greatly  interested  in  their  work  and  had  done  much  in  visit- 
ing and  otherwise  aiding  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $890.87. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (40  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Thrice  Illustrious  Companion  Jno.  H.  Barlow,  P.  G.  M.,  who 
for  many  years  has  been  a leading  and  important  writer  in 
the  field  of  Masonry  in  Connecticut.  We  are  always  pleased 
to  find  his  name  as  reporter,  and  enjoy  what  he  has  to  say. 

He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty-nine  States  in  this 
tenth  report,  and  among  them  we  find  Forth  Carolina  for 
1904  comes  in  for  her  share.  We  remember  meeting  Com- 
panion Barlow  at  Detroit,  or  perhaps  at  Washington,  and  we 
hope  to  shake  again  in  Boston,  if  health  lasts.

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ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  Grand  Council  Royal,  Select  and  Super-Excellent 
Masters  of  England  and  Wales  assembled  in  Mark  Mason’s 
Hall,  City  of  London,  on  March  9,  1905. 

The  three  principal  officers  were  absent  as  also  the  Sword 
Rearer.  There  were  several  Companions  of  Subordinate 
Councils,  with  Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  sister  juris- 
dictions, North  Carolina  being  of  this  number.  The  Report 
of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  C.  F.  Matier,  P.  D.  G.  M., 
was  the  principal  feature  of  the  assembly.  In  this  report  he 
gives  all  items  that  usually  are  found  in  the  Grand  Master’s 
Address.  He  acknowledges  with  great  pleasure  the  annual 
reports  from  the  various  Grand  Councils  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  appreciates  all  their  kindly  expres 
sions  of  amity  and  brotherly  love.  He  also  reports  the  deaths 
of  several  distinguished  Companions  which  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  Grand  Master  is  appointed  and  he  in  turn  ap- 
points the  other  officers,  who  serve  for  one  year.  The  sum  of 
ten  guineas  was,  on  motion,  voted  to  Companion  C.  F.  Matier, 
Grand  Recorder,  as  an  honorarium  and  a mark  of  their  appre- 
ciation of  his  services  to  the  Cryptic  Degrees.  He  is  a most 
useful  member  of  other  orders,  for  we  think  he  has  to  deal 
with  all  the  Mark  Lodges  of  England  and  her  dependencies, 
which  must  throw  an  immense  amount  of  work  into  his  office. 
He  was  of  the  distinguished  party  which  visited  our  Triennial 
at  San  Francisco  last  year.

GEORGIA. 

62nd  Annual.  Macon.  April  25,  1905. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  two  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters, Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-three  States,  no  one 
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answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  twenty- two 
Chartered  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp.)  gave  a very 
concise  review  of  the  year’s  work  and  stated  in  plain  terms 
the  workings  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Georgia.  He  is  glad  to 
note  that  the  “Angel  of  Eternal  Rest”  had  not  visited  his  own 
official  circle,  yet  he  sympathized  with  sister  jurisdictions 
that  had  been  called  upon  to  mourn  their  distinguished  dead, 
and  he  gives  a full  list  of  these. 

lie  made  appointments  of  Grand  Lecturers  for  all  the  dis- 
tricts, but  he  had  but  two  or  three  reports,  from  which  he  con- 
cludes that  the  system  is  a dismal  failure,  as  no  money  had 
been  appropriated  to  pay  the  expenses  and  the  Councils  did 
not  feel  bound  to  invite  them  and  pay  their  expenses.  He  re- 
ports that  several  Councils  that  had  been  in  arrears  had  been 
induced  to  pay  dues  and  thus  remain  in  the  list  of  effective 
Councils.  Two  new  Councils  were  constituted.  Three  Coun- 
cils were  visited  officially  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Several  dispensations  were  granted,  some  to  elect  candi- 
dates and  confer  degrees  out  of  time  and  some  at  called  meet- 
ings. 

Of  the  Masonic  Home,  he  says: 

The  word  that  appeals  the  strongest  to  the  true  lover  of  his  race  is 
Charity.  Its  influence  has  filled  our  land  with  colleges  and  hospitals, 
homes  and  asylums.  It  has  shed  its  benediction  on  poor  and  rich  alike, 
on  the  homeless  waif,  the  beggared  man,  the  studious  boy,  the  wayward 
woman.  But  it  appeals  to  the  tenderest  heart  strings  in  the  shape  of 
an  orphan  baby.  Hard  and  callous  must  he  indeed  be,  who,  looking  into 
the  face  of  an  innocent  child,  too  young  perhaps  to  know  his  own  help- 
lessness, which  the  Providence  of  God  has  left  as  a charge  to  His  people, 
and  does  not  feel  his  heart  expand  and  his  eyes  grow  moist. 

For  one  hundred  and  nineteen  years  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  has 
had  a perfected  organization,  but  it  remained  for  the  dawn  of  the  twen- 
tieth century  to  see  an  attempt  made  to  fulfill  our  duty  in  this  particu- 
lar. 

The  Home  has  been  completed  and  dedicated,  and  is  now  ready  to  take 
care  of  its  inmates. 


Congratulations  are  in  order. 
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One  new  Council  was  started  U.  D.  under  most  favorable 
circumstances. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  he  says : 

I believe  the  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Georgia  is  better  than 
it  was  last  year.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  an  increase  is  shown 
in  our  membership,  more  Councils  are  represented,  and  there  is  more 
money  in  the  treasury. 

He  pays  tribute  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  who  deserves  every 
word  he  says  in  commendation.  And  it  is  indeed  unique  to 
hear  him  speak  of  his  mother  as  his  assistant,  which  is  alto- 
gether out  of  the  common  course.

He  refers  notice  of  fraternal 
dead  to  the  Committee  on  Necrology.  Several  dispensations 
were  issued  to  facilitate  work  in  the  Councils,  such  as  ballot 
on  petitions,  elect  and  install  officers  out  of  time. 

He  regrets  that  he  was  enabled  to  visit  only  five  Councils 
during  the  year,  at  all  of  which  he  was  received  with  all  the 
honors  and  courtesies  due  his  office.  No  decisions  had  been 
called  for  during  the  year.  He  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  mileage  and  per  diem  system. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Rite.,  he  says : 

Reports  received  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  Companions  in  charge 
of  the  Arches  show  that  we  have  made  a substantial  increase  in  mem- 
bership during  the  past  year.  The  strong  and  active  Councils  have 
grown  in  strength,  some  of  them  showing  large  gains,  and  although  the 
accessions  throughout  the  State  have  not  been  as  large  as  hoped  for,  the 
year  has  been  a profitable  and  successful  one,  and  the  prospects  for  the 
future  are  bright,  nearly  all  the  active  Councils  reporting  plenty  of  work 
in  sight  and  much  enthusiasm  manifested. 


Two  Councils,  nearly  dormant,  were  resuscitated  and  are 
now  in  good  working  condition. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,845.20. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a membership  of  4,335,  which 
is  a gain  for  the  year  of  364. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (34  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  Geo.  W.  Warvelle,  whom  we  have  met  in  other 
reportorial  fields,  and  who  gives  us  reports  fit  to  read  on  any 
and  all  subjects,  and  this  being  his  fourteenth,  he  should  be 
acquainted  with  the  work  all  over  the  Cryptic  field.  He  gives 
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Yorth  Carolina  one-half  page,  yet  we  should  be  content,  as 
Yew  York  gets  the  other  half  of  the  same  page. 

He  says  of  our  phiz : 


The  frontispiece  to  the  pamphlet  is  a portrait  of  the  accomplished 
reviewer,  a kind  looking  old  gentleman  that  you  feel  you  would  like  to 
know  better,  and  with  whom  you  would  like  to  indulge  in  one  of  the 
little  episodes  that  is  said  to  have  followed  the  historic  remark  once 
made  by  the  governor  of  Companion  Southgate’s  State  to  the  governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  immediately  adjoining  on  the  South. 

Yes,  Companion,  that  joke  has  become  historic,  and  is  often 
quoted,  especially  by  those  who  indulge  in  such  episodes,  but 
as  for  us,  we  would  give  you  the  heartiest  kind  of  a handshake, 
but  could  go  no  further.  Try  us  if  we  meet  at  Saratoga  in 
1907.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  sixteen  Past 
Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-five  States,  with  Illustrious  Companion  Clias.  Balch 
answering  for  ISTorth  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fifty-eight 
Subordinate  Councils,  a goodly  attendance  at  this  their  fif- 
tieth anniversary. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp.)  is  a good  paper, 
and  brings  joyous  greetings  to  the  Companions  assembled,  and 
of  the  meeting,  he  says : 

This  is  the  fiftieth  Annual  Assembly  of  the  G-rand  Council  of  Indiana, 
without  a break,  and  you  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  results  of  the 
year,  when  the  statistical  table  is  laid  before  you. 

This  is  a year  of  abundance  in-  everything  essential  to  man,  and  our 
beloved  State  has  enjoyed  the  common  prosperity.  The  beautiful  Rite 
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has  grown  much  stronger  in  all  her  lines.  The  secrets  of  the  Crypt  hare 
been  unfolded  to  a greater  number  of  sterling  Masons  than  in  the  course 
of  any  year  since  we  were  organized  in  1855. 


With  sadness,  lie  calls  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Body 
the  death  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Wm.  W.  Austin, 
Past  Grand  Master,  the  oldest  permanent  member,  and  who 
presided  for  two  annual  terms,  thirty-five  years  ago.  ' His 
work  is  finished,  and  he  has  gone  to  his  reward.  The  deci- 
sions were  few  and  of  local  interest.  Three  new  Councils  were 
constituted  and  officers  installed,  two  by  proxy  and  one  by  the 
Grand  Master.  Four  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D.  under 
the  most  auspicious  circumstances.  Only  two  special  dispen- 
sations were  granted,  and  they  were  to  hold  elections.  Several 
were  refused  for  good  reasons.  He  thus  pays  a deserved  trib- 
ute to  the  Grand  Recorder : 

Our  Grand  Recorder  is  a jewel,  that  you  all  know,  and  I have  found 
him  most  capable  and  ever  willing  to  aid  me.  I take  pleasure  in  ac- 
knowledging officially  my  gratitude  to  him.  I have  used  his  tolerance 
in  chunks. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $2,399.19. 

The  Grand  Recorder  has  some  satisfactory  statements  to 
make,  which  shows  his  efficiency  and  worth. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  continued  prosperity.  The  Councils 
have  all  made  their  reports  and  paid  their  dues. 

The  fiftieth  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Indiana 
finds  us  in  splendid  condition,  financially  and  numerically,  with  much 
interest  and  zeal  manifested  by  the  Subordinate  Councils.  Four  Coun- 
cils have  given  evidence  of  success  and  have  applied  for  charters  at  this 
assembly. 

A supplement  to  the  Grand  Master’s  Address  gave  notice 
of  the  death  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Geo.  IT.  Fish, 
■Past  Grand  Master,  who  died  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  May  31, 
1905,  aged  74.  It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Necrol- 
ogy- 

This  being  the  Semi-Centennial  year  in  this  Grand  Juris- 
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diction,  the  pamphlet,  superb  in  its  entirety,  reflecting  great 
credit  upon  the  good  taste  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Right  Il- 
lustrious Calvin  W.  Prather,  is  illuminated  with  portraits  of 
the  several  Past  Grand  Masters  since  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Council,  fifty  years  ago,  and  will  be  an  enduring  mem- 
orial of  their  Companions  who  have  brought  Cryptic  Masonry 
to  its  high  state  of  perfection  in  Indiana.  Among  the  many 
letters  in  reply  to  invitations  to  be  present  on  this  occasion, 
we  find  one  from  our  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  A.  B. 
Andrews,  Jr.,  expressing  his  regrets  at  not  being  able  to  at- 
tend, and  wishing  all  good  things  to  our  Indiana  Companions 
in  the  years  to  come. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (40  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Most  Illustrious.  Companion  Henry  W.  Mordhurst,  Past 
Grand  Master,  and  is  a brief,  though  comprehensive,  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  thirty  Grand  Bodies,  and  among  these 
we  find  that  ISTorth  Carolina  for  1905  gets  one-fourth  of  a 
page. 

He  finds  nothing  worthy  of  comment  in  the  address  of  our 
Grand  Master,  and  as  there  was  no  report  last  year,  we  escape 
criticism,  and  thus  all  is  lovely.

11th  Annual.  Oklahoma  City.  Aprll  19,  1905. 

The  initial  page  contains  a portrait  of  Most  Illustrious 
W.  L.  Eagleton,  and  from  his  appearance,  we  infer  that  he 
is  well  taken  care  of  by  our  Companions  of  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory. The  best  of  good  things  to  eat,  are  to  be  found  here. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  five  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  one  Past  Grand  Master  of  Ark,  an  office  which 
seems  new  to  us  in  the  East,  and  must  be  a late  discovery. 
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There  were  Grand  Representatives  of  nine  sister  Jurisdic- 
tions, but  no  one  answered  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates 
from  seven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  gives  a brief,  but 
accurate  statement  of  the  work  accomplished  during  his  ad- 
ministration. He  had  no  deaths  to  report  in  his  own  and  only 
three  in  other  jurisdictions.  Dispensations  to  form  two  new 
Councils  were  granted.  He  had  not  visited  the  Councils,  but 
believes  that  the  Grand  Master  should  do  this  work.  Among 
the  recommendations,  we  note  that  he  wants  added  to  the  Con- 
stitution that  before  a dispensation  is  granted  to  other  than 
new  Councils,  the  Grand  Master  shall  receive  from  the  appli- 
cants $1,000,  which  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Grand  Recorder. 
This  needs  explanation,  and  as  it  stands,  must  act  as  an  estop- 
pel from  asking  anything  at  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $80.65. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (2  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  Chas.  C.  Kinsely,  and  is  a mere  synopsis  of  some 
of  the  reports,  giving  out  no  views  we  can  combat,  and  regrets 
that  the  “low  tide”  in  the  treasury  will  not  allow  a full  re- 
view. We  look  for  better  things  next  time.

6th  Annual.  Iowa  City.  Sept.  27,  1905. 

The  initial  page  of  the  neat  pamphlet  has  a well  executed 
portrait  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Geo.  R.  Turner, 
Grand  Master. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Treasurer  were  present, 
with  three  Most  Illustrious  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand 
Representatives  from  sixteen  sister  States,  but  none  from 
North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fifteen  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 
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The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (11  pp.)  is  a concise  and 
comprehensive  review  of  the  year’s  work,  and  shows  that  he 
has  not  been  idle  in  keeping  up  an  interest  in  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  the  great  State  of  Iowa. 

Under  Necrology,  he  says : 

“Could  we  but  see  it,  the  setting  maul  of  the  grim  tyrant  Death  is 
ever  falling,  his  spade  is  ever  digging,  his  grave  is  ever  yawning  for  the 
victim.” 

During  the  past  year  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  has  not  been  exempted 
from  the  cruel,  cruel  harvest.  Eight  worthy  Companions  have  found 
the  door  of  death’s  dark  and  gloomy  chamber  left  open  for  their  recep- 
tion, and  have  entered  to  meet  that  Presence  that  faith  alone  can  see, 
but  where  blind  confidence  beholds  the  illuminated  splendors  of  light 
eternal. 

I recommend  that  a memorial  page  be  set  apart  in  our  proceedings  as 
a token  of  our  respects  to  the  memories  of  these  departed  Companions. 


Most  Illustrious  Past  Grand  Master  Alnion  R.  Dewey  died 
during  the  year,  highly  honored  and  deeply  mourned  by  all. 
The  list  of  distinguished  dead  of  other  jurisdictions  is  given, 
and  he  recommends  that  memorial  pages  be  set  apart. 

Two  new  Councils  were  constituted  and  officers  installed. 
Of  the  condition  of  the  order,  he  reports  a total  membership 
of  1,000  ; a gain  of  117.  He  thinks  with  more  than  nine  thou- 
sand Royal  Arch  Masons,  as  material  to  draw  from,  there 
should  be  a larger  number  seeking  the  Council  Degrees. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a balance  of  $1,326.70. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  one  charter  surrendered,  and 
that  the  net  increase  was  one  hundred  and  seventeen  for  the 
year,  making  the  total  membership  one  thousand. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (42  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Most  Illustrious  Companion  W.  F.  Cleveland,  Past  Grand 
Master,  and  is  a brief  synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty- 
two  Grand  Bodies,  many  of  them  being  for  two  years.  We 
find  Uorth  Carolina  for  1904-5  receives  full  share  of  attention 
in  two  pages  of  kindly  review.  He  questions  if  the  continua- 
tion of  Grand  Masters  in  office  is  for  the  best  interests  of 
Cryptic  Masonry.  We  assent,  and  have  been  changing  every 
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year  in  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery,  but  hereto- 
fore we  have  been  unable  to  find  men  willing  to  undertake  the 
work  in  the  Council.  After  this,  we  will  be  likely  to  try  the 
rotation  plan,  for  we  believe  it  will  work  well.  Our  Compan- 
ion Andrews  has  made  us  such  a good,  energetic  officer  that 
we  have  not  hesitated  to  put  the  work  upon  him.  He  refers 
to  this  again  in  his  review  of  1905,  and  says  they  did  it  in 
their  jurisdiction  in  all  the  orders,  but  have  learned  better  in 
recent  years.  We  would  have  written  a report  last  year,  Com- 
panion, but  were  admonished  of  “low  tide”  in  the  treasury, 
and  asked  to  “hold  up.”

KANSAS. 

37th  Annual.  Wichita.  Feb.  13,  1905. 

The  initial  page  is  embellished  with  a portrait  of  Most 
Illustrious  Jno.  Calvin  Postleth waite,  Grand  Master. 

All  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Master,  Chaplain  and 
Steward  were  present,  with  nine  Past  Grand  blasters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-one  sister  States,  no  one 
answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  nine  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

We  find  that  a western  blizzard  prevailed  with  the  following 
results : 

A severe  storm  with  snow,  wind  and  very  low  temperature  had  been 
raging  for  the  preceding  forty  eight  hours,  delaying  and  blockading 
trains,  and  interfering  greatly  with  railroad  traffic.  Many  members  of 
Grand  Council  were  deterred  from  leaving  home ; some  were  snow-bound 
on  trains,  and  several  failed  to  reach  Wichita  until  after  the  close  of  the 
Assembly.  Among  these  was  the  Grand  Master,  his  train  not  reaching 
Wichita  until  the  morning  after  the  close  of  the  Grand  Council. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  was  furnished 
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for  publication  with  the  proceedings,  though  not  read  to  the 
Grand  Council.  He  gives  a good  account  of  his  year’s  work 
and  evinces  great  interest  in  it.  He  says : 

From  every  part  of  our  glorious  State  comes  the  glad  message  of 
peace,  happiness  and  plenty.  Not  a single  discordant  note  has  been 
sounded  within  the  secret  vault.  The  divine  command  to  “love  one 
another”  appears  to  have  been  obeyed,  and  in  many  instances  most 
beautifully  exemplified.  We  have  realized  the  force  of  the  truth  that 
it  is  “good  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity.”  In  all,  and  through 
all,  we  are  permitted  to  behold  the  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies 
of  the  giver  of  all  good.  Almighty  God,  unto  whom  we  make  grateful  and 
reverential  acknowledgment,  with  sincere  and  thankful  hearts. 

Under  Necrology  he  calls  attention  to  the  death  of  Illus- 
trious Companion  Jacob  I).  Rush,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, which  occurred  October  26,  1904.  He  had  been  faithful 
in  all  things  and  always  efficient.  He  constituted  one  new 
Council  and  made  an  official  visit  to  another,  where  good  will 
and  good  cheer  prevailed,  and  every  moral  and  social  virtue 
seemed  to  cement  the  brotherhood  into  one  band,  having  for 
their  object  the  enjoyment  of  all.  He  says  the  demand  for 
dispensations  had  been  very  light.  He  tells  us  of  an  incident 
which  will  be  pleasing  to  all : 

It  was  my  privilege  and  great  pleasure  to  make  an  official  examination 
of  what  is  known  throughout  the  Masonic  world  as  Cryptic  Rock,  on  the 
summit  of  Pike’s  Peak.  I have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  rock,  with 
its  valued  treasures,  continues  to  maintain  its  majestic  and  imposing 
situation.  It  appears  to  be  a place  of  interest,  attracting  all  visitors 
to  it  and  exciting  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  many  tourists,  while 
others,  less  susceptible,  irreverently  climb  within  the  enclosure,  and 
tramp  beneath  their  feet  the  beautiful  bronze  tablet  which  covers  the 
memorial  deposit,  the  railing  serving  as  a safeguard  to  keep  the  visitors 
from  falling  as  they  peer  over  into  the  awful  abyss,  four  thousand  feet 
below. 

And  further  speaks  of  it  as  a silent  monitor. 

This  lone  sentinel  of  Cryptic  Masonry  wields,  and  will  continue  to 
wield,  an  untold  silent  influence,  in  pointing  the  traveler  to  its  most 
beautiful  and  sublime  degrees.  It  serves  as  an  inspiration  to  the  Mason 
who  is  privileged  to  behold  it,  to  earnestly  inquire,  what  is  this?  What 
spirit  of  devotion  actuated  the  men  who  placed  this  here?  What  truth 
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caused  these  records  to  be  entombed  above  the  clouds  for  the  enlighten- 
ment of  future  generations?  And  to  answer  these  questions,  the  inquir- 
ing mind  will  naturally  seek  for  that  light  that  is  only  revealed  through 
the  Cryptic  degrees. 

And  another,  and  another,  and  still  others  will,  by  this  silent  influ- 
ence, be  added  to  the  circle  all  along  the  ages  to  come,  as  a result  of  the 
power  of  the  lone  sentinel  upon  that  mighty  historical  peak. 

I respectfully  recommend  that  some  addition  be  made  to  the  guards 
or  railing,  to  prevent  people  from  using  Cryptic  Rock  as  a lookout,  and 
thereby  protect  the  bronze  tablet  from  becoming  defaced  by  the  continual 
tramping  upon  the  letters  engraved  thereon. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $701.78. 

The  Grand  Recorder  thinks  the  work  of  the  year  indicates 
continued  improvement. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (44  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Illustrious  Companion  Shaver,  also  the  Grand  Secretary.  It 
is  a brief  summary  of  all  things  done  to  give  an  intelligent 
idea  of  the  state  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  the  States  reviewed. 
It  is  his  seventh  review,  and  no  less  interesting  than  the 
others.  His  report  consists  of  an  able  review  of  thirty-three 
Grand  Bodies,  and  among  them  North  Carolina  for  1904  re- 
ceives one  full  page  of  fraternal  mention.  We  thank  the  Com- 
panion for  kind  reference  to  our  work.

78th  Annual.  Louisville.  Oct.  16,  1905. 

The  initial  page  greets  us  with  a portrait  of  Most  Illus- 
trious Companion  Joseph  IT.  Ewalt,  Grand  Master.  Tie 
seems  to  be  robust  and  in  the  best  of  health. 

All  Grand  Officers  except  Captain  of  the  Guard  were  p res- 
ent, with  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  twenty-four  sister  States,  no  one  answering  for  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fourteen  Chartered  Councils  and 
four  H.  D. 
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The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  gives  in  brief 
terms  the  work  done  in  his  office  during  the  past  year,  and  he 
seems  encouraged  by  the  large  attendance,  which  convinces 
him  of  increased  interest  in  the  advancement  of  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry in  Kentucky. 

He  is  grieved  to  note  the  death  of  one  greatly  beloved,  viz. : 
Illustrious  Companion  Wm.  Ryan,  Past  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  for  many  years  had  been  a familiar  figure  in  their  assem- 
blies, ever  efficient  and  ever  faithful. 

One  charter  was  arrested  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  no 
returns  for  several  years. 

ITe  granted  permission  to  start  six  Councils  H.  I).,  and  to 
six  to  resume  labor,  after  years  of  inactivity.  He  constituted 
one  Council  and  installed  its  officers. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $238.71. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reported  the  death  of  Most  Illustrious 
Comp.  Jno.  Clarke,  Past  Grand  Master,  which  had  been  pre- 
viously overlooked.  He  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of  85  years. 
He  had  wrought  well  in  his  Master’s  service  and  the  cause 
of  Masonry,  and  his  reward  is  sure. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (11  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Most  Illustrious  Companion  B.  B.  Grant,  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  is  a faithful  and  able  review  of  the  transactions  of  the 
several  Grand  Bodies  received,  and  among  these  we  find  that 
North  Carolina  failed  to  reach  his  table,  and  is,  therefore,  to 
our  regret,  not  mentioned  in  the  report.

19th  Annual.  New  Obleans.  Peb.  4,  1901. 

Several  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  absent  at  the  calling  of 
the  roll,  and  their  places  had  to  be  supplied  pro  tern.  There 
were  present  four  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Represen- 
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tatives  of  nine  sister  States,  Most  Illustrious  Comp.  Geo.  O. 
Elms  answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  five 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.),  though  brief, 
takes  in  all  the  items  of  interest  during  the  year.  He  con- 
stituted two  Councils  and  installed  their  officers,  and  again 
visited  them  until  they  were  firmly  established  and  showed 
signs  of  prosperity  and  great  success.  He  made  other  visits, 
which  were  most  helpful  to  all.  Wonderful  to  say,  he  had  no 
occasion  to  issue  a dispensation  during  his  term  of  office. 
Nor  did  he  make  a decision,  there  being  no  call  for  one. 

Under  Necrology,  he  says : 

I have  not  been  advised  of  the  passing  from  us  of  distinguished  Com- 
panions of  other  jurisdictions.  Our  own  official  circle  has  been  spared, 
and  while  some  of  us  may  see  the  golden  glint  of  life’s  western  sun,  the 
darkness  not  yet  has  come.  Some  of  our  Councils  regret  the  parting 
from  those  known  and  esteemed.  To  them  we  tender  our  sympathy. 

Our  Committee  on  Necrology  will  make  suitable  presentation  of  their 
merits  and  virtues  to  be  placed  with  other  pictures  on  memory’s  wall. 

He  enjoyed  his  attendance  on  the  General  Grand  Council 
at  Little  Rock  in  1903.  He  concludes  that  the  Arkansas 
Mason  has  in  his  lexicon  only  one  word,  and  that  is  “hospital- 
ity.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $511.88.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Captain  of  the  Guard,  Grand  Conductor  and  Grand  Steward 
were  present,  with  six  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
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tatives  of  eleven  sister  States,  Companion  Geo.  O.  Elms  ap- 
pearing for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  five  Subordi- 
nate Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  brief,  but  is 
an  epitome  of  the  transactions  in  his  office.  He  is  pained  to 
announce  the  death  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Samuel 
M.  Todd,  Past  Grand  Master,  which  occurred  February  1. 
He  was  held  in  high  esteem.  Of  him,  he  says : “Our  Most 
Illustrious  Companion  has  played  his  part  grandly  in  the 
drama  of  life,  and  the  curtain  falls  upon  a tear-stricken  audi- 
ence and  a sorrowing  brotherhood. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Hite,  he  says : 


Cryptic  Masonry,  during  the  past  year,  while  in  a measure  active,  did 
not  reach  that  advancement  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  which  I had 
hoped  for;  however,  it  is  'with  pleasure  that  I report  to  you  that  our 
membership,  according  to  the  report  of  our  Illustrious  Companion  Recor- 
der, will  show  a healthy  increase,  and  the"  future  progress  of  the  Rite 
in  this  State  is  very  encouraging. 

Two  new  Councils  were  constituted  and  the  officers  in- 
stalled. Not  a decision  was  called  for  or  made. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $527.13.

The  initial  page  is  embellished  with  the  picture  of  Most 
Illustrious-  Companion  M.  F.  King,  Grand  Master,  and  he 
seems  to  fill  all  the  space  allowed  by  the  camera,  and  must  ap- 
proach the  weight  of  this  writer,  who  generally  tips  the  scales 
at  250  and  upwards. 
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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  eleven  Most 
Illustrious  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-four  sister  States,  but  no  one  responds  for  North  Caro- 
lina, and  delegates  from  fourteen  of  the  sixteen  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  reads  like  the  business 
document  that  it  is,  and  shows  that  the  interests  of  the  Cryp- 
tic Rite  in  Maine  lay  close  to  his  heart,  and  that  he  was  will- 
ing to  spend  and  be  spent  in  its  service.  He  first  calls  atten- 
tion to  two  deaths  in  the  list  of  Past  Grand  Masters,  viz. : 
Marquis  F.  King  and  Horace  IT.  Burbank,  both  of  whom  had 
filled  important  places  in  the  Masonry  of  Maine,  and  their 
impress  for  good  will  long  be  felt  by  all  the  orders.  He  also 
gives  the  list  of  the  fraternal  dead  in  other  States.  Very 
many  dispensations  were  required,  and  nearly  all  the  Coun- 
cils wanted  to  be  permitted  to  ballot  out  of  the  usual  time. 
He  visited  four  Councils  officially,  for  the  good  of  all  con- 
cerned. He  reports  a fair  condition  as  existing  in  all  the 
Councils  but  one.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Principal 
Conductor  of  the  work  made  good  use  of  their  time,  in  visita- 
tions and  other  means  of  promoting  the  general  welfare  of  the 
Councils  assigned  them. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $838.02. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (29  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Illustrious  Companion  Albro  E.  Chase,  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  is  a very  concise  epitome  of  the  transactions  for  the  year 
among  the  Grand  Councils  reviewed.  He  gives  North  Caro- 
lina for  1005  one-half  page,  in  which  he  gives  the  state  of  the 
Craft,  and  makes  no  allusion  to  our  general  condition.  As 
we  had  no  report  on  Correspondence,  we  have  nothing  to  dis- 
cuss.

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MASSACHUSETTS. 

78th  Annuax.  Boston.  Sept.  14,  1904. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Conductor  and  Steward 
were  present,  with  four  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives from  fourteen  sister  States,  including  Illustrious 
Companion  James  B.  Gardner  for  North  Carolina,  and  dele- 
gates from  nineteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  makes  good 
reading,  and  is  a faithful  account  of  the  work  accomplished. 
Under  Necrology  he  has  little  to  report,  death  having  dealt 
blows  sparingly  in  their  midst,  none  in  the  official  circle,  but 
a few  here  and  there  in  the  Councils  finished  their  work  and 
left  to  receive  their  reward.  Many  visitations  were  made  by 
the  three  principal  Grand  Officers,  and  their  reports  show 
that  they  carried  good  cheer  and  lasting  benefits  wherever 
they  went.  Special  assemblies  are  held  in  this  jurisdiction 
for  the  exemplification  of  the  work,  and  lasting  good  is  the 
result.  A charter  for  one  new  Council  was  granted,  and  of  it 
he  says : 

I am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  a high  standard  of  work  has  been 
attained,  and  that  Milford  Council  is  out  of  debt  and  well  equipped  to 
do  whatever  our  regulations  may  require. 

Very  few  dispensations  were  required,  and  this  of  itself 
shows  a healthy  condition  of  affairs,  and  besides,  no  occasion 
had  arisen  calling  for  a decision,  and  hence  none  are  reported. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,125.44. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  the  total  membership  of 
G,570,  which  is  a loss  of  91  for  the  year.  This  is  accounted 
for  in  the  fact  that  the  number  of  suspended  and  deaths  were 
unusually  large,  pruning  the  lists  being  the  order  of  the  day. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (63  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Illustrious  Companion  J.  Gilman  Waite,  who  is  one  of  our 
best  reporters,  and  as  this  is  his  seventh  effort,  he  is  no  novice 
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in  the  business.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty  Grand 
Bodies,  including  North  Carolina  for  1901,  to  which  he  gives 
nearly  three  pages  of  fraternal  notice.  He  notes  the  visit  of 
our  Grand  Master  to  Columbian  Council  No.  1,  the  oldest 
in  the  world,  where  he  received  the  Super-Excellent  Master’s 
Degree.  That  is  rather  higher  than  many  Tarheels  have 
climbed  as  yet,  and  perhaps  it  will  be  well  not  to  try,  for  fear 
of  swimming  in  the  head.  He  makes  kind  reference  to  our 
report,  and  quotes  nearly  a page  from  it.

I7th  Annual.  Detroit.  Jan.  16,  1905. 

The  initial  page  contains  a portrait  of  Most  Illustrious  Dal- 
las M.  Alton,  Grand  Master.  The  artist  made  it  so  dark  on 
one  side,  we  can  scarcely  tell  whether  the  likeness  is  good  or 
not.  He  seems  to  be  a Shriner,  and  if  so,  he  is  not  always  in 
gloom  and  shadow. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fifteen  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-five 
States,  Illustrious  Companion  Traverse  Phillips  answering 
for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  sixty-one  Subordinate 
Councils,  only  four  of  the  entire  number  being  unrepresented. 
This  is  a magnificent  showing. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp.)  is  a good  paper, 
and  shows  that  “the  year  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  and 
one  in  which  the  utmost  harmony  prevails  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  Cryptic  Rite.”  After  discussing  the  various 
causes  which  impede  the  growth  of  Councils,  he  says : 

“Pluck  wins!”  It  always  wins,  though  days  be  slow  and  night  be 
dark  ’twixt  days  that  come  and  go.  Still  pluck  will  win;  its  average 
is  sure ; he  wins  the  flglit  who  can  the  most  endure.  Who  faces  issues, 
he  who  never  shirks,  who  waits  and  watches  and  who  always  works. 
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He  rejoices  that  death  had  not  entered  their  secret  vault 
during  the  year,  but  he  mourns  with  those  of  sister  jurisdic- 
tions who  have  had  to  bury  their  loved  ones.  Only  two  Coun- 
cils were  visited.  He  pays  well  merited  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  Companion  Conover,  and  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
Companion  Goodrich. 

He  visited  the  Masonic  Home  and  found  everything  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $2,587.42. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  shows  a net  gain  of  381. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (68  pp.)  is  presented  by 
the  able  and  genial  Companion  Chas.  A.  Conover,  who  but 
recently  has  taken  up  the  reportorial  pen,  and  after  perusing 
his  reports  one  wonders  why  he  has  been  so  long  undiscovered. 
He  reviews  like  a veteran  the  proceedings  of  thirty  Grand 
Bodies,  North  Carolina  for  1904,  which  receives  two  pages 
of  kindly  mention.  He  pays  much  attention  to  the  address 
of  Grand  Master  Andrews  and  to  our  report.  He  commends 
the  report  and  especially  the  review  of  Michigan.  He  makes 
several  quotations.  Companion,  you  have  one  landmark  left 
which  ties  us  on  to  Michigan.  That  old  Masonic  warrior, 
Hugh  McCurdy,  has  been  to  us  an  inspiration  lo  these  many 
years,  and  we  trust  lie  may  outlive  us  to  bless  and  comfort 
the  entire  fraternity  in  this  country.  Long  live  McCurdy.

In  spite  of  parting  his  hair  in  the  middle  he 
has  a very  attractive  face,  and  doubtless  is  considered  a good 
looking  fellow. 
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All  the  Grand  Officers  except  Chaplain,  Marshal  and 
Steward  were  present,  with  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-four  sister  States,  Com- 
panion A.  Brandenburg  answering  for  North  Carolina,  and 
delegates  from  seven  Subordinate  Councils.

He  gives  the  list 
of  distinguished  dead  of  other  jurisdictions.

answering  for  Worth  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  thirty-one 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  pp.)  was  a well 

written  document,  and  in  concise  terms  gave  a synopsis  of  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  year  just  closed.  We  give  his 
opening  remarks,  which  will  explain  many  things : 

I greet  yon  on  this,  the  Semi-Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  first  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Missis- 
sippi. Not  as  I had  ardently  hoped  and  wished — but  from  a bed  of  sick- 
ness and  a heart  full  of  sorrow. 

I am  unable  to  give  such  a report  of  my  stewardship  as  is  due  you 
from  one  you  have  so  often  honored  as  your  Grand  Master — yet  think 
of  me  kindly,  remembering  that  we  propose,  but  the  God  of  our  fathers 
disposes,  and  to  His  will  we  must  ever  humbly  bow,  and  therefore  we 
will  ever  say:  “0  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  nations;  praise  Him  all  ye 
people.  For  His  merciful  kindness  is  great  toward  us:  and  the  truth 
of  the  Lord  endureth  forever.  Praise  ye  the  Lord.” — Psalms  CXVII. 

He  gives  a brief  history  of  the  formation  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Mississippi,  and  gives  some  items  of  interest  con- 
cerning the  men  who  took  an  active  part  in  the  Cryptic  Rite 
of  that  time.  Wish  we  could  copy  all  he  said  in  this  connec- 
tion, for  it  forms  part  of  the  history  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in 
this  country  and  is  intensely  interesting  to  the  student  of 
Masonic  development  from  its  early  beginnings.  He  made  no 
decisions  and  granted  no  dispensations — none  having  been 
called  for.  He  recommended  that  the  Ritual  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  be  adopted.  He  devotes  one  page  of  the  ad- 
dress to  the  distinguished  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  ten  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-two  States,  no  one 
appearing  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  eleven  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (9  pp.)  is  a well  written 
document,  and  gives  in  perspicuous  style  the  workings  of  the 
Rite  for  the  past  year. 

lie  states  that  on  assuming  office  as  Grand  Master,  he  was 
tilled  with  hope  of  being  able  to  visit  most  of  the  Councils, 
but- — (the  tune  is  familiar).  However,  several  Councils  were 
visited,  and  all  derived  good  therefrom.  He  pays  suitable 
tribute  to  the  dead  of  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions.  Quite 
a large  number  of  dispensations  were  granted  for  the  usual 
purposes,  such  as  balloting  and  electing  out  of  time.  The  fol- 
lowing is  unique: 

A request  was  received  from  Arcana  Council  No.  16,  at  Harrisonville, 
for  a duplicate  charter,  the  original  having  been  lost  in  a fire.  On  in- 
vestigation, it  was  ascertained  that  the  duplicate  charter  had  been  issued 
some  four  years  ago.  The  Council,  after  making  strict  search,  found  it 
among  the  rubbish  and  restored  it  to  its  proper  place. 


Now  the  question  comes  up,  what  about  the  legality  of  the 
work  done  by  that  Council  while  the  charter  was  in  the  rub- 
bish ? Will  the  “actual  presence”  advocates  say  that  it  was 
illegal  ? If  so,  what  is  to  be  done  ? Perhaps  Companion  Le- 
voy,  of  South  Dakota,  can  answer.  We  give  the  report  in  full, 
anent  the  Masonic  Home,  which  is  the  pride  of  Missouri 
Masonry : 


Your  Committee  on  the  Masonic  Home  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in 
common  with  all  branches  of  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  we 
point  with  pride  to  this  silent  monument  erected  in  the  name  of  Mason- 
ry, conducted  by  and  for  Masons,  and  express  the  regret  that  this  Grand 
Council  is  not  financially  in  condition  to  aid  it  in  a more  substantial 
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manner  than  by  an  expression  of  words.  May  it  continue  to  be  the 
pride  of  every  Missouri  Mason,  is  the  wish  of  your  Committee. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,854.15. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (28  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Illustrious  Companion  Wm.  IT.  Mayo,  who  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a century  has  been  a working  force  in  the  Masonic 
field  of  endeavor  in  Missouri.  He  gives  a brief  synopsis  of 
the  proceedings  reviewed,  and  among  the  States  which  came 
to  his  table,  we  find  North  Carolina  for  1904,  which  comes 
in  for  one-fourth  of  a page.  He  seemed  to  think  our  conclu- 
sion was  the  best  part,  and  copied  it.  Thanks,  Companion.

Recorder,  and  is  a most  excellent  compilation  of  the  most  im- 
portant transactions  in  the  several  Grand  Bodies  reviewed. 
Thirty-four  States  pass  in  review,  and  Forth  Carolina  for 
1904  comes  in  for  one  page  of  kindly  mention.  He  copies  the 
conclusion  of  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Andrews.  He  also 
speaks  well  of  our  report  and  copies  the  conclusion  also.

HEW  JERSEY. 

47th  Annual.  Trenton.  March  21,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Steward  were  present, 
with  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  fifteen  States,  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Edgar  L. 
Brown  appearing  for  Forth  Carolina,  and  delegates  from 
five  Subordinate  Councils. 
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The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  gives  in  detail 
the  various  transactions  in  his  office,  and  his  work  was  well 
done.  The  usual  dispensations  were  granted  to  facilitate 
work  in  the  Councils,  and  all  of  them  were  approved.  He 
says  of  visitations : 

It  was  my  intention  to  visit  each  Council  at  some  stated  Assembly, 
but  differing  from  my  purpose.  T called  personally  upon  the  officers  and 
conferred  with  them  regarding  conditions  and  progress  of  work. 

This  is  apparently  a new  departure,  but  seems  to  be  a good 
substitute  when  the  Council  cannot  be  visited  by  the  Grand 
Master.  Of  decisions,  he  says : 

Such  decisions  and  wisdom  being  manifest  in  the  various  proceedings 
and  deliberations  of  this  Grand  Council  in  former  years,  no  questions 
have  arisen  for  special  decisions,  other  than  that  provided  by  our  Con- 
stitution and  General  Regulations. 

Under  Necrology  he  has  nothing  to  report  in  his  own,  and 
proceeds  to  give  the  list  of  distinguished  dead  of  other  juris- 
dictions. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $135.17. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  the  total  membership  as  676, 
which  is  a gain  of  51  for  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (31  pp.)  has  no  name  of  the 
author  at  the  beginning  or  the  ending,  but  we  make  a guess 
that  it  was  prepared  by  Most  Illustrious  Jno.  B.  Bertholf. 
But  no  matter  who  wrote  it,  it  is  a good  one,  and  well  repays 
perusal,  if  there  is  no  one  to  father  it.  It  is  a very  correct 
and  concise  statement  of  all  matters  of  interest  in  the  various 
proceedings  reviewed,  which  are  thirty-six.  North  Carolina 
for  1904  receives  one  page  of  kindly  notice.  He  makes  some 
extracts  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Andrews,  and 
gives  in  full  the  conclusion  of  our  report,  we  trust  approv- 
ingly.

96tii  Annual.  Brooklyn.  Aug.  29,  1905. 

Two  portraits  adorn  the  opening  pages  of  the  superb  pam- 
phlet, viz. : Most  Illustrious  Companion  Jno.  L.  Brothers, 
Grand  Master  in  1888 ; Most  Illustrious  Companion  Irving 
L’Hommedien,  the  present  Grand  Master. 

All  of  the  Grand  officers  were  present,  with  eleven  Past 
Grand  Masters,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-six  sister 
States,  Illustrious  Companion  Jno.  L.  Judge  answering  for 
North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  twenty-three  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Plaster  (11  pp.)  is  well  con- 
ceived and  admirably  well  written,  and  shows  that  much  work 
was  done  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  Cryptic  Rite  during 
the  year. 

Under  Necrology  he  gives  the  list  of  the  distinguished  dead 
in  his  own  and  other  ■ jurisdictions.  No  official  members 
of  the  Grand  Council  had  been  called  away,  but  the  Subordi- 
nates suffered  much  in  the  loss  of  beloved  Companions.  In 
the  outset  of  his  administration  he  assigned  Councils  to  each 
officer  of  the  Grand  Council,  down  to  Steward  and  Chaplain, 
for  visitations,  and  nearly  every  one  did  good  work,  so  that 
nearly  every  Council  in  this  large  jurisdiction  was  visited,  to 
the  great  pleasure  and  benefit  of  all  concerned.  Among  the 
decisions,  we  find  the  following: 

December  8,  1904,  Thrice  Illustrious  Edward  H.  Lisk,  Master  of  Bloss 
Council  No.  14.  propounded  the  following  question:  “Is  it  necessary  to 
put  the  seal  of  the  Council  on  the  summons  in  order  that  the  summons 
may  be  lawful  and  mandatory:  or,  in  other  words,  is  it  a lawful  sum- 
mons without  the  seal  of  the  Council  ?” 

In  my  reply,  I was  largely  controlled  by  the  practice  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  inasmuch  as  our  Constitution  is  silent  upon  the  question,  and 
I decided  that  a summons  signed  by  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Master,  no 
matter  whether  the  seal  was  attached  or  not,  was  lawful. 


We  do  not  know  how  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council 
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of  New  York  regards  this,  but  it  was  approved  by  the  Commit- 
tee. We  have  always  been  under  the  impression  that  a sum- 
mons in  any  of  the  orders,  to  be  legal,  must  have  the  seal  of 
Lodge,  Chapter,  etc.  It  may  be  different  in  the  Council,  but 
we  prefer  the  seal  every  time.  Only  eleven  dispensations 
were  called  for,  which  seems  very  remarkable  in  so  large  a 
jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $534.78.  This 
seems  small  when  we  consider  the  large  membership  of  5,115. 
The  net  increase  was  255. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (57  pp.)  is  presented  by 
a committee  of  three,  Jno.  W.  Coburn,  Thos.  J.  Bishop, 
Clias.  M.  Colton.  It  is  a capital  review  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  thirty-one  Grand  Bodies,  but  North  Carolina  had  no 
Report  on  Correspondence,  but  as  Most  Illustrious  Companion 
Andrews  was  in  attendance  on  the  Grand  Council  in  Yew 
York,  he  gave  the  reporter  a synopsis  of  our  proceedings,  or 
we  should  not  have  appeared  at  all  in  this  excellent  report. 
We  hope  to  be  there  on  time  this  year.

76th  Annual.  Springfield.  Oct.  3,  1905. 

The  initial  page  contains  a portrait  of  Most  Illustrious 
Companion  Yelson  Williams,  Grand  Master. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fifteen  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty  sister  States, 
Companion  Wm.  E.  Banta  answering  for  North  Carolina,  and 
delegates  from  sixty  Chartered  Councils  and  three  IT.  D. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (22  pp.)  is  a well  writ- 
ten document,  and  up  to  the  requirements  of  such  a large 
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and  important  Grand  Jurisdiction,  which  ranks  first  on  the 
roll  of  Grand  Councils  as  to  membership. 

Of  the  conditions,  he  says : 

The  net  gain  in  membership  this  year  is  considerably  less  than  last 
year,  and  1 am  unable  to  give  the  cause.  However,  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Recorder  will  show  a net  gain  of  662  during  the  fiscal  year,  which 
I think  is  quite  a satisfactory  increase.  No  grievance  lias  been  reported 
to  me  during  the  year,  and  I have  made  no  decision  on  Masonic  law  of 
sufficient  importance  to  be  embodied  in  this  report. 

He  is  thankful  that  none  of  their  official  family  had  been 
taken  during  the  past  year,  but  he  records  the  fact  “that  93 
good  and  loyal  Companions  had  laid  aside  their  working  tools 
and  responded  to  the  summons  of  the  Grim  Reaper.”  He 
pays,  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  highly  honored  and  greatly 
distinguished  in  his  day  and  generation,  viz. : Reuben  C.  Lem- 
mon, who  had  been  in  the  highest  offices  within  the  gift  of  his 
brethren,  and  has  now  ceased  from  his  labors,  leaving  a name 
as  an  example  to  all  worthy  of  imitation.  His  picture,  a capi- 
tal likeness,  adorns  a memorial  page,  and  under  it  we  find  this 
record : 

Most  Worthy  Past  Grand  Master  Grand  Lodge  F.  & A.  M.  of  Ohio, 
Most  Excellent  Past  Grand  High  Priest  R.  A.  M.  of  Ohio,  Most  Excel- 
lent Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  R.  A.  M., 
U.  S.  A. 

He  then  proceeds  to  give  a list  of  the  distinguished  dead  of 
other  jurisdictions.  Early  in  his  administration  he  divided 
the  Councils  among  the  Grand  Officers  for  visitation,  and  thus 
nearly  every  Council  in  the  State  had  the  attention  they 
needed  and  deserved,  and  from  the  reports  all  the  Councils  in 
the  State,  except  two,  were  inspected.  These  inspectors  re- 
ceived the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Master  for  the  usual  amount  of 
energy  displayed  by  them  in  the  inspections  made.  Two  new 
Councils  were  inspected  and  their  officers  installed.  The 
usual  number  of  special  dispensations  were  granted. 

Two  new  Councils  were  started  H.  D. 
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lie  gives  a case  which  may  prove  interesting  to  our  “actual 
presence”  Companions,  as  it  has  been  to  us.  In  1827  the 
Grand  Inspector-General  of  the  33rd  degree  of  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  and  acting  as  agent  of  the  Supreme 
Council  in  the  United  States,  granted  a charter  to  a requisite 
number  of  Companions  residing  in  Cincinnati,  authorizing 
them  to  form  themselves  into  a just  and  legal  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters.  This  charter  was  afterwards  either  sur- 
rendered or  taken  up,  and  no  charter  lias  ever  been  issued  to 
Cincinnati  Council  Eo.  1 by  the  Grand  Council.  So  that  it 
appears  that  for  three-fourths  of  a century,  the  oldest  Council 
in  the  State  has  been  existing  without  a dispensation  or  a 
charter.  Will  Companion  Levoy  take  this  case  and  give  us 
his  decision  as  to  the  legality  of  the  work  done  all  these  years  ? 
He  visited  several  Councils  during  the  year,  with  the  best 
results. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $5,693.06. 

The  following  is  copied  from  the  report  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  which  will  be  of  interest: 

The  year  just  past  has  been  one  of  continued  usefulness  of  this  great 
charity.  The  number  of  inmates  is  very  near  up  to  the  full  capacity 
of  the  present  buildings.  There  were,  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1905,  the 
following  on  our  rolls,  viz.:  Men,  67  of  an  average  age  of  73  years; 

women,  37  of  an  average  age  of  73  years;  boys,  29  of  an  average  age  of 
12  years;  girls,  27  of  an  average  age  of  12  years. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (77  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Most  Illustrious  Companion  W.  M.  Cunningham,  Past  Grand 
M aster,  and  is  a comprehensive  and  well  written  review  of  the 
proceedings  of  thirty-five  States,  with  North  Carolina  for 
1904,  to  which  he  assigns  two  pages  of  kindly  mention.  He 
gives  the  statistics  of  our  Grand  Council,  copies  several  items 
from  the  Grand  Master’s  Address,  and  speaks  of  our  report 
as  “an  interesting  paper,”  giving  our  conclusion  in  full,  for 
all  of  which,  thanks.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Grand  Master,  who 
died  during  the  year,  wTere  present,  with  four  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  six  sister  States,  no  one 
answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  four  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  acting  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  is  a brief 
synopsis  of  the  work  accomplished  and,  from  the  brevity  of 
the  address,  he  was  not  burdened  with  work.  He  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  sudden  death  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Sey- 
more Chipman,  which  occurred  December  15,  1905.  A suit- 
able tribute  to  his  memory  was  sent  out  to  all  Councils  and 
Grand  Councils.  The  address  treats  mostly  of  charity,  and 
recommends  that  the  proper  officers  be  empowered  to  remit 
fees  for  the  degrees,  when  they  think  it  will  be  for  the  good  of 
the  order.  He  reported  no  business  in  the  office  of  his  prede 
cessor,  and  the  only  business  in  his  administration  was  to 
grant  dispensations  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  thirteen  candi- 
dates. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  that  one  new  Council  was 
started  IT.  D. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $251.85.

59th  Annual.  Altoona.  Feb.  28,  1905. 

The  initial  page  of  the  neat  pamphlet  is  embellished  with 
a portrait  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  D.  0.  McCallom, 
Grand  Master. 
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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Marshal  and  Sentinel  were 
present,  with  nine  Past  Most  Puissant  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  thirteen  sister  States  (no  one 
answering  for  North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  fifteen 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (19  pp.)  is  emphatically 
a business  document,  and  in  well  expressed  language  gives  in 
full  the  workings  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  this  large  jurisdic- 
tion. He  congratulates  the  Grand  Council  upon  the  prosper- 
ous and  healthy  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  attributes  it  in  large  measure  to  the  successful  ad- 
ministration of  his  predecessor.  He  gives  a long  list  of  dis- 
tinguished Companions  in  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions 
who  have  succumbed  to  the  demands  of  the  Grim  Monster 
and  passed  beyond  the  vail.  The  Council  at  Scranton  was 
re-constituted,  from  which  we  presume  it  died  and  was  resur- 
rected and  put  to  work  a second  time.  He  visited  ten  Coun- 
cils, in  some  cases  attended  by  a number  of  the  Grand  Officers. 
They  were  received  everywhere  with  pleasure  and  much  good 
was  accomplished.  He  found  one  Council,  however,  in  sad 
plight,  and  commended  it  to  “the  mercies  of  his  worthy  suc- 
cessor.” Quite  a number  of  dispensations  were  granted  to 
ballot  and  elect  out  of  time.  No  decisions  were  asked  for  or 
made. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Rite,  he  says: 

There  is  only  one  report  coming  from  nearly  all  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions and  that  is  increase  not  only  in  membership,  but  a greater  interest 
and  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  Companions.  The  gain  of  449  in  member- 
ship is  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  was  only 
exceeded  by  one  Grand  Council  in  the  United  States,  and  that  was  our 
neighbor,  Ohio. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $1,771.34. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (45  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Most  Illustrious  Companion  Frank  W.  Marten'as,  Past  Grand 
Master,  and  also  the  Grand  Recorder,  and  although  his  first, 
will  compare  favorably  with  older  reporters,  and  we  cordially 
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welcome  him  to  a high  seat  at  our  table,  and  wish  for  him 
many  years’  opportunity  to  entertain  and  instruct  the  Com- 
panions of  his  and  other  jurisdictions.  He  reviews  the  proceed- 
ings of  thirty-three  Grand  Bodies  in  a style  both  perspicuous 
and  readable.  Among  them  we  find  that  ISTorth  Carolina 
comes  in  for  one  full  page  of  kindly  notice.  He  gives  some 
extracts  from  the  address  of  our  Grand  Master  and  notes 
the  absence  of  -T.  H.  Hackburn,  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Pennsylvania  near  the  Grand  Council  of  ISTorth  Carolina. 
As  he  is  a courting  man,  we  will  not  undertake  to  say  why  he 
was  not  present.  He  has  some  good  words  for  our  report  and 
copies  our  conclusion.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

46th  Annual.  Chahleston.  Feb.  14,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
were  present,  with  delegates  from  five  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  is  a brief 
though  well  written  statement  of  his  work  during  the  year, 
which  seems  not  to  have  been  particularly  burdensome.  Only 
three  dispensations  were  granted,  to  ballot  and  elect  officers 
out  of  time.  Flis  visitations  were  few,  but  his  intentions 
were  of  the  best.  Sickness  prevented  his  filling  an  engage- 
ment. He  had  some  correspondence  witb  the  Grand  Master 
of  Georgia  in  regard  to  jurisdiction,  and  a desire  was  ex- 
pressed by  the  latter  to  have  some  mutual  arrangement 
whereby  the  two  States  could  agree,  but  we  find  that  the 
Grand  Council  declined  to  take  up  the  matter,  as  their  posi- 
tion upon  the  question  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  was 
well  established. 
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lie  is  pleased  to  note  that  death  had  not  invaded  their 
official  ranks,  and  gives  the  list  in  other  jurisdictions.  He  is 
much  in  favor  of  Reports  on  Correspondence,  and  recom- 
mends that  they  be  continued.  We  assent.  The  Ritual  of 
the  General  Grand  Council  is  used  in  this  jurisdiction  and 
all  the  Councils  are  supplied. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Craft,  he  says : 

After  a careful  review  of  the  reports  of  almost  all  of  the  Grand 
Councils  with  which  this  Grand  Council  is  in  affiliation,  I can  unques- 
tionably report  a steady  and  certain  progress  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
this  broad  land  of  ours. 

While  our  progress  has  not  been  what  it  should  be,  still  we  can  report 
a gain,  and  1 sincerely  trust  the  “tide  in  our  affairs”  has  taken  a turn, 
and  the  good  old  ship  “Cryptic  Masonry”  will  advance  upon  the  bosom 
of  the  waters  until  she  reaches  the  “haven  of  prosperity.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $53.70. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (20  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Illustrious  Companion  Zimmerman  Davis,  and  is  a brief  but 
comprehensive  review  of  the  twenty-five  Grand  Bodies  re- 
ceived. We  find  that  North  Carolina  gets  nearly  thirteen 
lines,  but  this  was  sufficient  to  let  all  know  that  we  are  still 
alive  and  still  pursuing.  We  trust  these  reports  will  continue 
to  be  written  and  printed,  so  that  we  can  count  the  Palmetto 
State  as  one  of  the  “sisterin”  in  the  great  family  of  Grand 
Councils  and  that  we  shall  continue  to  hear  from  Companion 
Davis.

55th  Annual.  Nashville.  Jan.  23,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  reported  present,  with  eight 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  sixteen  sister 
States,  no  one  answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates 
from  fourteen  Subordinate  Councils. 
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The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3 ^ pp.)  is  a brief 
summary  of  the  work  accomplished.  He  reports  that  he  has 
a good  report  to  make. 

No  new  Councils  have  been  instituted  nor  have  any  dispensations 
been  granted  for  the  organization  of  new  Councils.  No  appeals  have 
been  presented  nor  official  rulings  been  asked  for. 

He  gave  permission  to  one  Council  to  ballot  out  of  time, 
and  visited  it  to  see  the  work  well  done.  The  degrees  were 
conferred  upon  seventeen  Companions,  and  he  says  the  ‘‘work 
was  excellently  well  done.’’  He  mourns  the  loss  by  death  of 
Most  Illustrious  Companion  A.  S.  Myers,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter. He  was  a pure  and  exemplary  Mason,  and  of  high  moral 
character.  He  gives  the  list  of  dead  in  sister  jurisdictions. 
He  reports  only  one  official  visitation  during  the  year.  As 
he  had  such  a good  time  then,  he  will  mourn  that  he  could 
not  have  done  more.  Hear : 

After  close  of  Council,  where  we  were  received  with  grand  honors,  we 
repaired  to  the  banquet  hall,  where  a sumptuous  collation  was  served, 
and  after  regaling  ourselves  with  bounteous  refreshments,  while  lis- 
tening to  the  strains  of  melody  and  sweet  sounds  of  a stringed  band, 
and  enjoying  cigars,  we  were  entertained  by  a number  of  most  elo- 
quent speeches  from  several  Past  Grand  Officers  and  other  distinguished 
Companions,  who  graced  the  occasion  by  their  presence. 

The  recollection  of  this  visit  will  ever  be  remembered  by  me  as  one 
of  the  most  pleasant  events  of  my  life,  and  while  memory  lasts,  the 
members  of  Nashville  Council  will  ever  hold  a warm  place  in  my  heart 
and  affections. 

One  Council  was  started  U.  D. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $314.47. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (10  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  M.  F.  Flenniken,  and  is  a brief  synopsis  of  the 
most  important  transactions  in  the  eighteen  proceedings  re- 
viewed. He  gives  to  Xorth  Carolina  for  1903  one-lialf  page 
of  fraternal  notice.  He  agrees  with  one  of  the  decisions 
made  by  our  Grand  Master.  We  quote  it  in  full: 
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Two  decisions  were  asked  for,  one  of  which  we  quote  in  full,  together 
with  the  decision,  and  heartily  agree  with  it  as  being  sound  Masonic 
law. 

The  first  was  upon  a question  propounded  by  the  Deputy  Master  of 
Enoch  Council,  whether  the  election  of  myself,  then  the  Thrice  Illus- 
trious Master  of  that  Council,  to  the  position  of  Grand  Master  (1)  va- 
cated the  office  of  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  so  as  to  necessitate  another 
election,  or  (2)  did  it  merely  suspend  that  officer  from  the  office,  and 
the  duties  devolve  upon  the  Deputy  Master,  or  (3)  could  the  officer  act 
in  both  capacities  at  the  same  time. 

I ruled  that  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  ancient  landmarks  of  Masonry 
for  a Mason,  acting  as  Master  of  his  Council,  to  sit  in  judgment  on 
matters  in  a Subordinate  Council  and  then  have  the  right  to  sit  as 
Grand  Master  upon  an  appeal  from  his  own  ruling. 

The  two  officers  being  incompatible,  the  officer  could  not  act  in  both 
at  the  same  time.  I further  ruled  that  the  election  as  Grand  Master 
suspended  the  officer  from  performing  the  duties  of  Master  of  Enoch 
Council,  and  these  duties  devolved  -on  the  Deputy  Master  by  virtue 
of  Iris  office  in  a similar  manner,  as  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Mas- 
ter from  the  city  of  jurisdiction  and  that  an  election  would  not  be 
proper.

VERMONT. 

52nd  Annual.  Burlington.  June  13,  1905. 

The  very  neat  pamphlet  opens  with  a portrait  of  Most  Il- 
lustrious Companion  Geo.  F.  Flanders,  Grand  Master,  on  the 
initial  page. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Marshal  and  Steward 
were  present,  with  six  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  eighteen  sister  States,  no  one  appearing  for  North 
Carolina,  and  delegates  from  fourteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

Idle  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (8  pp.)  is  written  in 
good  spirit,  and  is  a comprehensive  statement  of  his  year’s 
work.  He  refers  to  the  “sparkling  waters  of  the  Lake,  the 
cool  shade  of  the  sturdy  elms  and  the  invigorating  breeze 
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whispering  through  their  branches  of  rest  and  refreshment.” 
Plow  well  do  we  remember  all  these,  when  once  we  visited 
this  delightful  section  of  our  country,  and  stopped  over  in 
Burlington  en  route  to  that  great  freak  of  nature,  the  Au- 
sable  Chasm.  We  remember  that  trip,  though  made  several 
years  ago,  and  the  beautiful  and  savory  white  fish  of  Cham- 
plain were  to  us  a joy  never  to  be  forgotten. 

He  is  pleased  to  report  that  no  member  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil had  fallen  by  the  way  into  the  arms  of  death,  but  some  of 
the  Subordinates  had  suffered,  a list  of  which  he  gives.  Ho 
decisions  had  been  called  for.  A few  dispensations  were 
granted  for  the  usual  purposes.  Sickness  prevented  the 
scheme  of  visitations  he  had  arranged,  so  that  he  did  not  get 
to  one. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Rite,  he  says : 

So  far  as  I can  learn  we  have  not  a dormant  Council,  all  are  doing 
a good  amount  of  work,  and  I think  the  past  year  shows  an  average 
of  work  equal  to  almost  any  other,  and  peace  and  harmony  prevail 
throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

We  give,  as  of  general  interest,  an  account  of  a visit 
worthy  of  note : 

An  occasion  worthy  of  note  in  any  annual  report  was  the  reception 
given  to  Col.  Everett  C.  Benton,  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  of  the  Bos- 
ton Council  It.  & S.  M.,  entertaining  over  one  thousand  members  of 
Boston  Council  and  their  ladies  at  his  beautiful  country  home  at  Bel- 
mont. It  was  an  observance  marking  the  acquisition  of  the  one 
thousandth  member  of  Boston  Council. 

The  grounds,  covering  over  sixteen  acres,  situated  on  a hillside  over- 
looking the  surrounding  country,  were  artistically  decorated  with 
colored  electric  lights,  while  inside  the  buildings  potted  palms  and 
ferns  and  an  abundance  of  cut  flowers  added  to  the  beauty  of  the 
scene. 

This  courteous  recognition  of  the  Grand  Body  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  of  the  Green  Mountain  State  is  fully  appreciated  by  its  mem- 
bers, who  will  hail  with  delight  any  opportunity  to  reciprocate  this 
gracious  attention  of  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  Everett  C.  Benton,  and 
his  associated  and  illustrious  co-laborers  in  Cryptic  Masonry. 
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Such  occasions  are  of  rare  occurrence,  and  are  always 
delightful  to  contemplate. 

The  reports  of  inspecting  officers  show  that  their  work  was 
well  done.  The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a membership  of 
1,295,  which  shows  a small  loss  for  the  year  of  4. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $951.22. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (60  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Right  Illustrious  Companion  Marsh  O.  Perkins,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  who  for  several  years  has  made  valuable  con- 
tributions to  the  history  of  Masonry  in  various  orders  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  Wherever  his  name  occurs,  we  read 
what  he  has  to  say,  and  esteem  him  one  of  the  best  writers  in 
our  corps  of  reporters.  He  reviews  in  his  usual  able  and  in- 
teresting manner  the  proceedings  of  thirty-three  Grand 
Bodies,  nearly  all  of  1904,  North  Carolina  for  that  year  re- 
ceiving a little  more  than  one  full  page  of  kindly  mention. 
We  thank  the  Companion  for  kind  expressions  of  sympathy 
in  our  ill  health  and  his  favorable  notice  of  our  report.  Wish 
we  had  space  for  more  of  this  review.

WISCONSIN. 

48th  Annual.  Milwaukee.  Feb.  21,  1905. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Illustrious  Deputy 
Grand  Master  were  present,  with  two  Past  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  thirteen  sister  States,  no  one 
answering  for  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  from  ten  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp.)  is  a good  paper, 
giving  in  lucid  terms  the  transactions  in  his  office  during  the 
year  just  passed.  He  is  pained  to  note  that  death  invaded 
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the  sacred  precincts  of  their  temple,  and  took  thence  Illus- 
trious Companion  W.  G.  Beebe,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master. 
He  was  young  and  prosperous,  and  had  bright  hopes  for  a 
long  life  of  usefulness,  when  by  accident  (his  launch  over- 
turning) he  was  cut  off.  He  stated  that  thirty  others  had 
been  taken  from  his  own,  and  many  from  sister  jurisdictions, 
to  all  of  whom  suitable  tribute  was  paid. 

Only  three  disjiensations  were  called  for. 

Only  two  Councils  were  visited  officially.  Ho  decisions 
are  reported.  In  conclusion,  he  says : 

The  Cryptic  Craft  in  this  State  is  prospering,  and  though  our  num- 
bers are  few  comparatively,  yet,  with  proper  rendering  of  our  beautiful 
ritual,  and  practicing  the  virtues  inculcated,  we  may  hopefully  look  for 
an  increase  in  membership,  to  the  future,  which  I trust  and  pray,  has 
in  store  for  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  for  all  our  Companions  Plenty, 
Health  and  Peace. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $899.65.

GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  Address,  which  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Doings  of 
Grand  Officers : 

To  the.  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masterg  of  North 
Carolina: 


Illustrious  Companions:  After  a year  of  separation,  in  which 
we  have  each  been  engaged  in  our  own  vocations,  we  meet 
together  again  in  this,  the  Thirty-first,  Annual  Assembly  of 
the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina,  to  consider  the  welfare 
of  Cryptic  Masonry  within  our  bounds,  and  if  possible,  to 
devise  means  for  its  more  rapid  growth  and  its  greater  pros- 
perity. The  circumstances  under  which  we  meet  are  so  favor- 
able and  beneficent  as  to  call  for  our  profound  gratitude  to 
the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  for  His  watchful  care 
over  us,  in  protecting  us  from  the  awful  calamities  which 
have  befallen  parts  of  our  own,  as  well  as  other  lands,  where 
earthquakes,  floods  and  tornadoes  have  been  so  destructive  of 
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life  and  property,  as  to  make  the  past  year  memorable  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  While  these  less  favored  parts 
of  the  world  have  suffered  the  loss  of  thousands  of  lives  and 
untold  millions  of  property,  we  have  been  kept  in  comparative 
safety,  and  have  been  blessed  with  abundant  crops  and  abound- 
ing prosperity.  We  have,  therefore,  much  to  he  thankful  for, 
not  only  because  of  the  evils  we  have  escaped,  but  for  the 
prosperity  and  plenty  we  have  enjoyed.  As  a natural  result  of 
these  happy  conditions,  great  material  progress  has  been  made 
in  our  State  along  all  lines,  and  if  Masonry  is  the  Grand 
Moral  Institution  we  all  believe  it  to  be,  we,  as  a Masonic 
Body,  ought  to  be  sharing  in  the  general  prosperity,  and 
keeping  up  with  the  march  of  progress. 

It  is  said  that  the  design  of  the  Masonic  institution  is  to 
make  its  votaries  wiser,  better  and  consequently  happier.  I 
believe  this  may  be  as  truthfully  said  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  as 
of  any  other  part  of  Masonry,  and  if  this  is  true,  everyone 
of  us  ought  to  be  more  deeply  interested  in  seeing  these  beau- 
tiful degrees  more  widely  disseminated,  for  no  man  can  have 
a higher  aspiration  than  to  contribute  what  he  can  toward 
making  men  wiser,  better  and  hagpier.  I have  never  been 
able  fully  to  understand  why  there  is  so  little  interest,  among 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  in  this  beautiful  and  interesting  part  of 
Masonry.  These  degrees  are  not  only  beautiful  in  themselves, 
but  are  an  essential  link  in  the  chain  of  Masonry.  And  the 
only  explanation  of  this  seeming  want  of  interest,  that  I can 
suggest,  is  the  fact  that  the  Commandery  does  not  require 
candidates  for  the  Orders  of  the  Temple  to  have  taken  the 
Council  degrees.  I understand  that  in  some  of  the  States 
there  are  no  Councils,  and  in  such  a case  it  would  be  a hard- 
ship to  require  candidates  for  the  Orders  of  Knighthood  to 
have  taken  degrees  which  were  not  conferred  within  their 
reach;  and  yet  it  seems  to  me  that  each  Grand  Commandery 
should  be  allowed  a sufficient  amount  of  latitude  to  meet 
such  an  exigency,  by  requiring  the  Council  degrees  to  have 
been  taken  by  all  applicants  for  the  Orders  of  Knighthood 
in  Jurisdictions  where  Councils  exist.  I believe  this  would 
greatly  help  in  building  up  the  Council,  and  I do  not  believe 
it  would  prevent  a single  one  from  becoming  a Knight  Tem- 
plar. No  Royal  Arch  Mason  can  fully  comprehend  the  mys- 
teries of  that  august  degree  until  they  are  made  plain  in  the 
light  of  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  degrees,  and  yet  we  find 
from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  that  there  were  over 
1,50  0 Royal  Arch  Masons  in  North  Carolina  last  year — and 
only  about  300  Council  Masons.  Every  one  of  the  Royal  Arch 
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Masons  should,  by  all  means,  have  the  two  beautiful  degrees 
conferred  in  the  Council.  To  me  this  is  a very  serious  matter, 
and  it  should  have  the  careful  consideration  its  importance 
deserves. 

In  what  I have  said  in  this  connection  I hope  it  will  not 
be  understood  that  I feel  discouraged  at  our  outlook,  for 
while  We  have  not  accomplished  all  that  we  hoped  to  do  dur- 
ing this  year,  we  have  made  substantial  gains,  as  the  reports 
will  show.  So  far  as  I know,  every  Council  has  done  some 
work  during  the  year,  and  one,  Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  has 
greeted  27.  One  new  Council  has  been  instituted,  and  one 
has  been  revived.  In  addition  to  what  has  been  done,  I think 
we  have  good  reason  to  expect  the  organization  of  two  more 
new  Councils  and  the  revival  of  one  or  more  dormant  Councils 
in  the  near  future.  Believing  as  I do  that  we  are  at  the 
dawn  of  a better  day  for  Cryptic  Masonry  in  North  Carolina, 
I call  upon  every  member  of  this  Grand  Council  as  well  as 
all  other  Companions,  to  redouble  their  efforts  for  the  attain- 
ment of  this  greatly  desired  end. 

NECROLOGY. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  year  just 
closing  the  hand  of  Death  has  not  fallen  upon  any  member  of 
this  Grand  Council,  but  I regret  that  five  members  of  Subor- 
dinate Councils  have  been  called  from  earth  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  undissolving  lodge  above.  I had  no  personal'  ac- 
quaintace  with  any  of  these  Companions  excepting  Companion 
A.  H.  Dreher,  of  Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  and  must  leave  to 
those  who  knew  them  the  task  of  writing  their  memorials. 
I knew  Companion  Dreher,  as  did  all  others  who  knew  him — 
but  to  love  him.  He  was  the  embodiment  of  all  that  makes 
man  the  noblest  work  of  God.  He  was  modest  and  retiring, 
and  his  beautiful  character  was,  therefore,  not  fully  appreci- 
ated except  by  those  who  kpew  him  well;  to  them  he  was 
the  highest  type  of  an  upright  Mason,  and  a Christian  gen- 
tleman. A number  of  our  Sister  Jurisdictions  have  been  called 
to  mourn  the  death  of  prominent  members  of  their  Grand 
Councils,  and  a report  of  these,  so  far  as  they  have  come  to 
me,  is  as  follows:

DISPENSATIONS. 

In  November  a Dispensation  was  granted  to  a number  of 
Companions  to  form  a Council  at  Kinston,  and  to  work  until 
this  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council.  Dispensations  were  given 
to  Enoch  Council  No.  5 and  to  Durham  Council  No.  7 to 
elect  officers,  they  having  failed  to  do  so  at  the  proper  time. 
Dispensations  were  granted  to  Adoniram  Council  No.  2 and 
to  Munson  Council  No.  4 to  ballot  on  a number  of  candidates 
at  Special  Assemblies.  A number  of  Companions  from  Cho- 
razin  Chapter,  of  Greensboro,  applied  to  Adoniram  Council 
for  the  degrees;  I granted  a Dispensation  to  Adoniram  Council 
to  act  on  the  petitions  at  a Special  Assembly.  After  the  de- 
grees were  conferred  upon  these  Companions,  demits  were 
given  them  by  Adoniram  Council,  and  I gave  them  and  the 
other  Council  Masons  of  Greensboro  a Dispensation,  appoint- 
ing a full  set  of  officers,  and  authorizing  them  to  reorganize 
Council  No.  3 at  Greensboro,  and  work  until  this  meeting  of 
this  Grand  Council. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  terms  of  quite  a large  number  of  the  Representatives 
of  this  Grand  Council  to  other  Jurisdictions  having  expired 
last  year,  I apointed  and  commissioned  their  successors,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  and  a list  of  these 
appointments  will  found  in  his  report. 

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

Being  unable  to  attend  the  Assembly  of  the  General  Grand 
Council  in  Boston  last  June,  I gave  my  proxy  to  Companion 
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James  C.  Munds,  Grand  Recorder.  I am  informed  that  Com- 
panion Munds,  with  some  other  of  our  Companions,  repre- 
sented our  Grand  Council  at  that  Assembly,  and  I feel  sure 
it  was  done  so  well  as  to  reflect  credit  upon  themselves,  as 
well  as  upon  this  Grand  Council.  Any  special  notice  of  that 
Assembly  which  the  Grand  Recorder  thinks  necessary  will 
be  found  in  his  report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I recommend  that  the  Grand  Council  at  this  Assembly  grant 
a charter  to  the  Council  now  working  under  Dispensation  at 
Kinston,  and  that  the  old  charter  of  the  Greensboro  Council 
No.  3 be  restored.  I trust  that  both  of  these  Councils  will 
prove  worthy  of  this  confidence  in  them,  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Council,  and  that  in  the  years  to  come  they  may  both 
be  found  doing  their  part  in  the  laudable  work  of  helping  to 
build  up  Cryptic  Masonry  in  North  Carolina. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  Companions,  regretting  my  inability 
to  accomplish  all  that  I hoped  to  do,  or  that  I ought  to  have 
done,  and  hoping  that  you  will  elevate  some  Companion  to 
this  high  and  honorable  position  who  can  give  it  more  time 
and  thus  accomplish  more,  I feel  sure  of  a brighter  and  better 
day  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  North  Carolina  in  the  near  future.

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Report  on  Correspondence. 


To  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

9th  Triennial.  Boston.  June  18th,  1906. 

All  of  the  General  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with 
three  Past  General  Grand  Masters  and  Representatives 
of  twenty-six  Grand  Councils  and  six  chartered  Subor- 
dinate Councils,  holding  immediately  under  the  General 
Grand  Council. 

The  speeches  of  welcome  and  responses  were  of  a 
high  order  of  literary  merit.  Several  distinguished 
visitors  from  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  wel- 
comed and  invited  to  seats  in  the  General  Grand  Council. 

The  address  of  the  General  Grand  Master  (15  pp. ) is 
an  able  paper  and  gives  in  lucid  style  the  transactions 
in  his  office  for  three  years,  and  his  may  be  styled  an 
able  and  successful  administration.  He  is  pleased  to 
note  that  no  deaths  had  occurred  in  the  official  ranks 
of  the  General  Grand  Council,  but  mourns  the  loss  of 
many  distinguished  Companions  in  other  Grand  Juris- 
dictions. The  California  disaster  is  referred  to  feelingly 
and  an  appropriation  for  relief  was  recommended.  He 
welcomes  most  heartily  the  return  of  Alabama  to  her 
allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  rfe  addressed 
a kind  invitation  to  all  independent  Grand  Bodies  to 
return  to  the  household.  None  responded  favorably 
except  Michigan,  and  some  will  doubtless  never  come  in. 
No  decisions  were  reported.  He  had  something  to  say 
anent  Christmas  Observance,  and  his  advice  to  do  good 
by  helping  the  needy  was  well  enough,  but  recommend- 
ing Companions  of  the  Councils  who  are  Templars  to 
keep  this  day  and  unite  in  its  observance  seems  foreign 
to  all  ideas  of  propriety,  for  it  was  never  intended  to 
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invite  the  Jewish  Companions  to  this  observance.  We 
copy  in  full  his  remarks  on  the  condition  of  the  Rite: 

We  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the 
continued  steady  growth  of  our  Rite.  This  will  be  more 
fully  set  out  in  the  report  of  our  General  Grand  Recorder. 
We  have  not  organized  any  new  Councils,  nor  do  I believe 
any  should  be  organized  in  any  State,  Territory  or  country 
unless  there  is  a reasonable  assurance  of  their  continued  ex- 
istence. While  it  should  be  our  aim  to  increase  our  numbers, 
it  should  be  done  judiciously.  Quality,  not  quantity,  should 
be  our  motto. 

The  report  of  the  General  Grand  Recorder  will  show  that 
the  net  gain  the  past  three  years  has  been  7,941,  an  increase 
of  3,031  over  the  preceding  three  years,  making  the  present 
membership  45,746. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  the  bugaboo  that  seems  to 
have  found  favor  in  the  eyes  of  many  in  the  past,  that  this 
Rite  must  receive  recognition  from  the  Grand  Encampment, 
has  disappeared  from  view,  and  there  let  it  remain.  We 
are  now  old  enough  to  walk  alone  without  its  aid  or  assist- 
ance. While  we  strive  for  numerical  strength  we  much  more 
desire  the  sterling  qualities  of  true  manhood.  If  we  have 
faith  in  our  principles,  and  in  our  Order;  if  we  have  been 
benefited  socially  and  morally  by  assuming  its  vows,  then 
will  our  tongues  be  unloosened  for  its  praise,  and  every  oppor- 
tunity to  add  to  the  numbers  of  its  household  be  eagerly 
seized  upon  and  made  the  most  of.

The  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  Edward  Keil  adorns 
the  initial  page  of  the  very  neat  pamphlet. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen 
Past  Grand  M’asters,  Grand  Representatives  from  fifteen 
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Grand  Bodies  (including  Companion  John  F.  Hughes 
for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  twelve  Subor- 
dinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (1)4  pp.)  covers 
the  ground,  though  in  few  words.  It  gives  plainly  and 
concisely  what  was  done.  Of  course,  he  intended,  upon 
entering  this  honorable  position,  to  do  much  visiting, 
but — “ ’twas  ever  thus,”  etc.  His  excuse,  however,  was 
a good  one,  for  he  met  with  a severe  accident  on  his  re- 
turn home  from  the  meeting  and  was  confined  for  long, 
weary  months  in  a hospital.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  London,  March  22nd, 
1906.  All  of  the  officers,  except  the  Director  of  Cere- 
monies, were  present  and  Representatives  from  several 
States,  and  among  them  we  find  North  Carolina. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  gives  an  epitome 
of  the  business  transacted  for  the  year  and  is  a clear 
and  intelligent  report.  He  gives  good  advice  anent  the 
Cryptic  Rite,  which  we  insfert  in  full : 

During  the  year  ending  28th  February,  1906,  38  Certifi- 
cates have  been  issued,  which  shows,  a small  increase  on  the 
numbers  issued  in  previous  years.  While  fair  progress  in 
the  Cryptic  Degrees  is  maintained,  there  seems  to  be  a lack 
of  that  enthusiasm  which  animates  most  of  the  other  Masonic 
Bodies.  There  can  be  little  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
are  actively  engaged  in  working  these  degrees  as  to  the 
necessity  incumbent  on  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  receive 
them,  as  thereby  alone  can  the  overlooked  Masonic  knowl- 
edge be  communicated.  It  is  most  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  our  Royal  Arch  Companions 
and  induce  them  to  complete  the  work  they  have  begun  by 
becoming  members  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees,  as  thereby  alone 
can  the  chain  of  Masonic  knowledge  be  rendered  complete. 
The  total  number  of  registered  Companions  of  the  Cryptic 
Degrees  in  England  and  Wales,  etc.,  is  now  1,146. 
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He  refers  to  the  reports  of  increase  in  our  Grand 
Councils  in  this  country  and  appreciates  our  “warm 
expressions  of  amity  and  brotherly  love."  He  reports 
with  deepest  regret  the  deaths  of  several  distinguished 
Present  and  Past  Grand  Officers.  With  several  Com- 
panions assisting,  he  consecrated  a new  Council. 

The  business  done  was  local  and  of  little  interest  to  us.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) treats  of 
his  official  acts,  and  under  Necrology  he  notes  the  death 
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of  Companion  J.  J.  Hyman,  Grand  Chaplain,  who  was 
greatly  beloved  by  all,  and  a truly  devoted  Mason.  He 
gives  the  list  of  distinguished  dead  in  Sister  Jurisdic- 
tions. The  charter  of  one  Council  was  arrested.  One 
new  Council  was  constituted.  Among  the  decisions  (two 
only)  we  note  that  he  decided  that  the  Recorder  could 
not  represent  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  as  proxy  in 
the  Grand  Council.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  the  Treasurer  were 
present,  seventeen  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  twenty-nine  Sister  Jurisdictions  (Past.  M.  111. 
John  M.  Pearson  answering  for  North  Carolina)  and 
delegates  from  thirty-nine  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) is  a full 
and  comprehensive  statement  of  his  official  acts  and 
shows  throughout  that  he  is  greatly  interested  in  the 
Cryptic  Degrees  and  thinks  that  every  Royal  Arch  Mason 
should  be  a Council  Mason.  Trusty  and  true  Compan- 
ions, with  two  assistants,  were  appointed  to  visit  the 
Councils,  which  were  divided  into  arches  or  circles,  and 
the  results  were  very  satisfactory.

cils. A goodly  showing. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (14  pp.)  is  well 
written  and  gives  evidence  that  there  was  “something 
doing”  in  his  department  as  Grand  Master.

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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Grand  Principal  Con- 
ductor of  the  Work  were  present,  with  six  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  Sister  States 
(111.  Companion  J.  J.  Foble  answering  for  North  Caro- 
lina) and  delegates  from  ten  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp. ) is  short 
and  sweet,  as  the  fellow  said  of  his  love-letter,  and  opens 
with  good  cheer  : 

Tranquility  reigns  throughout  the  Jurisdiction;  harmony 
and  good-fellowship  among  the  Craft;  our  Companions  con- 
tinue seeking  more  light  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  not  be- 
cause “they  must,”  but  that  “they  will,”  and  we  are  here 
to  legislate  for  their  welfare  and  the  future  prosperity  of  the 
Rite.  I sincerely  trust  that  our  Heavenly  Father  will  endow 
us  with  wisdom  that  our  efforts  may  be  of  lasting  benefit. 


Under  Necrology  he  is  pleased  to  note  that  death  had 
been  merciful  to  them,  but  he  mourns  with  other  .Juris- 
dictions their  distinguished  dead.  He  was  taken  ill  on 
the  eve  of  departure  for  the  Grand  Council  and  had  to 
send  a proxy.  He  is  greatly  pleased,  and  rig'htly,  that 
an  honored  Mason  of  Maryland,  Companion  H.  C. 
Larrabee,  should  have  been  chosen  to  preside  over  the 
Cryptic  Rite  in  this  country.  The  following  is  highly 
commendable  and  exceedingly  appropriate: 

The  Subordinate  Councils  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  deemed 
it  proper  to  provide  a suitable  memorial  in  honor  of  our 
beloved  Companion  who  has  been  elected  General  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  United  States,  and  appointed  a committee  to  carry 
out  this  object.  This  committee  decided  that  a porrait,  to 
be  placed  in  this  room,  would  be  the  proper  thing  to  do.  The 
object  has  been  accomplished,  and  it  will  be  unveiled  at  this 
session. 


The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $361.90.  , 
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The  portrait  of  Henry  Clay  Larrabee  (Thirty-third 
Degree).  General  Grand  Master,  and  which  is  a most  ex- 
cellent likeness,  appears  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  a little  more  than 
one  page,  is  not  a review  by  States,  but  mostly  statistical, 
giving  a general  survey  of  the  Cryptic  field.

The  portrait  of  M.  111.  Companion  B.  A.  Church 
Grand  Master,  adorns  the  opening  page  of  the  pamphlet. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  twelve 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
two  Sister  States  (Past  M.  111.  Grand  Master  Traverse 
Phillips  answering  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates 
from  fifty-five  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp. ) is  well 
written  and  gives  evidence  of  some  activity  in  the  Cryptic 
Rite  under  his  administration.  In  the  opening  sentences 
he  alludes  eloquently  to  the  design  of  Masonry  in  the 
various  degrees,  and  of  the  Council  he  says : 

In  our  beloved  Council,  which  is  the  crown,  the  perfection 
and  consummation  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  is  gathered  the 
ripe  wisdom  which  more  fully  explains  the  mental  and  moral 
needs  and  necessities  of  our  Companions. 

Cryptic  Masonry  cements  all  that  has  gone  before  and  pre- 
pares the  mind  for  the  next  step. 

A few  Dispensations  were  granted,  mostly  to  elect 
and  install  officers  out  of  the  regular  time.  Only  one 
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decision  was  made.  Thirteen  Councils  were  visited, 
much  to  the  profit  and  pleasure  of  all,  and  the  Grand 
Lecturer  held  twenty-three  schools  of  instruction.  Under 
Necrology  he  states  that  the  Grand  Council  had  been 
called  to  mourn  the  decease  of  two  of  its  active  officers, 
three  Past  Grand  Masters  and  two  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  and  these,  with  the  list  of  distinguished  dead 
of  other  Jurisdictions,  are  referred  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee. Three  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $3,005.52. 

The  Grand  Recorder  makes  a good  showing  in  his 
full  report.  His  duties  had  been  onerous,  but  he  met 
them  promptly  and  intelligently.  He  reports  a net  gain 
in  membership  of  307. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (88  pp.)  is  presented 
bv  Companion  Charles  A.  Conover,  who  for  many  years 
has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  Ma- 
sonry in  the  State  of  Michigan  and  one  of  our  best 
writers.  He  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  thirty-four 
States,  and  among  these  we  find  North  Carolina  for 
1905  receives  one-half  a page,  and  there  being  no  Report 
on  Correspondence,  he  gives  only  a brief  synopsis  of  our 
acts.  We  hope  for  better  results  next  year.

The  portrait  of  Ml.  111.  Benjamin  S.  Tappan  appears 
on  the  initial  page  of  the  pamphlet. 
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Four  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  missing  and  their 
places  supplied.  There  was  present  only  one  Past  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-five  Sister 
States  (North  Carolina  missing)  and  delegates  from 
thirty-seven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) is  well  . 
written  and  shows  an  intelligent  and  faithful  adminis- 
tration of  affairs  in  his  office.  He  gives  the  list  of  “the 
earthly  caskets  broken  in  other  Jurisdictions,”  as  well  as 
in  his  own.  He  visited  one  Council,  which  had  become 
dormant,  reorganized  it,  held  an  election  and  installed 
the  officers,  and  confered  the  Degrees  on  one  candidate. 
We  expect  to  hear  good  things  of  this  Council  at  Aber- 
deen. Correspondence  was  submitted,  showing  a great 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  General  Grand  Council  that 
Mississippi  should  unite  with  it,  but  they  seem  disposed 
to  stand  aloof  and  go  it  alone.  It  was  a peculiarity  of 
Bishop  Early,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  when  a young 
preacher  to  state  in  opening  service,  after  reading  the 
opening  hymn,  “I  raise  my  own  tune,”  and  at  once 
proceeded  to  strike  up.  If  Mississippi  sings  well,  and 
with  Savery  and  Speed  she  generally  does,  we  see  no 
reason  why  she  should  not  do  according  to  her  own  sweet 
will. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  (Fred.  Speed)  is 
good,  as  usual,  and  shows  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  a satis- 
factory condition  and  unusual  prosperity  prevails. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $1,365.12.

The  initial  page  of  the  very  neat  pamphlet  is  adorned 
with  the  portrait  of  M.  111.  Companion  M'.  T.  Balsley, 
Grand  Master. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  six  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  twenty 
Sister  Jurisdictions  (North  Carolina  missing)  and  dele- 
gates from  fourteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp.)  is  a good 
paper.  He  gave  a good  administration  and  under  his 
guidance  the  Cryptic  Rite  made  substantial  gains.  He 
notes  the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  viz : Thos. 
E.  Garrett  and  Joseph  L.  Browne,  who  both  served  their 
generations  with  honor  and  have  gone  to  receive  their 
Crown.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  excqh  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work  and  Chaplain 
were  present,  with  nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  twenty-one  Sister  States  (North  Caro- 
lina missing)  and  delegates  from  sixteen  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  is  a com- 
plete and  intelligent  statement  of  Cryptic  affairs  in  the 
State  and  gives  evidence  of  his  attention  to  duty  in  his 
administration.  He  gives  the  list  of  fraternal  dead  in 
his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions.  The  invitation  to  par- 
ticipate in  Christmas  Observance  came  too  late,  but  he 
feels  confident  that  it  was  complied  with.  This,  we  be- 
lieve, is  the  first  instance  where  Councils  have  been  in- 
vited to  participate,  and  why  they  should  be  asked  to  do 
so  we  can't  see.

Companion  Albert  E.  Jenkins 
answering  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  thir- 
teen Subordinate  Councils. 

The  addres's  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp. ) gives  in 
perspicuous  language  his  official  acts  and  shows  his  de- 
votion to  the  work  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees.  He  reports 
that  prosperity  has  followed  this  Grand  Council  for  many 
years  and  a steady  growth  has  been  the  result.  He  says : 

And  there  is  everything  in  our  future  prospects  which  we 
may  reasonably  hope  and  expect.  The  outlook  is  most  favor- 
able for  a wider  dissemination  of  our 1 principles,  and  we  are 
living  and  working  together  in  such  harmony  that  success  is 
easily  foretold.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (4  pp.),  though 
brief,  gives  a full  account  of  his  labors,  which  were  not 
great,  but  it  shows  promptness  in  the  performance  of 
duty  and  interest  in  the  work.  He  notes  the  death  of 
Mt  111.  Past  Grand  Master  John  A.  Parker,  who  was 
faithful  and  true  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  and  hence  his 
reward  is  sure.

Judge  answering  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from 
twenty-three  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  portraits  of  M.  111.  Companions  Charles  Stewart 
and  John  W.  Coburn  adorn  the  opening  pag'es  of  the 
beautiful  pamphlet. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (11  pp. ) is  well 
written  and  gives  us  a clear  idea  of  the  working  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  in  this  great  State.  Under  Necrology  he 
is  glad  to  note  that  the  official  ranks  have  been  left  in- 
tact and  proceeds  to  give  the  list  of  the  distinguished 
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dead  of  other  Jurisdictions.  Very  many  Dispensations 
were  granted  for  various  purposes,  but  mostly  to  ballot 
and  confer  degrees  out  of  time.  The  rules  which  govern 
other  Bodies  do  not  seem  to  be  so  rigid  in  the  Grand 
Councils,  for  nearly  every  Grand  Master  grants  Dispen- 
sations to  work  at  special  meetings  without  let  or  hin- 
drance. Several  Councils  were  visited  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter or  officers  appointed  to  do  so,  and  all  were  cordially 
received  and  much  good  accomplished.

OHIO. 

77th  Annual.  Columbus.  Oct.  2nd,  1906. 

A finely  executed  portrait  of  M.  111.  Companion  Wil- 
liam A.  Spill,  Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of 
the  superb  pamphlet. 
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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  seventeen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  thirty- 
four  Sister  Jurisdictions  (111.  Companion  W.  E.  Banta 
answering  for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  all 
of  the  constituted  Councils  and  four  U.  D.  A fine  at- 
tendance. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (38  pp.)  is  a capital 
report  of  a most  brilliant  and  successful  administration, 
and  Ohio  should  be  proud,  as  she  doubtless  is,  of  a Grand 
Master  who  seems  to  have  accepted  the  office  for  a pur- 
pose, and  that  was  to  work,  and  in  this  he  has  succeeded, 
and  under  him  the  Cryptic  Rite  has  made  large  advances 
during  the  year,  with  a gain  of  919  members.  Under 
Necrology  he  is  pained  to  report  the  death  of  R.  111.  Com- 
panion Henry  True,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  who  from 
1902  to  1908  had  faithfully  and  successfully  directed  the 
finances  of  this  great  State.  He  was  faithful  to  every 
trust  and  so  lived  that  his  loss  is  felt  by  all.  Three  new 
Councils  were  constituted  and  officers  installed.  The 
work  as  to  quality  is  pronounced  “perfection  itself.” 
The  State  was  divided  into  nine  Arches  and  an  Inspector 
assigned  to  each,  and  from  their  reports  much  was  done 
to  perfect  the  Councils  in  the  ritual  and  encourage  the 
Companions  in  their  work.  His  remarks  upon  the  hold- 
ing of  Stated  Assemblies  are  so  pertinent  and  in  accord 
with  our  own  views,  we  give  them  in  full : 

A study  of  this  table  discloses  that  seventeen  out  of  sixty- 
seven  Councils  have  held  every  Stated  Assembly. 

In  other  words,  nearly  seventy-five  per  cent,  have  failed 
to  hold  Stated  Assemblies  as  they  fell  due.  This  practice  is 
most  pernicious  and  should  be  corrected.  The  “pre-requisite” 
feature  is  something,  as  to  the  value  of  which,  there  may  be 
much  honest  difference  of  opinion.  This  much  is  true,  we 
have  managed  to  exist  very  comfortably  for  seventy-six  years 
without  it,  and  possibly  could  manage  to  exist  for  a number 
of  years  further,  but  the  Councils  of  Ohio  that  do  not  hold 
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their  Stated  Assemblies  are  losing  their  grip  on  existence  with 
every  one  that  is  missed.  No  Council  can  be  either  successful 
or  prosperous  and  neglect  to  hold  its  Stated  Assemblies.  The 
missing  numbers  on  our  list  of  Councils  remind  us  of  “the 
dead.”  This  truthful  epitaph  might  be  written  on  the  tomb- 
stone of  each:  “It  failed  to  hold  its  Stated  Assemblies.”  This 
also  explains  the  very  small  attendance  at  Assemblies.  Com- 
panions will  not  leave  their  families  and  their  firesides  for 
a trip  in  a winter  storm  to  attend  an  Assembly,  when  they 
know  that  the  chances  are  more  than  even  that  there  will 
be  neither  officers  nor  Assembly  at  the  end  of  the  trip.  It 
is  a mistaken  idea  that  candidates  make  Assemblies.  Assem- 
blies make  candidates.  A study  of  this  table  will  demonstrate 
that  the  Councils,  rendering  the  best  account  of  themselves 
during  the  past  year,  are  not  those  who  have  been  negligent 
in  this  regard. 

Four  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D.,  with  bright 
prospects  in  each  case  for  success.  He  visited  twelve  of 
the  Councils  and  but  for  business  engagements  he  would 
have  done  more.  He  found  them  in  good  condition,  giv- 
ing proper  attention  to  the  ritual  and  were  in  nearly  every 
case  well  officered.  He  represents  the  conditions  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  in  Ohio  as  satisfactory,  and  as  this  State 
leads  all  others,  he  proposes  to  keep  at  the  head  of  the 
procession.  Of  the  Rite  he  says : 

The  Cryptic  Rite  flourishes  today  as  never  before.  The 
days  have  been  long  and  the  labor  hard,  but  at  last  their 
beautiful  Rite  is  coming  unto  its  own.  For  a time  despised 
and  rejected,  the  missing  “work  is  at  last  convincing  the 
builders  that  this  Rite  of  such  singular  form  and  beauty,  but 
by  them  deemed  unfit  for  use  is  in  very  truth  “the  headstone 
of  the  corner.”  The  rubbish  of  prejudice  and  ignorance  is 
being  swrnpt  away  and  every  day  discloses  more  surely  not 
only  that  it  bears  upon  its  face  the  mark  of  the  Craft  but 
that  it  is  indeed  the  handiwork  of  the  Matchless  Master 
Builder. 

The  Grand  Recorder  submits  a report  full  of  interest 
on  every  point  in  his  work  and  keeps  in  touch  with  all 
the  workings  of  the  Councils.  He  reports  the  largest 
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gain  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Council — 919.  Ohio 
may  well  be  proud  of  her  Grand  Council  Recorder. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $6,140.85'. 

The  Masonic  Home  is  still  doing  well  and  continuing 
to  dispense  that  charity  which  is  the  crowning  virtue. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (55  pp. ) is  presented 
by  M.  111.  Companion  Nelson  Williams,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  is  easily  one  of  the  best  for  the  year  which  has 
come  to  our  table,  and  is  well  worthy  of  the  leading  Juris- 
diction of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  although  his  first  experience 
in  the  roll  of  Reporter.  He  reviews  ably  the  Proceedings 
of  twenty-seven  States,  with  North  Carolina  for  both 
1905  and  1906,  to  which  he  gives  three  pages  of  fraternal 
notice.  He  is  opposed,  as  we  all  are,  to  granting  Dispen- 
sations to  ballot  on  candidates  for  the  degrees  at  special 
meetings.  He  refers  kindly  to  the  visit  of  our  M.  111. 
Companion  A.  B.  Andrews  to  their  Grand  Council.  Wish 
we  had  space  to  refer  more  extensively  to  this  excellent 
report,  but  we  must  pass  on.

OREGON. 

21st  Annual.  Salem.  April  11th,  1906. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  M.  111.  Grand 
Master,  Conductor  of  the  Council  and  Steward,  were 
present,  with  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
tatives from  six  Sister  Jurisdictions  (North  Carolina 
missing)  and  delegates  from  five  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  - gives  in 
brief  sentences  a synopsis  of  his  work.  Pie  reports  that 
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steady  and  substantial  growth  has  marked  the  progress 
made  in  the  Cryptic  Rite  and  gives  wholesome  advice  to 
all  those  who  have  passed  over,  instead  of  through,  the 
Ninth  Arch  in  the  beautiful  and  impressive  Council  De- 
grees. He  visited  every  Council  except  two.  Very  few 
Dispensations  were  called  for  and  most  of  these  were  to 
ballot  out  of  time.  The  Grand  Master  being  absent  from 
the  State,  the  Grand  Recorder  gives  the  list  of  distin- 
guished dead  in  his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions.  He  notes 
Substantial  increase  both  in  members  and  means. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $326.70. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

60th  Annual.  New  Castle.  Feb.  27th,  1906. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  ten  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twelve  Sister 
States  (North  Carolina  missing)  and  delegates  from 
nineteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  M.  111.  Past  Grand  Master  (22  pp. ) 
is  a clear  statement  of  work  done  through  his  office  and 
shows  that  he  was  diligent  in  his  devotion  to  the  Rite 
during  his  administration.  He  reports  on  the  conditions 
as  follows  : 

This  has  been  a year  of  prosperity  throughout  the  country 
in  finance,  agriculture,  commerce  and  in  Masonry.  The  Cryptic 
Rite  in  our  ..Jurisdiction  has  shared  in  this  prosperity,  and  it 
is  a pleasure  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  confined  to  a 
few,  but  almost  every  Council  in  the  Jurisdiction  has  shared 
therein.

APPENDIX. 


It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  twenty-three  out  of  the 
twenty-four  Councils,  and  I find  that  nearly  every  one  of 
them  have  made  material  progress.  Their  officers  are  attentive 
and  enthusiastic,  the  members  giving  their  hearty  support  and 
the  degrees,  as  conferred  are  in  conformity  to  our  Ritual. 

He  does  not  recommend  union  with  the  General  Grand 
Council,  because  it  has  been  declined  several  times,  but 
this  reason  does  not  seem  clear  or  satisfactory.  The  ac- 
count of  visitations  occupies  several  pages  of  his  report 
and  shows  that  much  g'ood  was  accomplished.  Under 
Necrology  he  gives  the  list  of  Illustrious  dead  in  his  own 
and  other  Jurisdictions.  Several  Dispensations  were 
granted  to;  act  upon  petitions  out  of  time  and  many  by 
virtue  of  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Master,  with  direc- 
tions that  they  notify  the  Grand  Recorder  of  such  actions. 
We  cannot  see  that  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Master  has 
any  more  effect  than  if  he  were  at  his  office.  We  doubt 
the  propriety  in  either  case.  Of  it  he  says : 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  I have  granted  twenty-eight.  Dis- 
pensations to  ballot  upon  petitions  without  waiting  the  usual 
time,  twelve  of  which  have  been  by  reason  of  my  presence. 

I do  not  approve  of  granting  Dispensations  unless  there  is 
good  cause  for  so  doing;  but  the  custom  has  grown,  and  feel- 
ing sure  the  Companions  would  use  all  necessary  precaution, 
I have  not  refused  in  any  instance  to  grant  them,  much  as 
I dislike  it. 

We  assent. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $2,178.16. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  shows  a net  gain 
of  275  for  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (61  pp. ) is  presented 
by  Companion  Frank  W.  Martenis,  who  is  also  the 
Grand  Recorder.  He  reviews  ably  and  forcibly  the  Pro- 
ceeding's of  twenty-eight  Grand  Bodies,  giving  to  North 
Carolina  for  1905  one  page  of  fraternal  notice.  He  gives 
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a fair  synopsis  of  our  proceedings  and  quotes  from  the 
address  of  Grand  Master  Andrews.  As  there  was  no  re- 
port on  correspondence  for  that  year,  he  makes  no  com- 
ments.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

47th  Annual.  Charleston.  Feb.  13th,  1006. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  Represen- 
tatives from  six  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  does  not  give 
a very  encouraging  outlook  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  his 
Jurisdiction  and  thinks,  with  many  others,  that  these 
Degrees  should  be  made  a pre-requisite  to  the  Templar 
Orders.  He  reports  the  death  of  Past  111.  Companion 
G.  T.  Berg,  Grand  Master,  who  after  a life  of  service 
and  faithful  endeavor  has  fallen  on  sleep.  The  list  of 
distinguished  dead  of  other  States  is  given  and  heartfelt 
sympathies  extended  to  those  bereaved.  Only  three  Dis- 
pensations were  granted  and  all  of  these  were  to  do  work 
out  of  time.  No  decisions.  Efforts  were  made  to  revive 
old  Councils  and  start  new  ones,  but  without  success  as 
yet.  The  following  allusion  is  made  to  our  M.  111.  Grand 
Master  Andrews'  visit : 

M.  111.  Grand  Master  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  of  North  Carolina, 
was  present  and  was  introduced,  and  greeted  and  welcoriied 
with  the  Grand  Honors  of  Masonry  He  made  a brief  but 
graceful  acknowledgement  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  him, 
and  expressed  the  great  pleasure  it  gave  him  to  meet  with 
his  Companions  of  South  Carolina. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $22.26.  We 
recommend  that  these  Companions  hand  around  the  hat 
and  take  a collection  to  supplement  the  small  balance. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (20  pp.)  is  presented 
by  R.  111.  Companion  Zimmerman  Davis,  the  Grand  Re- 
corder, and  though  short,  gives  a well  conceived  synopsis 
of  the  Proceedings  of  thirty-one  Grand  Bodies.  North 
Carolina  receives  a few  lines  to  let  us  know  we  were  not 
entirely  overlooked.

TENNESSEE. 

56th  Annual.  Nashville;.  Jan.  29th,  1906. 

The  portrait  of  M.  111.  Grand  Master  Andrew  P. 
Trogden  is  found  on  the  initial  page. 

All  Grand  Officers  answered  to  the  roll-call,  with  ten 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  from  seven- 
teen Sister  States  (111.  Companion  P.  N.  Mattock  an- 
swering for  North  Carolina)  and  delegates  from  thirteen 
constituted  Councils  and  three  U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.),  though 
brief,  is  a plain  and  lucid  account  of  his  work  and  gives 
evidence  that  he  was  active  in  the  discharge  of  duty.  He 
reports  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  and  that  several 
Dispensations  were  granted,  some  to  form  new  Councils, 
institute  others  and  to>  ballot  out  of  time.  He  visited 
every  Council  in  the  State  and  of  them  he  says : 

During  the  year  I have  visited  all  of  the  Councils  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  in  Tennessee,  after  correspondence  with 
the  Grand  Recorder  and  Thrice  Illustrious  Masters.  I visited 
the  chartered  Councils  and  those  under  dispensation.  Work 
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was  done,  business  transacted,  instruction  given;  Grand  Offi- 
cers were  received  and  speeches  were  , made  for  the  good  of 
the  Craft.  Recollections  of  these  visits  remain  with  us  among 
the  most  pleasant  events  in  life.  The  Companions  and  Coun- 
cils hold  a warm  place  in  my  love  and  affections. 

He  accomplished  much  on  these  visits  and  among  other 
thing's  he  conferred  one  hundred  and  forty  degrees  and 
traveled  several  thousand  miles.  “Well  done  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant." 

We  find  no  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  or  Re- 
corder. but  the  Finance  Committee  reports  a balance  of 
$385.64. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (20  pp.)  is  presented 
by  Companion  M.  F.  Flenniken  and  is  a brief  but  well 
selected  synopsis  of  the  Proceedings  . received.  Worth 
Carolina  gets  a place  in  the  report,  but  only  about  two 
inches  of  space.  We  find  when  there  is  no  Report  on 
Correspondence  we  are  put  upon  the  list  of  little  fellows.

53rd  Annual.  Burlington.  June  12th,  190:5. 

A well  executed  picture  of  M .1.  Grand  Master  Orville 
C.  Baker  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  very  neat  pam- 
phlet. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  except  Marshal  were  present, 
with  seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives 
from  nineteen  Sister  States  (North  Carolina  missing) 
and  delegates  from  twelve  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  a brief 
though  concise  statement  of  the  work  accomplished  dur- 
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ing  the  year  just  closed.  He  visited  one  Council  and 
seems  to  have  enjoyed  the  occasion,  especially  the  social 
feature,  which  took  in  the  regulation  banquet  served  by 
the  ladies.  How  could  it  have  been  otherwise  than  en- 
joyable? No  decisions  were  called  for.  He  has  to  re- 
port no  deaths  and  recommends  a memorial  page,  if 
there  are  any  to  be  reported  by  the  Grand  Recorder.  The 
reports  of  the  various  . officers  who  had  been  as- 
signed Councils  to  visit  show  all  to  be  in  good  condition 
and  much  work  had  been  done. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a gain  for  the  year  of  30. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (18  pp. ) is  presented 
by  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Marsh  O.  Perkins,  who  in 
his  usual  versatile  and  genial  style  writes  for  the  benefit 
of  his  readers  always  arid  is  a useful  and  brilliant  com- 
piler of  reports.  He  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  twenty- 
eight  Grand  Bodies.  He  always  has  kindly  words  for 
North  Carolina.  He  quotes  from  the  address  of  our 
Grand  Master,  also  calling  attention  to  the  death  of  our 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Ferdinand  Ulrich.  As  no  Re- 
port on  Correspondence  appears  he  has  to  defer  discussing 
us  till  next  time.

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teen  Sister  States  (North  Carolina  missing)  and  dele- 
gates from  twelve  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp. ) gives  in 
concise  style  the  transactions  in  his  office  during  the  year. 
He  is  pleased-  to  announce  that  death  had  not  invaded  the 
official  circle,  but  the  Subordinate  Councils  had  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  twenty-eight,  who  had  wrought  faithfully,  and 
he  gave  the  list  of  distinguished  dead  of  other  Jurisdic- 
tions. Three  Dispensations  were  granted,  all  to  ballot 
and  confer  degrees  at  special  meetings.  No  decisions 
were  called  for.  One  new  Council  was  constituted  and 
one  started  U.  D.  The  charters  of  several  delinquent 
Councils  were  called  in.  District  Deputies  were  ap- 
pointed and  they  accomplished  much  in  the  advancement 
of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  He  visited  only  one  Council  during 
the  year.  Of  the  state  of  the  Rite  he  says : 

An  analysis  of  the  reports  made  to  the  Grand  Recorder 
shows  that  about  a dozen  Councils  have  labored  zealously 
and  greeted  many  Select  Masters,  showing  that  when  Councils 
keep  at  work  with  some  regularity  enough  material  is  usually 
at  hand  to  keep  the  workmen  busy. 

These  reports  also  show  that  the  Rite  as  a whole  is  progress- 
ing and  that  its  beauties,  when  properly  exemplified  by  zeal- 
ous officers,  are  bound  to  be  appreciated  and  disseminated  by 
the  select. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$800.25. 

The  Grand  Recorder’s  report  shows  a net  gain  in  mem- 
bership for  the  year  of  244. 

The  Report  on -Correspondence  (50  pp.)  is  presented 
by  Past  M.  111.  Companion  Jacob  Drelier,  and  a good  sub- 
stitute for  this  position  of  Reporter,  or  rather  addition, 
to  relieve  Companion  William  C.  Swain,  who  had  been 
so  many  years  the  writer  of  the  reports  for  the  Grand 
Council.  He  reviews  ably  and  fully  the  Proceeding's  of 
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the  several  Grand  Bodies,  many  of  them  for  two  and 
some  for  three  years.  He  gives  the  items  of  interest  in 
our  Proceedings  for  1903  and  1904  without  comment.

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. GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 

The  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  then  addressed 
the  Grand  Council  as  follows: 

To  the  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  North , Carolina: 

Illustrious  Companions  : — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  extend 
to  each  one  of  you  a hearty  welcome  to  the  Thirty-second  Annual 
Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  It.  & S.  Masters  of  N.  C. 

Since  we  last  met  together  as  a Grand  Council,  another  year  has 
gone  by  us  into  the  unnumbered  ages  of  the  past.  It,  like  the 
years  that  preceded  it.  brought  its  successes  and  its  failures,  its 
bright  hopes  and  its  bitter  disappointments.  To  those  of  us  who,  a 
year  ago,  hoped  for  a continuance  of  the  high  tide  of  prosperity  that 
was  then  rolling  over  our  whole  country,  the  present  condition  of 
depression  is  more  than  a disappointment,  for  to  many  it  has 
brought  trouble  and  suffering.  A year  ago,  while  we  were  in  the 
midst  of  a season  of  almost  unprecedented  prosperity,  it  would  have 
been  hard  to  realize  that  within  a few  short  months  our  conditions 
could  be  so  changed.  Then  the  wheels  of  industry  were  everywhere 
in  motion  with  every  evidence  of  great  industrial  and  commercial 
activity  plainly  seen  all  around  us.  Now  industries  are  standing 
idle,  thousands  of  men  have  been  thrown  out  of  employment,  and 
doubt  and  uncertainty  as  to  the  future,  for  themselves  and  those 
dependent  upon  them,  are  felt  on  every  hand.  All  classes  and  con- 
ditions of  our  people  have  felt  the  effects  of  the  depression  that  is 
upon  us,  and  we  who  are  bound  together  by  the  mystic  ties  of  our 
Order  have  had  to  bear  our  share  of  the  trouble  and  disappointment 
caused  by  these  unfortunate  conditions.  It  is,  therefore,  not  strange 
that  I find  myself  unable  to  report  to  you  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  our  Councils  and  members  that  I confidently  predicted  at  our  last 
Grand  Assembly.  Then  I felt  quite  sure  of  the  organization  of  at 
least  two  new  Councils,  and  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  mem- 
bers of  Councils  already  established.  The  failure  to  accomplish  all 
that  we  hoped  to  do  along  the  lines  indicated  is,  I think,  largely 
due  to  the  depression  in  all  lines  of  business,  and  to  the  fact  that 
owing  to  my  close  confinement  to  business,  at  home,  I have  been 
unable  to  visit  the  points  at  which  I hoped  to  interest  the  Compan- 
ions in  organizing  the  new  Councils ; I want  it  understood,  however, 
that  1 do  not  feel  discouraged  on  account  of  our  temporary  set-back, 
and  I hope  I have  said  nothing  that  will  cause  any  of  our  Compan- 
ions to  feel  discouraged.  The  fact  is,  that  we  have  much  to 
encourage  us.  \Ye  have  made  considerable  progress  during  the  past 
year  in  the  number  of  Companions  greeted,  and  almost  every  Council, 
as  far  as  I know,  has  made  substantial  gains.  Therefore,  instead  of 
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feeling  discouraged  we  ought  rather  to  go  forward  with  a stronger 
determination  than  ever  before  to  build  up  our  beloved  Order  so 
that  by  reason  of  the  beauty  of  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  de- 
grees, and  the  importance  of  their  teaching,  the  Council  may  take 
the  prominent  place  she  deserves  among  our  Masonic  bodies.  The 
two  degrees  conferred  in  the  Council  are  not  only  beautiful,  but  they 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  a correct  understanding  and  a proper 
appreciation  of  the  august  degree  of  Royal  Arch.  It  seems  to  me, 
therefore,  that  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  N.  C.,  not  only  should 
have  these  degrees,  but  that  they  would  have  them  if  we  who  know 
and  appreciate  them  would  make  a reasonable  effort  to  accomplish 
that  very  greatly  desired  end. 


NECROLOGY. 


It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  the  great  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse that  I report  no  death  of  any  member  of  the  Grand  Council, 
all  of  the  members  of  this  grand  body  having  been  spared  through 
another  year;  but  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  I report  the  death  of 
three  members  of  Subordinate  Councils,  viz. : Comp.  B.  W.  Hatcher, 
of  Enoch  Council  No.  5;  Comp.  Felix  D.  Markham,  of  Durham  Coun- 
cil No.  7,  and  one  other  whose  name  I did  not  get. 

These  Companions  held  prominent  places  in  their  respective  Coun- 
cils, and  in  the  hearts  of  their  Companions,  and  while  we  sorrow 
because  of  their  removal  from  among  us,  we  are  consoled  with  the 
reflection  that  in  the  higher  Council,  to  which  they  have  been  trans- 
ferred, their  labors  and  their  enjoyment,  not  being  subject  to  the 
vicissitudes  of  time  and  change,  will  go  on  forever. 

We  are  called  upon  to  mourn  with  several  of  our  Sister  Jurisdic- 
tions over  the  death  of  a number  of  their  faithful  Companions  who, 
r,  received  a call  to  come  up  higher,  and  I give

DISPENSATIONS. 

I have  granted  but  two  dispensations  during  the  past  year.  On 
December  10  I issued  a dispensation  to  Henderson  Council  No.  10, 
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allowing  them  to  ballot  on  a number  of  candidates,  without  waiting 
the  usual  time,  and  on  April  14  I granted  a dispensation  to 
Adoniram  Council  No.  2,  authorizing  them  to  ballot  on  the  petitions 
of  a number  of  candidates  without  requiring  them  to  lie  over  the 
usual  time.  As  the  law  does  not  require  petitions  to  lie  over,  these 
dispensations  were  granted  merely  as  a matter  of  form. 

Before  closing,  I desire  to  mention  a very  pleasant  and  interesting 
event  in  connection  with  one  of  our  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.  A 
short  time  ago  I received  from  Chas.  A.  Conover,  Grand  Recorder, 
an  invitation  to  participate  in  the  celebration  of  the  Golden  Anni- 
versary of  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Council  of  R.  & S.  Masters 
of  Michigan,  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  on  May  18,  1908.  The 
program  was  a very  elaborate  one.  and  was  an  indication  that,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  they  are  carrying  the  weight  of  a half 
century,  they  are  still  young  and  vigorous.  I regretted  my  inability 
to  accept  the  invitation,  but  as  the  time  was  so  near  the  date  of  the 
meeting  of  our  own  Grand  Council  I was  obliged  to  forego  the 
pleasure. 

In  conclusion.  Companions,  I want  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you 
have  conferred  upon  me  for  the  past  two  years.  I assure  you  I 
appreciate  it,  and  my  only  regret  is  that  I have  not  been  able  to 
show  my  appreciation  by  having  accomplished  more  for  the  building 
up  of  our  Order.  I want  to  ask  you  to  elect  my  successor,  and  I 
promise  to  do  all  that  I can  to  help  him  to  accomplish  what  I failed 
to  do.  If  each  of  us  will  do  this,  I think  we  may  confidently  expect 
larger  gains  and  brighter  prospects  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  North 
Carolina  than  ever  before.

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CORRESPONDENCE  REPORT. 


To  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina: 

We  herewith  submit  a Report  on  Correspondence.  All 
the  proceedings  received  up  to  this  date  have  been  re- 
viewed, but  lest  others  may  yet  come  in  we  give  the  list 
at  the  close.  We  therefore  begin  as  usual  with 


ALABAMA. 

70th  Annual.  Montgomery.  Dec.  2,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Grand  Sentinel, 
were  present,  with  four  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  eleven  States  (M.  I.  Companion  William 
H.  Dingley  representing  North  Carolina),  and  delegates 
from  eight  Subordinate  Councils,  with  one  U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) is  a compact 
statement  of  the  duties  performed.  He  deplores  the 
fact  that  his  own  city  has  not  an  active  Council,  but  he 
considers  “that  this  branch  of  Masonry  was  a plant  of 
too  delicate  a growth  and  sublime  beauty  to  be  planted 
in  a soil  that  might  not  sustain  it.” 

He  could  not  make  visitations  to  any  of  the  Subordi- 
nate Councils  of  Alabama  owing  to  circumstances  over 
which  he  had  no  control.  He  mentions  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans’  Home  of  Alabama  as  being  now  an  assured 
success,  after  many  years  of  effort  and  failure. 

Two  dispensations  were  granted  to  ballot  on  applica- 
tions out  of  time.  .He  is  sad  to  report  the  death  of  the 
Grand  Lecturer,  Companion  Chas.  A.  Allen,  who  had 
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Arkansas. 


ever  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  duty.  He  gives 
a full  list  of  the  dead  of  other  jurisdictions.

ARKANSAS. 

45th  Annual.  Little  Rock.  Nov.  22,  1907. 

A very  fine  portrait  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  C. 
L.  Brown,  Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  five  Past 
Grand  Masters,  delegates  from  eight  chartered  Councils, 
and  two  U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp. ) is  in  clear 
type  and  closely  written,  but  there  is  enough  to  give  us 
a very  good  idea  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Arkansas.  He 
planned  in  the  beginning  that  he  would  make  a tour  of 
visits  of  the  Subordinate  Councils,  to  be  with  them  in 
their  work  and  encourage  them  as  far  as  his  presence 
and  attendance  might  serve  to  do  so,  but — “ ’twas  ever 
thus.” 

This  Grand  Council  lost  its  Grand  Tyler,  who  had  for 
many  years  served  at  his  station  with  credit  and  felicity. 
He  also  had  to  report  the  death  of  M.  I.  Companion  -John 
P.  Farrar,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  a memorial  commit- 
tee made  note  of  his  life  and  character,  which  were  an 
honor  to  the  Craft  in  his  day  and  generation.  He  gives 
a list  of  the  dead  in  other  jurisdictions  and  reports  that 
five  companions  had  been  taken  from  the  subordinates. 

Two  new  Councils  were  started  U.  D.  Special  dispen- 
sations were  granted  to  elect  and  install  officers  at  a spe- 
cial meeting  and  also  to  another  Council  to  act  upon  pe- 
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titions  at  a special  meeting,  and  another  for  the  same 
purpose. 

He  visited  one  Council  at  Little  Rock  and  witnessed 
the  conferring  of  the  degrees.  Of  the  outlook  for  Capit- 
ular Masonry  the  Grand  Recorder  says : 

“During  the  year  there  has  been  decided  interest  in  Council  affairs 
exhibited  in  steps  either  for  the  rehabilitation  of  old  and  dormant 
Councils  or  the  establishment  of  new  ones,  and  which  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  Giblim  Council  at  El  Dorado  and  of  Omega  Council  at 
Rector,  Olay  county,  thus  making  the  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
more  promising  than  ever,  and  offering  an  encouraging  outlook  for 
the  time  to  come.” 


The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $361.76. 
The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  had  nothing 
to  report. 

A very  excellent  portrait  of  Ed.  Metcalf,  the  deceased 
Grand  Tyler,  appears  in  the  proceedings. 

Instead  of  the  usual  report  on  correspondence,  there 
are  valuable  notes  at  the  close  of  the  pamphlet  from 
that  erudite  and  popular  Mason,  Fay  Hempstead,  who 
is  familiar  with  all  the  branches  of  Masonry.  He  is  an 
advocate  for  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  by  the  Grand 
Council.  In  this  State  we  do  not  admit  that  this  is  in 
order,  though  we  do  sometimes  convene  the  local  Coun- 
cil and  let  them  confer  the  degrees,  the  officers  of  the 
Grand  Council,  instead  of  those  of  the  Subordinate 
Council,  assisting. 

He  has  some  valuable  remarks  in  regard  to  the  war- 
rants and  charters  and  he  somewhat  agrees  with  our  oft 
expressed  views  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  having  a 
charter  always  present.  He  also  gives  an  article  con- 
cerning the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters, 
and  closes  with  very  valuable  statistics  of  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry in  the  United  States.

47th  Annual.  San  Francisco.  Apr.  15,  1907. 

A well  executed  portrait  of  a very  fine  face  greets  us 
on  the  initial  page  iu  the  person  of  M.  I.  Companion  C. 
J.  Willett,  Grand  Master.  His  hair  seems  to  be  silvered 
over  with  age,  but  his  face  bears  the  marks  of  candor 
and  decision. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Conductor  of  Coun- 
cil, were  present,  with  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Representatives  of  fourteen  States  (with  Com- 
panion John  F.  Hughes  representing  North  Carolina), 
and  delegates  from  eleven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  compactly 
written  and  contains  much  of  interest  to  the  Craft  iu 
general. 

In  regard  to  the  results  of  the  earthquake  and  the 
recuperative  energies  of  the  people  to  rebuild  their  waste 
places  he  has  these  words : 

“Today  we  learn  another  lesson,  as  we  look  about  us,  that  the 
Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  has  implanted  in  the  breast  of  man 
an  indomitable  spirit,  before  which  all  obstacles  and  difficulties  dis- 
appear. We  find  now  the  debris  cleared  away  and  the  foundations 
already  laid  for  a greater  and  more  magnificent  San  Francisco.” 


He  says  that  they  must  mourn  the  departure  of  many 
companions,  earnest  in  the  work  in  their  own  and  other 
jurisdictions. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  lie  says,  will  give 
the  names,  and  a Committee  on  Necrology  will  make 
the  proper  recognition. 

He  attended  the  Ninth  Triennial  Assembly  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  General  Grand  Council  at  Boston 
in  June  1900.  He  visited  three  or  four  of  'the  Subordi- 
nate Councils  and  one  of  them  he  visited  several  times, 
and  witnesed  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 


California. 
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in  nearly  all  of  tliem,  and  lie  is  confident  that  there  will 
be  a remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  Councils  and 
members  during  the  next  few  years,  and  therefore  the 
outlook  is  encouraging. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Order  he  says : 

“The  dnci*ease  in  membership  this  year  is  not  large,  but  the  Coun- 
cils are  generally  in  good  condition.  I have  not  been  called  upon  for 
decisions,  and  am  satisfied  that  harmony  prevails  among  the  Com- 
panions.” 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  we  find  tribute  to 
the  distinguished  companions  who  had  passed  away  dur- 
ing the  year : 

“I  think  it  fitting  to  call  your  attention  at  this  time  to  the  absence 
of  Past  Grand  Master,  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Poweli  Samuel 
Lawson,  who  passed  to  his  final  rest  December  30th  of  last  year  at 
ibis  home  in  Sacramento ; and  a few  days  ago  we  were  again  startled 
by  the  unexpected  news  of  the  death  of  our  friend  and  Companion, 
John  William  Rock,  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Council  in  1882,  and 
one  who  rarely  missed  attending  its  annual  assemblies ; he  was  also 
a resident  of  Sacramento,  and  passed  away  at  that  place.” 


He  reports  a gain  of  52  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of  $3,501.65. 
The  Grand  Lecturer  states  that  in  consideration  of  the 
unsettled  and  unsatisfactory  condition  of  things  gener- 
ally throughout  the  jurisdiction  since  the  last  Convoca- 
tion, the  progress  achieved  in  Council  work  is  grati- 
fying, encouraging,  and  assuredly  in  the  ascendant. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (29  pp.)  is  presented 
by  M.  I.  Companion  James  Bestor  Merritt,  and  is  a 
very  complete  synopsis  of  the  proceedings  submitted  to 
him.  He  gives  North  Carolina  for  1906  one  and  one-half 
pages  of  fraternal  notice.  He  gives  all  the  items  of 
interest  in  our  proceedings.  He  thinks  that  a summons 
without  the  seal  of  the  Council  is  illegal,  although  allu- 
sion is  made  to  a decision  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
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Colorado.

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Conductor  of  Coun- 
cil, were  present,  with  four  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand 
Representatives  of  nineteen  States  (Companion  Jethro 
C.  Sanford  representing  North  Carolina),  and  dele- 
gates from  eleven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) is  closely 
written,  and  is  a complete  statement  of  all  that  was 
done  in  his  office.  He  does  as  all  the  other  Grand  Mas- 
ters should,  viz. : place  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on 
Necrology  all  matters  pertaining  to  that  subject,  thereby 
avoiding  all  unnecessary  repetition  of  our  sorrows  and 
sympathies  of  the  dead.  He  said  that  the  task  of  visit- 
ing all  the  Councils  in  the  State  seemed  very  great,  and 
would  require  a great  deal  of  time  and  travel,  but  after 
having  drawn  the  design  upon  the  trestle  board  he  did 
not  falter,  and  visited,  with  one  exception,  every  char- 
tered Council  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  also  the  only 
Council  U.  D.  He  attended  most  of  the  sessions  of  his

own  Council,  and  two  others  he  visited  twice,  believing 
that  his  presence  would  be  beneficial  in  awakening  them 
from  their  lethargy  and  in  helping  to  restore  them  to  ac- 
tivity. In  making  his  visitations  he  traveled  upwards  of 
2,900  miles.  “Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.” 

He  had  made  an  appointment  to  go  to  a distant  point 
to  visit  a Council,  but  he  was  “called  upon  to  perform 
the  saddest  duty  that  falls  to  the  lot  of  man — to  place 
beneath  the  sod  the  best  of  women,  the  partner  of  nearly 
thirty-two  years  of  happy  wedded  life — and  so  the  ap- 
pointment had  to  be  postponed.”  He  finally  visited  the 
Council  and  put  it  upon  its  feet  again.  He  says  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  work  in  several  dormant  Councils 
some  dispensations  were  granted  to  ballot  upon  peti- 
tions at  special  convocations.  He  started  one  new  Coun- 
cil U.  D.  No  cases  for  decision  were  submitted. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $751.50. 

The  Grand  Recorder  made  his  report  and  concluded  as 
follows : 

“There  has  been  a material  gain  in  membership,  the  total  now 
being  591,  a net  gain  of  69.  Only  two  Councils  failed  to  do  work 
during  the  year,  nine  show  a gain  in  numbers,  two  remain  unchanged, 
and  one  has  a loss.”

89th  Annual.  New  Haven.  May  15,  1907. 

A well  executed  portrait  of  T.  M.  I.  Companion  John 
H.  Pearce,  Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  this 
neat  pamphlet. 
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Connecticut. 


All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  eleven  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  fifteen  States 
(Companion  Reuben  Id.  Tucker  representing  North  Car- 
olina), and  delegates  from  nineteen  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp. ) is  well  writ- 
ten in  plain  English  so  we  can  all  understand  what  was 
done  in  his  office.  He  says  that  it  was  a year  of  pros- 
perity to  the  Craft.  He  calls  attention  to  the  illustrious 
dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  and  mourns  with  his  Coun- 
cils at  their  losses. 

He  visited  officially  five  Subordinate  Councils,  en- 
couraging them  in  the  work  and  gave  good  cheer  where- 
ever  lie  went.  Several  dispensations  were  granted  to 
push  the  work,  and  others  granted  to  confer  degrees  out 
of  time.  He  has  this  to  say  of  the  state  of  the  Order: 

“Tbe  Order  in  our  jurisdiction  has  been  prosperous.  Peace  and 
harmony  have  prevailed,  therefore  it  is  a very  great  pleasure  for  me 
to  be  able  to  report  I have  not  been  called  upon  to  render  any  deci- 
sions.” 

The  report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Principal 
Conductor  of  the  Work,  and  the  Thrice  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  all  show  zealous  work  on  their  part 
among  the  Councils  allotted  to  them. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  an  increase  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a 
balance  of  $1,051.51. 

In  the  body  of  the  pamphlet  we  find  the  portrait  of 
Companion  J.  S.  Stokes,  Grand  Master  in  1902,  who 
had  passed  away  during  the  year. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (31  pp.)  is  by  Compan- 
ion John  H.  Barlow,  Past  Grand  Master,  who  has  for 
many  years  been  one  of  the  most  prominent  writers  of 
correspondence  in  this  country.  Among  the  proceed- 
ings reviewed  he  gives  North  Carolina  not  quite  one-half 
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page,  which  is  probably  all  we  deserve,  and  he  says  that 
there  was  no  report  on  correspondence,  and,  therefore, 
we  have  nothing  to  say.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

Annual  Meeting.  London.  March  21,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  except  the  Dep- 
uty Grand  Master  and  Grand  Chaplain,  and  delegates 
of  fifteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  is  the  chief  feature 
of  these  proceedings.  Of  the  workings  of  the  Order  lie 
says : 

“The  Grand  Recorder  has  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year 
ending  2Sth  February,  1907,  42  brethren  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Cryptic  degrees,  a small  increase  on  last  year.  The  work  in  the 
active  Councils  has  been  well  and  carefully  done,  -and  the  vast  amount 
of  pains  and  labor  taken  by  those  who  are  responsible  for  the 
performance  of  the  ceremonies  most  certainly  is  well  worth  far  more 
appreciation  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  still  outside  the  Cryptic 
Riite  -than  it  seems  to  meet  with.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  a 
large  addition  to  the  numbers  of  those  seeking  admission  into  these 
beautiful,  impressive  and  truly  Masonic  degrees  will  soon  take  place. 

“The  total  number  of  registered  Companions  of  the  Royal,  Select 
and  Super-Excellent  Degrees  in  England  and  Wales,  etc.,  is  now 
1,188.” 

He  acknowledges  receiving  reports  of  the  various 
Grand  Councils  in  America. 

He  states  that  several  of  their  most  energetic  brethren 
have  been  removed  by  the  hand  of  death  and  he  reports 
six,  all  of  whom  had  been  true  and  valued  friends. 

A new  warrant  was  granted  to  form  a Council  in  the 
City  of  York,  to  be  known  as  A th els  tan  Council  No.  31, 
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and  the  Grand  Recorder  was  commissioned  to  perform 
the  Ceremony  of  Consecration. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  as  follows: 

“The  accounts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  have  been  audited  and  found 
correct,  and  the  auditors  certify  that  the  balance,  73  pounds,  16  shil- 
lings, 2 pence,  is  in  the  London  and  Westminster  Bank,  Limited, 
Bloomsbury  Branch.” 


The  balance  of  the  proceedings  consists  of  statistics. 
The  same  officers  were  elected,  viz. : 

Companion  The  Earl  of  Euston,  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Companion  F.  F.  Matier,  Grand  Recorder. 


GEORGIA. 

64th  Annual.  Macon.  Apr.  23,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  Conductor  of  Council, 
were  present,  with  three  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand 
Representatives  of  twenty  States  (J.  M.  Rushin  repre- 
senting North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  twenty 
Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp. ) gives  us  a 
very  good  idea  of  the  State  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Geor- 
gia. We  note  that  tlhe  “angel  of  death”  had  visited  the 
official  ranks,  and  Past  Grand  Master  W.  A.  Davis  died 
on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1907,  and  was  buried  with 
Masonic  honors  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia.  He 
gives  a full  list  of  the  distinguished  dead  of  other  juris- 
dictions. 

One  Council  as  constituted  and  officers  installed, 
Companion  J.  B.  Roberts  acting  as  proxy  for  the  Grand 
Master. 

Nearly  all  of  the  dispensations  granted  were  to  re- 
ceive petitions  and  ballot  at  the  same  assembly.  Only 
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one  decision  was  given  and  that  was  “what  must  be  done 
with  a companion  who  refuses  to  pay  dues  to  a Subordi- 
nate Council.” 

Another  Council  was  constituted,  L.  TV.  Burkett  act- 
ing as  proxy  for  the  Grand  Master.  Charters  were  for- 
feited by  three  Councils  and  surrendered. 

Quite  a large  number  attended  the  Ninth  Triennial  of 
the  General  Grand  Council  at  Boston.  He  congratu- 
lates the  Craft  on  the  fact  that  Alabama  has  again  come 
into  the  folds  of  the  General  Grand  Council.  He  has 
this  to  say  in  commendation  of  the  companions  of  Mas- 
sachusetts : 

“In  behalf  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Georgia,  in  behalf  of  the  com- 
panions and  myself.  I extend  hearty  thanks  to  the  Grand  Council  of 
Massachusetts  for  everything  they  have  so  lavishly  bestowed  upon  us. 
We  are  glad  that  the  day  is  coming  when  Georgia,  our  own  juris- 
diction, wall  be  able  to  reciprocate  and  give  evidence  of  our  brotherly 
feelings  and  the  warm  pulsations  of  our  own  hearts,  for  all  who  come 
under  the  banner  of  Cryptic  Masonry.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $172.63.

ILLINOIS. 

55th  Annual.  Alton.  Sept.  11,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Principal  Conduc- 
tor of  Work  and  the  Treasurer,  were  present,  with  five 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
six  States  (Companion  John  M.  Pearson  representing 
North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  thirty-six  Subordi- 
nate Councils.  A goodly  attendance. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp.)  is  a well 
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written  document  and  gives  us  a clear  idea  of  the  Cryp- 
tic Rite  in  Illinois.  His  first  act  was  to  divide  the  State 
into  nine  arches,  and  placing  in  their  charge  a compe- 
tent companion  with  two  assistants,  with  injunction  to 
visit  as  many  Councils  as  they  could  possibly  do,  and 
make  report  to  him  monthly.  The  results  were  very 
satisfactory,  and  he  heartily  recommends  the  continu- 
ance of  this  policy. 

Dispensations  to  further  the  work  in  the  various  Coun- 
cils were  granted,  mostly  to  receive  and  ballot  on  peti- 
tions at  the  same  meeting.  He  constituted  one  new 
Council  and  installed  the  officers. 

He  says  the  hand  of  death  had  been  laid  very  heavily 
upon  them,  and  he  regrets  having  been  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  Illustrious  Companion  A.  L.  Hamil- 
ton, Grand  Past  Commander  of  Work;  Illustrious  Com- 
panion William  H.  Paul,  Grand  Marshal  and  Past  Mas- 
ter, and  P.  M.  Illustrious  Companion  Philander  W.  Bar- 
clay, Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Illi- 
nois, all  of  whom  had  done  active  work  in  the  interest  of 
Masonry. 

He  lias  something  to  say  concerning  the  Super-Excel- 
lent Degree,  and  he  thinks  it  is  worth  the  attention  of 
every  member  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  he  thinks  it 
would  be  well  to  make  that  degree  a part  of  the  Council 
work. 

He  calls  attention  to  several  dormant  Councils  that 
have  done  no  work  and  made  no  report  for  sometime, 
and  he  thinks  a personal  visit  from  the  Grand  Master 
will  do  much  to  resuscitate  and  restore  them  to  active 
work,  and  he  names  eight  of  these  and  recommends  that 
their  charters  be  taken  up  and  returned  to  the  Grand 
Council. 

He  believes  the  idea  a good  one  to  itinterate  from 
one  place  to  another  with  the  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Council,  and  with  that  view  in  mind  he  recommends  that 
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a committee  be  appointed  to  locate  the  next  Grand  As- 
sembly. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a prosperous  year,  with 
a substantial  gain  in  membership;  harmony  and  peace 
prevail  within  liis  borders,  and  the  outlook  is  encourag- 
ing. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  on  hand  of 
$4,843.90. 

The  Committee,  on  Jurisprudence  had  nothing  for 
their  consideration. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (35  pp. ) is  by  P.  M.  111. 
Grand  Master  Geo.  W.  Warvelle,  and  like  all  the  others 
coming  from  his  pen  iis  good,  yea,  very  good.  There  is 
one  thing  that  we  do  not  like  about  this  report,  and  that 
is  that  North  Carolina  does  not  appear  in  liis  review, 
and  we  regret  this  very  much,  and  still  he  has  in  the 
close  of  the  report  what  we  call  “Warvelle  Notes,”  in 
which  he  refers  to  warrants  and  charters,  the  German 
and  French  traditions  and  independence.  We  like  this' 
conclusion  more  than  we  do  all  the  rest  of  the  report.  It 
makes  good  reading.

INDIANA. 

52nd  Annual.  Indianapolis.  Oct.  22-23,  1907. 

We  are  greeted  on  the  initial  page  by  a very  tine  por- 
trait in  the  person  of  M.  I.  Companion  D.  H.  Hawks, 
Grand  Master,  and  his  hair  is  so  thin  on  top  of  his  head 
that  we  can  hardly  tell  where  the  parting  of  the  ways 
comes,  whether  on  the  side  or  in  the  middle.  However, 
the  face  is  a good  one  and  shows  decision  of  character. 
All  the  Past  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Sentinel,  were 
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present,  with  nineteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  twenty-four  States  (Companion  Chas. 
Balcli  representing  North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from 
sixty-one  of  the  sixty-two  Subordinate  Councils.  A 
goodly  attendance,  to  be  sure. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) is  a close 
and  compact  statement  of  the  affairs  in  his  office.  We 
give  a sketch  of  liis  opening  remarks : 

"As  we  look  around  about  our  circle,  we  note  with  grateful  hearts, 
that  during  the  hours  of  refresnment  the  Angel  of  Death  has  not  been 
permitted  to  touch  with  his  dark  wings  any  of  our  stations ; that  our 
jewels  are  not  draped  with  the  emblems  of  sorrow ; that  we  are 
again  granted  the  happy  privilege  of  meeting  wiith  our  number  com- 
plete. 

“I  have  but  little  of  an  official  character  to  report  to  you  at  this 
time.  No  matters  of  complaint  have  been  submitted  for  investigation, 
and  but  few  question  presented  for  consideration.  These,  however, 
being  of  a local  nature,  I do  not  deem  necessary  presenting  for  your 
consideration.” 

He  gives  a full  list  of  the  dead  of  other  jurisdictions. 
One  new  Council  was  constituted,  Companion  Calvin  W. 
Prather,  Grand  Recorder,  acting  as  his  special  Deputy, 
who  says  that  the  Council  was  started  out  in  splendid 
condition  and  that  the  companions  are  zealous,  energetic 
and  in  complete  harmony. 

One  new  Council  was  started  U.  D.,  and  from  reports 
received  they  started  off  with  very  bright  prospects  for 
a successful  future.  They  report  that  they  conferred  the 
degrees  upon  eighty-five  members.  The  original  char- 
ter petitioners  numbered  forty,  added  by  affiliation  five, 
making  the  total  number  130.  A good  start. 

Several  dispensations  were  granted,  all  of  them  to 
elect  and  install  officers.  He  states  that  peace,  harmony 
and  general  prosperity  prevail  throughout  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  as  follows: 
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“The  condition  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Indiana  is,  as  usual,  prosper- 
ous. While  the  net  increase  in  membership  is  not  so  great  as  last 
year  or  the  year  previous,  yet  it  is  a splendid  showing.  All  the  char- 
tered Councils  have  been  prompt  In  their  reports  and  payment  of 
dues.  There  have  been  no  controversies  of  any  character,  nor  has 
there  been  any  friction  between  Councils  during  the  past  year.” 


The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $3,006.41. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (52  pp. ) is  presented  by 
M.  I.  Companion  Henry  W.  Mordhurst,  who  is  P.  Th. 
111.  Grand  Master  of  the  General  Grand  Council  of  the 
United  States,  and  whom  we  met  in  personal  converse  at 
Boston  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Council. 
He  reviews  in  a very  able  manner  the  proceedings  of 
thirty-three  Grand  Bodies,  but  of  this  number  we  do  not 
find  North  Carolina,  which  doubtless  arrived  too  late  for 
the  report.  We  regret  this.

13th  Annual.  El  Reno.  Apr.  17,  1907. 

All  except  the  111.  Grand  Master  were  present,  with 
seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  ten 
States  (Companion  R.  H.  Henry  representing  North 
Carolina),  and  delegates  from  six  Subordinte  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  long 
enough  to  tell  ns  much  that  was  done  during  the  year. 
His  first  official  act  was  to  institute  a Council  and  in- 
stall its  officers.  He  attended  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil in  the  city  of  Boston  at  its  Ninth  Triennial,  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction  he  says: 

“The  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  is  harmoni- 
ous if  not  as  progressive  as  many  of  us  wish  it  might  be.  Not  a 
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decision  :has  been  asked  for  nor  a complaint  made  during  the  year  to 
your  Grand  Master.  There  has  been  a gain  in  our  membership  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  but  the  question  comes  to  us,  have  we  increased  the 
membership  of  this  Rite  as  we  should.” 

He  says  for  reasons  which  he  deemed  for  the  good  of 
the  Rite  lie  granted  dispensations  to  ballot  on  candidates 
out  of  time.  He  says  that  during  the  year  just  closed 
the  dark  angel  has  not  touched  a member  of  the  Grand 
Council,  but  other  jurisdictions  have  not  been  so  for- 
tunate.

8th  Annual.  Ft.  Dodge.  Oct.  1,  1907. 

A very  good  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  IT.  C.  Sliad- 
bolt,  Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the  neat 
pamphlet,  and,  if  he  had  any  hair  on  the  top  of  his  head, 
we  might  tell  whether  it  was  parted  in  the  middle  or  not. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
were  present,  together  with  live  Past  Grand  Masters, 
representatives  of  fifteen  States  (North  Carolina  miss- 
ing), and  delegates  from  twelve  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  ( 4 pp. ) , though  short, 
is  a brief  epitome  of  what  had  been  done  during  the 
year.  He  says  that  while  the  grim  reaper  Death  has 
dealt  kindly  with  Iowa,  other  jurisdictions  report  many 
companions  that  have  been  called  to  render  an  account 
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of  their  stewardship.  He  notes  with  pleasure  that  only 
two  deaths  had  occurred  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  he  gives 
the  names  of  those  which  have  occurred  in  others. 

The  charters  of  two  Councils  were  surrendered  and  re- 
turned to  the  Grand  Recorder.  Of  the  condition  of  the 
Order  he  says : 

“From  the  reports  we  find  there  is  an  increase  in  the  work  done  by 
the  various  Councils  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  past  year.  These 
reports  also  show  a slight  decrease,  though  not  as  large  a decrease  as 
is  shown  toy  the  reports  for  the  preceding  year.” 

This  is  somewhat  discouraging,  and  we  hope  that  at 
the  next  report  things  will  look  brighter  for  the  Cryptic 
Rite  in  this  jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  11,054.78. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  peace  and  harmony 
throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

Past  Grand  Master  W.  F.  Cleveland,  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  History  of  the  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Iowa,  presents 
a very  lucid  report,  from  which  we  extract  the  follow- 
ing: 

“A  Grand  Council  was  organized  in  1857  and  continued  until  1878, 
when  i<t  ceased  to  exist,  and  for  twenty  years,  or  until  1898,  the  de- 
grees were  conferred  in  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters.  The  present  Grand 
Council  was  organized  in  1900,  under  * authority  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  United  States,  after  the  Grand  Chapter  had 
formerly  surrendered  all  control  of  these  degrees,  and  it  has  con- 
tinued to  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  this 
State  down  to  the  present  time.” 


The  report  on  correspondence  (35  pp.)  is  presented  by 
M.  I.  Companion  W.  F.  Cleveland,  Past.  Grand  Master, 
and  like  all  of  his  writings  is  up  to  the  highest  notch. 
He  reviews  thirty-four  Grand  Bodies  and  we  find  among 
these  North  Carolina  for  1906  had  about  one  page.  He 
gives  a synopsis  of  the  proceedings  in  a few  words,  but 
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gives  all  that  is  necessary  to  be  written,  and  calls  us 
bis  venerable  and  beloved  Companion,  as  the  writer  of 
the  report,  and  styles  the  work  as  admirable.  We  thank 
the  Companion  for  this  kind  notice,  and  if  we  thought 
that  we  really  deserved  it  we  would  feel  better,  but  we 
do  not  think  we  have  much  of  a chance  in  a Council  re- 
port, for  we  do  not  have  space  enough  in  which  to  ex- 
press our  views.

Companion  Edward  W.  Wellington,  General 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard  of  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil of  the  LTnited  States  was  also  present  and  took  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp. ) states  in 
succinct  form  the  transactions  in  his  department,  and 
he  says  in  the  outset  that  he  had  hoped  to  visit  the  Coun- 
cils, but — 

He  had  been  called  upon  for  no  decisions  during  his 
term  of  office.  The  only  dispensation  reported  was  to 
one  Council  to  confer  the  degrees  on  thirteen  Royal  Arch 
Masons  who  had  “passed  the  circle.”  One  new  Council 
was  started  U.  D.,  and  he  says  that  the  report  of  the 
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Grand  Recorder  shows  a gratifying  increase  in  the  mem- 
bership. 

He  attended  the  Ninth  Triennial  of  the  General  Grand 
Council  at  Boston  and  enjoyed  the  trip  very  much. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $898.52. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  that  eighty-five  members 
had  been  gained  during  the  year,  and  the  net  increase  in 
enrollment  in  the  State  was  sixty-six.  The  report  of  the 
Grand  Recorder,  Companion  William  Shaver,  is  very  in- 
teresting and  instructive,  giving  some  valuable  histori- 
cal information  concerning  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Kansas. 
Wish  we  had  space  to  copy  in  full. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  states  that  no  mat- 
ters had  been  referred  to  them  for  their  consideration, 
and  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  makes 
the  same  statement. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  makes  a full  report  of  all 
the  illustrious  dead  during  the  year. 

The  report  on  correspondence  ( 32  pp. ) is  presen  ted  by 
Companion  William  Shaver,  who  is  also  Grand  Re- 
corder, and  he  gives  us  a most  interesting  and  complete 
synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty-three  States.  North 
Carolina  for  1906  gets  nearly  one  page  of  fraternal  no- 
tice, but  even  then  it  is  as  much  as  New  York,  and  we 
ought  to  be  satisfied.  He  notices  with  commendation  the 
itinerary  of  Enoch  Council,  which  went  about  as  on 
wheels,  conferring  degrees  and  spreading  the  light  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  from  the  mountains  almost  to  the  sea. 
He  says  of  our  report  that  it  was  a treat.  Thanks.

80th  Annual.  Louisville.  Oct.  14,  1907. 

A well  executed  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  Samuel 
Leidigk,  Grand  Master,  greets  us  upon  the  initial  page. 
He  looks  rather  sedate  and  solemn  to  he  a Shriner,  which 
we  judge  he  is  by  the  button  he  wears. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  and  delegates  of  sixteen  Subordi- 
nate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6  pp. ) gives  a 
faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  duties  in  his  office. 
He  says  that  death  has  taken  away  a number  of  compan- 
ions, two  of  whom  were  Past  Grand  Masters,  viz. : Thos. 
P.  Grant  and  Chas.  Vogt,  both  of  whom  were  faithful  in 
discharge  of  duties  which  pertained  to  the  offices  which 
they  had  filled  in  Masonry.  The  proper  consideration  of 
the  dead  was  referred  to  the  Committe  on  Necrology. 

He  made  but  four  decisions  during  the  year  and  they 
were  of  local  interest. 

Of  visitations  and  inspections  of  Councils  he  says  that 
they  are  so  widely  scattered  as  to  preclude  the  practica- 
bility of  anything  like  an  annual  systematic  visitation, 
yet  lie  is  aware  of  the  necessity  for  official  examinatons 
of  the  work,  and  believes  there  are  not  half  a dozen  Coun- 
cils in  the  State  that  are  capable  of  performing  the  work 
with  credit,  and  he  thinks  that  something  ought  to  be 
done,  but  owing  to  the  very  short  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Council  (only  half  a day  being  allowed)  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  attend  to  the  business.  This  is  too  much 
the  case  in  our  own  jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Council  is 
generally  put  off  to  some  afternoon  and  the  members, 
after  a big  dinner,  are  too  sleepy  to  attend  to  business. 

He  has  something  to  say  concerning  the  Super-Excel- 
lent Degree,  which  we  have  never  introduced  into  our 
work.

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance 
of  $602.16. 

On  the  memorial  page  we  find  a well  executed  portrait 
of  M.  I.  Companion  T.  P.  Grant,  who  was  Grand  Master 
in  1819,  and  died  in  1907,  and  C.  C.  Vogt,  Grand  Master 
in  1895,  and  who  died  June,  1907. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  presented  by  M.  I. 
Companion  H.  B.  Grant,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  is 
equal  to  anything  that  comes  from  his  pen.  He  styles 
his  report  the  “Doings  of  Grand  Councils,”  and  we  pre- 
sume that  is  about  as  good  a name  as  any  for  these  re- 
ports.

O.  Elms  representing  North  Caro- 
lina), and  delegates  from  eight  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp.)  is  very  com- 
pactly written,  and  he  keeps  close  to  the  recitation  of 
business  performed.  He  is  sad  to  record  the  death  of 
P.  M.  111.  Grand  Master  John  S.  Alfred,  and  of  whom  he 
says  that  “in  his  death  Freemasonry  in  this  Grand  Ju- 
risdiction lost  a pillar  of  strength,  and  especially  will  his 
loss  be  felt  in  this  Grand  Council.”  He  was  an  active 
and  zealous  worker  in  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Louisiana.

O.  Elms  representing  North 
Carolina),  and  delegates  from  seven  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (3  pp. ) gives  a brief 
record  of  his  work,  which  was  not  very  enormous  during 
the  year.  He  could  not  announce  the  formation  of  any 
new  Councils,  but  requests  for  information  on  the  sub- 
ject were  received  from  several  points,  and  the  prospects 
for  future  Councils  are  good.  The  official  family  of  the 
Grand  Council  has  been  spared  during  the  year,  and  his 
sympathy  is  extended  to  the  Councils  throughout  the 
State  and  those  of  other  jurisdictions  for  the  loss  they 
had  sustained. 

He  visited  one  Council  officially,  opened  the  Council 
and  conferred  degrees  on  fo/ur  companion  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  Officers  were  elected  and  duly  installed.  Only 
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one  dispensation  was  granted  and  that  to  install  officers 
ont  of  time.  Not  a single  case  was  presented  for  deci- 
sion.

53rd  Annual.  Portland.  May  8,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  twelve  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-eight 
States  (North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from 
sixteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (16  pp.)  gives  a very 
satisfactory  record  of  the  amount  of  work  done.  He  is 
happy  to  state  that,  death  has  not  invaded  the  official 
ranks,  yet  the  Subordinate  Councils  had  suffered  as  well 
as  the  Grand  Councils  of  other  jurisdictions,  a full  list 
of  which  is  given. 

He  attended  the  General  Grand  Council  at  Boston, 
and  reports  that  it  passed  off  well  and  was  greatly  en- 
joyed. 

Sixteen  dispensations  were  granted  to  receive  and 
confer  and  ballot  on  applications  for  degrees  at  special 
assemblies,  and  a special  assembly  for  election  of  officers 
and  transacting  all  business  that  pertained  to  the  an- 
nual assembly. 

He  visited  five  Subordinate  Councils  officially,  with 
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much  benefit  to  all  concerned.  Of  the  general  condition 
of  the  Order  he  has  this  to  say : 

“I  am  gratified  to  report  that  all  the  Councils  in  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction, with  one  exception,  are  healthy,  vigorous,  robust  Councils, 
and  in  good  working  condition.  The  exception  is  St.  Croix,  of  Calais, 
and  we  confidently  expect  that  this  year  will  witness  an  emerging  of 
St.  Croix  from  its  state  of  inactivity  to  a career  of  usefulness  and 
promise.” 


He  issued  a special  letter  to  the  Councils  concerning 
thedr  duty  as  members  of  the  Council,  and  recommends 
that  a committee  in  each  Council  be  appointed,  'whose 
especial  duty  it  shall  be  to  interest  such  members  as 
have  not  yet  come  through  the  “secret  vault.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Officers  to  whom  had  been 
assigned  work  on  visitations  shows  that  they  were  very 
faithful,  and  much  work  was  accomplished. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $924.16. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (40  pp.)  is  presented  by 
M.  I.  Companion  Albro  E.  Chase,  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  is  a complete  synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty- 
eight  States.  He  used  the  scissors  frequently,  but  he  is 
very  judicious  in  liis  selections.  North  Carolina  for 
1906  conies  in  for  one  page.  He  extracts  from  the  ad- 
dress of  the  Grand  Master,  A.  B.  Andrews,  and  gives  the 
chief  items  of  business,  and  quotes  our  remarks  concern- 
ing the  loss  of  charters  under  Missouri.

34tii  Annual.  Baltimore.  Nov.  20,  1907. 

A smiling  face  is  that  of  M.  1.  Companion  Graham 
Dukehart,  Grand  Master,  who  appears  on  the  initial 
page  of  this  very  neat  pamphlet;  in  fact,  all  the  work 
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coining  from  the  Maryland  Grand  Bodies  seems  to  be 
especially  neat. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  four  Past 
Grand  Masters,  representatives  of  seventeen  States 
( with  Companion  J.  J.  Fogle  representing  North  Caro- 
lina), and  delegates  of  eleven  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a verbal  address  and  an- 
nounced perfect  harmony  throughout  the  jurisdiction, 
and  that  their  fraternal  relations  with  other  Grand 
Bodies  were  most  cordial.  He  announced  the  death  of  P. 
Tli.  111.  Master  Jacob  Likes,  who  was  Grand  Represen- 
tative of  the  Grand  Council  of  Oregon  near  their  Grand 
Council,  and  some  others  who  had  died  in  the  Subordi- 
nate Councils.  He  also  gives  a list  of  the  dead  in  other 
jurisdictions. 

He  states  that  he  had  visited  every  Council  during  the 
year,  and  some  of  them  several  times,  that  he  had  suc- 
ceeded in  reviving  one  Council,  reinstated  another,  and 
instituted  another.  He  then  congratulated  the  Grand 
Council  upon  the  increase  in  members,  the  net  gain  being 
one  hundred  aud  sixty,  and  lie  hopes  that  success  will  be 
even  greater  in  the  future. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $300.52. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  simply  announces 
that  they  have  received  and  examined  the  proceedings 
of  a number  of  Grand  Bodies.  They  say  the  perusal  of 
the  reports  was  interesting  and  instructive,  indicating  a 
steady  increase  and  improvement  in  Cryptic  Masonry 
throughout  the  country.

71st  Annual.  Boston.  .June  16,  1906. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  four  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-five 
Stales  (M.  1.  Companion  J.  B.  Gardner  representing 
North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  twenty-six  Subor- 
dinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (16  pp. ) is  a capital 
paper,  and  not  only  well  written,  but  very  concise  in 
statement.  Of  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  Massachu- 
setts he  has  this  to  say: 

“The  work  of  our  Rite  in  Massachusetts  has  made  good  progress, 
we  continue  to  gain  in  membership  and,  I believe,  in  character  of 
membership ; the  ideals  constantly  are  placed  higher,  and  the  cordial, 
loyal  cooperation  of  officers  and  companions  in  the  various  Councils 
makes  for  gratifying  success  in  the  work  of  this  Grand  Council.  The 
total  of  affiliations  for  the  year  is  four  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and 
the  net  gain  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  bringing  our  member- 
ship to  seven  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty.” 


Under  the  head  of  Necrology,  he  reports  the  death  of 
the  Senior  Past  Master,  Thomas  Eliott  St.  John.  He 
had  held  many  prominent  places  in  all  branches  of  the 
Order,  was  a zealous  and  faithful  Mason  and  will  be 
greatly  missed.  He  also  announces  the  death  of  Chas. 
M.  Avery,  who  died  in  April,  1906.  Also  Rev.  Chas.  A. 
Skinner,  the  Grand  Chaplain,  who  died  April  22,  1906, 
and  he  had  for  many  years  been  prominent  in  all  Ma- 
sonic works.  Each  of  these  companions  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

He  has  much  to  say  of  the  Ninth  Triennial  Assembly 
of  the  General  Grand  Council.  He  had  assigned  for  visi- 
tation to  the  Subordinate  Councils  the  various  officers 
of  the  Grand  Council  and  all  did  their  work  well,  and 
good  was  accomplished.  One  of  the  Councils  celebrated 
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its  fiftieth  anniversary,  holding  a reunion,  or  “Old 
Home  Day,”  as  it  is  called,  felicitously. 

Numerous  dispensations  were  granted,  mainly  to  per- 
mit Councils  to  ballot  on  applications  for  the  degrees 
not  read  in  open  Council  at  the  preceding  assembly.  It 
is  understood  in  this  jurisdiction  that  the  Grand  Master 
has  the  power  to  issue  dispensations  of  this  kind. 

Only  two  cases  were  submitted  for  decision,  and  these 
involving  questions  of  jurisdiction,  and  they  were  an- 
swered by  reference  to  the  Capitular  Laws.  Only  one 
Council  applied  for  a dispensation  to  start  work,  but 
that  was  refused  for  good  reasons  assigned. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  shows  that  a gain 
for  the  year  was  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  with  a 
total  membership  of  7,378. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  on  hand  of 
11,498.85. 

The  report  on  correspondence  ( 73  pp. ) is  presented  by 
Companion  -J.  Gilman  Waite,  who  is  also  the  valued 
Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  is  his 
ninth  report,  and  equal  in  value  to  any  of  the  preceding, 
and  his  standard  is  very  high.  He  reviews  the  journals 
of  thirty  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  a very  able  manner.  He 
gives  North  Carolina  for  1906  two  pages  of  fraternal 
review.  He  quotes  very  largely  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master,  Andrews,  and  quotes  what  we  had  to  say 
of  G.  M.  Barker,  and  then  gives  a few  words  of  our  con- 
clusion. We  have  enjoyed  reading  this  report.

49th  Annual.  Port  Huron.  May  20,  1907. 

The  pamphlet  opens  with  greetings  from  M.  I.  Com- 
panion Arthur  H.  McCloud,  Grand  Master,  and  the  but- 
ton on  his  coat  shows  very  plainly  where  he  has  been 
fed,  and,  in  fact,  his  looks  betray  that  his  diet  is  camel’s 
milk.  He  is  almost  as  weighty  as  this  writer,  who  now 
tips  the  beam  at  236,  and  we  are  underweight  consider- 
ably. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Chaplain,  were  pres- 
ent, with  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  eighteen  States  (Companion  Traverse  Phillips 
representing  North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  fifty- 
two  Subordinate  Councils.  We  regret  to  find  that  Past 
Master  I.  Grand  Master  Hugh  McCurdy  was  not  pres- 
ent, for  we  feel  that  when  he  is  absent  the  battle  cannot 
succeed. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (12  pp. ) is  a very 
interesting  as  well  as  complete  statement  of  the  work 
accomplished,  which  was  a great  deal  in  this  large  and 
prosperous  jurisdiction.  He  visited  fifteen  Councils 
during  the  year,  and  of  them  he  says: 

“In  increase  in  membership,  the  past  year  has  been  an  eminently 
successful  oue : the  fifteen  Councils  alone  that  I have  been  permitted 
to  visit  have  shown  a remarkable  growth,  passing  the  circle  of  per- 
fection on  393  candidates  as  against  81  candidates  in  the  year  pre- 
vious. 

"The  entire  State  has  passed  the  circle  on  762  candidates,  making 
an  increase  in  membership  of  over  fifty  per  cent  above  that  of  any 
prevous  year  in  the  history  of  Cryptic  Masonry  im  Michigan.” 

One  new  Council  was  started  U.  D. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology  lie  has  this  to  say: 

“The  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  during  the  last  year  has 
called  tout  few  of  our  companions  to  the  Ninth  Arch  of  his  celestial 
dwelling,  as  compared  to  the  losses  we  have  sustained  in  the  past. 
While  all  our  Councils  miss  many,  active  and  beloved  companions,  the 
Grim  Reaper  passes  us  lightly  this  year,  and  we  return  thanks  that 
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we  are  permitted  to  meet  with  fewer  vacant  chairs  than  some  of  our 
sister  jurisdictions.” 

Nearly  all  of  the  dispensations  were  to  receive  and 
ballot  on  petitions  at  special  meetings.  The  decisions 
were  all  of  a local  nature  and  not  of  general  interest. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $3,245.39, 
and  the  Grand  Recorder  reports  a total  membership  of 
6,3G5,  a gain  for  the  year  of  563.  Good. 

In  the  body  of  the  pamphlet  we  hud  a very  fine  por- 
trait of  a very  fine  face  of  a grand  old  man,  M.  I.  Com- 
panion N.  B.  Carpenter,  the  first  Grand  Master  in  1858- 
59.  It  is  well  that  his  memory  is  preserved  in  this  form. 

Companion  Chas.  Conover  was  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  visit  the  Ninth  Triennial  Assembly 
of  the  General  Grand  Council.  He  gave  a report  of  the 
visit  and  stated  very  fully  the  proceedings  of  that  Grand 
Body  and  all  that  was  done  affecting  the  State  Grand 
Councils. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (83  pp.)  is  presented 
by  Companion  Chas.  A.  Conover,  who  is  also  Grand  Re- 
corder, and  it  is  a most  valuable  review  of  the  States 
submitted  for  his  attention.  It  is  his  fourth  attempt  as 
a writer  and  he  shows  himself  a worthy  man  not  to  be 
ashamed,  but  he  gives  forth  Masonic  truth  in  boldness 
and  effect.  He  uses  the  scissors  on  occasions  and  very 
effectively.  He  gives  North  Carolina  for  1906  a little 
more  than  two  pages  of  kindly  notice,  and  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  death  of  our  Past  Grand  Master,  William 
Simpson,  who  was  greatly  beloved  all  over  the  State. 
He  makes  a large  quotation  from  the  conclusion  of  the 
Grand  Master’s  address,  and  reports  our  gain  of  eighty, 
with  a total  membership  of  290.  This  looks  very  small 
alongside  the  Grand  Recorder’s  report  of  Michigan.  We 
have  enjoyed  the  perusal  of  this  report.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  fourteen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  the  representatives  of  twenty-nine 
States  (Companion  A.  Brandenburg  representing  North 
Carolina),  and  delegates  from  seven  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (14  pp. ) is  a very 
clear  record  of  the  business  for  the  year  and  shows  that 
much  work  engaged  his  attention  in  this  flourishing 
jurisdiction.  He  has  this  to  say  of  the  condition  of 
Cryptic  Masonry : 

“Cryptic  Masonry  is  progressing ; safely,  soundly,  surely.  This  is 
the  message  I bring  to  you.  I cannot  say,  as  did  my  immediate 
predecessor,  ‘It  has  been  an  eventful  year,’  but  I can  assure  you  that 
it  has  been  a harmonious  one,  and  that  we  are  in  perfect  accord  with 
the  whole  Masonic  world.” 

He  is  indeed  sorry  to  announce  the  death  of  R.  111. 
Companion  Tiros.  Montgomery,  who  had  served  as  Grand 
Recorder  from  October,  1890,  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred during  this  year.  This  is  a great  loss,  not  only 
to  the  Masonic  orders  in  Minnesota,  but  is  a loss  that 
we  all  feel  who  have  ever  been  brought  in  contact  with 
Companion  Montgomery,  not  only  in  his  acts  as  Grand 
Recorder,  but  as  a writer  of  correspondence.  His  loss 
will  be  deeply  felt.  He  was  a man  that  held  many  posi- 
tions of  honor  and  trust  both  civil  and  Masonic.  He 
was  high  in  the  Order  of  Masonry,  being  a 32  degree 
Mason,  and  he  was  said  to  be  the  soul  of  honor,  faithful, 
courteous  and  true.  We  deplore  his  loss  and  revere  his 
memory.  » 
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One  Council  was  constituted  with  Companion  Schu- 
mann as  proxy  for  the  Grand  Master. 

Death  having  vacated  the  office  of  Grand  Seconder, 
Companion  John  Fishel  was  appointed  to  take  his 
place,  and  will  doubtless  prove  a good  substitute  for  the 
one  that  was  lost.  He  says  that  he  had  not.  been  able  to 
make  any  official  visits  during  the  year,  though  he  was  a 
frequent  attendant  at  the  Council  in  Minneapolis.  He 
recommends  that  the  fees  for  degrees  be  raised  to  $10.00 
and  it  was  his  good  fortune  to  induce  his  own  Council  to 
amend  its  By-laws  so  as  to  raise  the  fee  to  $15.00.  We 
find  it  very  hard  to  get  men  to  join  the  Council  with  a 
fee  of  $5.00,  and  we  fear  to  make  it  even  $10.00  would 
kill  the  Order. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Kite  he  has  this  to  say : 

“Everywhere  Cryptic  Masonry  .is  prosperous,  and  even  the  strong 
jurisdictions  scarce  show  a greater  percentage  of  gain  in  member- 
ship than  does  our  own. 

“But  our  gain  is  not  alone  in  numbers ; that  would  count  for  but 
little  did  not  quality  keep  pace. 

“Men  who  have  heretofore  held  aloof  because  the  Council  was  not 
‘prerequisite.’  are  now  happy  if  they  can  be  enrolled  with  us,  and 
their  wonder  grows  that  they  could  so  long  remain  without  the  fold.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $434.35. 

We  extract  from  the  Committee  on  Necrology  a sketch 
relative  to  our  beloved  Companion  Montgomery: 

“Companion  Montgomery  was  a devout  and  earnest  Christian,  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  joining  at  Cleveland, 
Minn.,  January  15,  1861.  transferred  to  St  Peter  in  1868,  and  to  Ham- 
line in  1891,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  one  of  the  trustees  of  that 
church,  having  served  in  that  capacity  for  several  years.  He  was  the 
soul  of  honor,  faithful  to  his  trusts,  courteous,  kind  and  true ; in  his 
death  Masonry  has  lost  a faithful  and  earnest  worker,  the  com- 
munity a valued  citizen,  and  his  family  a devoted  husband  and 
father.” 

The  report  on  correspondence  (22  pp. ) is  submitted  by 
Companion  Wm.  C.  Allen,  and,  though  brief,  is  a very 
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fair  synopsis  of  the  business  done  in  the  proceedings  re- 
viewed. We  find,  however,  that  North  Carolina  arrived 
too  late  bo  be  reviewed,  and  we  regret  this  very  much.

MISSISSIPPI. 

52ni>  Annual.  Natchez.  Feb.  20,  1907. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Th.  111.  Grand 
Master,  were  present,  with  three  Cast  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen  States  (North  Caro- 
lina missing),  and  delegates  from  twenty-nine  Subordi- 
nate Councils. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  the  lamented  Savery,  who  was 
Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  delivered  the 
address,  and  in  the  beginning  he  states  that  he  comes 
not  with  an  address,  but  with  a wail  of  sorrow,  and  it 
was  indeed  with  sorrow  that  lie  announced  the  death  of 
M.  I . Companion  Phineas  M.  Savery,  Grand  Master,  who 
had  been  one  of  the  most  noted  companions  in  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  and  for  a number  of  years,  as  a writer  on 
correspondence,  he  was  easily  the  greatest  among  his 
equals,  and,  since  the  death  of  the  lamented  Drummond, 
of  Maine,  there  has  been  no  more  superior  authority  on 
Masonic  Law  or  Jurisprudence  in  this  country.  He  had 
served  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Grand  Commanderv,  and  six  years  as  M.  Th.  111. 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Mississippi,  and 
in  fact,  he  was  the  father. of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Missis- 
sippi, having  rescued  it  from  the  grave  where  it  bad  been 
buried  by  its  mistaken  friends,  and,  in  conjunction  with 
Companion  Frederic  Speed,  has  kept  the  fires  burning 
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on  its  sacred  altars.  It  is  indeed  a loss  which  we  all 
feel  and  recognize  to  the  utmost. 

After  being  settled  in  office  he  divided  the  State  into 
two  divisions — Northern  and  Southern — and  appointed 
the  Grand  Officers  for  visitations,  and  he  notified  them 
that  schools  of  instruction  would  be  organized  at  such 
dates  and  places  as  the  Superintendents  and  Inspectors 
may  report  to  his  office,  and  he  states  that  no  new  Coun- 
cil would  be  organized  with  less  than  twenty-seven  bona 
fide  affiliated  members.  Companion  J.  S.  Brooks  was 
made  inspector  of  the  several  Councils  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion, also  to  confer  degrees  and  organize  new  Councils. 
All  this  was  done  by  the  Grand  Master  before  his  death, 
and  the  Acting  Grand  Master  says  that  nothing  had  been 
presented  calling  for  his  official  action,  and  therefore  he 
had  no  report. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  that  several  Councils 
are  behind  in  dues,  and  it  is  surmised  that  there  will  be 
some  charters  lost  in  this  jurisdiction  before  many 
months. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$1,997.57. 

The  eulogy  of  Companion  Frederic  Speed  upon  the 
life  and  character  of  Grand  Master  P.  M.  Saverv,  is  of 
great  value  to  Masonic  history  in  Mississippi,  and  will 
be  a lasting  monument  of  his  works  and  character  as  a 
Mason,  and,  but  tor  want  of  time  and  space,  we  would 
copy  the  entire  address  as  it  came  from  Companion 
Speed’s  pen. 

There  is  no  report  on  correspondence.

42ni>  Annual.  Saint  Louis.  Apr.  23,  1907. 

A good  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  John  H.  Barr, 
Grand  Master,  salutes  us  on  the  initial  page.  The  only 
prominent  feature  that  we  notice  is  a well  cultivated 
mustache.  He  is  well  covered  with  badges,  and  among 
them  we  find  the  Shriner’s,  from  which  we  infer  he 
knows  how  to  laugh  and  when. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Grand  Marshal  and 
Grand  Steward,  were  present,  with  seven  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  eighteen  States 
(North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  ten  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (10  pp. ) is  a very 
full  and  succinct  account  of  affairs  in  Missouri,  and 
shows  that  he  had  accomplished  a good  deal  during  the 
wear.  He  congratulated  the  Companions  that  they  met 
in  health  and  peace  and  with  official  ranks  unbroken, 
but  among  the  Past  Grand  Masters  he  notes  the  death 
of  Companion  Allan  McDowell,  who  had  served  the 
Grand  Council  as  its  Grand  Master  from  October,  1872, 
to  October,  1873.  A full  obituary  of  his  life  and  charac- 
ter was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Necrology. 

Dispensations  were  granted  to  a number  of  Councils, 
notably  to  receive  petitions  and  ballot  on  same  and  con- 
fer degrees.  Among  them  we  find  one  very  unusual,  viz. : 
“To  Hiram  No.  1,  St.  Louis,  setting  aside  and  declaring 
void  the  dimit  issued  to  W.  H.  Mayo,”  but  as  this  com- 
panion is  now  cold  in  death,  let  us  draw  a mantle  over 
his  faults  and  bury  them  with  him. 

One  Council  was  instituted,  Companions  Stevenson 
and  Brock  accompanying  the  Grand  Master  to  Campbell 
Council  No.  33,  where  he  found  them  proficient  and  full 
to  overflowing  with  push,  vim  and  vigor,  and  with  as- 
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sistance  they  conferred  the  degrees  upon  a large  class 
in  a highly  creditable  manner.  Companion  Stevenson 
seems  to  be  making  himself  a useful  Mason  in  this  juris- 
diction, and  is  always  ready  to  go  anywhere  at  any  time 
where  the  interests  of  Masonry  call. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $2,147.46. 

The  Grand  Recorder  makes  his  usual  full  and  satis- 
factory report  of  all  things  done  in  his  office  and  shows 
that  the  net  gain  for  the  year  is  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three,  with  a total  mebership  of  1,477. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  gives  a brief  history  of 
each  of  the  distinguished  dead  in  the  various  States. 

The  report  on  Masonic  Home  shows  that  it  contin- 
ues to  be  the  joy  and  pride  of  all  Masons  within  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  They  are  proud  of  the  excellent 
and  business-like  management  which  has  been  character- 
istic since  the  beginning. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (57  pp. ) is  by  our  111. 
Companion  Robt.  F.  Stevenson,  and  it  is  up  to  the  best 
and  makes  good  reading.  Of  the  States  reviewed,  we 
find  that  North  Carolina  has  one  page  of  fraternal 
notice.  Tie  calls  attention  to  all  that  was  done  worthy 
of  general  notice  and  gives  what  Warvelle,  of  Illinois, 
had  to  say  concerning  this  writer,  and  we  give  him  the 
same  response  that  we  gave  Warvelle.  We  have  much 
hope  of  this  zealous  Companion,  and  trust  that  he  may 
live  many  years  to  bless  his  generation.

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  nine  Past 
Grand  Masters,  representatives  of  twenty-one  States 
(Companion  Chas.  C.  Cannon  representing  North  Caro- 
lina), and  delegates  from  fifteen  Snborinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp. ) in  fine  print, 
though  very  clear,  has  much  in  it  of  interest  to  be  read 
concerning  what  was  done  during  the  year  in  Nebraska, 
lie  has  some  encouraging  words  in  the  opening  of  his 
address ; hear  him : 

“However,  I rejoice  that  Nebraska  Royal  and  Select  Masters  are 
rapidly  falling  in  line  with  those  of  other  States,  who  recognize  the 
inherent  worth  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  and  who  are  willing  to  work  ini 
silence  and  secrecy  for  the  further  preservation  and  spread  of  its 
sublime  truths ; and  may  I not  cherish  the  hope  that  I have  assisted 
in  some  degree  in  this  glorious  work?” 

Of  the  fraternal  dead  he  has  been  called  upon  to  re- 
port but  one  in  the  ranks  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  that 
was  M.  I.  Companion  Geo.  W.  Lininger,  Past  Grand 
Master,  who  died  in  June,  1907,  and  an  obituary  notice 
is  given  of  this  distinguished  Mason  by  the  Committee 
on  Necrology.  He  also  refers  to  the  inroads  that  death 
has  made  among  the  distinguished  companions  of  other 
jurisdictions,  and  gives  the  list  in  full. 

Dispensations  were  issued,  notably  to  receive  peti- 
tions and  ballot  on  same  out  of  the  usual  time.  Two 
new  Councils  were  started  U.  D.  He  made  some  visita- 
tions which  were  helpful  and  enjoyable. 

Only  two  decisions  were  made,  and  only  one  reported 
of  local  character. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  on  hand  of 
$1, 118.65. 

The  Grand  Recorder  gives  the  number  of  members  in 
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good  standing  as  1,210,  which  is  a gain  of  118  for  the 
year. 

About  the  center  of  the  pamphlet  we  find  a very  large 
portrait  of  Companion  Geo.  W.  Lininger,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, who  was  born  December  14,  1834,  and  died  June  8, 
1907. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (23  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  Francis  E.  White,  who  is  also  Grand  Re- 
corder (and  a good  one),  who  gives  us  brief  but  accurate 
account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  States  reviewed,  and 
they  were  twenty-four  in  all,  but  we  do  not  find  that 
North  Carolina  came  in  the  list,  doubtless  arriving  too 
late  for  the  review,  which  we  very  much  regret.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

46th  Annual.  Concord.  May  13,  1907. 

A very  good  picture  adorns  the  initial  page  of  the 
pamphlet  in  the  person  of  M.  I.  Companion  James  C. 
Badger,  Grand  Master,  and  from  the  button  he  wears 
he  must  be  cognizant  of  the  affairs  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, were  present,  with  nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  repre- 
sentatives of  eighteen  States  (Companion  Albert  R. 
Junkins  representing  North  Carolina),  and  delegates 
from  fourteen  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp. ) is  well  writ- 
ten in  clear  type  and  is  pleasant  to  read.  He  has  to  an- 
nounce the  death  of  a companion  who  had  been  long  a 
prime  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction,  viz. : Companion  Al- 
bert S.  Wait,  who  had  received  the  degrees  of  the  An- 
cient Accepted  Scottish  Rite  from  the  fourth  to  the 
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thirty-third  degree,  and  was  crowned  a Sovereign  Grand 
Inspector  General  at  Boston,  September  21,  1907.  He 
lias  occupied  all  the  offices  nearly  in  the  Masonic  Orders 
and  for  many  years  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter 
and  Grand  Commandery  of  New  Hampshire,  and  held 
this  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  and  valuable  of  the  corps  of  correspondents 
and  was  really  a leader  on  most  of  the  subjects  pertain- 
ing to  this  branch  of  Masonry,  and  regarded  as  eminent 
authority  on  Masonic  law,  and  his  opinions  have  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  leading  Masonic  writers  and  stu- 
dents. We  shall  mourn  his  loss,  and  regret  very  much 
that  we  did  not  know  more  of  him  during  his  useful  life. 

We  spent  a few  weeks  in  Newport,  N.  H.,  his  home, 
one  summer  ten  or  twelve  years  since,  and  were  not  cog- 
nizant of  the  fact  that  he  was  a resident  of  that  place,  or 
we  should  have  hunted  him  up  and  been  much  with  him 
during  our  stay  in  the  village. 

The  Grand  Master  assigned  the  work  of  visitations  to 
each  Council  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  and  both  make  good 
report  of  their  work. 

We  note  among  the  Grand  Representatives  that  T.  I. 
Companion  John  C.  Chase,  of  Derry,  has  been  appointed 
Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  is  an  old  friend  of  this  writer  and  a Past 
Deputy  Grand  Commander  of  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  was  once  a correspondent  of  the  Grand  Juris- 
diction, and  when  he  left  the  State,  his  mantle  fell  upon 
this  writer,  and  we  are  here  yet  to  do  the  honors  he 
left  us. 

No  dispensations  had  been  granted  during  the  year. 
One  new  Council  was  constituted  by  the  Grand  Master 
in  person.  He  attended  the  General  Grand  Council  at 
Boston  in  June,  1906,  and  he  says  there  were  present  the 
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representatives  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils.  He 
speaks  well  of  all  that  was  done  during  the  year,  and 
especially  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$1,029.82. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  Frank  D.  Wood- 
bury, is  short  and  gives  only  matters  that  pertain  to  his 
office. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (42  pp. ) is  presented 
by  Companion  Jos.  E.  Robins,  and,  although  his  first 
attempt  at  reviewing,  shows  him  to  be  a good  writer 
and  accurate  compiler,  and  we  expect  him  to  make  a 
valued  member  of  our  corps.  He  has  very  little  use  for 
the  scissors  as  yet,  but  now  and  then  makes  an  extract. 
He  reviewed  thirty-two  States  in  a very  able  manner, 
and  gives  to  North  Carolina  for  1906  one  page  of  the  re- 
view. He  calls  our  report  an  excellent  review  and  we 
thank  the  Companion  for  his  kind  notice  of  our  proceed- 
ings and  also  of  our  report.

(North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  four  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2  pp.)  is  brief,  but 
tells  us  in  few  words  what  was  done.  He  says  that  the 
Cryptic  year  just  passed  has  been  an  uneventful  one. 
No  officer  of  the  Grand  Council  had  received  a summons 
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to  that  Higher  Lodge  above,  and  he  then  gives  a list  of 
the  distinguished  dead  of  other  jurisdictions. 

No  decisions  had  been  asked  for  during  the  year.  Only 
one  dispensation  was  granted  to  elect  and  install  officers 
in  one  of  the  Councils. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balanoe 
of  1247.49. 

The  Grand  Recorder  gives  a present  membership  of 
722,  which  is  a gain  of  31. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (18  pp. ) is  presented 
by  Companion  Hiram  E.  Deats,  and  is  a brief  synopsis' 
of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-nine  Grand  Bodies.  A 
great  many  of  the  States  were  absent  from  his  table,  but 
North  Carolina  arrived  in  time  and  was  reviewed  for 
1906.  He  gives  a few  items  in  our  proceedings,  and  calls 
attention  to  our  mistake  in  stating  that  Companion 
Bertholf  was  the  author  of  the  report  instead  of  himself, 
in  which  he  says  that  the  writer  was  more  flattered  than 
was  the  Grand  Recorder  when  he  read  it.  We  beg  par- 
don, Companion,  and  will  try  not  to  do  so  any  more.

NEW  YORK. 

98th  Annual.  New  York.  Aug.  27,  1907. 

Two  portraits  adorn  the  initial  pages  of  this  pam- 
phlet, viz. : M.  I.  Companion  Fred  E.  Ogden,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  M.  I.  R.  H.  Christiance,  Grand  Master  in  1889. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  twelve 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
three  States  (Companion  John  L.  Judge  representing 
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North  Carolina),  and  delegates  from  twenty-four  Subor- 
dinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (34  pp. ) is  the  main 
feature  of  these  proceedings  and  is  really  a document  of 
much  value,  and  adds  much  to  the  Cryptic  Rite  of  the 
great  State  of  New  York.  Of  Necrology  he  says. 

“While  we  have  been  particularly  fortunate  during  the  past  year, 
in  having  uo  deaths  in  the  ranks  of  our  Elective  Grand  Officers,  yet 
the  Grim  Reaper  is  always  with  us — the  Silent  Messenger  has  not 
been  idle  and  our  hearts  are  saddened  by  the  thought  that  the  aged 
companion  appointed  to  guard  our  outer  door  at  this  Annual  Assem- 
bly, has  been  summoned  by  the  Angel  of  Death  into  the  immediate 
presence  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master.” 


He  had  one  death  to  report  among  the  Grand  Officers, 
viz.:  111.  Companion  William  H.  Small,  who  died  dur- 
ing the  year  in  his  81st  year.  He  had  lived  long  and 
made  himself  useful  in  his  day  and  generation.  He  also 
expresses  sympathy  for  the  loss  of  companions  in  other, 
jurisdictions,  and  gives  a list  of  the  distinguished  dead. 

We  also  note  in  these  proceedings  that  the  “Waiver  of 
Jurisdiction'’  is  practiced.  But  few  questions  were  sub- 
mitted for  decision,  which  he  attributed  to  law  being 
well  settled  in  the  minds  of  the  officers  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion, and  from  this  he  concluded  that  the  officers  are  of 
superior  ability,  and  the  members  thereof  of  such  mate- 
rial, and  they  understand  and  willingly  conform  to  th° 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Order. 

He  decided  that  a Reverend  Companion  who  had  ac- 
cepted a call  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a Council  could  have 
the  degrees  conferred  without  regard  to  time.  He  is 
aware,  however,  that  this  decision  was  at  variance  with 
Masonic  usage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter 
of  New  York,  and  a ruling  upon  this  point  was  asked  at 
this  meeting. 

The  various  Councils  of  the  State  were  assigned  for 
official  visitations  to  the  various  officers  of  the  Grand 
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Council  and  their  reports  show  that  they  attended  dili- 
gently to  the  work  assigned  them  with  marked  good  re- 
sults, and  the  Grand  Master  was  'much  pleased  and  grat- 
ified with  the  same.  They  had  several  receptions  ten- 
dered them  and  these  were  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of  $3,277.97  on 
hand. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a total  membership  of 
4,939,  with  net  increase  of  374.  With  the  hand  of  death 
upon  him  this  notable  Grand  Recorder,  Geo.  Van  Vliet, 
prepared  these  proceedings  for  publication,  and  literally 
died  with  the  harness  on.  A noble  tree  has  fallen  in  the 
forest  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  and  his  place  will  be  hard  to 
fill.  His  memory  will  ever  be  cherished  in  the  hearts  of 
his  companions,  for  he  made  himself  useful  in  his  day 
and  generation.  Peace  to  his  ashes. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (48  pp.)  is  presented 
by  a committee  of  three,  and  is  an  able  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  twenty-six  Grand  Bodies  and  also  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  of  the  United  States  for  1906.  They 
do  not  use  the  scissors,  and  give  very  fair  statements  of 
all  that  was  done  in  the  various  Councils,  and  we  regret 
that  North  Carolina  arrived  too  late  to  get  in  the  pro- 
cession.

78th  Annual.  Columbus.  Oct.  1,  1907. 

Two  portraits  salute  us  on  opening  the  initial  pages 
of  this  superb  pamphlet,  and  both  are  well  executed — 
the  one  of  M.  I.  Companion  E.  H.  Archer,  Grand  Master, 
and  Companion  Wm.  E.  Evans,  the  Grand  Recorder. 


Ohio. 
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The  buttons  on  their  coats  show  that  they  have  stood 
the  hot  sands  of  the  desert,  and  have  not  been  affected 
thereby,  for  they  both  appear  to  be  in  the  best  of  health. 

The  prelude  to  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Council  con- 
sisted of  addresses  of  welcome  and  responses,  which 
■were  all  pleasant  and  well  timed. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  eighteen 
Past  Grand  Masters,  representatives  of  thirty-five  States 
(Companion  William  E.  Bantu  representing  North  Car- 
olina), and  the  delegates  from  sixty-eight  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (23  pp. ) is  emphati- 
cally one  of  the  best  we  have  read,  and  it  comes  up  to 
the  requirements  of  this,  the  largest  jurisdiction. 

We  also  find  a very  fine  face  in  the  portrait  of  David 
C.  Winegarner,  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  in 
1886-7,  who  died  in  the  year  1907,  and  a tine  eulogy  upon 
his  life  and  character  is  delivered  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Charters  having  been  granted  for  Councils  at  East 
Liverpool,  Xenia,  Barnesville  and  Upper  Sandusky,  the 
Grand  Master  visited  these  places  and  opened  the  Grand 
Council  in  special  assembly  and  instituted  said  Coun- 
cils in  due  and  regular  form  and  installed  the  officers 
in  same. 

Several  dispensations  were  granted  to  elect  and  in- 
stall officers  out  of  the  usual  time. 

In  arranging  for  the  annual  inspections  of  the  Coun- 
cils lie  divided  them  into  nine  arches,  and  each  arch  into 
three  divisions,  and  appointed  an  Inspector  for  each 
division.  These  inspections  were  made  and  the  results 
beneficial,  as  are  seen  from  the  reports..  He  is  proud  of 
being  the  Grand  Master  of  the  premier  Grand  Council 
of  the  world,  and  considers  it  to  be  the  result  of  zealous 
work  and  the  united  condition  of  all  the  Councils  within 
the  jurisdiction.  Two  Councils  were  started  U.  D.  He 
makes  the  following  decision  in  regard  to  dispensations: 
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-Therefore,  the  Grand  Master  cannot,  by  dispensation,  suspend  the 
rule  requiring  petitions  for  the  degrees  or  membership  to  be  received 
and  balloted  for  at  a Stated  Assembly. 

“Nor,  to  authorize  the  election  of  officers  at  a Special  Assembly 
preceding  the  time  fixed  by  the  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  of  a 
Council. 

“Nor,  by  dispensation,  suspend  the  By-laws  of  a Council. 

“Held : That  a By-law  of  a Council  providing  for  annual  election  of 
officers,  other  than  at  the  Assembly  preceding  or  succeeding  St.  John 
the  Evangelist’s  Day,  is  du  conflict  with  Section  Five  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  is  therefore  void. 

Held : That  the  rank,  title  and  prerogative  of  a Past  Thrice  Illus- 
trious Master,  although  acquired  as  the  result  of  an  irregular  elec- 
tion, he  having  served  his  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  unques- 
tioned and  unchallenged,  cannot  be  annulled,  rescinded  or  taken  away 
by  any  action  of  a subordinate  body  of  which  he  is  a member.” 

He  had  visited  during  the  year  twelve  chartered  Coun- 
cils and  two  U.  1).,  and  found  same  in  good  condition. 
The  Grand  Recorder  makes  the  following  statement: 

"We  have  had  another  prosperous  year,  with  sixty-siix  chartered 
Councils  and  two  Councils  under  dispensation,  viz. : Zabud,  at  Wes- 
terville, and  Fayette,  at  Washington,  C.  IT.,  now  on  the  rolls,  with  a 
total  membership  of  10,261,  showing  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
1,004,  the  largest  gain  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Council.  All  re- 
ports were  in  my  hands  in  good  time,  a few  of  them  slow,  but  none 
delinquent,  and  only  a small  percentage  of  them  requiring  sending 
hack  for  corrections,  which  speaks  well  for  the  several  Recorders. 
Every  Council  advanced  candidates  this  year,  sixty- four  Councils 
show  gains  over  last  year,  and  only  four  Councils  show  loss,  and 
this  loss  in  two  of  them  was  caused  by  members  withdrawing  to  join 
some  new  Council,  the  loss  in  the  other  two  was  caused  by  suspension 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  A recapitulation  of  the  returns  show  as 
follows.” 


He  gives  tlie  net.  gain  as  1,094,  with  a total  member- 
ship of  10,261. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
>15,946.08. 

The  report  of  the  Masonic  Home  shows  that  this  insti- 
tution is  in  good  condition  and  doing  a large  amount  of 
good  in  the  State,  and  the  number  of  occupants  is  156 
men,  women,  hoys  and  girls. 


Oregon. 
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The  report  on  correspondence  (73  pp.)  is  presented 
by  Companion  Nelson  Williams,  and  is  an  able  review  of 
the  proceedings  of  thirty-two  Grand  Bodies,  but  of  these 
North  Carolina  is  not  reviewed,  having  come  too  late. 
W e are  sorry  and  hope  to  be  more  lucky  next  time.

22nd  Annual.  Corvallis.  Apr.  10,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  six  Past 
Grand  Masters,  representatives  from  thirteen  States 
(North  Carolina  missing),  and  delegates  from  six  Sub- 
ordinate Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (5  pp. ) is  in  small 
type  closely  written,  and  contains  much  of  interest  to 
the  companions  of  his  own  State  as  well  as  others  who 
will  read  it. 

He  reports  that  he  had  not  constituted  any  new  Coun- 
cils in  the  State,  but  some  preliminary  work  had  been 
done  in  the  cities  of  Marshfield,  Medford,  Independence 
and  Astoria,  and  all  bid  fair  to  ultimately  result  in 
strong  bodies  located  in  their  communities.  He  gives 
credit  to  the  noble  Masons  who  have  worked  for  the 
building  up  of  Masonry  in  Oregon,  and  among  others  he 
mentions  Past  Grand  Master  Asa  H.  Hodson,  the  foun- 
der of  the  Rite  in  Oregon ; Companion  Seymour  Chip- 
man;  Companion  Penumbra  Kelly,  Past  Grand  Master; 
Seth  L.  Pope,  Grand  Recorder,  and  Samuel  Bullock, 
Grand  Treasurer;  all  of  whom  had  done  noble  work  in 
rebuilding  that  Grand  Order. 

He  gives  a few  dispensations  to  receive  petitions  and 
confer  degrees  on  candidates  out  of  time.  Under  the

61st  Annual.  Erie.  .Jan.  15,  1907. 

A very  good  portrait  of  M.  P.  Companion  Chas.  W. 
Wolfertz,  Grand  Master,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  this 
pamphlet;  and  in  the  body  of  the  same  we  find  a most 
excellent  portrait  of  a very  handsome  man  who  was 
Grand  Master  in  1886,  Geo.  W.  Kindner,  Jr. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  nine  M.  P. 
Grand  Masters,  representatives  of  thirteen  States 
(North  Carplina  missing),  and  delegates  from  sixteen 
Subordinate  Councils. 

Several  letters  of  regret  were  read  from  those  who 
could  not  attend. 

The  address  of  the  M.  P.  Grand  Master  (22  pp. ) is  the 
main  feature  of  the  proceedings,  and  is  really  a capital 
document,  and  well  worth  perusal.  He  congratulates 
the  Grand  Council  that  they  are  enabled  to  meet  in 
health  and  peace,  and  with  unbroken  ranks,  and  he  is 
grateful  to  say  that  the  utmost  harmony  has  prevailed 
during  the  entire  year.  That  not  a note  of  discord  was 
among  the  official  members,  and  that  while  numbers  had 
been  added  to  the  roll  of  membership,  strength  had  also 
been  added  in  the  character  of  the  increased  member- 
ship. The  gain  in  membership  for  the  past  year  is  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, making  a total  membership  of  3,814. 


Pennsylvania. 
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He  gives  a list  of  the  distinguished  dead  in  his  own 
and  other  jurisdictions.  One  Council  was  constituted 
by  the  Grand  Master,  viz. : Joppa  Council  No.  46,  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  The  ceremony  was  highly  inter- 
esting. 

He  granted  a number  of  dispensations  to  act  upon 
petitions  without  waiting  the  usual  time,  and  there  were 
seventeen  of  these. 

He  visited  officially  eighteen  of  the  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils and  spread  light  and  good  cheer  wherever  he  went. 

Only  one  decision  was  called  for  and  that  was  of  local 
interest.  There  are  good  prospects  for  the  establish- 
ment of  Councils  at  Reading,  York  and  Halzeton.  He 
states  of  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  that  it  is 
very  gratifying.  Every  Council  in  the  State  has  done 
work,  and  good  work,  except  one.  One  Council  had 
more  than  doubled  its  membership,  and  he  conferred 
degrees  on  one  hundred  and  thirteen  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons. They  also  confer  the  Super-Excellent  Master 
Mason’s  degree  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  he  conferred  the 
degree  upon  thirty-five  candidates.  Big  work. 

He  recommends  that  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Recorder 
be  increased  to  at  least  $400.00  per  annum. 

The  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Council  make  report  of 
their  work,  which  was  satisfactory  and  inspiring. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a balance  of  $2,378.02. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  a net  membership  of 
3,814,  which  is  a net  gain  of  490. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (54  pp.)  is  presented 
by  Frank  W.  Martenis,  P.  G.  M.,  and  is  a most  admir- 
able review  of  thirty-seven  States.  He  compiles  skilfully 
with  the  use  of  scissors,  and  is  very  much  of  an  adept  in 
selecting  the  very  best,  and,  in  fact,  lie  gets  the  kernel 
of  all  the  proceedings  reviewed.  He  gives  North  Caro- 
lina about  one  and  one-lialf  pages  of  fraternal  notice. 
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He  makes  extracts  from  tlie  address  of  the  Grand 
Master,  gives  his  conclusion  and  also  our  report  on 
correspondence,  which  he  styles  as  a report  well  writ- 
ten. He  locates  Grand  Master  E.  B.  Neve  at  “Salis- 
burg.”  It  should  be  ‘‘Salisbury.”  We  thank  the  Com- 
panion for  kind  expressions  of  our  report.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

48th  Annual.  Charleston.  Feb.  12,  1907. 

Five  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  absent,  but  the  prin- 
cipal ones  were  present  (list  of  Past  Grand  Masters  not 
given),  Grand  Representatives  of  ten  States  (Compan- 
ion J.  T.  Barron  (our  Jalce)  representing  North  Caro- 
lina), and  delegates  from  five  Subordinate  Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  delivered  orally. 
He  promised  to  write  it  out  for  insertion  in  the  minutes, 
but  it  was  not  received  in  time  and  the  Grand  Recorder 
could  only  briefly  summarize  the  address  from  memory, 
and  said: 


“He  reported  several  dispensations  granted,  the  chief  one  being 
to  institute  a Council  at  Greenwood,  which  was  in  process  of  organi- 
zation, and  would  soon  apply  for  a charter.  He  also  expressed  the 
hope  that  at  an  early  day  the  Councils  at  Spartanburg,  Laurens  and 
Newberry  would  be  resuscitated  and  resume  their  places  in  the  Grand 
Council.  The  Grand  Master  also  paid  a feeling  and  beautiful  tribute 
to  tbe  Illustrious  dead  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions.” 


And  this  is  all  we  have  of  the  address. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  of  $10.01. 
The  Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master 
suggests  the  resuscitation  of  Councils  at  Spartanburg, 


Tennessee. 
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Laurens  and  Newberry,  as  they  believe  that  at  each  of 
these  points  there  is  sufficient  zeal  to  warrant  the  hope 
and  belief  that  these  Councils  will  take  on  new  life  in 
the  near  future. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (31  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  Z.  Davis,  and  is  a sort  of  synopsis  of  the 
chief  items  of  interest  in  the  Grand  Bodies  reviewed, 
which  were  thirty -two,  and  among  these  we  find  North 
Carolina  received  one-half  page.  He  notices  the  address 
of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  work  of  the  rotating  Enoch 
Council  at  Raleigh,  and  of  his  visit  to  the  South  Caro- 
lina Grand  Council,  but  lie  does  not  say  what  the  Grand 
Master  of  South  Carolina  said  to  the  Grand  Master  of 
North  Carolina.  He  says  we  were  the  author  of  the  re- 
port, but  makes  no  comments.

TENNESSEE. 

57th  Annual.  Nashville.  Jan.  28,  1907. 

The  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  John  Hart,  Jr., 
Grand  Master,  seems  indeed  to  be  a junior,  but  he  has 
decision  in  his  face,  and  looks  as  though  he  could  en- 
force the  law. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  twelve  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-four 
States  (Companion  P.  N.  Matlock  representing  North 
Carolina),  and  delegates  from  eighteen  Subordinate 
Councils,  and  two  U.  D. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (2 y2  pp.)  is  in  very 
clear  print  and  closely  written,  and  contains  all  that 
was  done  of  interest  during  the  year.  He  is  thankful 
for  the  peace,  prosperity  and  harmony  that  prevailed 
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throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He  feels  that  he 
has  fallen  far  short  of  the  great  duties  devolving  upon 
him,  and  he  trusts  that  the  judgment  of  his  companions 
will  not  be  severe.  He  made  no  official  visitations  dur- 
ing the  year,  from  the  fact  that  all  the  Councils  were 
visited  by  his  predecessor.  We  do  not  consider  this  a 
valid  reason. 

He  had  not  beeen  called  upon  for  any  official  ruling, 
nor  had  any  appeals  been  asked  for.  He  had  granted, 
however,  dispensations  for  four  new  Councils,  and  the 
usual  number  to  elect  and  install  officers.  He  tried  to 
resuscitate  a defunct  Council,  but  failed,  and  he  recom- 
mends that,  the  charter  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$368.03. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (28  pp. ) is  presented 
by  Companion  M.  F.  Flenniken,  and  is  a very  complete 
synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-nine  Grand 
Bodies,  and  of  these  we  find  that  North  Carolina  for 
1906  has  little  more  than  half  a page.  He  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  and  copies  what 
we  said  of  the  dispensation  granted  Enoch  Council  to 
hold  a special  meeting  at  Asheville  and  other  places,  in 
other  words,  to  rotate  on  wheels,  and  notes  that,  the 
Committee  on  the  Doings  of  the  Grand  Officers  said  that 
while  it  was  somewhat  out  of  the  usual  course,  under  the 
emergencies  of  the  case  they  approved.  He  also  copied 
some  statistics  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder, 
and  mentions  our  report  without  comment.

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TEXAS. 

On  Thursday,  the  3rd  day  of  December,  1907,  a Con- 
vention of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  called  to  order  in  the 
Grand  Chapter  room  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  city  of 
Waco,  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  a call  by 
the  several  Subordinate  Councils  in  the  State  of  Texas, 
the  consent  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas,  and 
the  express  authority  of  Companion  Robert  M.  Elgin, 
Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council 
of  Texas  (for  some  time  past  not  at  labor).  The  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting  was  explained  to  be  the  re-formation 
or  re-habilitation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Texas.  A Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  found  that  there  were  twelve 
Councils  represented,  and  representatives  of  several 
other  Subordinate  Councils  to  the  amount  of  nearly  one 
hundred.  The  officers  were  then  elected  and  the  Grand 
Council  of  Texas  launched  upon  its  new  voyage  of  dis- 
covery among  the  secret  vaults.  Upon  motion,  which 
was  duly  seconded  and  adopted,  the  By-laws  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  were  adopted,  and  all  arrangements 
made  for  the  transfer  of  Councils  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter to  its  own  Grand  Council,  so  that  we  now  have  to 
welcome  this  new  sister  into  the  sisterhood  of  Grand 
Councils  in  this  country. 

There  is  no  report  on  correspondence,  but  we  hope  to 
see  one  next  year,  and  wish  abundant  success  to  all  the 
efforts  for  the  betterment  of  the  Craft  in  the  Lone  Star 
State. 


VERMONT. 

54th  Annual.  Burlington.  Jan.  11,  1907. 

A very  fine  face  greets  us  on  the  initial  page  of  this 
neat  pamphlet,  in  the  person  of  M.  I.  Companion  George 
F.  Root,  Grand  Master.  He  is  a tine  specimen  and  looks 
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as  though  the  camel's  milk  agreed  with  him.  His  cheeks 
are  full,  and  he  has  had  good  eating  in  his  day,  and  his 
weight  is  bhyond  the  average,  like  our  own. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, were  present,  with  seven  Past  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Representatives  of  seventeen  States  (North  Car- 
olina missing),  and  delegates  from  fifteen  Subordinate 
Councils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (7  pp.)  is  well  writ- 
ten, and  gives  a complete  synopsis  of  the  items  of  work 
in  his  office  during  the  year. 

Among  the  dead  he  has  to  mention  that  of  M.  I.  Com- 
panion George  F.  Flanders,  Past  Grand  Master,  “who 
passed  away  as  he  had  lived,  at  peace  with  all  the  world, 
leaving  a record  that  should  be  an  example  to  all  who 
aspire  to  live  up  to  the  principles  of  the  Order.”  A his- 
tory of  his  character  and  life  is  given  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  he  is  represented  as  being  first  in  all  he  under- 
took. He  noticed  the  death  of  the  distinguished  com- 
panions in  other  jurisdictions. 

He  attended  the  General  Grand  Council  at  its  Ninth 
Triennial  Assembly  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  states 
that  it  was  a session  of  profit  as  well  as  pleasure. 

He  made  assignments  for  visitations,  giving  certain 
Councils  to  each  of  the  principal  Grand  Officers,  who 
made  visits  of  inspection  and  they  made  reports  which 
were  very  creditable  to  them.  He  visited  one  Council 
where  there  was  a very  large  class  of  candidates,  and  it 
is  one  of  the  most  flourishing  in  the  State.  Companion 
Marsh  O.  Perkins  was  a member  of  this  Council,  as  was 
Companion  D.  A.  Eliott,  and  at  the  meeting  they  had 
an  enjoyable  talk  on  the  origin  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  by 
the  111.  M.  O.  Perkins,  which  he  was  sure  all  the  Grand 
Council  would  be  interested  to  hear.  So  say  we,  not 
only  the  Grand  Council  of  Vermont,  but  to  all  Council 
Masons  in  this  country. 


Vermont. 
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He  granted  twenty  dispensations,  all  to  ballot  on  pe- 
titions at  a regular  and  special  assembly  out  of  time. 
He  had  no  calls  for  decision  and  hence  he  made  none  dur- 
ing the  year.  One  Council  was  reported  delinquent,  and 
made  no  returns  or  paid  dues  for  two  years.  They  had 
a number  of  candidates  on  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  right  themselves  and  make  report  by  the  next 
assembly  of  the  Grand  Council. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Rite  he  says : 

“I  find  no  dissension  whatever  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  am 
pleased  to  report  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail. 

“The  reports  of  the  several  Councils  will  show  the  standing  of  this 
Grand  Body,  and  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  Lodge,  Chapter  and 
Commandery,  we  must  work,  work,  work.  Meet  regularly  and  prac- 
tice. Get  your  officers  familiar  with  the  ritual  and  floor  work.  Let 
the  officers  enthuse  and  that  will  enthuse  the  companions,  and  pretty 
soon  you  have  prospective  candidates  enthused.  Get  what  parapher- 
nalia you  can,  and  if  you  get  a chance  to  visit  other  Councils,  im- 
prove that  chance  and  see  how  they  do  the  work ; but  above  all,  put 
your  soul  into  it  and  make  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Vermont  what  it 
should  be,  and  as  I surrender  my  jewel  to  my  successor,  I bespeak 
for  him  the  same  kindness  and  courtesy  you  have  shown  me.  My 
one  great  regret  is  that  I have  not  been  able  to  visit  more  of  the 
Councils,  as  one  year  ago  I fully  intended  to  do,  but  we  cannot  always 
do  as  we  wish  or  as  we  plan,  and  as  I step  down  and  out,  believe  me 
that  my  heart  and  hand  are  still  with  you  and  that  I shall  always 
labor  to  make  the  Cryptic  Rite  one  of  the  best.” 


The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a balance  of 
$1, 183.15.  The  Grand  Recorder  gives  the  total  number 
of  members  as  1,320. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (45  pp.)  is  presented 
by  that  finished  writer  and  able  interpreter  of  Masonic 
Laws  and  Jurisprudence,  M.  O.  Perkins,  Past  Deputy 
111.  Grand  Master,  in  which  he  reviews  in  his  usual  man- 
ner, with  now  and  then  a few  extracts,  the  proceedings 
of  thirty-two  Grand  Bodies  and  some  of  them  for  two 
years.  Among  these  we  find  that  North  Carolina  has 
nearly  one  page  of  fraternal  notice,  in  which  he  gives 
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all  the  items  of  interest  transatced  in  our  proceed- 
ings* and  says  that  we  review  with  a veteran’s  touch, 
but  has  no  comments  to  make  upon  any  part  of  our  re- 
port. We  have  not  much  chance  for  discussion,  anyhow, 
in  these  Council  reports.

WASHINGTON. 

12th  Annual.  Tacoma.  June  15,  1907. 

A line  portrait  of  M.  I.  Companion  W.  C.  Stone, 
Grand  Master,  greets  us  on  the  initial  page  of  this  very 
neat  pamphlet,  in  fact,  all  the  pamphlets  of  all  the  Or- 
ders in  this  jurisdiction  seem  to  be  well  gotten  up.  This 
portrait  shows  the  features  of  a man  of  determination 
and  grit,  and  we  are  not  surprised  to  see  that  he  has 
entered  the  Mystic  Shrine,  by  the  emblem  he  wears. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  with  nine  Past 
Grand  Masters,  representatives  of  twenty-live  States 
(Companion  Frank  B.  Weymouth  representing  North 
Carolina),  and  delegates  from  seven  Subordinate  Coun- 
cils. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a good  paper, 
penned  in  readable  type,  and  gives  in  a compact  form  all 
that  was  done  in  his  office  during  the  year.  He  has  this 
to  say  in  the  opening  of  the  address  concerning  the  con- 
dition of  the  Rite: 

“Peace,  plenty  and  a marked  degree  of  prosperity  has  been  our  her- 
itage since  last  we  separated.  God  has  indeed  dealt  kindly  and  boun- 
tifully with  us,  and  as  we  enter  upon  the  duties  of  this  session,  we 
invoke  His  blessing  on  us  and  pray  that  His  wisdom  and  counsel 
may  direct  us  in  all  of  our  deliberations.” 

He  states  that  the  official  ranks  are  unbroken  by 
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death.  The  venerable  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  Wm.  Pelan, 
came  near  unto  death,  but  be  has  been  spared,  and  they 
rejoice  that  he  still  lingers.  Though  feeble  in  body,  he 
is  strong  and  clear  in  mind,  and  still  takes  a deep  inter- 
est in  Masonry.  We  find  a few  of  these  old  relics  still 
on  the  shores  on  time.  We  do  not  value  them  as  we 
ought.  They  are  landmarks  by  which  we  can  be  guided 
in  our  work,  and  we  ought  to  revere  and  keep  them 
green  in  our  memories. 

He  gives  the  names  of  distinguished  dead  in  other 
jurisdictions. 

Like  very  many  others,  it  was  his  purpose  to  visit 
every  constituent  Council  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  but  he  had  failed  in  his  en- 
deavors, and  states  it  was  not  because  of  lack  of  interest 
or  effort  on  his  part.  The  long  distances  from  Council 
to  Council  was  a drawback,  and  he  finally  gave  up, 
almost  disheartened  and  discouraged  in  his  efforts.  He 
visited,  however,  two  Councils,  with  the  usual  good 
results.  In  his  home  Council  lie  had  attended  all  the 
meetings  held  during  the  year. 

Only  one  dispensation  had  been  asked  for  during  the 
•year,  and  no  decisions  had  been  called  for. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  on  hand  of 
$245.76. 

The  Grand  Recorder  shows  in  his  report  a net  gain  of 
sixty-nine,  and  a present  membership  of  six  hundred  and 

ninety. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (36  pp.)  is  presented  by 
Companion  Edward  R.  Hare,  and  is  a very  admirable  re- 
view of  thirty-four  Grand  Bodies,  together  with  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  for  1906.  North  Carolina  for  1906 
receives  attention  to  the  amount  of  a little  more  than 
one  page.  He  extracts  items  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  alludes,  as  nearly  everybody  has,  to 
the  dispensation  given  to  Enoch  Council  to  rotate 
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around.  He  notes  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  Wil- 
liam Simpson.  He  says  that  our  report  was  a brief  re- 
view of  thirty  Grand  Councils,  and  so  it  was,  and  we 
have  to  be  brief,  as  the  Council  has  not  so  much  money 
as  the  larger  Orders.

WISCONSIN. 

51st  Annual.  Milwaukee.  Feb.  19,  1907. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  are  reported  present,  with  five 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Representatives  of  twelve 
States  ( Companion  R.  B.  Lang  representing  North  Caro- 
lina), and  delegates  from  ten  chartered  Councils  and 
two  U.  I). 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (6y2  pp.)  is  a fair 
and  intelligent  statement  of  the  work  done  by  him  in  his 
office.  He  gives  some  historical  facts  as  to  the  formation 
of  the  Grand  Council,  and  if  we  had  room  we  would 
copy  it  all.  He  commenced  his  duties  in  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry as  a Steward  in  Kilboum  Council  No.  9 ( we  won- 
der if  he  is  a good  snorer).  Of  the  first  Councils  which 
formed  the  Grand  Council  of  Wisconsin  six  are  still  in 
existence,  and  in  1878  the  Council  merged  with  the 
Grand  Chapter  when  Cryptic  Masonry  became  in  a haze 
and  could  not  be  seen,  but  in  1902  this  Grand  Council 
came  forth  and  united  with  the  General  Grand  Council 
of  the  United  States,  and  it  is  now  in  a flourishing  con- 
dition. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  gives  a list  of  the  dead 
in  other  jurisdictions.  One  new  Council  was  started  U. 
D.  and  dispensations  granted  to  transact  the  routine 
business  in  many  of  the  Councils.  One  Council  was  vis- 
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ited  and  the  officers  installed.  He  reports  that  he  and  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  attended  the  Ninth  Triennial  of 
the  General  Grand  Council  at  Boston.  He  makes  some 
notice  of  the  Super -Excellent  Master’s  Degree,  and  states 
that  he  saw  it  well  conferred  in  Boston. 

Only  one  or  two  decisions  of  local  interest.  He  recom- 
mended that  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  prepare  a suit- 
able paper  on  their  late  Companion  and  Past  Most  111. 
Grand  Master,  Fred  Bing. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a balance  on  hand  of 
1778.85. 

On  the  memorial  page  appears  a portrait  of  M.  111. 
Companion  Fred  King,  who  had  died  December  14,  1906. 

The  report  on  correspondence  (52  pp.)  is  presented  by 
M.  I.  Companion  Jacob  Dreher,  Past  Grand  Master,  and 
is  a most  faithful  and  able  review  of  thirty  Grand 
Bodies,  including  North  Carolina  for  1906,  to  which  he 
assigns  nearly  one  page.  He  has  very  little  to  say,  as  his 
space  is  limited,  although  he  notes  some  of  the  principal 
items  of  our  proceedings  and  simply  states  that  the 
report  on  correspondence  was  written  by  this  scribe,  but 
has  no  comments  or  discussions.
